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PRELIMINARY 

OBSERVATIONS. 



Whilst with avidity we dwell on each page of 
the Grrecian and Roman annals, those of our ac- 
eomplished neighbours the French, ^le too fre- 
quently neglected ; yet baa there been no want of 
adminUtrative, military, or domestic talent among 
" the latter, or of striking i'pcidents' to bring them 
into play ; which the following chronplogical and 
biographical account will prove^— The causes and 
resttlta of the conduct of the French for above* 
thirteen centuries, are here presented; but that 
portion which regards the life of Henry the Fourth^ 
and all subsequent events, is more particularly 
dwelt upon, as comprising a period continually 
alluded to in the familiar conversationa of the pre<»- 
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sent timea; as well as forming the subject of manj 
of the works of the painters, sculpfors, and dr«» 
malic writers of France. 

An endeavour has been made to render these 
details ^tltogetker^ . a complete^ though concise. 
History of France. — ^They are cliiefly a cumpila- 
tion from authors whose veracity is established, 
and the Chronology (in which are interspersed 
. anecdotes and observations not usually found under 
that title) is not copied from- any table of the kind 
that has appeared*— The author finding a strange 
variation in the dates iixed by historians to striking 
circumstances, and even in their account of the 
number of years the sovereigns lived and reigned, 
has decided by comparing events and the different 
accounts with one another.

THE HISTORY OF FRANCE. 



The greatest part of the cduntry now styled 

France ^vas formerly named Gaul, which is said 
lo have beon originally peopled by a portion of 
the CclteH, the descendants of Gomer, the eldest 
soDot Japhet, — ^The earliest accounts of them bear 
'thedate^ 

622 years before Chri&L — At this period thev 
were a savage nation governed by Druids, the 
priests of their religion, then consisting of the 
worship of a snpfreme Aeityn whom they called 
Esus, to whom they offered human and other 
Racrifices. — They had a high veneration lor the 
oak tree and the misleloe, which latter was coa« 
sidereda sovereign remedy in disorders* Their 
superstition inclined them, like the Romans, to 
prognosticate oood or evil from the singing and 
flight of birds; and their Driiitls established such 
laws as kept the people in the grossest ignorance ; 
confined to themselves axhoice of magistrates, and 
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monopolized what little learninn; the covmtry couWl 
then boast. There were also druidicai women, 
who were sappoaed to be endowed with the spirit 
of prophecy, but were not poraeaied of any other 
•ccomplishaicnt. — Their bards were an order dis- 
tinct from the Druids, and their office consisted in 
singinc; the praises of tlieir heroes, in act onipaiiy- 
ing themseivefi on musical inKtriuueats, aud in 
the composition ot songs. These, in the course of 
time, by frequent repetition, were retained fay the 
young men ; who by decrees sought to penetrate 
the gloom of superstition and ignorance with 
which the Druiils h.iil envii oneil thciii. Klncjueiice 
became at icn^ifi (heir favotirite stud} , attrr that 
of the military art; and catching the ardour of tiieir 
Ibards, a pompons, high flown style waa long die 
fashion, — In military diseipline they were how* 
ever ])articuiarly deficient, trusting chtefiy to their 
bravery and nunibers. Bonys and arrows, the 
sword and the lance were their weapon:^; their 
language, the Celtic, which is* still spoken iu 
Br^agne (Brittaniiy J in Cornwall, Ireland, and in 
its greatest purity, in Vorth Wales. Gaul was di« 
Yided into a vast nundier of rude gommmonts, me- 
mirch'al, aristocratical, and demecratioal. The 
inhabitants possessed many virtues for which they 
were di.^tiDf^uishnd and respected by their neigh- 
bours, and they had their courts of judicature, but 
the sword in single combat, usually terminated 
4ispBtes. They wore a very simple dress that did 
■ot cover more than half their boidies; were 
attached to hunting, expert at swimming, and had 
their hij)podromes, (horse and chariot races) their 
lilttt aiui tournaments, at all which the ]t,»arda 
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a^iste d— They sometinieg burned their dead^ and 

at other put the corpse into the earth ; aiui ]1 that 
of a person of t ousequi lu e, buried ojic- of bis 
servants whh him to aUeud kiin in tbe otbec 
frarld* 

(SIZ before Cbri8t«*-TIie Gauhi, under a eela* 
brated leader, Bellovesus, defeated the Hetru* 

rians, and made themselves iwasters of Piedmont 
and Loiiibaicly, by iroBsiog the lihone and the 
Alps, til} then unattempted. 

400 before Chriat.* — ^Tbe Gaab under Brenxiti^ 
phuidered and burnt Rome, but were cut off 
shortly after by CamiHus the Roman Oeneraly and 
in a sub^quent attack lost 10,000 men. 

^187 before Christ. — Brennin, with two other 
geawaiSy in three divisions, invadc«^ Macedonia 
mth an army of 150,000 foot and 60,000 horee, 
and raTagee the country ; but is defeated in Greece 
and puts an end to his life. 

1 01 before Christ. — Marias defends Italy against 
the Gaulb, and j>ursuin£^ them, is opposed by the 
^Tomen as bravely as by the men. The former 
finding they should be obliged te eurrender, kill 
tbemselves and their children. 

^before Christ. — The Romans, under MarciiM 
Rex the Consul, penetrate into Gaul, subdue a part 
of it, and build the city of Narbo, now Narbonne. 

The Gauk and the Cimbri retake Thouloase, 
and » gresX slaughter of the Romans follows. 

58 before Christ^ — ^The Gauls return to Itsly, 
but aft^ some successes are defeated by Crassus. 

57 before Christ, — Julius Cspsar builds his extra- 
ordinary wall from Cieiu v a to Mount Jura, now St. 
Claude, seventeen miles long and sixteen feet high,

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HiB gigantic prowem and skill, alarm the Gauht 

and ihi-y offer hini homage and congratulation. 

50 boiorc Christ. — TJie Gauls and the Helgagat 
length oppose his encr6achmeats, but are every 
where defeated, aad Caesar uitimatelv becomes 
master of the whole country ; but the chief part, 
became a province of the Roman states. . 

The Gauls now changed (lieir f^od, Esiis, into 
Jupiter, nnd, in conti^rinity ^vjiii ilie Romans, also 
v\or.-hippefl Mars, Diana, Apollo, Mercury, &c. 

Anno Domini 25. — The Gauls submitted to the 
Romish yoke uotii the reign of Tiberius, when 
extreme ill iisa^e causcMl them to revolt* They 
effected little till Vindex, faeadiiii; 100,000 of 
them, made cuiisidrrable |)roiriess in re^itorini^ 
freedom ; but ^vas dcieaied by ti:e Romao,.Iiuiu3 
Virginius, and slew himself. 

tl.i—la the reign of Vespaaian they brought an 
army into the field' to strengthen their rebellion^ 
and that Emperor thuught proper to make peace 
with them. / 

121. — Thf* Emperor Adrian, in his puii^rcss 
through hi5? dominions, visits GauJ, on ery where 
leaves marks of his nnmificence, builds stately edi? 
fices, and repairs all the Homan towus and fortifi* 
cations. The Christian reli^rion bad by this time 
made irreat progress in Ciaul. 

199. — The Gauiic Christiaus persecuted by the 
Emperor Scverus. 

267.— The Emperor Aurelian ent<Ted Gaul,aiid 
defeating Tetricus, whom the Gauls had chosen for 
their Emperor, reduced this province to its former 
pbediencp. 

32b, — The Emperof- Coastautiue divides Q^\3X 
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into fear provincM, apponrti yy em ow , elects 
Goofitfi and Dukes, and adnimiitefs jiultce aeoard- 

ias to the Ruinan law?. 

412. — The Gotlis from Upper Italy seiae 
Aquitania, part ot the lUBt of GaiU, and lUe Bui^ 
gundi another portioa. 

420.— Tlio Franks, according to Pliny, a pow« 
erfttl mariiine people from the North Weel of 
Germany, frer> the Gauls from the tyranny of the 
Romans. — Pliarainond, co-teniporar) uiih liono- 
rjus, lie man Emperor ol the West, \\ic younger 
Theodosiu9 of the East, and Uengist and Uorsa 
of England, ie coneidered by $ome authors as the 
founder of the French aMparchy; but Sidoniua 
Appolinaru^, who wrote but fifty years after the 
death of Pbaraniond, and mentions Ciovib as the 
first King of the French, resulnii!; in Gaul, as 
monarch of that country; and Pharamond and 
his three succeisors (all pradeceflaors of Ciovis) 
as merely making partial conquests in Gaul, and 
as aban^ing the most of tbem after the Romans 
bad been drivcii from them. 

Pharamond, ClodicUi, Morovce, and Childeric, 
were succet^sive Kings ol the j?rank& or Sicambri. 

The Gauis had now become almost unanimoosly 
Christians, through the indefatigable exertions of 
missionary prelates, who founded several churches, 
and successfully dillusod (ifays a late admired his- 
torian) a purity of fdith, an intregrity of morals, 
*^ and a hoiincss of discipliue." — The Arts and 
Sciences, taught by the Romans, had already 
drawn forth seme talent from the Gauls ; philoso* ' 
phy, physic, mathematics, jurispruduncc, poetry, 
aad particularly cJo4|acace, could boabt of tmiucut 

US 
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prdlbssprs ampng these ri6in<; people. Quintiltati 
styles one^ Julius Floreub, the " Prince ol' Elu- 
quencc." Academies were established, and a, 
liunmoua era of learning beeuied approaclxiag, when 
the incursions of barbarians at the same time that 
they emancipated Gaul from the Roman power, 
robbed it of its refinemcjit, of its school.^, and of 
its fame. The dark aires seemed to revisii tht3 
country, and Science and Art reluctantly retired 
from public knowledge, and sought shelter withii| 
the confines of the cloister and the convent*

THE PIRST KACfi OF KINGS* 

A. D. 486.— Clovis (the son of Childcric) Kingf 

of the Franks, m his 20th vear invaded Gaul vvitii 
a powerful army. This country was then. divided 
between the Romans, the Burgundians, and the 
Visigoths ; the former were Catholics, the two 
latter Arians, Clovis defeated Sva^rius, the Ro- 
man (iovernor, entered Soissons, his capital, and 
from that time was styled the hrst iviiig of the 
French in Gaul. The Romans thus lost their 
Cialiic poimssions j[a few fortresses excepted), after 
retaininrr thein 573 years, from the conquest of 
Julius Cicsar. 

Clovis, iindiug his new subjects Christians^ 
could not entirely prevent his soldiers, who were 
Pagans, from pillaging the churches. 

The Ostrogoths (situated in Upper Italy) 
* had at that time Theodoric the Great for their 
^ing. The Visigoths and Ostrogoths, though oi 
pcp&rskte kingdoms, wci^ styled Goths in generalf 
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491. — Gondebaad, King of Burgundy, gave a 
reluctant consent that Clotiida, hii oiece, should 
marry Clovis, which he retracted before the 

Princess had arrived at Soissoris ; to which metro- 
poliij she however hastened, and anxious to be 
united to the hero of the times, quitted her chariot, 
drawn by oxen, for the fleeter conveyance of a 
horse. She reached that city, and the nuptials were 
solemnized with aii ^le inagniticence |,he imicb af* 
forded. 

At this period the French assembled annually 
in the Champ de Mars ^tbe field of March), since 

celebrated for many splendid epochs. 

495. — Clovis converted to Christianity (the Ca- 
. tholic persuasion) immediately alter a victory 
gained over the Alnianni; who had invaded Gaul« 
Queen Clotilda had the principal share in his con- 
version. Tlie Almanni liecauie the subjects of 
Clovis. 

St. Vedast, reputed for his sanctity, taken from 
a monastery, and appointed the King's confessor* 
The King and 8000 persons baptized in St, 

^lartin's church at Uheims, on Christmas-day — 
Anastatius was then Pope of Home, and Anasta^ 
tins Roman Emperor of Constant! uople« 

Clovis styled th^ Most Christian King; the 
' pope not then having confidence in the prolession^ 
of any other monarch. This title has df'sceiided to 
all the succeeding Kings of France. 

500.— -Alaric, King 0/ the Visigoths, at the 
head of a large army, surprised Clovis, who, ii| 
the plain of Vouill^, near Poiciou, engaged with 
him in single combat, and, by slav.nn Alaric, 
midcd greatly to bis territoneis > took BouideaujC| 
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531. — The kingdom of Bur^ndy divided 
among the three kings. Godomar died in prison. 

53a. — ^Tbe kingdoms of France extended to the 
Aljns " 

Theodobert enters Italy with an army of 
100,000 men against Belisarius, the Roman Em- 
peror's General, but gains , only a few posts of 
consequence. 

' 544. — Justinian, the Roman Emperor, resigned 

Provence to France to gain its favor. 

518. — Death of Theodobert. He made many 
conquests, and well supported the dignity of his 
crown. Was humane^ generous, and devoid of 
Hie cruelty practised by hisr relatives; Theodo* 
balde his son, by hi? mistress Deuiaria, succeeded 
him. 

The pious Queen Clotilda, the mother of the 
Ibor kings, dred at Tours. ' 

555. — ^The French, after baying extended their 
conquests nearly as far as Calabria, lost 30,000 
men, and abandoned Italy. 

Death of Theodobalde ; who left his two uncles 
to divide his throne; bnt Clothaire soon after, 
faking advantage of Cbildeberf s hidiiposition, 
seized the whole, which he retained. 

556. — Clothaire^s son Cramnes revolts from his 
father, and is supported by Childebert. 

5d8«~Gbildebert died; 

Clothaire becomes the first sole Monarch of all 
the French nation. 

Cramues hurned in a cottage with his faxnily. 
* 56 L — Clothaire died at Champaigne. He had 
few good qualities and many bad. 

562. — Clothaifc's sons succeeded him. Chari* 
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bert. King of Park; Gonlram of Btirguiidy; 
Chiiperic af Soissooa; Sigibert oS Aoitfaiia. 
Divorces were ia thaie timeg very frequeot* 

565. — Fredegofide, the wife df dbilptric, being 

repudiated, murdered Galswinde, daughter of the 
Kins; of Spain, her sticcessor. 'She had also pre- 
Yiousiy destroyed Oiilper ic^» firal Vfife. — Chiiperic 
again received her as liis Qneett* 

568.--«Charibert died. 'He was a peaceable 
prince. 

575. -^After many civil war?*, occasioned by the 
ambition of Chiiperic, Fredeo'oiide caused 'Sigi- 
bert, a most accoinplisiied and heroic prince, to 
be stabbed, and seized his wife lkun«kaut, a 
priiicesH not Itas eelebraled for acquirement, with 
her two daughters, who were bai^i9bed Id Rouen 
and Meaox. Chitdebert succeeded his lather Si* 
gibert* 

576. — Mrrovrf, the son of Chilpf^rir, releases 
and marries Bruaehaut, and in the church of St* 
Martin^ ^ Roues (considered au inYiolabte assy- 
lam)) they oscaped the fatber^s veageance^ but 
were coutinually bavassed by hint. 

577. — Merovee at length kiilcd by Frcde- 
gonde's einiji^aries. This infamous ?tep-inother 
suffered not his brother Clovis to Hirvire biniy 
but dispatched him in 581. 

Chiiperic stabbed by an aMassMi at €%el» 
les^ his summer house. The peopk at length 
became tired of his irregularities and crimes. He 
was constantly the aggressor in his wars with 
his brothers. He loaded the people with taxei, 
reviled the clergy, was a wretched author, and 
filled hwself the wisest Prince of the «f e*-*^ 
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Frcdegoade, if possible, more hated for the et 
traordinary enormity of her vices, fled to Gontran^ 
and by her tears and arts prevailed on him to 
protect her and her infant son, Clothaire 11. 

593. — Gontran expired, leaving a good im- 
pression of his reit^n. 

Fredegonde headed her tfoops against Chide-* 
bert and defeated him. She had become absolute 
regent since the death of Gontran, and reiscned 
with astonishing abilityand courage; as did also * 

596. — Brunehaut, when, by the death of Chil- 
debert, which iitnv occurrod, she held the sceptre 
for iier two jT'^^ndsons : Theodobert II. Kinp of 
Austrasia> and J'hierry of Burgundy* These two 
women became the wonder of their age. 

597. -^After haying partially defeated Brunei 
hant, Fredegonde expired^ and has not been suc^ 
ceedcd by any character, male or icmalc, in the 
aniials of liistury, oi more complete cruelty, ambi- 
tion, bravery, or sagacity ; worthy, at the same 
time, of the curse and admiration of posterity. She 
was bnried at Paris, near Chilperic her husband^ 
in the church of St. Vincent, since called St. Ger- • 
main des Pr^s. 

605. — The Dowager Queen Brunehaut, with 
the assistance of her paramour Protade, caused a 
division between her sons, which terminated in 
the assassination of Protade. The civil wars were 
however resaibed with great slaughter. 

612. — Brnnehaut having made Theodobert pri- 
soner, caused him I.e stabbed. 

613. — On tho dpalh of Thierry, Cluthaire found 
himself master oi the whole cmpjre, which he 

secured by murdering two of his young nephews^ 
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net thorourHly inheritins^ hi» mothcr^s cruelty^ 

caused the aired Queen ilriiiiehaui (once beautiful^ 
amorous, and ah-;n!iite) to bt* u»riured by various 
punishinents lor three days by tiie executionersu 
— she was iinaliy tied to the tail of a wild borse^ 
draped round the camp^ and torn to piecen* — 

628. — Cldtbaire II. died after a reign of forty- 
4ve years, haviuir for many years by hi 55 piery, 
pacific temper aud judguieiU, reiuKTed hi> subjects 
hanpy, and effaced the memory ot his cruehies. 

(^28. — Dat^obcrt his son was at first styled the 
greatest King that had yet governed France ; but 
be soon became so voluptaous that he had at one 
time three Queens ; and mistresses in all parts of 
the kingdom. 

638.. .Dai^oben expired alter a reig:n but little, 
interrupted by wars. He employed himself much 
in correcting" the laws, and disbursed great cha** 
rities. His court was remarkable for its splen* 
dour. He was buiried at' St. Denis, >yhich he bnd 
richly endowed. 

Neostria and Burgundy were apportioned to 
Clovis IL and Austrasia to Sigiberi II. the sons 
of Dagoberty then children. The former governed 
by the Queen Nantilda and a minister, nan^ed 
Mgt^l the latter by Duke Pepin and the Arch- 
bishop of Cologne. — Pepin and JE^ possessed 
the title of Mayors oi the Palace, then apparently 
the iirst office of the state, a& it was the first in 
influence, 

656. — Sigibert and Clovis died nearly at the 
same time. Chronology is here more confused 
AQd dark than at oadier periods*— It is certain^ 

c 
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hou ever, tjiat Bigibert founded twelve monastexi€6 
ia hi:* small Jcingdoin, at his own expeace. 

656* — Grinioaldf mayor of the |ialace,-depweil 
the 8on of Si^ibert, lo place his own son on the 
throne. Childeric, the second eon of Clovis die 
Second, made successful head against them, took 
them prisoners, and became sovereign of Awtrasia, 
^hikrt Clotbaire the Thifd, the elder aon^ took 
peaceable possession ,of the remaining p^rt nei 
France, under the tuition of £broin, another anv- 
bitious mayor, who, when the pious Queen-mother 
Butilda retired to the monastery of Cheiies, became 
a tyrant, and disposed of justiee cur iiyustijce £Qr^ 
a bribe* ^ 

663. — Clothaire died and Childeric became sole 
King, but was shortly after asaasinated with hia 
Queen, from hatred of his tyrannical disposition. 

Thierry, their uncle, ascended the thrones of 
Aiistrasia and Bure^undy ; whtl^ DafObert (son of 
Sigibert), who had been secretly conveyed to Scot- 
land, returned (o his kin^rdom of Australia, as- 
sisted by W itired, an English nobleman, but was 
assassinated, after he had reigned about eight 
years. 

671. — Pepin and Martin, of Grimoald's family, 
were chosen Duke3 of Austrasia, the people re- 
fusing to acknovi ledge Thierry king. Martin wag 
mttr£red by Ebroin, who in 

683. — ^Also met with a violent death. 

690. — In a great battle, Pepin entirely defeats 
Thierry's army, and, Paris having opened its 
gates, takes him prisoner, seizes his government, 
but allows him to retain the title of King^ and 
grants him luxuries. Pepin alterw«rds became 
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Mole governor of the Frcndi empire and gained the 
hearts of the people bj his wisdoui and appli- 
^cadoB*

698. — Death of Clovis III. >vhose short feigtt 
was tinder his father's maoagemenU Childebertll-

714. — Pepin, of most ambitions memory, ex-

The gemrmticnt of the whole empire was 

■ew kft in a very singular situation. The 
young Dagobert, nominated King, was placed iii 
m kouae of pleasare,- under tke guardianship of 
another grwdsen ni Pepin. Theodidd, aho a 
ehild^ who waft governcMl by his grandmother, 
Plictmde, thus actually governess of the whole 
■Rtzon, without being Queeii or Regent. She set 
aside Charlee Marlel, Pepin^s son, from any share 
ef ntherity, and irapriMned him. 

716. — During insurrections Charlies escaped, 
md became Duke of Austrasia. 

CSiilperic, second son of the former King, ChiU 
derie Ih had hid btmself in a monastery, and the 
death ef Dagotert now happening, emerged from 
Kis retreat, and was chosen King of Neustria and 
Burgundy. 

7 17. (— Charles Martel gains a dear-bought vic- 
inry oveir Chilperic, and restoring Auscrasia to a

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kingdom, places on the throne Clotimirfe 
descendant of tfae last Kings. 

718, — ^Eudes, Duke of Gaseony, possesses him- 
self of much of the South of France; is subse- 
quently (leloated by Charles, and obliged to deliver 
up King Chilperic, who had joined him. 

Chilperic und Clothaire died, and Charles re^ 
suined his dukedom, making Thierry IL son of 
Dagobert 1 1. King. 

732<— ^Charles gained a ^reat victory over the 
Saracens. It is in this famous battle, which was 
fought between Tours and Poietiers, tbatSIS^OOO 
of the Saracens perished. They had been called 
in by Eudrs to his ah^istanco. The surname of 
Martei is nieiitio^icd as having now been conferred 
pn Charles, because be crusked the Saracens as 
yvith one mighty hammer. Mfuleau is now the 
word for hammer in French, 

734- — The dealli of 'ihicrry 11. caused an in* 
terregnum, during which Ciiarles governed JbVauce 
binder the title of Duke of the French. 
• 741 — Pope Gregory III. (the first Ponti£» who^, 
in a direct manner, concerned lumself with the 
' interests of princes) seni aii eiiihassy to Charles to 
' assist h^m; the iimg of the Lombards having 
shewn hostile intentions; and Xteo the £mperor 
having deserted him- and ceased to be a Roman 
Catholic. The Pope offered Charles the Consular 
dignity of ilonie, which gialilied his ambition; 
but death terminated his projects, and he wa» 
buried at St, Denis. He was considered one of 
the most perfect of heroes, possessing the hjghe«t 
military renown, without beino; tinctured wuh the 
i^rueUy fre(j[ueut in those times* His ambition iva^ 
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mot boundless ; he never aspked to regal lionDrs^ 
mMKNigb be twd die meftns of atCainin^ them ; was 
tOMionred a wiee statesnan. and pntnmitei the 

miBsionaries who preached the laitk io some ii ibu- 
tary nations 

CarkMnan, Duke of Ausirusia, aad Pcpiii^

THK SECOND RACE OF KINGg.

TSI^-^^lt havitifT been submitted to Pope Za« 

chary, as a case uf conscience, whether Cluidcric, 
as an impotent monarch, should not, for the good 
of the people, be deposed, Pepin was presented to 
the anxious people of France as their sole king: 
Cbilderic and his son being shaved and consigned 
to a monastic iifSs« Thus, the race of Clovis and 
Mcrovee became extinct, after reigning 260 years 
in Gaul. 

766. — Pepin re-united the principality of Aqui- 
taine, with its capital Thoulouse, to France* 

768«~This was tbe last of bis. ghnrtons expe- 
ditions: Pepin died at St. Denis, in the Hth year . 
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cf his reigm He was a most accomplisbedprinceV 

and if we except his ambiuun, and some degree 
of art in his . ascent to the throne, one of the most 
blameless. His prudence became proverbiait and 
he was feared as well as beloved. He had th^ 
surnames of short and iat, but was -not deficient in 
dignity. 

In October, bp^ran ilie glorious reign of Charles, 
commonly called Charlemagne (or the great) and <^ 
his brother Carloman, the sons of Pepin. 

769. — Charlemagne after tranquilizing insurreo- 
tiona in Aquitaine, married the daughter ol Didier^ 
King of Lombardy, repudiatiii'g a lormer wife. 

771. — Carlouuiu, of a restless disposition, hap- 
pily died before he had the power to make attempts 
at innovation; and Charkanagne remained , abso- 
lute 50vt?rein;n. 

772. — In (his year Cliarlemaone projected that 
extraordinary war of thirty-three years duration^^ 
with the Saxons, which was planned witji a double 
view, viz. to render their defeat so effectual as to 
prevent a renewal of their continual inuptions, 
and to convert them to Christianity* 

774. — Charlemagne^s partial success in Saxony 
was followed by the complete conquest of Lom* 
bardy, and the appropriation of this third part of 
Italy to France. With Didier, died the Lom- 
bard race of kjngs; Charlemagne added ttus title 
to his own. 

781. — ^After various defeats in Saxony, sup- 
pression of revolt in Italy, and some success in 
^Jpain, the reputation of the name and arms of 
^Charlemagne became uuiver^aal. He shorlly alter 
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mmie his sons Pepin and Lewis kings of Lorn* 
bardy and Aquitaine, though yet minors. 

Havjiit^ rrjvon Ills sons satire liHiiisicrs. he re- 
turned to Stixuiiy, LeniHJia(<Nl the revolt of Viti- 
kinde and caused 4500 mv.n io be beheaded la 
holies of checking future effusion of blood, by 
terrible a punishment. 

At Tbionville he lost Queen Hildegarde, who 
was deepl} regretted by the nation. 

— After aiioihcr Saxon revolt. Vitikinde 
and Albion, tlieir chiefs, were induced by Char- 
lemagne to vkit him, and they were so cliarniod 
with his ndanners, his generosity and piety, that 
they were prevailed upon to embrace Christianity. 

788 — CharleniHgiie made a conquest of the 
dukedom of Bavarid, added it to France, and sent 
Counts to Fovern it. The Greeks* were also de- 
i'eaied about this time. 

..7^2. — His son, by his first qneen^ conspired' 
against his life» was frustrated in the attempt, and 
. imprisoned in a monastery. 

800. — The virmous Pope Leo III. having been 
infamously treated by his nephews, llie Kin*^ of 
France vjsited Rome, and restored tranquility. 

Haroun AL Raschid the Kinix of Persia, a 
great soldier, and stateaman, the Charlemagne of 
the East, desirous of evincing his high respect 
for hii» august counterpart, presented the French 
king with Jerusalem, scut him a banner, and the 
key-^ of the city. 

801. — Charlemagne crowned at Rome Emperor 
of the West, and styled Augustus, whilst on his 
knees, at St. Peter's^ without^ it is said, his pre* 
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vioQS knowledge, and witli some relaeUwce ; but 

he reUineJ these titles with satisfaction. 

802. — The Empress of the Romans, Irene, pro- 
poses to wed the Emperor ol the West, and to ren- 
der him also Sovereign of the East. He is inclined 
to accede, but l^er subjects, averse to the suggestion, 
dethrone and banish her, and elect Nicephorus in 
her stead. 

805. — Charlemasrne arrived at the age of 6^ 
calls a diet at Thionvillo, and makes his will, di- 
viding: his vast empire between his three sons. 

809. — The Saracens make some inroads at Tor- 
tosa and Huesca* 

The Danes and Nohnans make some impression 
in the TSurili ; but the as-assination of the King of 
Deiuiiark by one of his own <;uarii?, restores peace. 

8J0. — Charlemagne lost his son Pepin, and his 
daughter Rotrude. 

81 -He makes Pepin^s son, Bernard, king of 

813. — He associates his son Lewis, with him- 
pelf in the empire, aad has Iiim crowned at Aix la 
Chapelle. 

dl4.^Leo, the Armenian usurper of the Roman 
empire, sends ambassadors to France, but they find 
Charlemagne exists no longer. He died of « 

pleurisy, the 28th of January, aged nearly 71 , after 
a reign of forty-seven years. ISo higher praise can 
be attached to a king than the iollovving, spoken 
of him: All the qualities necessary to form a 
great man, centered in this prince.^^ His mili* 
* tary glory was untarnished in a single instance, and 
he seems never to have made inroads on his tieigh* 
hours lor the mere bcike of conquest, Thet/ were 
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ihe asrgressors, Aiici caused hiiit io i:>tin «in nnniense 
exieiu of territory in various coiUiii;uous coimirie«. 
His Udiue VY&i» iianded dowa wuii veneraiiou, and 
kis example set before sovereigns for their guide. 

816. — Lewis L the Asbonaire (gentle) baving 
fitcceeded his father, crowned by P<^ Stephen 
1\\ Eiu[)ciui* of FraiH^e vvuh the Einprc^ iler- 
MieniT.'^rde. 

81 i. Bcniard, tnbut«iry King of Italy^ and 
^phew of Lewigy revolt^ fiomhim; but being un- 
•ttccewfuly delivers himselif Hp^ and throws tiimaeif 
at the leet of the I^peror^ on whose accustonied 

goodness he iKoughthe cuuld rely foF pardon; but 
Lewis citu.Hid liis eyes to he bored out^ (a visiwl 
puuishmeiit at those tiu^es.) and he died tlucc diiya 
aiXer^ of grief. This indc^lible stain on the chavac* 
ter of Lewis, renders it doubtful, notwithstanding ^ 
* &i&peoiteAee^ if he deserved the title of godly tbat 
was betowed on binu 

Lewis associates Lothaire (Ins eldest son) in 
the empire, and gives the kinf^doiu^v of Aquitaiue 
and Bavaria to bis sons, Pepin and Lewis. 

819. — ^He married 2dlyy Juduh, a lady of 

Eiat beauty, .and daughter of Duke Guelfe of 
varia* 

827. — The* Kingdoms of tlif? Heptarcliy lu 
England united in Egbei t at this uuie.^ 

828. — ^Tbe iLmperor conscienciou^ in the ex* 
treme^ appoints councils to inquire into bis condttct, 
into that of bis sons^ aiul of his nobility. 

829. — The Emperor's three sons revolt. 

830. — Pej)in, hissecoud son, takes Laon,se)zc:i 
Ifio Empress Judith, and compoJs her to take the 

to tm^vQ her lUc» She was a wcnuau of vx-* 

• • • " 
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trigue, and of an insatiable ambition. Her vows 
were recalled, and she regained her infloTice. 

Lewis is reconciled to his three sons, who res- 
tore him the government, which diey had wrested 
from him. 

833* — ^The Emperor is betrayed, deposed, and 
led to « cell in sackloth, where he was sentenced 
to pass the rest of his life. 

834. — A f evolntion in favour of Lewis, and his 
restoration to the throne. Peace is proclaimed. 

839. — A new revolt, which terminated in the 
death of Lewis. He was fond of power, yet a( 
ulare to superstition ; but took great pleasure in 
«tudy, and spoke Latin as fluently as his native 
language. Chaste, and without pride, he has been 
considered a good man, too indulgent a father, and 
A bad politician* 

840. — ^Lothaire is now Emperor ; Charles the 
Bold (son of Lewis and Judith) King of Aqui- 
taine ; and Lewis of Bavaria. The former at- 
tacked the two latter, with a view to conanest, 
but is defeated at Fontenay, wh6re his ^oops 
were miserably slaughtered. 

843. — The two kings deprive Lothaire of 
France, Italy alone remaining to him* Lewid 
styled King of Germany* 

844* — ^The remonstrances of Lothaire dbtoiit 
bim part ot his French dominions* 

847, — Norjjian insurgents bum Bourdeaux. 

The Duke of Brittany takes the title of king. 

855 — Lothaire died, and has left an impression 
that he was hypocritical and proud* 

857. — Charles the Bold retaining to himself thief 
l^^'iac^jxal part of France, prochiinis his son Charles 
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king of AquiUiDe ; but the unmuinity of tbe pec* 
pk of riiort.diuradoo ; he wm deposed during 
one month, and restored the next. His father's 

severity wa^ the chief cause of revolt. The Nor- 
man invatlers were at this fimo rtTectivpIv rr^pul^ed. 

Lewis, of Germany, deposes lus brother, Charles 
the 3old, and is treacherously assisted by Veoilon^ 
Ardkbiriiop of SeAi^ whom Chwles had rused to 
thid see from a low eondition* 

859. — Charles surprises his brother's camp, and 
restored to liis crown, 

860. — The royal authority is treated with coa- 
tempi by all ranks of people. Baldwin, grand 
iomter of Fkoders, carries. oS Judith, the ikugh- 
tsr of Charles. A trial ensues, and they were 

excommunicated ; but marrying soon after, were 
pardoned. Judith had been married to Etheibaid 
and £theiwoif, two kings of England. 

861. — Nicholas I. now Pope is styled the Great. 
868. — ^Charics of Afuitaiae dies, aid Itewis, 

his brother, replaces him. 

8Tl*~AIfred of England commences his rei^n. 

874.-?^haries the Bold, with a power! ul army, 
enters Rome, and Pope Adrian II. crowns iiim 
JCmperor of the iiomaiis; a title little more tbaa 
lominal, aid -wiAia^ihe pawar of the Popes then 
tohastow. 

&16.— *C!harieB tbe Bold, aged 54, is poisoned 

by his Jew physician, after reigning thirty-eight 
Years. He had few virtues and many defects; 
ambitious, yet irresolute; capable of conceiving 
vast projects, but destitute of abilt^ to aoeomptish 
tliM. -ficdesiastieal power heesma dangerous at 
lfcis.iime. 
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' "877. — Lewis 11. the Stammerer, succeeded, and 
heaped honor and gifts on his nobles secure kis 
Ihrone. 

• 878. — Pope John VII f. t;ikes refuge in Fimoe 
from the Saracens ; but fitiding Lewiis too weak to 
a*<8ist Win, returns, havinsc rerased to crown Ade- 
kide. the wife ot Lewi?^, with her husband, upon the 
plea tluU the marriage was invalid. But the i^ope 
was secretly in league^with the Empress Dowagec, 
who had a riew to the throne. John, hoi/Vever^ 
excommunicatest many of Lewis's Hndiitiful vassals. , 

879. — Whilst at the head of his troops, endeat- 
vouring to queU the insurrection of tlie Marc(ttiB 
of Languedoc, Lav\'i6 died suddenly, having »reigii- 
ed bat two years ; a sufficient time to acquire -hiai 
the character of a very weak prince. 
. Lewis III, and Cailoman, his sons, succeed. 

882. — Lewis dying, (it is stupposed unfairly^ 
Carloman becomes sole kins:. He is invaded 
the Noriaans whom be repulses ; and. bribes into 
tranquility- 
's 1. — ^The King struck in the ih'\f[}\ l>y a jave- 
lin aimed at a boar, expires six days alter, endfit»> 
Touring to screen his negligent domestic ; by inw 
puting his wound to the rage of the animal he 
pursued. Historians have failed to transmit to 
posterity any other traits by which his character 
might be ascertained ; but this action decides us as 
^ to the qualities of his heart. * 

* Charles, the only remaining son of jLewis- tfae 
Stammerer, being but five years of age, the states 
cite Charles the Fat, Emperor of Germany and 
Rome, to this meetiiig, and preheat hm the crowa 
.of France; which, by rendering him the emmI 
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powerful prince ia the worlds served to ^e him 

a vasi lie Id for the exposure oi liis weak uiiatl, aad. 
.cruelty of disposition. 

880. — The Duke of Hollaad aasassiiiAled by 
his order* 

Sigefroy, of Normaiidy, to avenge this oatrage, 
invades France with 700 sail, and spreads kis 
devastationsi as far as Paris, until Charles paid hiiu 
a large ^am to withdraw. The size of these bhips 
jaay be guessed, when, not being suffered to pass 
under the bridges of the Seine, they were carried 
over lafld. 

Charles retunied to Germany, loaded with die 
contempt of all his subjects, confined himself to his 
palace, where, in an ill stale of health, be thought- 
bimself possessed by the OeVil, whom be fancied 
be liad seen in his voiith. 

888. — A general revolt under Arnoul, bastard 
f^on of Carloman, drives Charles from his palace. 
He has no servant left to attend him, and dies in 
extreme wretchedness* He has been applauded 
as just and pious by some historians, but many of 
his actions seem to contradict the assertion. 

. After great confusion among the nobles, £udes. 
Count of Paris, and Duke of Burgundy, ^ was 
pressed to accept the crown, which he received on 
his own condition, viz. that when Prince Charles, 
the still youthful son of Lewis the Stammerer, ar- 
rived at maturity, he should relinquish it. 

889. — ^£udes endeavours to. repress the iitso* 
lence of the feudatory lords; with 1000 horse 

^ defeats 20,000 Normans, and restores the alle- 
giance of Aquitaine. ' . _ 

890. — ^The. Normans are again sttccessful to the 
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very walls of Paris during hisabaeiice inAqai« 
taine* 

The Princess Hermen^arde procured ths co*- 

ronation of her son Levvih, grandson to l^owis II. 
but he is sooa set aside, and Eudes maintaias ins 
superiority. 

897.— Eudes voluntarily divides France with 
Charles IV. suraamod the Simple, bat does not 
live to enjoy the fruits of his moderation. He 

expired at Lufere, aged 40, esteemed by the Nor- 
mans whom lie had vanquished with very inferior 
numbers, was beloved by the peoplo, whom lie had 
protected, and hated and feared by the nobility, 
whose oppressions he had firmly opposed. 

906« —Under the feeble reign of Charles all 
was anarchy and minerj. The nobles erected 
petty sovereignties, and he remajaed but the siia- 
dow of a kinif. 

John IX. was then Pope of Rome. RoUo a 
powerful Danish chief, carried destruction over 
great part of France with impunity. 

9I2«~IIe grants peace to Charles the Simple, 
on the cession of Neustria, from that time called 
Normandy; and marries Charles's daughter Gi- 
sele, on the condition of becoinini> a Christian. 

914. — Haganan, a man without fortune or high 
descent, becomes his favourite, and rules for him 
with grest sagacity, spirit, and fiddi^, but is 
dismissed at the instance of the brother of tfie late 
excellent Eudes, Robert Duke of Normandy, who 
now began to form pretentions to the crown, 
- 919. — The recal of Uaganan was the signal for • 
war, and Robert, crowned at Rheims, is surprised 
bjr Ci^arles amidst the pleasurw of the table, and 
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eUin; bat Robert's son Hugh mainiains the battle 
with success, and Charles losee his bravest com^ 
pinions and his baggage. 

92 U — Hugh having coAsulted his sister £iiiBia 
whether he siHiuld smuie the throne or dispose of 
h to ber hosbsnd, Rodolph, Doke of Burgundy, 
«be replied that she would rather kiss her hus» 
btiiid's knees, than her brother's; and Hugh ac* 
ceding, Rodolph was crowned at Soissons by 
Gautier, Archbishop of Sens. 

Charles is treacherously inveigled by his rela» 
tiob Herbert Count of Vernuoiidoist who conveys 
tho royai prisoner to Chattenn Thierri, and repatrt 
to Burgundy to conorratulate his rival. 

^25. — After repelling the Normans and the 
Germans, King Rudolph is powerfully attacked 
by the former, and is indebted to Hugh Duke of 
ITniice and Herbeirt for ropQking them effectuallyf . 
The town of Eo is taken by assault, and every 
male inhabitant massacred. Herbert obtains as a 
reward the Archbishoprick of Rheims for his son, 
then but five years of age, an unprecedented and 
lapnideiit gift ; it gave rise, as might be expected, 
ito m aboee of juf enile dignities in many future 
iBstMieev. 

987.— Revolts were daily occurring, and Ro* 
dolph performs many spirited aciions ; but is sub^ 
dned bv the infamous Herbert, to whom he rr- 
fuses the county of Laon; and who, releasing 
Charles, procures bim the l|<Hnage of the Nor^ 
mans. 

928. — Laon being bestowed upon Herbert, that 

mercenary nobleman reconducts Charles to prison, 

929, — He dies, confined in the Castie of Per» 
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xofte, in the 50th year of his age and the 1 3th of 
iis luihappy reign. 

936* — The remainder .of Ropoiph^s liie was 
engaged in queHing disturbances^ particularly be* 
tweeu Herbert and Hugh Duke of France. They 
*^consent to a truce, and Rodolph closed his eyes 
on his k)iii|doni in peace. Although an usurper, 
be possessed most of the qualMies requisite to form 
a. great king aB4 aft able general* The turbulence 
of the times alone prevented- bim from 'Tendering^ 
]<'rance a great and happy nation. 

After some disputes, Lewis IV, son of CharFes 
the Simple, by £igrva, the daughter oi Aihelstaa 
of England, was called to the throne of his an-» 
cestors wheoA but sixteen years of age, thirteen of 
which having been speut in England^ he was* 
called the Stranger- 

938' — liebelliou a& usual, tormented France^ 
I5'hicb hewk quells, not by lorce of. aims^ but by 
the weapons of the Bishops — ^thfeats of exeonuKui^' 
nication, 

939.— Lewis marries the recently-%Tidowe<l 
Duchess of l^Vanconia, to secure ht r interest and ta 
reduce Lorraine to his power ; but the appe^'Vanoe 
of Otbo Emperor of Germany, restored the people 
of Lorraine to their. allegiance* Lewis, there- 
fore, gained little but the lady by his mercenary 
marriage, and made an enemy of Otho, who, alter 
various successes^ is declared King of France 
in 

941— throuf!,h the a-isistance of the restless Her*^ 
bert. The wise measures of Lewis and the media- 
tion of Pope Stephen Vlih induce Otiio to decline 
(his title^ and to turn bis arms ag^wQst the rehelsi» 
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943. — William Lonrrsword Duke ofNorraandyi 
being assassinated, his inlant son, Richard, is 
flacM under the protection of King Lewi^, who 
thmtened to liaiDMriDg and disable bim if be left 
Itfaon without permifMiofit 

945. — Ai^rul, King of Denmark, defeats Lew'i:^ 
and takes hi in prisoner. He is released by send- 
ing his second son as an hostage, and by establish«r 

Richard in his duchy. Herbert dies stung 
with the utmost bitterness cff remorse. 

946. — ^The sons of Herbert become formidable, 
^ind during the absence of Lewis, Egiva, his mo- 
ther, tliuugh 4a yea^ of age, marries Qerbert the 
younger. 

947. — Lewis confines his mother at Laon, and 
is worsted ifl several battles ; but at length march- 
ing against the rebels with 180,000 men, restores 
tranquillity ; and Hugh the Great, Duke of France, 

who had been ihe most powerful, submitted to him, 
proposiHii: to the Kin^r tliat their wives, who wore 
sisters, shouid be the arbitrators of their di& 
ferences. 

These ladies eftcted peace* 

954. — ^As Lewis approached Rheims, where he 
resided, he perceived a wolf which he followed on 
full gallop, his horse siuuibled, threw him, and the 
injury pruved fatal, in his 33d year and the 18th 
of his reign. His courage was undaunted, tiis dis- 
})osition creduloui, but his political talents not con- 
temptible, fhe only flaw on his reputation was 
his conduct to the young Richard of Normandy, — 
Lothaire succeeded him. 

956. — Hiiiih n-ratificd his ambition and increased 
Im vast power (from vrhich alone he was styled the 

d3 
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Great), by requiring the Duchy of Aquila;ilir»» 

He (lied sliorllv aller. 

9(>In — Lothairc seekb in Viuu to oblaui possessiou 
ol ihe persecuted Richard of Noruiandy. lu Flan- 
ders he is more succei^ful, and compels Baldwia 
111. to sue for peace. Lothaire marries £mma^ ■ 
daughter of Lothaire King of Italy. 

978. — Otho of Germany defeated by the -Freticb 
with ficrcat loss. Lothaire associates his son Lewis 
(but 12 years of ai!;r) in Kingdom. 

986. — Lotiiaire dies at Khoims, aged 45 years, 
after having reigned 32. His tomb is still to be 

' seen at the church of St. Remi, in that city. It is 
suspected that his wife Emma administered poison 
to him. Lothaire \>as (iistlii^mi^hej lor courage, 
acliviiy, wisdom, and perseverance, lie had iiow- 
ever a versatility of mind« that sometimes led him 
to a violation of his promises. 

Lewis V. was confided to the care of Hugh 
Caj)et, the son of Hugh the Great, Duke of France, 

' and his turbulent disposition would have lost him 
the throne, but for that nobleman'^s protect ion. 
The Queen DowamT was driven Ironi the rcffoncv 
with ignoiuiny and contempt, for her criminality 
with the Bishop of Laon. 

987. — «The weak Lewis died by poison in bis 
21st year, supposed to have been given to htm by 
his wife Blanche. With him expired the Carlo. 
vinuicMi race of Kings. During these barbarous 
times Ignorance held despotic sway ; the sovereigns » 
could scarcely read or write. With them and 
their nobles the sword was the only accomplish* 
ment; the feudal tyrants oppresseo their vas* 
«als, the clergy tyiauuidcd uvci idl elates, the 
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Pope disposed of everj* quarrel, and was applied 
to for bis sanction in the choice of 'a Kmg and in 
most important matters. The French remained 
ftithfnl to the Christian religioDy and observed its 

iedtivals.

THE THIRD OR CAPETIAN RACE ) 

OF KINGS. 

987. — A combination of strent^th and prudence 
secured the throne to Hugh Capet, although Charles 
of Lorraine, the uncle to Lewis V. asserted his 
claim.' 

y88.— Charles takes Laon, and Queen Emma 
and Bishop Ascolni are made prisoners. He was 
overwhelmed with the anathemas of the church for 
not releasing them* His successes augment, and 
Hugh himself escapes with difficulty. 

991. — Charles experiences an entire reverse of 
fortune ; is betrayed by Ascelin, whom he fiad ap- 
pointed minister, and dies a captive lu the town of 
Orleans. Arnold, whom Hugh had made Arch- 
bishop of Rheims, -and who had ungratefully at- 
tached himself to Charles's cause and headed his 
armies (prelates seemed to make a passume of mar- 
tial exploits), w^as tried ana despoiled of his see. 

995. — Pope John XV. reinstates Arnold, whom 
Hugh still detains in prison* 

996. — Hugh Capet dies, having reigned ten 
years and lived iifty-six. He was renowned for 
wisdom, and swayed his sceptre with dignity, jus* 

. tice, and moderation. 
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llobcrt, Ilia hon, was acknowledged, without a 
murmur, as sale moDarcb^ the people being accun? 
tome4(to his government in his father^s reign. 

99T.-T-The Pope, Gregory V, a creAtqre of 
CMbo III. of Germany, excomnianicates Robert for 
refusinL!; to aniiui liis marrifigc with IBerlha, daugh- 
ter of the King of Burirnndy, who, as his fourth 
cousin, the P«nitift pretended was of too near affi- 
nity* Supertitition had acquired such a height, that 
in consequence of his harsh sentence on the King, 
divine service was suspended, and the burial of the 
dead in consecrated ground forbidden. Robert 
was abandoned by his : nurliers and even by hisf 
servants. The King luudlv loved hi^^ ^v ife, thoiifi^h 
ahe was neither young nor handsome; but the 
welfare of his people at length induced him to re* 
pudiateher and to marry &»i|sCance of Provence, 
whose beauty concealed for a time a mind polluted 
by pride, vanity, dud caprice. She introduced 
dancers, young ii berimes, and deljauciiery in a 
court that Jiad lately been celebrated for its gravity, 
simplicity, and modesty, under Adelaide the Queenr 
mother, a woman of high accomplishments and 
virtues. 

, 999. — Queen Constance has the prime minister 
assassiii aeii Hi the presence of the King, who in 
vain eudeavours to overcome liie bravos* She was 
jealous of the confidence he enjoyed. 

1006.— Robert bestows Burgundy on his son 
Henry, and associates his elder son Hugh with 
himself in the kingdom. The latter, thongb bat 
eighteen, hid already obtained the title ol tho 
Qrenti from hi5 splendid virtueti. 
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}()U7. — Hugh the Great h cruwued at Com- 
peigne. 

1014' — All extraordinary sect of heretics novr 
arose, who wished to overthrow all religious and 
inost of the prerailing moral tenets. A council 
decree them to be bnrnt Jilive. The King, enthu- 
siastic in religious matters, tlioncrht it necessary 
to be present at iIms horrid sacrifice, and was ac- 
companied by his furious Quejsn, who on this occa- 
friofn thrust out the eye of her confessor, one of the 
heretics, with her cane* 

1020.-— The Kin^ finding bis country tranquil, 
visits the tomLs of the apostles at Rome, and on his 
return causes an immense L>c!l to be added to the 
church of St. Agnau, at Orleans, which he had 
recenily built. The bell he had solemnly christened 
Robert. 

]024.~Hugh, who had been a father to the 

poor, a protector to the church, the advocate of the 

people, and the general friend of virtue, dies in 
the rtower of hi^ ai^e, pi<?t after he had refuj^ed the 
• crown of Italy, Constance had tyrannized over 
him, caused dissension? between him and his father^ 
and rendered his mind miserable. 

Robert causes hi^ second son? Henry, to be 
crowned, which raises a bitter enmity in Constance, 
who has a partiaiuy to her third son Robert : but 
who, in his turn, insisting on the legality of hia 
brother's claim, turns her anger on himself. 

1031.— ^Robert is seized with violent disorder 
that brings him to the grave, in the 61st year of 
his a^e and the 49th of his reign. Piety and 
clemeiic} nuirked his life. His people said ol iiim, 

tie cummauded our affections and banished our 
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feai;{5.^' His compassion exceeded the bounds of 
prudence; he would pardon notorious thefts, aad 
1^^ gifts were acconipamed by this caution, Be 
*^ sure you do not let ray wife know it.'* He 
prayed fervently for the conversion of the wicked, 
and endeavoured to conceal their vjces from the 
courts of judicature. He was buried at St. Deniii 
without aiiy epitaph. 

There was so dreadful a famine in his reign, that 
human flesh was sold and eaten. It was followed 
.by a pestilence; but time restored tlie nation to 
health and plenty, 

* Henry I. through his unnatural mother, was not 

suffered to enjoy his throne in peace. She hoisted 
a separate standard, won everything from him,an4 
he fled for protection to Aobertqf Normandy. 

1032. — ^By Robertas assistance he regains great 
part of his territory, 

1035.**-The Queen-dowager Constance died of 
spite and disajipoinimciit. 

104$.— Duke Robert of Normandy, having died 
on a pilgrimage, left William, his natural son by 
the daughter of a tanner, at Falaise, to succeed 
hira; and Henry assists William against hisrebel- 
lious subjects, and gains the battle oi Dunes. 

1041. — William began to shew ^n ambitious 
^irit, and Henry violated his friendship for the 
young Duke, by marching an army towards Rouen; 
hut was complctelj defeated, and returned to Paris 
in merited disgrace. Suou after he consoled him- 
self by marrying a Russian Princess, named Anne, 

1060.~A medicine, improperly applied, termi- 
nates Henry^s life in his SSih year and the 13th of 
his reign. He wab luleied at S^. Deuji^; was a

warlike ])rince, of {^reat valour and equal piety. 
Aderit only engaged his esteem. He aad his fa- 
ther and his grandfather were ornaments to the 
French throne; though his perfidy to William of 
Noniiandy j)ruved him not faultless. Three Popes 
appeared at once in the Uomish states and divided 
the revenues. 

Philosophy makes some progress; heresy still 
more, Edward the Confessor lately died in Eng- 
land. 

106], — The youthful Philip was left under the 
gnardiausbip of Baldwin the Pious, Count of Flan- 
ders* his uncle. 

< 1066.~Wiiliain Duke of Norwandy. with a 
fleet of 3000 vessels and 60,000 men, landed in 
Pevensey, Sussex, in Ens;land, assisted by a few 
troops and some money by IBakhvin. King Harold 
is d^eated and slain^ and William in crowned 
King of England. Henry III. was Emperor of 
Germany, and Alexander il. Pope. 

1070. — Philip marries Bertha, daughter-in-law 
to Robert of Flanders. Flagrant instances of 
avarice and impolitic injustice, sink Philip in the 
esteem of his subjects. Gregory VII. the Pope, 
reprehends him.Th is Pontiff, who had dethroned 
the King of Poland, and the Emperor of Constan- 
tinople, received an order to abdicate, but did not 
obey. Henry IV. of Germany, at length deposes 
the insolent Gregory, who ends his days in exile. 
Clement III. is his successor. 

1087. — 0\\in<;' to a taunting speech, Philip is 
attaoked by William, and the Isle of France laid 
waste ; but a fall from his horse occasions Wi lliam^s 
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death. WiUiam U. becomes King of Kngland; 
Robert, Duk(» ol* Normandy. 

1094«*^Pbilip gives iiimself up to dissipation^ 
becomes tired of his wife, divorces Iior, and sendB 
for Emma, niece to the Duke of Sicily, who sooa 
commences her journey. 

109.). — Hortrade de Montford, the wiTe of the 
old and morose? Count of Anjou, renowned for her 
charms, proposes to the King to carry her off aud 
marry her« He eagerly complies, and when £maia 
arrives in great splendour and largely portioned^ 
he rejects her* 

H 02.— The Kino:, excommunicated by Pope 
pascal IL assoeiatt'i- his ion Lt wia ui liic ihroae* " 
Mass is pen iornied in a low voice. 

1104. — Lewis diatinj^uishes liiuisclf greatly in 
subduing rebellion. He visits Henry !• King of 

^England, whom Bertrade vainly endeavours to per- 
suade to assassinate her young son-in-law. Lewis 
jg poisoned through her means, but recovers. Phi Jip 
jreconciJes his wife and sun. 

1105. — The King pardoned by the Pope, and 
his niarri<'iL!.o conHrnicd. 

1107. — Philip taking advantage of the phrenxy 
of crusading that now raged throughout Europe, 
extends his territories. 

1108. — lie expires, aged 57, after a reign of 
^0 years. Thoui^h very generally despised, he 
'possessed some sir iking good qualiiies. Was in- 
trepid in the held, had a talent for government 
when not too indolent to exercise it, and the ex«> 
traordinary graces of his person were rendered ir« 
resistible by bis affability. The Chartreuse or Car- 
thusian iuuu<iiitry Wtio iuuudcd year by Bruno, 
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who was canouized. The order oi Fontevraul^ 
was the firn abbey over which a woman presided* 

Lewis VL surnamed the Fat, finds it necessary, 
shortly after hi^ ascension to the throne, to repress $ 
(ht Gv ergrowu power of thenobility, who could bring 
into tiie iield more powerful armies than the King, 
whom they endeavoured to dethrone* His brother 
Philip is their leader* 

nil . — The >^rmans defeated under Henry of 
Eng:land. who had deposed Robert. 

11 15. — Lewis marries Adelaide, dauc^hter of 
the Count of Savoy* Her good sense and virtues 
smoothed the rugged path he had to tread through- 
out his rei<j;n. 

1116. — Lewis vainly tries to wrest Normandy 
from Henry, and is nearly made prisoner. 

Ill 9.-^Peace concluded between the two Kings. 

1124.— War recommenced, Henry makes some 
advances, but Lewis's Uoops eflfectively chect 
him. ' 

1 1 26. — Honorius II« Pope, annulsthe sentence 
of excommunication pronounced against Henry by 
the turbulent Bishop of Paris. 

1129. — The fatigues of war had impaired the 
health of Lewis. He crowns bis son Philip, who 
is soon after killed by Ming from his horse.—* 
Lewis the second son then receives the crown from 
the hands of Pope Innocent 11. - 

1137. — The young Lewis is manied at Bour- 
deaux with great magniticeuce, to EL^anor, heiress 
of Aquitaine. 

The King sinks beneath the pressure of his 
disease, and expires at Paris, aged 60, having 
swayed the sceptre half that period. It was said 
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hi 111, He might have been a better king, a 
better man he could vtatJ*^ His eulogists scarcely 
do him justice in lhi» panegyriek ; according to 
fheir own account he was imp.irtial, wise, and 
eager for the lia])pinefis of his subjects* The cele- 
brated Abi^iard lived at this period. Henry Y. of 
Germany died — Stephen reigned in £ngland» 

I ]38*~Lewis y IL styled the Young, succeeded' 
his father. 

II K). — The kingdom remains tranquil with the 
exception of theological disputes. 

' 1142.*^Inan insurrection of Thibaud, Giunt 
of Chanipagn«5 Lewis df^vastatesi his country, and 
setting fire lo a clmi clj at Vitry, 1300 persons who 
lidd there sought refuge, peri.sh. Lewis, stung 
with remorse, makes a vow to undertake an expe- 
dition to Palestine, by way of expiation. 

1 l46.*-*-Pope Eugene III. sent a cross to Lewis, 
aad such was the ardour of the people, that scart ely 
any but women aud children remained in the king- 
dom; and many of the former followed their hus<«> 
baudk The troops under the banners at Si» Denis 
amounted to above 200,000. Lewis left his king- 
dom under the mauagemeai of Count Rodolph and 
Abbot Sugor. 

' 1147. — Lewis and hi9 unweildly mass, arrived 
at Constantinople, Tirliere he waa received' with 
every possible respect by the Emperor, Manuel 

CommcnuR, who, while he loaded the Crusaders 
with caresses, planned their destruction. 

] 1 48. — Lewis attacks and defeats the Turks on 
the banks of the Meander, bat experiences a dread 
ful reverse, and the King, when alone, is attacked 
by a ^mall baud ol Saiaceni^* He defend:^ himself 
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with extraordinary valor against a tree, ^vlucli he 
ascendfi^ Their arrows cannot pierce ins armour ; 
jUid be uses his sabre with soch skill that they at- 
jtenpl IB TatQ to climb the tree^ md ultiioateljf 
leave hini in quest of easier conquest. Mountinj^ 
a stray horse he reaches his camp, where he had 
been supposed to have been taken prjisoaer or 
kUled.

Tied to Henry Duke of Normandy, afterward* Kin^ 
of England, to whom she remains faithful^ but h 
the assassin of the celebrated fair Kosamond^ ami 
is ultimately confined in a cloister. 

J 1 S5»-«-Itfewis marries Conslance^ daugbter of 
AJphonso VIIL King of Castile. 

1160.— After a war of long duration at Thou* 
louge^ and afterwards in Normandy^ pea^e is con* 
eluded by Henry li* and JIUewis.. The Q^n of 
Lewis dying, be marries Adelaido of C3uunpagne» 
by the desire of his nobles. 

1 162. — Pope Alexander III. has an interview 
with the two kings at the Castle of Torcay^ en Ibe 
Loire, wbo conduct bim into the fortress with 
9uch respect that each holds a side €S the bridle of 
his horse. 

1165^— Thomas a Becket, Archbishop of Can* 
tearbnry, a prelate of insufferable arrogmice, bsYinc 
incurred the displeasure of his master, Henry IL 
is protected by Lewis, on whose mind he practises 
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until he induces a renewal of the war^ which 109 
however, but feeble in its operations. 

1 1 70««r-Lewis reconciles Becket to Henry, but 

the ingratitude of the former became so inianiou% 
that four liai ons fell npon him in liis cathedral, 
and his assasiuation foliowccL Uc wu^ buried at 
Canterbury.

Kijig visits his old fiiend Becket*s tomb, imd grants 
to (he cathedral an anniml (ribute of one hundred 
IrofTsheads of wine, to piii chase heahii for the youth, 
lieiiry receives him with hospitality aad iiiaguiii* 
cence. 

Itewia returned to France, and his son's reco-* 
very was followed by a marriage wjth Isabella, 
the Count uS Flander^s daughter, and by a corona- 
tion. 

1 1 SO. — Lewis; dies at Paris, and is buried in 
his robcb at the Abbey of Barbeau, near Melun; 
having reigned forty«ibur years, and lived sixty. 
The ancieni writem acknowledge him just and 
liberal, the protector of the laws, and the father of 
his people. The modern**, deeidin*]^ on hi*^ actions, 
rather thian on the opinions of his eulogists, mnsi- 
der him bold in conception, irresolute in execution, 
in danger timid, and in manners simple, even to 
aieanness* Judging also by his conduct, his vir- 
tues certainly appear to nave overbalanced his 
defects.

should cummcnce the bauie, cAUati a. ifuce ior iwo 
^ears, to take place. 

1 188. — Phiiip, Henry, and Frederick of Ger- 
many, resolve to join this Crusaders, but the two 
former disagree* 

1189. — -Hostilities between France and Eng^ 
land. Henry is unfortunate, and with difficulty 
escapes from Mens.

The l iiief part of the French i]cct taken throuf^h 
the curious manoeuvre at W liiiam d^Abiney, who, 
gaining the wind'of the enemy, threw in their face 
an immcnce ^n^ntity of quick lime* 

1218. — Lewis relinquishes his claim to the 
Sn^lish throue, signs a treaty of peace, and returns 
io France, 

1 21 9. — The sentence of excommunication which 
liad been passed on Lewis, is repeated, and he 
joins the Crusaders in Languedoc, where the flamea 
ef a jBinatical war now raged. He is compelled 
by failures to return to Paris. 

— Philip died at Maafe, aged 58, havin<^ 
reigned 44 year^. He was buried at St. Denis^ 
and was indebted to his splendid conquests for the 
surname of Augustus. Adulation conferred on 
him other extravagant titles, which his vjce« ef hy« 
pocrisy, perfidy, and extreme cruelty, induce his- 
torians to dispense with in naming him. The 
University ol Paris rcrojved its first statutes iti 
lus return, though founded by Lewis the young. 
The Troubadours, or provincifj poets, were cele* 
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brated at this period, and civilizatioa and the art3 
now made some progreaii*

] 224-— Prince Kjchard, brother to Henry, en- 
ters France with a {powerful army, is styled Coaut 
of Poictou, and the people of that province flodc 
to his standard. Lewis, intent on crusading, pro*" 
poses, and obtains a truce turthref? years. 

12:^5. — Lewis, urged the Pontiff, and insti- 
gated by a furious zeal, attacks and lays waste the 
territory of the young Count of Thouiouse, because 
this nobleman''s father poai?essed a spirit ul lolerauce 
in matters of religion, 

1226.— Lewis returned to P<iris, is seized with 
a disorder that terminates hi:i life, in his 40th yeari^ 
and the 4th of his reign* With courage and ac* 
liviiy, he had far less circumspection than his 
father. Such was the licentiousness of his array, 
that it was attended in its expeditions by 1500 
concubines dressed in an expensive manner. A 
relaxation in the distribution of justice was no less 
notorious. 

Lewis IX. styled St. Lewis^ was but }2 years 
of age on ascending the throne; his mother, 
Blanche, of Castile, acting as itegent* She chose 
as prime minister the wise Bishop of Scniis. 

At a council at Thouiouse, tjie trii unal of the 
Inquisition is esta( lished on a permanent basis, 
but with feeble power. 

*)230, — Henry 11 L of £nglai|d devoting his 
tiuip to festivity, Lewis actjuires part of his mwl^ 
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obtained territory in Vrknce. A truce for three 
years. Lewis shews severity against the Jmrs. 
' 1233. — Leivis ntorries Margaret of Provence^ 
s. princess of extraordinary beauty and acconqplish"' 
luents. 

I2«?5, — Lpwts having; c^ttained fiis 2Ist rear, 
commciicof^ his government oi the kingdom ; but 
bis tnotber preserves a great ascendency ; and, by 
lier prudent counsel and assistance, eases much the 
burthen of royalty. 

12 32. — Le>vis jijiUri:^ a siirnal battle against the 
English at Saintos, and ( ompeis King Henry to fly. 

]24'S. — A trace ior iive years signed with tlie 
£ng]isli. 

1244. — Pope Innocent lY* seeks refuge in 
'France from the imperial arms; but the King 

refuses to receive him. 

• Levris seized ^vith a dreadful malady is thoujrht 
to have expired^ but a sigh proclaims his existence, 
and by degrees he recovers, vowing to relieve tlie 
Christians hi the Holy Liand. 

1248. — Contrary to the device of his mother, 
'whom he leaves as Regent, Lewis embarks at 
Aiguto Mortes, for the Isle of Cyprus, and is 
accompanied by his Queen Margaret. Tbci fleet 
consisted of 1800 vessels,. 130,000 foot sokliers, 
and 9000 horse« 

1249. — He lands at pypms, where he passed 
the winter, and in the spring, after a vi^orou^ re- 
eistence from the Saracens, lands near the mouth 
of the Nile in compNnf^ armour; preceded by the 
Pope's legate bearing the cross» He takes Da^ 
laictta. 

1252^ — After various sttccesscs and repulson^ 
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a victory is gairKil over ^he Saracens, but is very 
dearly bought, and the Count d'Artois killed, 

12i3, —A dreadful skiigtiter o( the French 
ensued. Lewis is made a caplive and leaded with 
chains. Such of hia aoldiera as were tajceo, and 
would not profess mahometanism, were massacred, 
and their heads exposed oa the walls of Cairo. 
His queen was shut up in Damietta, which place 
holding out, Lewis is releaaedon paying SOQ^OOO 
pieces of gold. 

1254— With 6000 soldim, the relics of bis 
immense army, he lands in Provence. His mother 
had died of rrit t at his misfortunes, lie renews 
his s^everity to the Jews, forbids the game of chess, 
and all other such pastimes, and expels women 
of a profligate life. The number of peers of France 
is reduced to twelve. Heniy 111. visiCs Lenis 
at Paris, and is well received. 

1255. — ^The jacobins (then a monkibh order) 
persuade Lewis to take their habit and vows, but 
the violent opposition of all his family deters hini. 

1259. — Against the consent of his nobles, Lewis 
cedes three provinces to Hency 111. Lewis, his 
eldest son, dies. 

1262. — His second son, Philip, marries Isabella, 
daughter to the Kins: of Arra o i. 

1270. — Lewis finding himself in a sialc of irrrat 
prosperity, invites his nobles and others to joia 
him in a second expedition to Palestine, and em- 
barks from the same port. They land at Tudis 
in Africa, but half his army perish by the beat of 
the wcalhcr, and by ji pestilenlial disorder which 
beinp; caught by Lewis, h(^ expired with the 

fiUuHgestprooiii of chri&tiau palieuce aud iiyrtitudo 
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He had reigned 44 years, and lived 56. He 
united abject superslittition to courage, magnani^i^ 
mity, justice, and humanity. He wag undoubtedly 

one oi" the most virtuous princes that had exi:>ted: 
his few error* arising: \rom reimious zeal. He 
abolished trials by combat, checked the licentious* 
ness of all ranks of people, particularly the priests ; 
and put a stop for a tine to the encroachments of 
the papal authority. ^ The mendicant Monks, the 
Augustines, and (he Carmcs, \vere established in 
France in this reign: and Lewis founded convents 
for the Mathurins, Jacobins, Carthusians, and Cor- 
deliers in PariS) and hospitals for the inifrm in 
general* The poor masters (as the first doctors of 
the Sorbonne were called) were also to him in- 
debted for a residence.

Henry V. urge the right of their sovereign to the 
crown of France.

Lewis, the Dauphin, dies of a violent dysentery;

1418. -— France rent by civii wars, and given 
up to the ravages t)f strangers. The Duke of 
Burgundy espousen the -Queen^ cause, and is 
restored to power*. Slaughter of the ArBsagnac 
purty. 

1419. — A truce with the Englihh. France 
again deeply involved in civil ware, John, Duke 
ok' Burgundy's assassination^ in the presence of the 
Dauphin, in which he was an accomplice, but 
disclaimed iu The treaty of Troyes, according to 
which the crown of France and England were to 
be united ju Henry V^. Catharine of France con- 
tracted to the King of England, and raarried 
within twelve days after. Henry, at present, is 
styled Regent, and heir to the throne of France* 
The Daufrfiin of France declared a public enemy ; 
but assumes the title of regent of the kingdom. 

1 4 20. -^ An assembly of the states called by 
the Ensri'^h m Paris, to grant a fiibsidy; they corvi- 
ply, Henry iroes to England and returns with an 
army of 30,000 mrn, his interest in France, being 
on the decline. Paris is in a wretched state from 
Darotne, and from the severity of the weather. 

1421. — Tlie Danphm joined by the Er.rl of 
Biirhan, and oOOO Scots, defeats the Dukt of

The Earl of Buchan made constable of Fi anoe, 
gains an advantage over the £i%lish at Baugy. 
Henry has, however, some important successes. 

1422. — The Queen of England arrives with 
frcbh troops. ' • . . - 

63 
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Henry V. dies at Vincennes, near Paris, haTing 

acquired the title of Kinj^ of Fiance: his great 
ability in war aud goverianent procured him also 
Ibat of the ffrror jqf Fnuice. The Duke ol Bedford 
appointed Regent of t'rance. Charles VI. of 
France, dies a prisoner at Paris, in the 54th year 
at' his age, and the 43d of his reign. This prince 
has been honoured in' history with the title of 
Well-beloved^ from hiti excellent qualities. Of 
Charles's six soiis, Charles VII. only survived 
him. 

Charles VII. suroamedthe Victorious, succeeds 
to the throne of France, and is crowned at Poic- 
tiers without any pomp. Henry VL-of JEngland, 
proclaimed King of France at Paris. 

1423.— The Duke of Bedford makes himself 
master of several places in Champagne, Picardy, 
&c. Charles resides in extreme poverty at Poic* 
tiers, where he just contrives to maintain the ap- 
pearance of a parliament. 

{424.-— The Duke of Bedford Stains a battle in 
Normandy, in which the Karl of Buchan^ and the 
jLarl of Douglas were slain. 

1425— The Duke of Brittany deserts the Eng^ 
lish. 

1426.~The French gain several advantages 
near Pontorsson. Charles shews as much presence 
ot mind^ wisdom^ and equanimity of temper iu 
prosperity, as i^ adversity. 

1 429^Tbe battle of the Herrings ; terminating 
in favor of the English^ who successfully endea- 
voured to obtain a supply oi that lish. The Bur- 
gundians quit the siege of Qrleans. Joan of Arc, 

ihe famous maid of Orleans, at the head.of 12|O0Q 
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men, conduets m convoy into that city, and compels 

the English to relinquish the siege. She carries 
sev eral forts, and the casUe of Tou^elles; occupied 
hy the English. 

The battle of Patay gained by the French. 
Troyes, and CSialonfi sur Marne surrender to the 
French King; who, conducted by the Maid of 
Orleans and his army, is crowned at Rheims. 
The Duke of Burgundy renews all his treaties 
with the English. 

The Maid of Orleans wounded before St. Denis. 

1430. — The Prince of Orange* who had joined 
the Duke of Savoy against France, is defeated. 
The Maid of Orleans taken prisoner at Compeigue^. 
for which the English order Te Deum to be sung 
at Paris. Compeigne taken by Vendome, a Bur- 
gundian gentleman. 

Henry VL arrives from England, and his 
nobles take a shameful vensjeance on the Maid of 
Orleans for the losses the English had snstained : 
she is burnt at Rouen. Charles, grateful for her f 
services, ennobles her family.

1432. — The English beaten at St. Celerin, and 
also near Caen, in Normandy. 

The Duke of Bedford defeated before Lagni. 
Upper and Lower Normandy visited by famine 
and pestilence. % 

1434. — The Duke of Burgundy is reconciled 
to the King of France. 

1 435. — Conferences for a treaty opened at Arras. ^ 
Isabel of Bavaria, Queen of France, died in 

f sweity, and deseivedly neglected. The Earl oi » 
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Armidel defeated and slain at Gerberoy; he 

was one of th6 greatest generals of his time. 

14.Ju. — -The English attacked in Paris, retreat 
to the Bastiie^ and are allowed to retire to 
Rouen, 

1437«— Lord Talbot forces the Duke of Bur* 
gaudy to raise the siege of Crotoy. The King of 
France visits Pkris, after an absence of nearly 

twenty years. His entry is magnificent. He

1447, — Sforza put into possession of the Duchy

Duke of Orlpana. 

1449«— Charles of Fnmee acknowledges FelU 
y. as Pope, and hy his mediatioii puts an end to ^ 
the difference with Amadeus, 

1449. — The institution of Francs Archers, a. 
kind of militia, in France. War declared by, . 
the Duke of Brittany, and the King of France^ 
•gainst the English; and Tarious places takea. 
from them* The French successful in Normandy. 

1450. — The beautiful Agnes Sorrel jdied at. 
Jumiege, on the Pth of February, of a dysentery, 
ill the 40th yearof hor age. Though the mistn si 
ct Chfirles VIl. history has done her the justice 
to oirn that she had a greatness of soul, and a 
gr eater sbaxe of wit andjodgmenttliaBof beauty. 

The En^^ish general, Kiriel, defeated and nado; 
prisoner. 

The Dauphin, still causelessly discontented,, 
irffects to be independaot. 

The Dxkke of Somerset capitulates at Caen with 
a garrison of 4000 men, which place the King of 
France entered b truunph* Cherbourg surren- 
dered, and its garrison conyeyed to England. 

1453.— During this and the preceding year^ the 
French recoTered the whole of Gnyenne. The 
King ratifies the Dauphi^^'s marriage with Char* 
lotte of Saroy. 

1433.«--The Earl of Shrewsbury arrires with 
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an English army, and the fieople of Bourdeaux

1453.«~-Lord Talbot killed in an attack upon a 
French camp, nnd Lord Lislo, his son, made 
prisoner.

1456. — The Dauphin leaves Dauphuiy, and 
seeks protection in the Duke of Burgundy's 
dominions. 

1457. *— The Turks become masters of Con* 
stantinople. 

John, Duke of Alen9on, detected ia atreason. 
able correspondence whh the King of jEngland, 
a4id punished by imprisoimu nt. 

The French make a descent near Sandwich, 
and carry away three large ships, and seveiul 
, small ones. 

1458 — Ciril war rages in England betweeu 
the houses of York and Lancaster- 

14bO~The King of France refuses all kinds 
of uourishmentj having heard that the Dauphin, 
his son, meant to poison him. * When, at length, 
it became necessary that he sliould eat, he could 
not swalJovv ; and died at Meur sur Yeure, in the * 
60th ypar of his age, and the 39th of his reign. 
As to this prince's chilracter, even the English 
histoi*ians^ allowing for his undue attachment (o 
his tnistresses, do him the justice to place him 
in the nninber of the greatest princes that ever 
sat upon the French throne. He was mild, 
polite, and graVe ; liberal, yet an enemy to pro^ 
fusion. He new modelled the pariiamcal, which 
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had lost its ancient forms ; and nofhing would 
have been wantiiis; to the felicity oi Kis reign, if 
the Dauphiu's. conduct had uot proved a con* 
tiuoal source of uneasiness^ which at length 
OTerwhelmed him. The sympathy and the tears 
of his subjects were not the least b;:autiful part 
of his elegy. 

1 4G I .-«Auga$t Ibihj Lewis XL crowned at 
Rheims, betrayed extraordinary joy at the death 
of his father; and re! eased from prison the Duke 
irAleni;on, because he had conspired against 
Charles's life. 

1462. — Margaret of Anjou, paid a visit to 
Lewis at Chinon, and obtained from him money 
and troops to promote l^er husband s cause to 
England. 

1463 — Qaeen Mary, Lewis's mother, expired* 
She had universally attracted respect and esteenu 

14G 4.— The hatred of the people to the King 
is oil the point of causing a revolution. 

1465. — Lewis suspends their proceedings by a 
pretended trial of his own coudnct. A sentence 
in his favour is pronounced by the KiBgof Sicily, 
at an assembly of nobles at Tours. 

Lewis having set out on a pilgrimage, the re- 
volt becomes general; the Duke de Bourbon 
refuses to raise troops for him, joins the dis- 
aflc'cted, and seizes on the treasury. 

July 16th. — The King having raised an army, 
through his allies, and through the few of hib 
nobles who remained loyal, met the troops of the 
rebels headed by the Count de Charleois. After 
some successes ou both sldcs^ the King is nearly 
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taken, but flies to Corbeil, and soon after enters 
Paris, which continued in his ihienests*. 

lie courts the affectibns of tJio Parisians with 
zeal, aiul admits somt^ of the ritii&eiis' wives to 
hfs table. During this war, prisouers were sold 
'to their friends, at six soU per head; and those 
^'ho were eUimed by no-one, were hanged. 
Falsehood' and treachery were resorted to oa 
both sides« 

A treaty' is now signed* by Pjewis, by which^ 
he consents to divide his kingdom amonnr hii 
nobles, bnt lie has not the most remote idea of 
fulfilling the treaty ; and protests again<>t it ia 
Parliament on the plea of compulsion^ He now 
entered' upon a system of the most finished dis- 
sinuihition. 

The Duke of Normandy, the King's brother, 
disputing wilh the Duke of Brittany, the King 
assists the latter, and causes his brother to ily« 
' The Duke of Burgundy dyings is succeeded by 
Charles of Cbarlerois, bis son. 

1466. -*An epidenfe distemper destroys 40^000 
•people in Parfs. 

1467. — The Kini^ and his Court meet the Earl 
of Warwick at Rouen, to conclude a peace 
•with FX ward I'V. of England, who had deposed 
Heniy VI. 

The Dokes of Burgundy and Brittany seize on 
numerous towns. The Ring re-takes^ them, and 

enters into a treaty; but, thro ufi^hout his reign, 
BO sooner did he treat with the one, than the 
other Duke molested him. 

146S. —To J[jewis*s great chagrin^ the Duke 
of Burgundy marries Margaret* sister to EdwwL 
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IV. The TJfxtlk^ confines Lewis in the castle of 
Peroime. Philip de Conimiiics, the celebrated 
historiaii) chamberlain to the Doke, endeavours 
to flfppea^e thftt Prince's anger. Lewis is at length 
HMrated by consenting to hard terms, which 
he swears to obsferve on the cross of Charlemagne. 
■ The Kina^ and the Duke punish the people 
of sev( rely, fortheii lebellioii nixainst the 

' ' kKtter, although it was urged by the former. A 
man, named John Wild, provost of the city, 
performed astonishing feats of valor, hot is kilied 
M defendnig Ll^'go. Sh6rt1y after, 600 desperate 
fnen rushed upon the quarters of the King and 
the Duke, whom they had nearly taken; but, 
alter a dreadful conflict, were all slain. Liege 
' Tras taken and pillaged. I t was then a superb 
tity, but was demolished by the Duke's order. 
' Lewis dl'eadlng' the just censure and ridicule 
of the Parisians on hfs conduct, avoided entering; 
his m* tiopolis; and in the spite ahd malice of 
his heart, wnntonly ordered all sfa:^?, cranes, 
magpies, -Mid jays, domesticated in Paris, to be 
killed. The two latter had been taught some 
Jeering words expressire of the King's being 
caught at Perortne. 

1469.— Cardinal Balue, whom Le^vis had rais- 
ed from a low to a liigh condition, and appointed 
prime minister, kept up a correspondence toge- 
ther with the Bishop of Verdun, with the enemies 
of Lewis. He confined theta twelve years ia 
iron cages, made by their own order for other 
liulprits. Lewis prevails on his brother Charles 
(0 be content with the Duchy of Gnyenne. 

The liarl of Warwick, indiguaat at the 
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conduct of Edward, whom he had raiijed to the 
throne of England, sails with a small fleet for 
France, and seizes several of the Duke of Bur« 
gandy^s vessf^ls desirous of gaining the favor of 
I^wis by annoying his ancient foe. I^wis en- 
gages theF>arl to endeavour to re-establish Henry 
VI. whom Warwick had himself dethroned. 
Warwick succeeds, and Edward seeks refuge with 
the Duke of Burgundy, by whom he is privately 
protected, Margaret of Anjou meets a warm 
reception at the French court. 

At a convention of the notable? at Tours, the* 
King procures a sentence of high treason on the 
Duke of Burgundy for having detained his person 
and compels him to enter into a disgraceful treaty^ 

1471. — Secretly aided by the Duke of Burgunl 
dyj Edward la.uds a small army in England • 
wliere he re-obtains the crown, and Henry Vll 
is assassinated in the Tower. 

1472. — Prince Charles, Duke of Guyenne, ts 
poisoned, by order of the J^ing his brother : who, 
to avoid detection, causes the perpetrators to be 
assassinated. 

The citizens of Beauvais at this time distin*. 
tinguished themselves so greatly, particularly the 
women, , that Lewis granted them extraordinary 
privileges; and Jane Fourquet, a young heroine,^ 
"^vho had ta4ven a stajidard from the enemy, is de« 
dared exempt from all taxes. 

Philip de Commines quits tlie service of Bur- 
gundy for the King's — thus exchanging one bad 
master for another. The first having loaded hinx 
witli I)onefits, he has uQt escaped the charge of iih^ 
gratitude. 
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• 1474. — A man, named John Hardy^ is execu^ 
ted for alt€mj>ting to assassinate the King. 

The Duke d'Aleii^oii is cotiTicted of conspir* 
iag against the State, and is iinpri^iied for life. 

I475«wliewts is successful against the King af 
Arragon, and tak«s Perpignan ; where the ioha» 
Utmnts were perishing by famine. 

Ijcwis defeating the Duke of Burgundy, Ed- 
T^ard, wiio had landed with a fine army, consents 
lo a treaty of peace lor seven years, on terms by 
ivhich Lewis became shimefnlly tributary to Eog- 
lBDd« The Kings meet at Pequigni^ near Amiens, 
aiHl Mavgeret e? Anjon, Is ransomed bj liewis, 
and returns to end her days in her own country.- 

1477. — The Duktf of Burgundy stykd "the 
Bold, the Terrible, and the Rash,'' is killed in an 
engagement with the Duke of Lorraine^ 

Lewis, at the same time that he endetTonrs to 
preTatl with Marjr, the heiress of Burgundy and 
Flanders, to wed his son Charles, the dauphin, 
dispossesses her of great part of Burgundy; but 
is unsuccessful in his attempt to spducc Irom its 
allegiance the city of Ghent, to which he had 
•ent his faTorite, Olirer le Diam (once his bar- 
ber) with proposals* The people of that city 
finding that their Sovereign, the Duchess of Bur- 
gundy, had «acted a double part, cause two of 
her Ihithfui councilors to be beheaded in her 
presence* 

Lewis, after entertaining twelve deputies from 
Arras, with every appearance of cordiality, causes 
them to be executed.

Lewis thiukiug his d^n^ise at haiid, gives e^cel« - 
lent advice to his son, whom he binds by an oiUJi 

to observe his tenets* lie confesses his early po^ 
Jitical errors, aud becomes alarmed at eyery cir* 
rumstance. ^e retired tp an almost impregoa^ - 
ble castle, in the av^i^oes tb which he plaee4 
gibbets instead of trees ; and numerous were tho 
Tictuns of his suspicions ; he changed his servants 
'continually, au^ was mi terror when ha descri^ 
at a distance thf» train of the young Panphin^^ 
He issued the most barbarous edicts : yet, wheUi^ 
ever he appeared in public , Avhich seldom occur'^ 
xed,^ie became exiraTagantljf gay. lie s^nt for 
Tarieus relief, in hopes of being cur^d of hia dist 
orders ; but, notwithstanding the salubrious 
powers ascribed to each, he died on the I3th of 
August ; and has left behind him the character of 
an insatiable tyrant, regardless of the most solemn 
<»aths, and dissatisfied with conquest itself, uales^ 
gained by dissimulation and finesse* His industrjc 
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and perseremnee would bare gained comnienda* 
tion, were they not generally applied to the worst 

of purposes. He was a bigot in religion, and, 
though on most occasions devoid of j)rincJple, he 
woald not suffer his subjects to be ill treated by 
%ny one except himself; and when his interest or 
his passions were not coitcerned, he was just and 
sagacious in the administration of public and pri- 
vate affairs. Economical to a fault, he had al« 
ways gold at hand for his enterprises and bribes ; 
and shewed himself liberal on some occasions. 
He established tlie order of St. Michael, and 
showered down honours with profusion on liis 
favorites and adherents. He died at the age of 
61, and reigned ^3 years. He had treated his 
Queen, Charlotte, with brutality, generally con« 
fining her in some fortress. 

Charles \ ILL his succeesor, was defective in 
body and mind, chiefly through the systematic 
neglect of his father, who required the Lord de 
Beaujeu to prevent the young prince from learn- 
ing any accomplishments. Lewis had left the 
management of his son (now but 14 years of age) 
to Anne his ddest dau^ter^ married to that no« 
bleman. She found competitors in the Dukes- of 
Orleans and Bourbon ; but, by granting them 
power and places, silenced their pretentions. 

The late King's vile favorites are hanged.

The King now resolves himself to wed the 
apirited princess of Brittany, vi*ho had only been 
married by proxy to Meximiiiant She spurns the 
proposal with disdain* 

The King then enters Brittany with three armies, 
and spre^db cou^ternation throughout the princi**^ 
pality. 

The Princess assailed on all sides, complies on 
the 26cfa December, and enters Paris, amongst ar 
joyous people, who now. thought they saw the ter* 

mination of civil wars. Maximilian was doubly 
IM^teil by tiuft Uhioui as it ^t aside his daughter 
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JMnrgaret, who had long been affianced to the ktnff 

ol France, and was styled Queen. He represented 
Ch^ric» %A a monster of pertidy, and called ou aU 
the powers of Europe to punish him. 

I492»^Henry VII. of England, makes prepa* 
rations to invade France, which his nobles expect 
win be an easy conquest. Lorenzo de Medici, 
styled the Maguiiicem, died at Florence at this 
period. 

Oct. 6tli.— Henry lande at CaMs with 27,000 
men. 

Henry disliking hostility, contrives that a peace 
ahall be concluded witboHt appearing on his part to 
* bave desired tt. 

1493. — Maximilian also consents to a peace. 
Charlcb now laid claim to the kinf^dom of Naples, 

as having been bequeathed to his father ; and Fer* 
dinand, a usurper^ being detested by bis subject?^ 
the King of France is entreated by the natives to 
accept the Crown ; Alexander VI. the Pope, se- 
conding the solicitation. Charles's council are 
strongly prejudiced against the imprudent expedi* 
tion. 

1494. — He holds a grand tournament at Lyons, 
and whilst the noblemen are heated at the banquet, 
proposes an immediate descent upon Naples, to 
which they agree with ardour. The Duke de 
Bourbon is to act as Regent in his'absence. 

Charles is seized wiili the sniall-pox, but reco- 
vers and proceed'^- having heard that the Duke of 
Orleans has obtained a victory over the navy of 
Alphonso, now King of Naples; Ferdinand his 
iatnor being dead. 
. The Pope, influenced by Alpboj^sox fofbida 
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CJwlgm on piia ot excomnimicAd^o, to eBt«r the 
Papal doininions. Charles, heedless of his tbrealf 

arrives at Rume, which he enters, and si^ns a 
treaty with the Pope, who cedes Naples to laui| 
with towns in his own territories. 

l495.~Alphonso resigns his crown to his soil 
JTerdia^ncU Md the latter with much resolution 
endeavours to check the progress of the enemy^ 
who, assisted by the citizens of Naples, enter that 
city in triaiupii, whilst Ji^erdiuiLud ilies to hia 
vessels. 

May 1 2th.-«"Charles is crowned King of Naples^ 
His original intention was the snbversion of the 
Ottoman Empire, and he now prepares to effect 

it* 

Philip de CoTBMiines, restored to favour, is soiit 
amhdssador to die Venetians; who intbrin hiiu that 
Spain, Home, and Venice, mean to preiierve Italy 
from the intrusion of foreigners. 

May 20th« — Cherles quits Naples in alarm, leav* 
ing the Count de Montpensier, governor. He 
jiit?ot# no resisiauce in the Roniaa Staios, the 
troacheioiis Ponlill ilvino* beiure him, and he and 
bis olHccrii joke Com mines on bis grave looks, 
when' it is understood the Venetians mean to op- 
poee them ; t|ie French beartily despising all Ita« 
lian soldiers* 

To the astonishment of all Europe, the heavy 
artillery is von v eyed over the Appeniues by tU^j 
Swiss soldiers in (Charles's pay. 

July 6th.*-»Xhe French meet the confederates, 
and, though very inferior in numbers, defeat them 
— the king ibught vaiiai}tly and was twice nearly^ 
tdkeu.

, and most of bis troops die of a contagions fever* 

Charles, having concluded a peace with the Ve- 
netiaa and Italian State?, returns France; the 
result of bis expedition having proved most unsa* 
tisfactory. 

-1498. — A revolution in Charleses conduct 

seemed to promise happiness to his subjects. He 
quitted his numerous illicit enjoyments, and applied 
himself wholly to reform abuses among the clergy* 
He also administered justice personally, and with 
much sagacity. His noble plans for the prosperity 
of France and frjr its internal regulations, were 
frustrated by hi» death ; which he met, by striking 
his head accidentally against the top of a low door, 
dirough which he was passing to shew the Queen 
a gallery in the palace at Amboise, which he had 
begun to build in a style of extraordinary magni- 
ficence* He had attained but 28 years, and reigned 
) 5. The snrname of Affiaible has been given to 
him, and his lohS was deeply regretted. His ta3ents 
were moderate, yet Kuch were his conciliating man- 
nern, that two of his domestics, it is said, died of 
grief at their loss. He was rash, enterprising, atid 
courageous. He played the hypocrite with some 
skill in the early part oi his reign ; but in his raa«i 
turer years he discontinued &uch mean resources. 
Ann of Brittany, w*ho bad originally an aversion 
to him, and to whom he was far from being con«^ 
stant, conceived for him at length a violent attach- 
ment; such were his endearing qualities. 

The sceptr^ passed to Lewis Xii* Duke of 
Orleans, CharlesV cousin. His first act was the 
4issoluiiua of hi:i mariiagc with Jaue, daughter of 
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LeNvis XT. She was ucioriiu iU aud he m« al- 
wava aver>e lu the union. She retired to a con- 
vent, took the veil^ and speat her Uiue ia acts qS 
charity. 

1499. — Lewis, to the great joy of hispeopley 
married the widow of the late King. He repealed 

Uxjs, and j)arduiieti his numerous enemies, VV'hcii 
reuiiiided (hat Tremouille had taken hiui pn>iouer, 
he made this noble reply^ It becomes not a King 

of France to revenge the quarreia of the Duke 
" of Orleans." 

Lewis malcea himself master of the Duchy of 
Milan; to which he Iiad a claim. 

1500. — Milan is retaken bv its late Dnke, Lu- 
dovico; but the citadel, animated by the famous 
Bayard, then very young, refuses to be included in 
the capitulation ; and the King coming to his we* 
lief, the city and duchy remain in the undisturbed 
possession of Lewis; who confines Ludovico in 
the castle of Locbcs, where his treatment is rigo- 
rous, but not more so than his crimes merit. 

1501. -Lewis by his arms, and by the treachery 
ef the King, of Spain to Frederic king of Naples^ 
obtains part of that Sovereign's dominions ; and 
shortly after divides the whole with him ; appoint- 
ing Frederic a residence in Anjou, and a pension. 

1502. — The French and Spaniards diisagrceiug,, 
the former seize on other parts of the territory of 
Naples ; and Bayard is distinguished for his valour 
and wisdom* But the Spaniards ultimately regaiBr 
their newly acquired possessions, and deprive the 
French of pari ol' tlie lovTns ihr y had seized^ The 
pope, Alexander, dies by poisun. 

i£01«~Tbj& King's luoiUhcatiou at his losses ii^ 
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Italy^ caosed so severe a malady, that his dissoTo'* 

tion was daily expected, ■ Aime, provided for her 
safety, and embarked her vahTalH?s in vejsscis l>ound 
for Brittany, which were stopped by Marsbatl 
de Gi£, who, on the King^s recovery, was tried 
md ptfnf shed by the privation of his places and 
pensions. 

J 509.-— Lewis compleatly de feats the Venetian 
army, and acquires the Milanese part of their ter* 
ritory. 

1510. — Lewis lost his great friend and adviser. 
Cardinal Amboise* a prelate of the luor^i uuafFected 
huniiiity, of cousummate Wisdom and exemplary 
moderation. 

Pope Jalias IT. disregarding the league he ba4 

entered into, seized somr of Lewis' Italian towns. 
An assembly of Gallican clergy is convoked at 
Tours, who declare Lewis justiiied in opposing his 
Holiness. He gains many advantages through 
Bayard, and other Generals ; and it is by his' mo- 
deration alone that the Pope is allowed to retain 
his original dominions. 

Henry VIH. of England, then the ricihest and 
most spirited young Prince of the age, is prevailed 
on by the Poj^e to ej^pouse his cause. 

The Pope lays siege to Mirandola, winch he 
takes ; and causes himself to be carried in triumph 
through the breach, clad in compleat armour. 

1511. — ^Lewis gains additional advantages over 
Ae Pope ; but, tironirh the religious scruples of 
his wife, will not pursue them. 

Oct. SiO. — The Cardinals^ C!ouncil, removed to 
Lyons, depose the^ Pope ; and he in return lays an 
interdict ou the whole kia<^doui of France* 
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Gaston de Foix, nephew to Lewis, gains an im- 
foctant victory over tbe united Italian and Spanish 
ioTGeSy in which however he loses his 4ife> 

. The Emperor Maximilian formed the stran<re 
resolution to make himself Pope ; but wif [lont gaid- 
iug a step towards it. The gold of Henry VJII. 
who was insCigaied by Cardinal Wolsey, (another 
eandidste for the papal tiara,) and the spirited con-^ 
duct of Pope Julius, compel the French to evacuate 
Miian^ and nearly the whole of Italy. 

— Julius dies, and the Cardinal de Medici, 
lieo X. succeeds^ and fallows his predecessor^ 
plan Willi ability and dili^epce. 

Henry Vlll. lands at Calais with 50.000 men ; 
and the £mpecor Maximilian^ who delighted in 
practising the mosl unaccountable singularities^ 
received English pay as a captain, and served • 
under Henry, who gains some successes, and 
takes several iiiustnoua^ prisoners; among them 
Bayard ; for whom he entertain^ so high a respect 
that he gave the Chevalier his freedom. 

• 1513. — Through the Queens's mediation, the 
Pope is reconciled to Lewis* Henry retires from 
Trance* 

l514*'^The death of the Queen occurred at this 

time r .the nation mourns her loss. 

May 14»-^Francis Dukede Valois, presumptive 
Ireir to the crown, marries Claude, the daughter 
of Lewiir XIL and of Ann» 
' Oct. 10th. — Lewis, from policy^not inclination, 
marncs Princess Mary of England. Her beauty, 
grace, and accomplishments, attached him greatly 
to her rfter th^ w^re wedded. 
'lilSyJan. 1st. — The .King is carried off by 
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dysenter}* in the 54th year of his age, and the I fth 
of his rel^iu Lewis was an extraordinary <3ha<« 

racter in the ag^a in which he lived. Disi^lmulatieii- 
vas bcr inio ;i ias!)ii;;i, and a disposifion for perlidy* 
a qualiticatioii considered necessary in a monarch^ 
but his truly virtuous laiad spurneid hypocrisy, attd 
« he practised almost every great quality that cam 
^orn a soreretgn ; iie ol^iued the apjpellatioii ^ 
Father of his People.^* 

1 1 5. — Fiaiicisi 1. succeeds hjs g^rrat uncle, aad 
'dona: is ff>r Italy, to oppose confederated powers;; 
aad leaving his kingdom to the management oi iiis 
mother, Louisa of 4Savoy* This beautiful aaA 
acconipHsfaed woman possessed much ambitiaii^ 
spirit, perseverance, and fortitude; but was wimtL, 
avaricioiis, intriguing and jeaious. Francis ha.d 
received a most accompliHhed education, and \vii> 
considered the hnest geiulemaa of i^is time, au4 
full of lire and spirit* 

The Dowager Queen marries her first lovet, the 
Duke of Suffolk, and retires to England. 

Francis gain^ the great battle of Marignan over 
the Swisg, hitherto thought invincible. The King, 
(but twenty-one years old) shews much skill, valour^ 
and intrepidity* He make» the carriage of a oao* 
fion his pillow, and sleeps in compleat amoiii:i» Ife- 
^knighted Bayard for bis great services. 

The confederate powers are happy to con chide 
a peace. L( o. X, with great policy, prevails ok 
the Kiiig to abolish the Prai:;matic Sanction, and 
substitute a Concordat, by which the King is vestftfr 
with the right of chbsing bishops and abbots w 
liisown kingdom, and concedes* to the Pope the fkA. 
^uits of these benefices. Francis miko^ a. tri^ 
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mphal entr} into Milan and gives law to Italyv 
fcavirig the goyefrnineiit' of Milan to the Duke de 

Boarbon, to whose valour much of his success had 
Icen owing; but at the instigation of Louisa^ 
whose ioTe for Bourbon was, through bis negtcct^ 
tDined into hatred^ he is soon d^fived ^oV his 

Chnrles V. of A^ustrm, aftenTardfs the rj^sX Ehn 
ferer of GermrCiiy, becomes King of Spain. « 

]518«*--^'rbe Concordat gives great offence ii^ 
Jiance^ and i» ultimately registered with a clause 

disapprobation by the parliameut. 

— ^The death of the £Biperor Maximilian 
, UQien a convakion m Europe*. AU eyes were * 
tomed on Francis and Charles, a» two great nsaf^ 
toal chaj'aetcr^, and now becoming competitors for 
the vast Empire of Germany. Henry V' III. put 
in also a claim^ but it was too weak to he noticeck 
Xhe electors,, however, rejected them all x and 
chose the Duke of Saxony, Frederic the Wisev 
a man of splendid virtues and talents. He, Iidny-* 
cvejv positively refused tlie gift;, and CbarW VV 
was seate4 o» die tiiroM.^ 

ISSO^-— Ftancis, determined to engage Henry 
TIIL in his interest, solicits a visit from him; and 
Aey meet, 7tfa July, itu a plain between Guisiiea 
and Ardres, styled ihe Field of Gold, from their 
gorgeous mngnilieeoce* Pleasure occupied them 
for eighteen days ; but the impression the facinat^ 
ing manners of Francis bad made on the English

It 
occasioned a fever, which bafiled the skill of his 
physicians. Adrian VL the fimperor^s tutor* it 
called to (he Papacy, to the greal disappoiatmaiii 
ofWoUey. 

1522. — The Duke de Bourbon, pursued by the 
jnalice of Louisa, is deprived ol his honors, and of 
part of his estates. Losing his wife, Louisa had 
oiered htm her hand^ and being refused, never foiw 
gave him» Bonrhan enters into a oonspiracy wilk 
the Emperor against Francis ; but is discover^ 
And completely liisgraced.

He arrives at Bayonne, where his mother and 
the coart meet him with ti*ahsport6 of joy. 

He writes to thank Henry, who had prevailed

152T. — Having substituted an offer of money,

1529. — peace, called the Ladies Peace,^ 
from the influence of Louisa and Margaret of 
Austria, is concluded between Charles and Francis, 
^'ho, without scruplei sacrifice the interest of 
Henry. 

1 530. — 1st June. Francis meets his tviro sons^ 

who had lived in Germany as hostagcs; and at tlie 
same time he marries £leonora, Charleses sister, 
whose charms could never fix the amorous mo* 
narch. 

The Duchess of Alen<jon, Francises sister, com- 
poses a poem, called the Mirror of the sinful 
Soul i'' but the doctors of the Sorbonne seize it at* 
the bookseiier^s.

1 545 — ^The French, under Admiral d^Annelmcit, 

land in the Isle of Wight, but are driven home. 

The Duka of Orleans, the King's son^ dies of a 
fever. 

1 547<.-^The King expires at the palace of Ram* 

bouillet, 31st March, aged 5*3, his reic!:n having 
lasted 33 years. He was mi id in peace, and 
courageous in war ; was generous, frank^ and a 
patron of learning and of the arts. He performed 
-m^ny great actions ; but sullied his fame bjr failing 
to adhere to his engagements, and by an insatiable 
thirst for pleasure and incontinence. 

Th^re was a perpetual summer in France for four 
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Jredr^, succeeded by a faminey which destroyed one-* 

fourlli oi the inhabitants. 

Henry II. succeeds his faiher, and is chjefly go- 
verned by Diana of Poictier:^, widow of the grand 
Seneschal of Normandy* He was first captivated 
\irith her^ when she came to court with Iwo mar- 
riageable dauohters* lie became her knight, and 
performed many acts of chivalry in her name* 
As she had children by her husband, and Henry 
teveral by his wife, and none by her, it was sup-» 
posed by many^ that they were merely friends, 
not lovers* 

Henry recalls the Constable MontmorencI, and 
banishes the Duchess d^Kstampes* All the old mi<- 
nisters were dismissed, and many of them impri- 
soned. He attached himself to the ambiUons faiDi- 
lies of Lorraine and Guise. Catherine de Me-^ 
deci the Queen,, had as yet little influence^ but 
began to form a small party* 

Henry, shocked at the effects of a duely at which 
he was present, discourages the practice.. The 
Italian mode of revenge is then resorted to in 
France — assassination i and the King punishes tho 
orincipals and instruments by the rack. The Qucou 

owagfer retires from Court. 

Henry assists the Scots against the £nglisb* The 
Young Queen of Scotland, Mary Stuart, arrives in 
France, and is betrothed to the Dauphin. Henry 
persecutes the protestants. 

1549. — Henry retakes most of the towns th^ 
£nglish had obtained, but does not succeed at Bou- 
logne ; which is hoWever restored by the Engiidi^ 
under Edward VI, 

1550. ^Henry issues the fieunous edict of Chap» 
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taubriand, by winch tribunal were esUbliahed lor 
the destruction of the protestants. 

ItaJfiaii conquests being still tbe rage in France^

Admiral Colit^ni defends St, Quentin aijainpt the- 
forces of Mary of England, and Phiiip; but the 
li^eiich aire d^feat^, under Montmorenci, with 
great losa^ in- endeavouring' to estpel- the inviaders^ 
Many of the nobles are killed, and others taken. St. 
Quentin becomes the property of the enemy, and 
Goligni a prisoui^u l^ari& became alarmed, and tlie 
J>iike of Giiisat .earesaed a^d rewar^led witii titles 
and honorsrfor hi» past- services^ ia looked up to as 
the last hopie of France, and takes the command from< 

ihe Duke d& lI^aYera^ who resign^ it without a. 
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murmuF) being a pi'ince of solid virtue, and havfng 
sacrificed most part of his property to the falling 
fortunes of the state* 

1 558, Januar}% — The States General were con- 
vened byHeury,an(l granted him SfOOO^OUG cruvvna 
of gold. The Duke of Guise invested Calais with 
a large army. This ims the only placefhe English 
retained in France, and was dangerous to the peace 
of France whilst in their hands. It was considered 
almost impregnable, but surrendered in eight days. 

The French are defeated near Dunkirk by the 

• Count of Kgmont, Elizabeth mounts the throne 
of Enirland ; and Philip and Heniy equally court 
her alliance. 

1559, April 2.— A definitive treaty of peace is 
signed by all parties. 

June 26. — Henry's sister, Margaret, is married 
with great splendor to the Duke of Savoy, at Pa* 

• lis I and a grand tournament is held in the Rue St. 
Antoine, at which the King bore away the palm 
of victory ; buL pursued the dangerous frames. 
Until a splinter from a broken lance, in his combat 
with Montgomery, captain of his guards, -struck 
bis forehead, ^his vizor having been deranged,) 
and he fell senseless; an absce«» formed itself in 
his head, and he expired. His reign had lasted 
13 yearn; his life 41. He was active and in- 
trepid in the field, but irresolute in the council ; 
and possissed a culpable facility of temper. * Was 
a firm, generous friend, hut a cruel persecutor of 
those who disagreed with iiim in religion. Pro- 
testantism sprea.d with great celerity in France at 
this time, though it met much opposition ; Cardi- 
nal Lorraine, who had act^uired va^t iuflueacC) 
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placed himself at the head of the catholic intole- 
raiice« and powerfully impressed the mind oi CV 
tberjae de Medeci, against |he heretics oi Francet 
who, being Calvinists, were farther removed from 
her faith, than were the Lutherans. An Inqui- 
mtiou was established, provided by the Cardi^ai• 
.Calvin, re-assured the Protestaots, by his letters. 

Francis II. aged little more Uian 16 yeflirs— *> 
Weak in intellects and in person, succeeded his 
father : and had for his Queen, Mary, of Scotland ; 
in whose naqie, Mary of Lorraine governed tb^t 
kingdom, as Regent* The latter was sister^ and 
the former, niece to the family of Guise, whicji 
consisted of six brothers, who had become the most 
powerful subjects in Europe* 

Catherine de Medeci^ now determined to reign 
with an iron hand* j\lontn|orenci, desired to give 
up the King's private i^eal, throws an air of 
triumph over hi3 j^ecession, attends his late master 
and friend^s funeral, apd deserts the court, an 
insult wholly unexpected. Catherine, wishing to . 
reidui him in the council, to balance the power of 
the Gu]ses. She had recourse to his nephews, the 
Chatillons, with more success. The King of 
Navarre, Prince de Conde, and other princes, also 
oppose (he Guides; and Coligni is at the head of 
the Protestants, i^nd even of the i^odefate Roman 
catholics, 

Diana, who had retained her influence over 
Henry, to the age ol 70, now retires from court, 
respected for the wisdopi, spirit, and liberality of 
her counsels. 

The King of Navarre, i^nd the I'riRce de Cond^ 
i)ecoii)e prot^tants, novv styled Huguenots-^ 
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ihc former, was a priace of little resoiotion; the 
latter, under an ungraeeftil damiimtive foriii, mM, 
much gaiety waA dissipation, pcMSBeased A deep anA 
aspiring mind. 

' The Cardrnal Lorraine, brother to the Dnke of 
*Guisc, behaves with extraordiaary tyranny towards 
the numeroos disbanded xMcen and soldiers. Dth 
hovLTg^ jBL Member of the parliame^ i^ ^ecuted at 
Paris, for having des-ired a tolerance of religion* 
The President, Minart, his chief enemy, is assassin 
fiated. 

The Hjugwaioto hold fireqnent sMemrbleS) and 
lendeavour to excite insurrections. 

Horrible acts of persecution against them arfe 
' committed at Paris; the oflicers of justice, attended 
i}\ a mob, drive them from their houses, which are 
plundered, and their cUMrcn perisb With cold and 
hunger in the streets. Some of the Huguenots 
and peaceable Catholics were massacred. 

156QI — The King, having ^ scorbutic disorder^ 
«ome evil-minded persons report, that he means te 
bathe in the blood of young and heahhy children* 
The towns and villages through which he passes 
are wholly deserted ; he discovers the cause, bursts 
into tears, and a man of the name of Doches, suf- 
fers on the rack, for attributing the infamous story 
to Cardinal Lorraine. 

A general assembly of the Protestants takes place 
at Nantes, to counteract the tyrannical measures 
of the GuiseSi, and to induce the King to transfer 
their power to their Ariend, the Prince de Ctond^. 
La Benaudre, tlteir chief, is however discovered 
in his intrigues, aJ, P^ris, a^id the power ol' the 
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Guises is lacreased by Catherine, in order to«teia 
the torrent. 

11th March. — An edict is passed of a mild ten* 
d^ncy, ofifering pardon to all the conspirators, e^<« 
cept the preachers. The Duke of Nemoars, pro- 
mising to conduct the pratostaut baron, Castelnaii, 
to the throne, treacherously throws him into pri- 
son, \v4th his partisans. La Benaudie is killed, 
and many of his adherents executed ih the town of 
A^nhoise* 

Michael de rHopital, one of the noblest cha- 
racters of the age, president of tlie Chamber of 
Accounts, is appointed chancellor. 

The Huguenots commit excesses in various parte 
of the kingdom. 

The Guises, by intercepting letters, discover that 
a regular plot is Ibruied to despoil them of all power. 

They sqcceed in attracting Cond^ and the King 
of Navarre to Orleans, where they arrive, with a 
small, but undaunted train, 

Conde i-» arrested, tried for Itse majeste, (high 
treason) and sentenced to lose his head. Five 
days previous to that, on which he was to suffer, 
Francis was attacked with a feyer, and the King 
of Navarre, seizes the opportunity of pctuioning 
for the life of hi-^ brother, which is !2;ranted to liini ; 
Catharine, extorting from him a promise, tjiat in 
case of the demise of the King, they should not 
aspire to the Regency; she utters the impudent 
falsehood, that the Guises had no share in Conde's 
pondemnatiun ; and she makes the docile Francis, 
confirm this assertion in his last moments. He 
breathed his last on the 5th December, aged 18, 
}faving reigned but a year and a half. His ch^** 
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racter, not being matured, little can be said of fim % 
extreme passiveness appearedtobehis leaditig trait* 

Great confusion at court followed his death ; the 
Guises, fearing the King of Navarre, and the 
Prince deCond^^shutthemBelves up in their houses; 
tlie latter bad no power to command, and Catherine 
and Mary, the young Queen, were so alarmed by 
the recent events, that they neglected the? King'^s 
funeral, and when it was found necessary that he 
should be buried, the Treasury could afford iio 
money for the purpose. His body was therefore 
privately conveyed to St. Denis, attended only by 
his two preceptors, Lunsac and Labrosse. 

1560 — Charles IX. his brother, ascended the 
throne, aged 10 years and a half. 

Factions stiU divided the court ; the queen-roo- 
ther soon headed a powerful party, recalled the 
Grand Constable Montmorenci and prevailed on 
him to assist in securing to her the power of 
regent, through she accepted not the title. She, at 
lennlh. favors the Protestant cause^ but not from 
inclination. 

1561. — Mary, Queen of Scots, embarked at 
Calais, for Scotland. 

The Hiignenot ministers arrive at court, headed 
by Theodore Beza,.who was celebrated for bis 
great abilities. 

September 9th. — An extraordinary conference 
took place between the Roman Catholics and the 
Protestants, before the young King and the court, 
who were thunderstruck, when Bea^ declared that 
the body of Christ was as far removed from the 
bread and wine, as heaven is from earth. The 
' iiuguenots gain but little attention, and depart the 
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kingdom to make proselytes elsewhere. The court 
this time, was a scene of compleat dissimulation. 
The Prince de Cond^ appeared in friendship with 
the Duke of Guise, though, in fact, planning h}ii 
destruction ; and the King of Navarre, to favour 
(lie Roman Catholics, though secretly a Protqstaiil, 
while Catherine's conduct was directly opposite. 

1 562* — The Prince de Condi concluded a treaty 
with Queen Elizabeth, who engao;ed to support the 
Protestants with forces from Eno-jand. Thf' King 
of Navarre, lighting for the Catholics, died of his 
wounds, after they had taken the city oif Rouen. 

At the battle of Dreux, the Constable is taken 
prisoner by the Huguenotfs, and the Catholics get 
jmssession of the Prince de Conde. The Duke of 
Cruise is murdered by Poltrat, a Huguenot fanatic; 
( ^whilst Admiral Coiigni effects a masterly retreat* 
Conde was afterwards exrliaiigcd for the Coiistdble. 

1563. — The Earl of Warwick forced to capitu- 
late at Havre ; half hi» army perished, and the re^ 
minder took the plague with them to England. 

1564. — Peace with England concluded. 

The Queen-mother, aided by that admirable 
Juagistrate, Chancellor TUopital, iixed the com* 
mencement of the year at the Ist January, instead 
of Easter. 

1569. — The Prince de Condc shot by the Baron 
de Montesquieu. 

March 13th, the Huguenots defeated. 

The parliament condemn the Admiral Coligni 
to death fur high treason. A price is set upon his 
head. 

The Admiral wounded in his left clieek by a 
pstol sibot* 
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1570. — All parties become desirous of peace. 
The Huguenots are declared capable of liUing aU 
offices. This treaty redounds much to th^ honor , 
of Admiral Coiigni. 

1571. — The marriage of the King takes place 
with Elizabeth of Austria, daughter of the Eiu^ 
peror Maximilian XL The Admiral is received 
at court, and accepts a place in the council. 

1 572. — Preparations were making for a geiieral 
massacre of the Protestanis^ suggested by Piiilip 
ol Spain, under the direction of Catherine de 
iVledeci) the queen mother, who extorted from her 
son the order for it to take^ptace. The Queen of 
Navarre, and her son, Henry, (afterwards styled 
the Great) were invited to court ; but (he Queen 
died oi an abscess in a few days. Such, at least 
ivas the report. Sully justly terms the whole bar- 
barous plan, ^*a most incredible prodigy of dissi- 
iiiuiaiion." The wise and penetrating Coiigni is 
deceived, the King styling hjm fiither, and loading 
ail the Protestants ^^ it!i caresses, in obedience to 
his mother* who was his tutoress in hypocrisy* 

Henry of Navarre, marries Margaret, daughter 
pf Catherine, against her own coasunt. 

August 22d, the Admiral wounded from a 
window, loses a linger* Catherine and Charles 
cair loudly for vengeance on the {^sassins, whose 
escape they secretly aid. 

St. Bartholomews dav. — The moment was now 

ft' 

jirrived for the perpetration of one of the most 
f:ooly premeditated deuds of horror that ever stain-* 

cd the annals of history. Charles began to feel 
remorse, init Catherine called upon him to assert 
^e claims of Heaven, and be the noble instrumeiit 
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of its vengeance, Go on then/' exclaimed the 
Kit)^, and tiet none remain to reproach me whii 
the deed.^* The ringing of a bell was the signal^ 

the young Duke of Guise, with a select party^ 
issued forth to direct the course of Blood. Charles 
-ssnt to countermand the act. but. alas! too late* 
CoHgm^ the facetious Due de Kocbefoueauit, the 
elegant Teligni St. Martin, the gallant Piles, and 
*ab()iit 6000 other detVnceless Protestants fell a 
•saiTilice to the fanatic zeal of the soldiois and the , 
mob. Notwithstanding Charleses counter-order^ 
he fired on them himself, from a window of the 
lionvre* At Rouen, Thoulouse, and m mmy 
other cities, the massacre was continued until 
.30,000 had perished. 

The youthful King of Navarre, and the Prince ^ 
de Cond^, through the menaces of the King, 
abjure the Protestant religion. 

1578. — The remaiiiino' Huguenots, being still 
powerful, project a revolution, and terrify the 
court; A third party, formed by the Montmo* 
fencis, called the Malcontents, is headed by the 
Due d^Alen(^on, youngest son of Catherine. This 
Prince ^ras exasperated that Henry, his brother, 
Wag crowned King of Poland, Nvhiist he was re» 
fused tbe office of LieUtenant<>Gener&I of the 
kingdom of France. He assists the Huguenot 
insurgents but soon betrays them. 

May 30tli, Charles IX. expired full of remorse 
ftnd anguish in the 14th year of his reign, and 
the 25th of his age. Although he had disgraced 
the throne by his furious bigotry and cruelty, he 
possessed some good qualities. Was sensible, 
spirited and liberal. He was also an author, ati 
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cncourager of learning, and particubirly eloquent* 

Whcii under the influence of passion, which oc. 
curred daily, terrible were his oaths and juipre* 
(catioaa^ Tlie vice of ^weariuf^ he learned irom 
}m intimajle companion, Marshal de Ret;. In his 
.cooler moments, he was a oompleat adept at diset* 
mul'iiion, which, tQ*;cLher with his atrocious 
crimes, he owed to the tutorane of his infamous 
;Qaother> Catherine, who formed his court upon the 
most abandoned principles^ which CbarleaV queen 
vainly endea\roared to reform. 

]574, — Henry III. Charles's brother, found 
much difliculty in quitting Poland, which he 
at fength effected by night. On his arrival in 
France, he perceived that the Huguenots and the 
Malcontents, equally despised him, as they cou« 
sidered him accessary to the niassacres. 

The Prince de Condo ilics to Germany, to ohr 
tain succours for the Protestants, whose religion 
he agivin professes. He succeeds, and h declared 
iiead of the party. 

News is brought to the King of a conspiracy of 
his brother, the Due d^Alen(;on, against his crown 
and life. He pardons the Duke» and soon after 
jqiarries Louisa de Vaudemont 

lij7(). — The King ol Navarre again declares 
hiroscli a protestant. The Due d'Aleneon, makes 
his escape from court, and creates much alarm in 
the King and Catherine ; but is shortly after recon-* 
ciled, takes the titles of the Duke of Anjou and 
Monsieur. Tht: celebrated Guise iaciion, now 
£rst styled the League, 

1577.— r-A civil war continues above two years 
with various successes and defeats, belvveen the 
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Huguenots and the CaAcrfics, ill which" Henry, 

King of Navarre, particufarly distinirnishes him-*' 
seJt Both parties treat the King ol France with 
coiitenipt and ne^^lecU The Catholics are headed 
by the Duke of Guise* 

— The Duke of Anjou is successful in re* 
pelling the Spaniards, under the great Prince of 
Farma, who, pressed • by superior numbers, re- 
treats m admirable order. 

1583. — The Duke is disappointed in his ex- 
pectations oi marrying Queen Elizabeth of 
England. 

He dies of chagrin, forsaken by his friends, 
after being repulsed by the Prhice of Orange, at 

Antwerp. 

1584. — Revolt assumes a menacing form even 
in the capital ; and the weak attempts of Henry to 
suppress it, render him more contemptible than 
ha d Ills licencious and indecent love of pleasure. 
Application is made to Pope Grogory XIII. \'\ho 
granted a jubilee to the Leaguers^ or Catholics, 
but would do little else for them. ' 

A treaty of pc»ce conHuded, Itth July, atNe* 
mours; it was agreed that the Catholic worship 
should be the only one permitted u\ b ranee ; that 
the Huguenot ministers should quit the kingdom^ 

Pope Sixius V. the successor of Gregory, eif- 
commuiiicates Henry of Navarre, and the Fnace^

1586. — ^Hostilities recommence between the 
Calvinist and royal party. The Prince de Condtg 
passed into England. Where Queen Elizabeth 
caused some vessels to be fitted out for him, to * 
convey hha to Rocheile. 
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1587. — The King- ot Navarns assiBted by TuP* 
teniae, the Pr^aceg of Condc and Conti, gaaii^ the 
}f^{]0 of OoQtras. The Duke Joyeaee, . dui 
(^oiniiiander of the CathoNcs, was shot, whilsl in 
the act of surrendcaiug himself* Mary Queen ol 
Si^tH i» beheaded in England* Ueury iXL, had 
]»ade in^fftictual efforts to sav« her« Henry ef 
Navarre, weitkened fay.deflertion, and haying giv^ea 
hiniseli up to the (nnbracis oi the Countess de 
G-uiche, sjjslaius a defeat by. tke Calhoiica, undejc 
tlie Duke of Guise. 

1588. — ^I'he Prince de Conde is poisoned. His 
wife is included iD- the accusation of those who were 
supposed to Jiave done the deed, aud after bein^^ 
imprisoned six years, was brought to triaj, aad4a<^ 
elaret] perfectly innpcent. 

The Leaguers, detormined lo redtice Henry to 
the last stage of insignificance, enter Paris with the 
Duke of Gui^e; hhiiq blood is shed;; Swiss guaid^ 
are killed ; Henry forsakes his palace. 

JfulySist* A treaty signed, by which Henry 
unites himself to the Leai^uers, and consents to 
carry on th^ war with the Ui^uenots with addi- 
tional vig<)(r. 

Dec. USA. Tlie Duke of Guise, slabbed bgr 
lioiirnac, by the King's order. Iiam now. ti 
*^ ivmg,'' observed Heni v to his mother, for the 
Duke of Guise is, no. more.'' Tiie Cardinal tic 
Guise was siain on the following day.. .Tbe>&«t 
.merited his fate by bis boundless ambition ; thisex- 
cef)tot^, he possessed all the quajities that consytitute 
a hero. 

At Paris the populace chuse the Duke d'Au« 
male for their Goveriior> and 4ba doctof s of ths 
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Sorbonne absolve Henry^s subjects from their alle* 
giance. 

1589. — Sih Jaiu The atrocious Catherine de 
Medeci expired in her 70th year. 'With a heart 

full ofbigolry, voluptuousness, malice, and cruelty, 
she poissessed a bead of unusual qualities for go- 
verning; was elegant, accomplished, snd one of 
the^most perfect mistreisses of dissimulation that the 
world has pi oducetl. On her death bed she en- 
deavoured to expiate her crimes, by conjuring; her 
son to.terminate the persecution of die Protestants, 
and to be reconciled to Henry of Navarre, tlie heir 
to the crown. 

Factions were now carried to a dreadful ex- 
cess. A party of sixteen, stirred up the people to 
a furious rebellion, and were backed by preachers, 
who, from the pulpit, denounced the King. • 
Princes, prelates, and nobles, swore upon the cpu- 
cilix, to revenge tiie death of the Duke and Cardi-, 
flal de Guiset 

Henry, excommunicated by the Pope, is recon-. 
ciled to the King of Navarre, at Tours, tbrough 
the great Sully, who defeats a part of the Leaguers 
near Bonneval ; and the Duke d'Aumale is worsted 
at Senlis, by - La None. The Duke de Maine 
hastened to the. relief of Paris, where the Leaguers 
declare him Lieutenant-General of the kingdom. 

The King is stabbed by James Clement, a 
young Dominican friar, who, by djing for what' 
he deemed a glorious deed, expected to be canoni- 
zed. Henry w^as 39 years of age, and had reigned 
15. He was adorned with good qualities, oi which 
he made a proper use,, when King of Poland ; bqjt 
succeeding to the throne of France, and becoming

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likeliisbrotber, the pupil of the infamous Catherine, 

he was led into nearly all the vices that disj^race 
naman nature. He became debauched, insensible 
to pity, irresolute, almost ideotic. He was the last 
inoniirch of the hoase of V^lois. His Queen, 
Louisa, retired to end her days in tranquil privacy* 
The order of the Holy Ghost was instituted in this 
reign. .

THE Fivrn RACE OF 1CING8:

Deteended/rom Robert:, Second Son of 

Lewis IX* 

HENRY IV. SURNAMED THE GREAT. 

1589, — Henry de Bourbon was born at the cas- 
tle of Pau, in the province of Beam, 13tb Decern-' 
ber, 1553, and, consequently, was 36 years ofagtf 

^hcn he asceiuled the throne of France, having 
previously filled that of Navarre. 

The Leaguers declare James Clement a martyr. 
The Duke de Maine refuses the title of king, whieK 
he transfers to the Girdinal de Bourbon, then a 
prisoner to Henry, wlio now raises the siege o^ 
Paris, and goes U) Normandy, viiiere he could 
receive .succour from England* The Leaguers 
take Rouen. ' 

1589. — March lltli. The Duke do Maine at- 
tacked Henry in his entrenchments, where the 
King was more than once in danger of losing his 
life; but his enemies weire repulsed with great 
slaughter. Sully shewed extraordinary bravcryi 
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receiving seven woandft 9nd haYiog two horBes 
lulled under him. Crillon scarcely less distin* 

guished himself, The Duke de Maine And the 
Count of Egmont were compelled to Ry. The 
King takes Dreux and St. Denis, and invests 
Paris. 

The Cardinal de Bourbon, styled by the Lea- 
guers Charles X. expires at. the castle of Foote- 
nay, in PoUou* 

Paris, under the government of the courageous 
pake de Nemours, contains 58,000 troops, be* 
sides a regiment of 1500 priests, scholars, and 
monks; who, armed with helmets and cuirasst^s, 
over their ecdesiasticai habits, make a grotesque 
igure. ^ 

July 27th. The King carries the Faubourgs, 
and Paris is reduced to the last extremity ; the in- 
habitants a^e ot)Uged to eat dogs, cats, rats, and 
Jeather. 

Gondy Cardinal De Rett, and the Archr 

bishop of Lyons, in opposition to Nemours, pro- 
pose terms to the ^ing, who detuns them, and re- 
jects their proposition^ 

The Prince of Parma, from the King of Spain, 
effects an entrance into Paris with 15,000 men; 
and Henry again withdraws his forces. The 
Prince then resolving to return to the Low Couur 
tries, is harassed and defeated ; and Henry takc^ - 
St.Quentin. 

1591. — Gregory XIV. now become Pope, 
proTes an implacable enemy to Henry, whom he 
styles an heretic, excommunicates, and verbaU|y.de* 
prives of his kingdom. 

Jan. 13th. Henry, returning towards Paris, 

hi 
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caused sixty officers to be disguised like peasants^ 
leading carts and horses, as if m^itb a «apply of 
corn ; but suspicion having arisen, the gates are 
closed, and their plan IVustrated. 

Th6 Kinrr, successful in the sirge of Chartres 
and of Chateau Gaillard, a place q1 great strength. 

Jttly ITth, Henry orders the parliaments to 
proceed again'itt the Pope^s legate, irho has been 
fulminating against him throughout France. The 
parliaments of Chalons and Tours declare tliie 
Pope an enemy to the church. That of Paris an- 
nuls this decision* 

The young Duke of Guise escapes from the 
castle of 1 ours. Noyort, attacked by the Marshal 
de Biron, surrenders in the face of the Duke de 
Maine, who, returning to Paris, invites the party 
of sixteen to sup with htm, and learning that they 
'have intentions of dividing Paris into vairous fac- 
tions, assisted by the youthful Duke of Guise, causes 
several of them to be seized iu the night, and ex« 
ecuted. 

1592. — ^The King, being reinforced by the 
troops of the Queen of England, encompasses 
'fioueu. Biron and the £arl of Essex greatly dis- 
tinguish themselves; and advantages are gained 
over Vrllars. the governor. 

Clement VIII. now mounted the Papal chair, 
and ^vas as jiiveierate against Henry as liis prede- 
cessor. 

The Prince of Parma comes to the relief of 
Rouen, much harrassed in his journey by Henrjs 
*\vhose life is frequently in the most imminent dan- 
ger. 

The Prince, taking Candebec, is attacked by 
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Henry, but escapes by crcM^iiig Uie Seine ia Uie 
night, and effects as extrMrdiQary retreat* Henry, 
being asked his opinion on this subject, replied, I 
can give no opinion, beacuse 1 am not used lo 

retreatsv ^ The iMarshai de Biron is slam in 
the act of taking £pernay. The King's g^iierais 
are every iiirbere successful. Sullyt^ough a staimdi 
Protestant, advises his sovereign to conform to the 
established mode of worship, as the only means of 
terminating the civil war that aiiook the whole 
kingdom* The Prince of Parmft, one oi . the first 
of generab, died at this time* 

J593ii— -The States-General assemble at Paris, 
and propose a conference with the King. 

July 25th. Henry abjuration of the Protestant 
religion took plaire m the abbey of 8t* Denis. A 
treaty of truce was signed for three monihs, and 
afterwards prolonged. 

An enthusiast, Peter Barriere, is foiled in his 
attempt to assassinate the King, and is burned*. 

Feb*27tb. Henry waa crowaed at Cbartres, by 
the ])ishop of thdt city. 

March 21 st. The Duke de Maine, having re- 
tired with his forces to Burgundy, Henry, aided 
. .by arts of the Count de Brissac, the goverooTf 
enters Paris. Rouen and other cities submit ia 
consequence. The Puke oi Guise is reconciled to 
Henry, 

By the advice of the Duke de Bouillon, and eon* 
trary to that of Sully, the King declares ^ar with 

Sp<iin. 

Dec. 26th. Henry had attached himself to G|i« 
. brielle d'£fitr^es, and in her hotel, at Paris, re- 
ceiflre . 4 wound in the jnouth fcom John Chotel^ a 

La 
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Jesuitical scholar, who perished in the flames; and 
'the whole order oi Je^uiis were commanded to quit 
France. 

1595. — ^The Constable Montmorenci, and the 
Dulce de Bouillon, are succegsfnl'for Henry, against 

•the Duke of Savoy and the rebels. 

The Spaniards defeat and take the gallant Villars, 
ni'hom they assassinate in cold bloods 

They also repulse the young Marshal de Biron, 
who, aided by the King, bareheaded and exposed 
•in the heat of battle, retreats with honor. The 
King reduces Burgundy, but loses Canibray. 

The Pope, finding Henry become formidable, 
absolves him from the former censures of the 
church. 

1596. — The Kinjr grants terms to the Duke de 
Maine; who, received into his favor, vows a fide«- 
lity which he ever after inviolably preserved. »The 
Diike of Guise also displayed by his achievements 
the sincerity of his submission. 

The Spaniards take the City of Calais. Henry, 
that of La JFere, which had iallen into their hancls. 
Biron shews great military skill. 

Nov. 4th. ' The notables meet at Rouen, and 
'the King, in an admirable speech, said to them, 
' " My ambition aims at something higher than the 
art of speaking well. I aspire to the glorious 
title of Deliverer of France. At present I put 
myself into your hands, as my guardians.^^ The 
Assembly, however, betrayed much ignorance; 
and alter a few months of puerile debates aud 
resohitions, offered to breakup; when Sully, ap-> 
pointed Prime Minister, restored every act that 
' was useful, and repealed )hose that were injurious 
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'or superfluous, ia a nmimer tkal astonished all 

. Europe. 

• - 1597. — Aiuieiis is lo^t to Henrv by stratagem : 
and Philip of Spaia^s forces threaten the metro- 
polis; but they are repuiBed, and Amiens re« 
taken. 

r 1598. — Henry passed the famous Edict of 
N^iUes, which secured protection lo the Protestants,' 
who had not, however, shewn him such implicit 

. obedience as most of the Catholics, 

May 2d. Peace signed with the Spaniards. 
1599 — The Pope dissolves the marriage of the 
King and Queen Margaret, whose time was equally 
devoted to religious duties and Keosuai enjoyments. 

, Henry designs to marry Gabrielle, on whom the 
titles of Marchioness of Monceaux, and Duchess of 
Beaufort, were bestowed. Margaret and Clement 
oppose the union. 

The King's intentions were frustrated by the 
death of his favouritet Henry had left Gabrielle , 

. to the care of Sebs^ian Zunet, an Italian, for a 
few days, in vvhose magnificent house she partook 
of a sumptuous dinner; but was seized with ex- 

' cruciating pains, feit convinced that she was poi- 
soned, and died in great agony. Henry aban- 
doned himself to the transports of extravagent sor- 
sow ; but time, the remonstrances of Sully, and 
the. beauty of Madame d'Entragues, soon recalled 

. him to a sense of the uselessness of sorrow. . He 
created her Marchioness de Vernenil. This art- 

. ful and interesting beauty was the daughter of a 
more celebrated courtezan, Mary Touchet, mistress 

; i>f Charles IX. 

' ^ , 1 600p — SuHy) equally great in the field as in tbQ 
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cabiMtt after endornig inerediUe fiitifue, anff 

beinp thwarted by the treachery of the Duke of 
Biron^ recovers from the Duke oi Savoy the pos« 
sessions be had wrested. 

Dec. 9. Uenry^s niimfiters prevail on bim to 
. marry Mary de Medici, daughter to the Grand 
Duke of Tuscany. He meets her at Lyons, where 
the marriage is solemnized without any pomp* « 

The aatocnry arts of peace ^n^re now ait* 
vanced by Henry and Sully ; oommerce was pro* 
tected aad extended, and the old manufactures en- 
couraged. The latter, visiting Elizabeth, in Eng- 
land, is convinced that the energy of her govern- 
ment originates in herself* He was indeed lost in 
astonishment at her discernment and promptnes.*". 
She was equally surprised to find that her plans and 
Henry^s were precise y similar. 

They both designed to check the growing power 
of Austria, to establisb the independence of the 
[Netherlands and of Switzerland, and to reduce the 
religions of the greater part of Europe, to three^ 
viz. the Catholic, Lutheran, and Calvinistic 

Sept. nth* To the joy of all France, the Chiaen 
is delivered of a son, which prevented the proba- 
bility of a disputed successioOi 

1602«-^The Dukes of Bouillca, Epernon, and 
Biron, are guilty of seditious practices. The lat- 
ter acknowledges his error and is pardoned ; but 
again trangresses. Fanned by the breath of tr^- 
son, the iianie soon spread through numerous pro- 
vinces. The conspiracy was betrayed to Uenry^ 
lAr-ho promised pardon to Biron, to whom he was 
greatly attached, if he would confess his error; 
but i3iroti, meanly dcnyiu^ bis designs against the 
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King, justice was allowed to take its course, and 

he was belieaded. Tlie rest, on their confession 
and contrition, were spared, tlie Baron de 1 on- 
teneiies excepted, who was a criminal of a deeper 
cast. 

. 1603. — Elisabeth of England dies, and is suc- 
ceeded by James I. who renews part of iiar en^ 
gagements with Henry. 

Tlie Marchioness de Vernueil conspires with 
her father, her brother, and the Duke de Bouillon, 
against the Kin^, whose vigilance again discovered 
the plot, and again their iives were spared.— 
JHeary's weakness bringing him to the feet of his 
haughty mistress. . 

16U4. — He recals the Jesuits. 

1606. — Sully, now created Duke, bad lathis 
tiine greatly improved the revenue and liquidated 
the public debts, although Henry was expeuHive in 
noble erections. The restless Duke de Bouillon, 
twice more rebels, and is reconciled. 

June 9th. — After celebrating the baptism^ of 
tlie Dauphin, the King and Queen, with three 
'irtends, were overset into the river Seine in their 
carriage from the ferry-boat. The King, who bad 
*been saved by the alacrity of his servants, plunged 
inte the river to preserve the Queen. . No lives 
were lost. 

1608. — Henry is much twmented by the Hu- 
guenots, by the Jesuits^ and by domestic broils. 
.Mary de Medici, his queen, cold and reserved to 

Jnm, was aflfabiliiy itself to some Italians, who 
had followed her trom her own country. Henry's 
licentious amours gave grounds £or her indiiier- 

r^ocetp bmi and Sully was prevoked^at beia(j; 
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obliged to quit state affairs, at hw comnaad, ii^ 

endeavour to terminate their incessant disputes. 

1609. — ^The arrogance of his mistress, having 
At length disgusted Henry^ he transferred his af* 
fections to the Princess de Cond^, who^ though 
not spared by the tongue of calumny, has, through 
the King's solemn aj^sn ranees, been considered in* 
nocent by the generality of people. The Con- 
chitiis (Italians) persuaded the Queen to pretend 
Jealousy, and to thwart Henry in his treaties with 
Philip 111. King of Spain. The Prince and 
Princess de Cond^ fly from court, and take refuge 
in Spain, which brings Henry's misery to » 
climax, and fills him with rage# 

1610. — Henry makes great preparations for 
the invasion of Germany, aided by England, Swe* 
den, and several other powers, in furtherance of 
bis grand designs to preserve a balaiice of powers 
und without any sinister views of conquest. 

The Queen is equally eager to promote her 
own coronation, to which Henry was particularly 
averse. ^ This accursed coronation (said he) will 
^ be the eaiise of my death t — they (meaning tbst 

Austrians) have no resource, but in my death.** 
His melancholy daily increased. Sully at length, 
from him, requested her to relinquish the idea; 
hut she persisted* 

May i3th. — TheQueen^s coronation took place 
with unusual splendour; she was to make her 
public entry shortly after. The day previous, tl^ 
King set out in his coach to visit the arsenal ; in 
the Rue de la Feronnerie, it was prevented from 
proceeding by two carts, and Ravilliac, who had 
'^y^tched a iavoufabie moment, got upon the 
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wheel, and pierced tUe Kiilg to the heaii with a 
iwo^edged knife* He exchimed I am froMnded,** 

and expired. Ravilliac, a frantic viHoiiar), de- 
clared he thought the King had ne^^lected to con- 
rert the Proteitants, and was going to wage war 
•gainst the Pope. He thought he had done a 
glorious act. Although at his execution the most 
excruciating tortures were inflicted, the careless- 
ness with which he was tried and guarded, induces 
a belief, that he was but the instrument of hie 
superiors in station i Mary de Medid^ the Aus* 
trians, and others, have been glanced at ; but 
uothing criminal against them could be established* 
Thus perished one of the greatest characters 
that has existed. Henry^s iove of iame, and his 
jealous honor, were happily blended with wisdom, 
justice, clemency, and fortitude. His candour, 
alfiibility, and compassion, endeared him to all 
around hira ; whilst \m firmness and talents ren» 
dered him the admiration of £urope. His passion 
for women, and for gaming, were vices that 
chequered his extraordinary merits, but which 
sallied not his public glory ; as he never suffered 
them to interfere with what he, considered his 
duty as a monarch. It were to be wished, that 
all potentates, who have acquired the title of 
Great, as folly deserved if. ^t might be equally 
applied to his friend aud adviser. Sully, w'ho was 
more faultless, but had far less temptation to 
evil. Henry had six legitimate children, one of 
whom became queen of Spain; and Henrietta^ 
the third daughter, the consort and widow of the 
stall more unfortunate King, Charles 1. of £ng- 
Igokd* Henry's natural children were eleven* 

r 
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During his reign, duelling had become so. much 
the faniion, that in 1607, 4000 men had, in thiar 

manner, met their death in France, since Lis aj-cen-. 
sion to the throne. He, at length, endeavoured . 
to put a stop to it, by declaring the crffie high 
treason. Laws against fraudulent bankrupts were 
very salutary. In order to prevent a scarcity 
of corn, he ordered many vineyards to be plough- 
ed up, and forbad arable land to be coaverled to 
- pasture. Such was his anxiety for. the welfare 
and comfort of his 6ubjecti«, that he used to say 
he should not be happy, till every peasant in his 
dominious could eat meat when he chose, and 
have a fowl on a Sunday. He built the hospital 
of St. Lewis, and endowed other charities; and 
laid the ^foundation of the vast success of the 
French nianulactures of silks and stuffs. The 
kingdom of Navarre was irrevocably united to 
that of France, through an edict of Henry^s ia 
1609. 



L£WIS XIIL 

1610. — Lewis XIII« was but 9 years of age, 
when called to the throne ; and so eafi;er was 
jiilary de Medici ^to be proclaimed regent, that 
she prevailed on the Duke d^Epernon to draw, - 
out the soldiers before the parliament, to awe the 
members into compliance. Lewis, his mother, 
and the nobility met them the day after Uenry^s 
assassination, and nominated Mary to the regency* 
After which, she condescended to recollect, that 
some respect should be juid to his remains. Hi& 
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body, opened and eni1»hDed, was buried at St* 
Deni?; and his heart was given to the Jesuits, 
who uliimately placed it i» their college at La 
f leche, which he had fouoded. 

The Duke de Sully retired to his govermnent 
of the Bastile ; but, findin? that the edict of 
Nantesy was coirfiri»ed, he returned to com where 
he was well 7eceived« 

The Italian favourites of the Queen, the Con- 
cMnis, who guide her in all her measures, and, ia 
fact, rule the kingdom, reject the couacii of Sully, 
who advises that part of Henry's marshal plans 
and treaties should be executed. The Duke dis- 
gusted, retires to his estates*. 

1613. — Conchini, become marquis of Ancrc, is 
made a marshal of France, without the smallest 
pretensions. 

1614. _The nobility, and the people in general^ 
discontented with the corruption of government. . 
Many of the former retire lo their chateaus and 
fortresses. The Duke de Bouillon is the chief 
promoter of the disaffection; and the Pnnce de 
Coiulc seconds his measures. 

The King, having entered liis 14th year, the . 
term of the regency expires. He commences bis 
acts with one of protection of the Protestants. ^ 

October 10th.— The States General are called 
together, and meet at the Augtistines. The King 
informs them, his object in assembiing them, is to 
hear and redress their grievance. 

161 5. — The result of their meetings is, that 
every defect in the government, and every cause 
of complaint is exposed, but none redressed. 

Altercations arise amo^g the clergy, and J ames h 
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•of England writes a book on the occasion, en- 
titled, "The Rights of Kings, and the Indepen* 
. ilence of their Crowns." Pope Paul V* Us 
cardinals, and the majority of Catholic priests^ 
endeavouring Co establish a right to depose them..' 

Charles Albert de Luines, joining Lewis in aH 
his juvenile sports, gains a compleat empire over 
bis mind ; and Marshal d^Aftcre courts the friend* 
ship of the favourite. 

Lewis, through his chancellor StUery, pro^ 
hibits the parliament from continuing their invita- 
tion to the nobililv and others, to meet them for 
the purpose of promoting tlie relief of the subjects* 
They remonstrate, and are reprehended. Mary 
sends (or some of the members, and says to tbem, 
Lewis iR your master, and will exert his autho- 
rity, should his prohibitions be again set at 
defiance.^^ The parliament present a spirited 
remonstrance to the King, in which the conduet 
of several of bis ministers, princes, and nobles, is 
sharply censured. Mary, though very delicately 
treated, was not wholly spared, and her favourite 
A iicf e, severely lashed. Her rage was unbounded. 
She condemned them in toto, and added, France 
^* never knew a Regency so propitious as nine 
and the chaneellor was so servile as to be ber 
echo in this flagrant misstatement. After some 
forced concessions bn the part of the Q^een, the 
parliament also disgrace themselves by pedalling 
many of their expressions, and by a mean adula- 
tion. 

9th. Sept. — Mary and Lewis arrive at Poictiers 
with 12,000 men. He sends another army, undiar 
Marshal Bois-Paapbin, tp oppose the Prince de 
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Cande, who h«d collected a powerful force} aad 
iad taken Chateau Thierri. 

27Ui. Nov. The Kiog is married at Bourdeaiua 
to Anoe of Austria, Infanta of Spain* 

161 6»-*-»Ten tboimnd persons perish through the 
severity of the weather. 

May . Peace brought about by Jameft I» is coak* 
firmed by the parliament in Paris* An entire te9^ 
Mion of boKilities ensues. C!ond^ is placed at the 
head of the council; Sillery loses the seals^ which 
are given to Wni. Du Vair, of Aix. Marshal 
d^Ancre^ finding Mary's influence over her son 
gctB&y dimimiAf heoMoea yUimate ivith Cosd^ 
who soon shakes him oC 

The Duke de Bouillon, acquires great power in 
the government, agrees with the Protestants in 
their reiigioua persuasion, but difieis from them in 
foUtics* 

Dec. Ist. The Queen Molher, having heard 
that Bouillon and Conde designed to place the lat- 
ter on the throne, arresls him; and his party, vi2» 
the Dukes of Guise, Maine, NoYers^ BoeiUon,. 
Sully, (who had returned to court, thinking it hi& 
duly to strengthen the cause of the Protesiantiv) 
>vith others, quit Paris precipitately. Du Vair m 
dismissed f Mungot takes hispbee aa chancellor ; 
the Bishop of Iia9on, afterwards the famous Car- 
dinal Richelieu, is made Secretary of State ; anA 
Barbin, a favourite domestic of Mary^s, is appointed 
comptroller of the finances. From this time it was 
Apparent that the ruin of Ckmde, and of the other 
confederate princes and nobles, was planned bjp 
Richelieu. 

Majrshal d^Ancre, and his wife^ who had lived 
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. iivith extreme pomp, and whose house was pillaged 
by the populace^ fled to Norautndy, but soon re- 
tamed to resume tbe direction of the a&irs of 

state, 

1617. — The Count d'Auvergne, natural son to 
Charles IX. h«ui been imprisoned, but was released 
hy Mary, who now sent him with an army to op- 
pose the rebeh, who had re*89sembled under Bouil* 
Ion. D'Auvergne is successful in reducing seve- 
ral towns, whilst Marshal de Morigni besieges 
Nevers, which is defended by the Duchess, against 
the Royalists. 

Richelieu promises to betray to Lewis all ^he 
machinations of Mary's secret council, of wliich 
be is a member* 

April 24tfa. Ma)rshal d^ Ancre is assassinated bf 
order of the King, and of his favourite Luines; 
his body is seized by the mob, who, after many in- 
dignities, burn it, and sell the ashes by the ounce. 

His wife is tried, condemned for witchcraft, and 
-burned* 8h^ shewed great fortitude ; and when 
asked what species of sorcery she had practised to 
influence the Queen, " That power she replied, 

whi^h strong minds possess -over those wtiich 

are weak.'^ Queen Mary retires to Blois, 
where she is strictly watdied. The* tteals are 
restored to Du Vair; Richelieu loses his place, 
tliough the King had promised to retain him ; and 
Barbin is i mpri soned« All the discontented nob les 
return satisfied to court; bnt Cond6 is confined tn 
the Castle of Vincennes, where his wife is per- 
mitted to remain, and the rigors of imprisonment 
are softened. Luines, without ability, wholly 
governs the King, directs state a&irs, ebrich^ 
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himself with the Ancre property, and marries a 
daughter of the Duke de Montbazon, aflerviards 
i^ ell known a» the Duchess de Chevreuse.

The King publishes an edict at FontainbleaUy

1 61 9. -~2 1 &t February. Queen Mary makes her 
escape from the window^ by a ladder of ropest in the 
night, from her chauteau at Blois, and accompanied 
by her long-ir ied friends Duplessis, the Duke of 
£pemon, and the Axcbbi^bop of Tbouiouse^ she 
airires at Aagonleme ; to whidi she bad been in- 
vited. ' 

Richelieu offers his services towards an accom- 
modation with her son ; which he effects. They 
have an interview and are reconciled. The King 
treato wiiti ih« Duke of Epernon for her, and pre- 
sents her with Aiijou. She remains at Angers. 

Liuines, now made duVe, releases the Prince de 
Conde, and reinstates liim in all his honors. 

1620. ^ApriL The King levies new Ihxes 
against the consent of his noUes ; many of whom, 
retiring from court, visit Queen Mary at zVngers, 
and promote discord between her, her son, and 
Laines. 

July. The King acts as bis own prime minif- 

ter, raise? an army which he leads into Normandy, 
and throws Mary's party into consternation. A

Th^ Protestants held an assembly at Roclielle, 
an^ through Daplesifis, a man of inflexible inte- 
grity, and whom the Catholics style ^^the Pope of 

/^^ the Huguenots,^^ they obtain some privUegea of 
liuinefl, who admits two of their members into 

. Parliament. He is made Grand Cou-table, 

The Protestants, still continuing their meetings 
at Roehelle, in defiance of the King's command, 
be attacks them in their principal towns, some of 
which surrender to him ; that of Sc. Jean d'Augcli, 

' not till after a siege of thirty-five days. At Clerac, 
the King hangs the chief magistrate^ and lour mi- 
nisters. 

The Queen, and the Queen-Mother, are dis- 
gusted at the excessive arrooance of Luines; and 
the King begins to perceive it. " Look, (said 
. «i Lewis, one day, as JLiuines entered the Castle of 
- Cognac, with great pomp and a large train,) 
' the King is coming/' Du Vair dying, Luines 
. becomes chancellor, and thus excites the anger of 
the whole kingdom. 

14th Dec. The Death of Luines, by a fever, 
probably previ^ted his assassination. 

The Protestant chapel at Charenton, near Paris, 
is destroyed; and several Protectants are killed, to 
.avenge the death of the Duke de iMaine, v\bo was 
dhot by the Huguenots, before Mootauban. 

1622. — Luines, existing no longer, Mary, re- 
assumes a degree of influence. Cardinal de Ret« 
Count Scombcrg, and De Vic, the new chancellor, 
r^rhiefly govern the Kinc^. They reluctantly admit 
the Prince de Condc and the Duke of Guise into 
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Heir councils ; and these latter have also som^ 
weight with Lewis. They are airaid of Kicbe« 
lien, and exclude him. 

The war is carried od with great intr^tdify, and 
acts of barbarity on both sidi s. The Duke of 
Soubise, flies to the little island of Rhe, near 
RocheUe, with 70(X) men. The Kiog, with gri^t 
courage and difficulty, fords the small arm of 
the sea, and the whole of them are slain ; with the 
exception of Soubise and 400 followers^ who owe 
their safety to good swimming. 
. The Duke de JLesdiguieres becomes grand coiu 
stable, and confirms his renuuciatioa of Protes* 
tautism. 

19th October* Peace re-established at Mont- 
pellier ; a geueiai-amnesty and toleration h agreed 
upon« 

— Richelieu received a cardinal's hat 
from Gr( gory XV. and soon after, the Prince de 
Condc) disgusted at what he deemed a premature 
peace, quits the kingdom. The Duke de Bouil- 
lon and Doplessis expired at this period. 

1624. — fifary vainly endeavours to jenii Riche- 
lieu in the ministry. The King's aversion to this 
ambitio u s prelate was now so great, that he styled 
him the Cheat^' 

Siliery, who had again become chanceHof* see* 
ing his power over the King decline, resigns ; 
and Richelieu, is to be allowed a small share in 
the traMBctions of the cabinet. 

Richelieu, perceiving the King's dislike, feigns 
a passion for retirement, and is much ridiculed 
by ihe courtiers on the subject. 

A marriage between Henrietta Maria, Lewis's 
rister, and the Prince of Wales, is negociated by 
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Ricfaeliea, who concludes the treaty. Vieuville 
is disgraced, and Jbliciieiieu requires some ascea^ 
dency over Lewis* 

11th May* The marriage takes pkce by ' 
proxy. .Charles, when Prince of Wales, hiiviifig 
first contrived in disguise, to see his bride at the 
Louvre. His father dyings he became King of 
Kngiandi 

Lewis> now claiming the restitution of some 
forts, promised by Philip of Spain, but in the 
hands of the Pope, is refused ; and Kighelieu sends 
the Marqnis de Coearres with an army. He re«, 
fiuces several towns. 

The second war of religion, as it was termed, 
during this reign, commenced by the Protestant 
Puke of Soubise, who took seven of Lewis' ships 
at Biavat : the King not having fulfilled his treatj^ 
with the Protestants. 

Richelieu becomes prime minister ; his 
powerful mind having subdued the weaker facuU 
ties of Lewis to his purpose* The Cardinal, at 
the same time that he displayed first rate talents 
for governiniT^ an intrepid courage, with just aiul 
/ comprehensive views, continued to excite th« 
mirth of many of the courtiers and the hatred of 
/ others, by his pretensions to leamiog and wit*, 
neither of which he possessed ; and still more, by 
his indecent amours. When he was paying his 
court to Marian de POrme, he threw oil his dig- 
nified sacerdotal habit, and equipped himself in th^ 
dress of a oavalier, with a hat, sword, and feather* 
Such was his vanity and piesumption, that he 
made love to Queen Anne, who was depised and 
neglected by Lewis j but who did not the less 
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liold the Cardinal in abhorreiice. . Richelieu was a 

generous patron of leariiiug ; but had the meanness 
• and insolence to offer Corneillc a large sum to be 
supposed the author of the Cid. He formed the 
bold achenies of auppresaing the powers of Aut^ 
tria, of the Hugoenotiiy and of the French nobles. 
Gaston, Duke of Aiijou, tlie King's brother, had 
at this time, a party at court of some power. 

1626. — Feb, 5th. Another peace is granted to 
the Protestants ; and shortly after to the Spaniards. 
These are fonned by Richeliei ; and thong^h they 
seemed remote from the furtherance of liis grand 
schemes, it was by this means he Javecl the founda- 
tion of tbein. His views not beyng perceptible^ 
be lost much credit by them ; and the majority 
the court strenuously endeavoured to effect his 
downfaL The wily minister, however, contrived 
so to connect this own interest with tliat of the 
aovereignty, that the one could not be attacked 
without invading Ihe oth^r* 

Richelieu appoints -Marillac chancellor, and 
d'Efficat minister of finance; they are i'oth Ins 
creatures ; he enters into the most infamous in- 
trigues to disgrace Marshal d'OrnanOy the favou- 
file of the Duke of Anjon. » 

Richelieu is made high Admiral of France, and 
a guard, similar to that of the Royal family, escorts 
him. 

He forms a tribunal, called the Chamber of Jus* 
tice, which executes all that his envy, his policy, 
or his vengeance dictate, and dejnrives of existence 

even his 'own iriends and instruments, when he 
thinks their candour or their fear may be likely to 
l^tray hiou The Count de Chalaisy^ is his hr&i 
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victim, who is beheaded just after the marriage of. 
his a<ixiou8 iriend the Duke of Aojoa takes place 
with Che Priueem oi MoDtpenaer% to which nmtm 
the Duke kai 4 strong repugnance ; hut it suited 
Richelieu. The virtues of the lady attract her 
hudband^s regard after a tiiae^ aad ukimately, his 
warm affection. 

Richelieii had eoBtrived that Gbalai% befiore he 
died, should implicate the King'^s wife and brother^ 
in a pretended design to depose his majesty. 
Queen Anne, is theiekure trieid byi the council; 
and thoBgh no proofs ot fgaik eppesr, the King 
feels so eonvinoed'that she ift aot to be trasiedv 
that be permits not auy man to enter her aparl« 
luents unsanctioned by faimseifL 

July 20th* The fingtish appear before fto* 
^Mle to assist the Protestants^ and to * avenge the 
loss of 120 ships taken by the French, in defiauce 
of the last treaty. The King layssie^e to Rochelie^ 
where the. Duke of Buckingham conmita biaiself 
eo freqaently in military tactics^ as to 'disgust hie 
<army ; and he retires to Im shtpe with the toss 
4000 men, Guitton, the mayor of Rochelle, 
threatens to atab the first man who surrenders^ 
A Spaixish fleet arrives to assist the King but 
<Vollaire asserts) Don Frederie de Toledo, the 
commander, not beiag allowed to stand covered 
before his Majesty, reiurns without firing a gun. 

1628« — ^May. Lord Denbigh brings a large 
fleet to the aid of the Protestants; He draws it 
off in the same inglorious way, and is disgraced 
in England. Richelieu, it is most likely was the 
private instigator of this strange conduct, as he 
jiad staked bis administration, and 'even bis heed^ 
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on the success of the sieges; where he conntianflfMi 
HI chief, with astonishing skill. An extraordina.rjr 
dyke nas formed^ that blocked up the harbour, and 
ibe besieged were periflhing iirSfth bunffer^ ' Wo* 
men, childicu, and old men, who could he of no 
lise in the defence, were sent out of the towtu but 
driven hack by Uie besiegers ; who, iladifig they 
lifted 0fi graasy ordeved it (o be MWed down. They 
were then received into tewd. An English 
fiect again appeared ; but Lord Lindsay, its ad- 
miral, made such feeble efforts, that the Rocheller?, 
capitulated 23d October, when the conquerors 
found an immence nnniber of oorpses ; the poor^ 
treak inhabilante, who looked like ^kdetonB, not 
havinsT strength to bury them ; 4000 persons only, 
reiiiaiaed living out of 15,000. Their bravery 
excited no praiae, nor their misfortunes compaa* 
aion, in the breast of Lewis or the Cardiaa}. 

The King resolves to assiat the D«ke<rf Neveni 
in his claim to the Duchy of Mantua. Encouraged 
and followed by Richelieu, Lewis crosses the 
Alps in the middie of l^'ebroary, exposed to .the 
severe frosts and snow ; takes Susa, and • even^ 
vi4iilst negociating a treaty, he and the OsFdhaal 
fight with unabated spirit. Marshals BasFompiere 
and Cr^qui particularly distinguish themselves. 

A general peace ensues ; and the Duke de 
Roban, who bad been pronounced a traitor^ is 
pardoned ; the rank of nobliity had been pub- 
licly offered to any one who would assassinate- 
bim for his persevering attachment tonhe Pro«» 
iestants, whom he headed ; he retired to Venice* 

1630^ — ^The Emperor having broken the treaty 
by annoying the Duke of Mantua, RichelicU| at 
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the head of an army, enters? Savoy in JanuArvt 
takes the town of Pignerol, which he forCilier 
ifiMth great care, and, together with Lewis, re- 
duces «U SftVov« Richelieu received the new title 
af GeaeraIi«sinio ou these occasions. 

Through Julius Mazarin, Pope Urban Vlll'g 
agent, an armistice is agreed upon for a month. • 

Oct. 18th« A treaty is signed by the contend- 
in^ power at Rafisbon ; Mary de Medici is de«^ 
sorted by her son. Her favourites are all dis- 
graced, or imprisoned. 

163K— *She is banished from court; her ex- 
tfeme partiality to her second son, the Duke of 
Anjou and Orieansi who had quitted court, and 
her late opposition to Richelieu, were tiie real 
causes, and her political iutrii^ues and discontents, 
which were said to embroil the kingdom, the 
ostensible* She retires to Compeigne, with the 
utmost indignation, and is treated with respect. 
6he soon alter made her escape to Brussels. 

1632. — MarUlac, the late chancellor; is con- 
demned and executed, to satisfy the vindictive 
spirit of Richelieu. 

Gaston of Anjou and Orleans is provoked to 
rebel against Lewis; and his adherent, Moiitnio- 
renci, is wounded and taken prisoner^ in a hasty 
rencontre of the troops of the brothers. 

The brothers are ^reconciled by the submission 
of the younger. 

Tire Duke de Montinorenci, having excited the 
jealousy cf JLewis, Queen Anne^s picture being 
found upon bim, and Richelieu fanning, the flame, 
is ii*ied, condemnedi and beheaded ; although the 
uiiole cuurX exclaim agaiiibt the senicucc. They 
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kneel and weep at the feet of the King in vaim 
His Majesty and Richelieu are iiillexible. 

16^ — Gaston^ iaceuaed ftt the execution of 
Montmorenci, leaves France to join his molher, - 
and to marry Margaret of Lorraiae, against the 
consent of the King. 

1634. — ^Richelieu prevails on the parliament to 
annul the marriage. Mary^ offended with Gaston, 
endeavours to become reconciled with Richelieu% 
and afterwards with Lewis; but Richelieu has 
the inhumanity to reject her suit, — ^The Duke de 
Lorraine's dominions are conquered by France*' 

The King again .received his brother into 
favor. 

1635. — ^Richelieu, with a laudable view f>f 
perfecting the language, establishes thexelebrated 
French academy* *-*Insuri:ections break out, which 
Lewis, at the head of his army, speedily quells. 

The Pope censures Richelieu, for attempting to 
annul the marriaccc of the Duke and Duchess of 
Orleans; coDi])IeteIy vexed, he wreaks his ven- 
geance on the Duke^s favorite Paylaureos, who is 
imprisoned, and dies ; some say, by poison. 

1 636» — France is invaded by the Spaniards with ' 
success, and Paris thrown into alarm. Richelieu^ 
blamed by the King, is on the point of offering to 
retire ; but the Parisians becoming lavish of their 
money, his spirits revive, and he gives the com- 
mand of a large army to the Duke of Orleans and 
the Count de Soissons, who plan his destruction, . 
hold a council at -Peronne, and by a majority of 
votes, it is decided that he shall be assassinated 
%Yhen leaving the King's Couucil-chaniber ; but 
the JPuke not having courage to give the signal 

N 
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llie blow is not struck. The Duke and the Count 
repel the^nemy in one quarter, and the Duke de 
ia Vjilette and Marshal Scomberg, in analber; 
e<|\]ally successful are Cardinal la Valette (\Tho 
imitated Richelieu, in becoming a general), Mar- 
shal Cbatillon, and the Duke de Longueville, ia 
Frandie Comte. 

163?^Caiiffini) Ijem^^s -emiesmt^ inveigba 
against Richelieu, who banishes him. 

1638. — In a prosperous war with the Inipe- 
rialistsi the Duke de Rohan is killed ; as is Mar- 
shal Cwequi before Brenca^ in attacking the Spa- 
niards. The Archbishop of Bourdeaux delt ats 
the Spanish fleet, and the Prince de Conde their 
army; but the latter/ committing au oversight, 
wd the Dube de h Faliette losing Verceil, the 
French woald have been worsted, bad not the 
Duke recovered his credit by rallying them ; he 
was, however, condemned, and beheaded in efligy, 
/by Richelieu, for his loss of a small town. He 
escapes to England^ wbere Mary de Medeci ar- 
rived, and prevailed on the Queen to write to 
Lewis, urging her recal ; her own pathetjc ieUers 
to Richelieu and Che King, were added ; but the 
Cardinal took care that ^ey should be useless* — 
Mary, who had long been despoiled by his rapa- 
city of all her possessions, was compelled, in her 
old age, to owe her subsistence to strangers. Ann, 
Queen of France, after a sterility of twenty-three 
years, is delivered of ason (afterwards Lewis XIV.) 
on the 1st September, to the great joy ol the w^hole 
kingdom, and particularly of Richelieu; as the 
child excluded the Duke of Orleans from the 
jthrone* 
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1641. —The Count de Soiseong, the Duke de 
BouiiloDy. Marshal Vitpi, tke Duke of Guise) and 
Cardinal Retz, indignant at the conduct of Richer 

lieu, enter into a conspiracy ; a civil war com* 
meuces, and they defeat the Royaiist^i, at Mars^e^ 
6th July ; bi^ tbe Cfiant being shot, die ortier ao« 
bles return to their allepiance^ md are pardoned^ 

Richelieu tliinking theui too formidable to be 
punibhed. 

Richelieu, provoked that Mary de Medeci 
fhoiid still fmd ft friend, prevails on Charles I. to 
deny her a retreat in Engfond^ She tedree to 
Cologne, where she remained poor and forgot- 
ten, 

Lewis, liy the advice of Rtcheliea, endeavonrK 
to annex Bonssrllon ta Fmnee, and lays siege to 

Perpignan, ahlioui^h Lewis and Richelieu are both 
in an ill state of health. Lewis soon returns to 
Paris, RoHiaving eftected any thnngi and leaves 
Ihe Connt de Grammant to resi^ the Spaniards, 
lirom whom he experiences a defeat. 

July 2d. Mary de Medeci dies at Cologne, a 
prey to gneL jJewis, on hearing of his mother^s 
sad termination, embitleved as it was by the poverty 
and exile he b«d inftkted^ feeb^ too late, the stings 
of remorse. 

Richelieu's life is onae more conspired against} 
and the DukA o£ Orleans, though an accomplice, 
betrays hii associaSest, De Thou and Le Grand^ 
who are beheaded on the 

13lh Sept. — On which day, the nevis of the sur- 
render of Per])ignan reached Lewis, who writes 
thus to Richelieu : Your troops are in Perpigi* 
• ^ nan, and your enemies in the grave," 
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Dec, 4th» Richeliea expirai of a pleurisy and 

fever* miserable vvitli the dread of assassination ; 
thus terminating a life of guilt, with the terrom 
that usually accompany its commissioa. 

1643.— Richelieu had recominended that Cardi- 
nal ASaasarin, his confidant, ahonld aucceed hinit 
and Lewis complied. 

May 14ih. Lewis died of a premature decay 
of nature, having arrived only at his 42d year* 
No prominent features were discoverable in the 
character of this prince. He suffered himself to 
be made the instrument of the sinister views of his 
ministers aad lavorites. He appears to have been 
courageous, but cruel; and ready to enter into 
every plausible scheme, however degrading and 
unprincipled its foundation. The epithet of Jnst, 
which adulation bestot> ed upon him, seems to have 
been grossly misapplied. 

During this reign, the streets of Far is were 
covered with filth, and filled with thieves; and the 
jieavy imposts Uid upon the people, filled them with 
discontent. Commerce was confined to a few per- 
sons, and the police of the kingdom wholly ne- 
glected, which reflected much discredit on the ad* 
ministration of Richelieu, who^ intent on rendering 
France formidable, and aggrandizing himself, al» 
tended not to the internal comfort of the kingdom. 
.Lewis XIIL ordered the fete of St* Lewis in 
August, to beannually observed. • 

JiEVVlS XIV. SURNAMED THE GREAT. 
1643«*iP-d«^wis XIV* bad just Attained bi$5tlr 
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year oil thede«th of father; and Ann, of Aus" 

tria, the Qiieen-Tiiotlier, hastened to proclaim hev' 
self Reirent; tlie Dnke of Orleans and the Prince 
de Cond6 assisting her, on the promise of rewards. 
She soon resigned herself to the influence of Cardie 
nal Mazarin. This prelate, with less ambition, 
was still more avaricious than Richelieu. Mazarin 
was by no means inattentive to the preservation of 
his power; but what his friend accomplished by 
violence and terror, h^e effected by mildness and 
finesse. ♦ 

The young Duke d'Enghieu (afterwards styled 
the Great Cond<^), assisted by the celebrated Mar- 
shal Tnrenne, with extraordinary spirit and vigour, 
defeats the Spaniards, and takes from them the 
lovvnb they had reduced. 

1645. — Tureune sustains a defeat which disas- 
ter the Duke soon repairs. 

1646. — ^The Prineede Cond^ dying, the young 
hero succeeds to the title. He takes the important 
fortress of Dunkirk. Mazarin becomes envious 
of him, and sends him into Catalonia, with a feeble 
and ill-provided army, where he fiiils in his endear 
vours. 

1648. — He rec6vers all his glory in the North, 
against the Arcliduke Ferdinand ; and, at the same 
time, Turenne is equally fortunate in encountering 
the Duke of Bavaria; and the Spaniards lost Rous- 
sillon and Catalonia. 

Mazarin reluctantly concludes a peace with the 
Dutch and the Germans. Domestic disputes now* 
engaged his attention* A Siennese peasant, named 
Emeri, havin*:^ been appointed Minister of Finance, 
excites rebeatmeni by his pomp ^d debauchery^ 

N a 
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The patents of nobility he exposes to sale, and 
creates places lor bis favoriteg, a» Comptrollers 

of Faggots, Sworn Venders of Bay^ Arc." Ma* 
Ziarin, himself an object of jealou^, is obliged to 
banish his friend. 

Conde gains a signal victory at Lens. 

N«w taxes are leyied; the parlfament remon- 
strates; the Queen and Maraein seise three of 
the iiK^mbers ; the people fly to arm» ; chains are 
placed in the streets of Paris, and Liberty and 

Broussel,'^ (one of the members) is the unani- 
moos ciy. The Chancellor^ Seguier, and the 
Duchess de Sully, are attacked, and escape with 
diliiculty. The. Queen, at length, releases the mem- 
bers. The spirit of rebellion is fomented by Car* 
dinal de Retz, the first archbishop of Paris, yvho 
had become popular. He was a man of impetuous 
geniu?:, fitted lor camps and courts, rather than for 
the church ; profligate in his morals, and licentious 
in his manners. ' 

The Queen, and her court, fly to St. Germain ; 
where several of the nobles are obliged to sleep 
upon straw, have no fire to warm them, and but 
little sustenance. The crown jewels are pledged 
to procure them necessaries. Ann^ whose good- 
ness and accomplishments had been the theme of 
every one, was now obliged to entreat succour of 
the Prince de Conde, who undertook to appease the 

fronde," as the opposition was called; from 
^ fronder" to censure.*^ It was now headed by 
the Prince de Conti, and many of the nobles. 

1^649. — Cond6 invests Paris with 8000 mm; 
and it excited much mirth to sec the awkward evo- 
bitieus of the unpractised Parisians, who were 
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heaiea in every quarter* Turenne joins ttie fronde^ 
but cannot prevail with his soldiers to follow hinu 
Charles I. of EnHand i«; at this time beht atlod. 

Conde brings back (he court to Paris in triumph^ 
and ridicule is the only punishment inflicted on th^ 
Parisians. 

1650. — The Prince, l^o^vever, dissatisfied with 
the Queen and her friends, forms a party, which 
opponents call that of the Petils Maitres,'^ 
and it is supposed that contemptuous application of 
this term to coxcombs, had thus its origin. De 
Retz forsakes the fronde, and joins the court, whilst 
Coade and Conti, his brother, are arrested^ and 
imprisoned at Vincennes, 

1651 .^^Tbe populace, at length, compel Maza 
rin himself to o|kmi the prison doors for the Prince, 
and to retire from the ministry. Mazarin raises 
7000 troops at his own expence. 

1652.— Cond£, leacued with the Spaniards, ap* 
pears in the field ; andTurenne espouses the royal 
cause, Lewis, having attained his Hth year, is 
declared absolute ; but is slill governed by his mo- . 
ther, and attached to Mazarin. 

Cond^, by prompt and successful measures, ob» 
tains the favor of tlio Parisians, and enters the 
metropolis ; Turcnue leads the royal forces to the 
gates of Paris; and in the suburb of St. Antoinc 
the conflict begins. The young King, accompanied 
by Marazin, beheld it from a neip^hbourins; emi- 
nence; theQ,ueen prostrated herself before an altar 
in the chapal of the Carmelites, and the Duke at 
Orleans, irresolute which party to favour, shut him- 
self up in his palace of the Luxembourg ; whilst 
his daughter, fruiu the luwci ul the iiastilc, per- 
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cehing that CoHii^ the hero dm «AiiifedY wag 

losing ground, fired the great guns herself, and or- 
dered the gates to be opened for him ; by whicli 
she saved his army ; and Turenne retired to St. 
Denis. Mademoiselle d^Orlean^, DucfaesB * de 
Montpensier, by this violent action, ruined her in- 
terest with the King; yet she had alwa} s a great 
anxiety to marry a crowned head, Mazarm there- 
fore exclaimed, These* cannon have killed her 
** husband." 

Each party becomes impotent for want of re* 
sources ; and the King, yielding to the entreaties 
of the people, banishes Mazarin to Bouillon^ each 
Frenchman thinking it his duty to hate him* The 
King, invited by the Parisians, returns to his 
palace, and peace is restored. He banishes the 
JDuke ol Orleans to Blois, and Cardinal de Retz is 
imprisoned, though these two personages were 
merely passive. Cond4 wages an unsuccessful war 
vrifh Turenne, in Champagne. 

1653. — To the astonishment of all consistent 
characters,. Mazarin is recalled, and enters Paris^ 
amidst acclamations, as the father of Che people, who 
regale him with a splendid banquet. He could not 
avoid betraying his contempt at tiieir levity. Conti 
marries one of bis nieces, whilst Cpnd^ is sen-r 
tenccdtodie. 

1654. P— The King unites the two parliaments of 
Paris and Pontoise, wlinse decisions, during the 
troubles, had been opposite; during which, the 
Spaniards, through Conde, regain all the French 
towns they had before taken, and which Cond£ had 
himself wrested froin thrni. The Duke of Yorki 
»oa io Ch^rieb 1. iighls under his banners. 
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— Mazarin enters into an alliancn with * 
Oliver Cromwell. Charles 11. offers to marry a 
niece of the Cardiaal^s, but is refused, uutil 
zarin perceives that the kingdom is likely to be 
recovered; when he presents his niece, and is re- 
jected. 

1656*~Tbe French are snceessful in Italy*

ance. Leopold ascends the throne of Germany, on 
the death of Ferduiand II L 

1659. — ^The King fixes his afi'ections on 
Mary Mancini, Mazarin's niece, whom he is in- 
clined to marry, but a spirited remonstrance from 
the Queen with the Cardinal, prevents the al- 
liance* 

1660. June 9th.— The King marries Maria 

Theresa, lidanta of Spain ; the nuptials are cele- 
brated wi^ much Spanish gravity, and the King 
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cmiquei« hk former passion : Hbe objeet of it, niar- 

ries the Constable Colonna. 

The Duke of Orleans dies at Blois, where be 
liad long lived in retirement. 

}6<1« — Nl'9Mfm bretttlies bis last, more like a 
philosopher than a christian, on the 9th Marchj 
aged 59. He left iiiimnise VTcalth to his relatives, 
and had be8to\ved enormous fortunes on his nieces; 
to one alone he gai^e },1 60,060 pounds sterling* 
fie vvas much atlkiched to gaming, and serupl^ 
not to win by unfair means ; he was, however, a 

S^reat statesman ; not, perhaps, Richelieu's equai 
or policy, but not stained with so many sacrifices 
of his fellow creatures* ' He taught iiewts, during 
youth to act the king ; and, iii uianhood, to be a 
king in reality. 

Lewis now took the management of affairs into 
bid owft bands. With more soliifity than brilli- 
ance, be caught from others ideas and experience, 
without appearing a servile imitator; and his disp 
position to improve, w^ met by a combination oi 
happy ciroums^ees-; hiS' ministers were the mosl 
able, his generals tfie desenredly renowned 
in Europe, and the grandest era of literature, that 
had yet been known in France, had commenced. 
The Queen-moth)er being devoot, and the young 
Queen timid, ther King soti^ anmseiAfent at 
assemblies of the Counieiss of Sbis^ns, nieeer to 
Mazarin, where the most accompliBhed persons of 
that, or of any age, met as a family party. Here 
it was the King acquired the politeness, gallantry, 
ftnd spirit, blended wiA dimity, that obtained biA 
the title of the finest gentleman of the tiniet^. On 
the death-bed of Mazarin, the King's plan of go* 
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ymnDent was decided; ndj when the Pmideat 
of (lie Oer^ enquired to whom he fihould apply 

on matters ot business, to me," was Lewis's re* 
ply. He affected to be his' own prime minister^ 
and transacted business with zeal; but saw with 
the eyes, and beard ^ith the bstb^ of his roost es* 
toemed counsellors. Le TcIliCr, now secretary at 
War, was enterprising and courageous, firm and 
insinoating. Lionne, secretary for foreign affairs, 
ivas perfectljf versed in the arts of negoctation ; and, 
■when pressed by circumstances, effected what 
scarcely any other man could accomplish ; and, 
Fouquet, in the hnances, shewed a penetrating 
mind, and skiifUl arrangement. With such talents 
for the cabinet, these men possessed glaring faults. 
The first kept not his promises ; the second had a 
Tiolent attaclnnent to play, and to the pleasures of 
the table ; and Fouquet was so voluptuous and hy- 
pocritical, that when his levee-rooms were crowded 
with great men, and that he wasr supposed tran- 
sacting busiut:ss in his closet, and praised for his 
indefatigable spirit, he descended by a back door 
into his garden, where he indulged himself with 
his mistresses. 

Monsieur, the Duke of Orleans, and the King's 
only brother, married Henrietta of England, tlie 
sister of Charles IL now restored to the throne. 
S3ie was but 17 years of age, but the solidity of 
her understanding, and the sweetness of her mam*- 
ners, had already engaged every heart in her 
favor*

^^^1^567.— I^uvoiis, a man of ppwerful talents, 
but proud and abrupt in his manners, and son to 
lie Tellier, now became secretary at war, and 
instigated Lewis to seize on i^iauders, Brabant, 
and Franche CoratiS, during the minority of 
Charles IL of Spain i Philip being recently dead^ 
In defiance of his treaty, licwis, aided by this 
minister's ingenious plans, for sending supplies 
of eteiykind, wherever they might be wanted : 
(a system, till now, much neglected in warfare) 
and by Colbert's multiplied resources in the fiiian- 
cial departiuent, kd his troops to Lille, after 
having reduced several other towns. This impor- 
tant fortress surrendering, and the Priiice de 
Lignes's small army being defeated, Lewis en- 
ii usts to Vauban, the repair of the fortilications ;

Lewis, bent his project of making a con- 
quest of the Netherlands, employs Henrietta, 
Duchess of Orl<»ans, to prevail with her brother,

fhongh he had not fotight one regular battle* 

marshal litixmBoarg approaches the Hague, 
on the ice ; a thaw ensues ; hw troops are sur- 
rounded by water, and must hare perished, had 
not a dyke, that admitted but four then abreast^ 
euahled them i6 escape. To cotrifienMe, the 
soldiers are allowed to plunder two rich burghs^ 
lirhere they commit such wanton barbarities, thfet 
the Dutch detested the name of a Frenchman tot 
half a century. 

Lewis, assisted by Vauban's t?6n9umAiato aktlf^ 
takes Maestricht. The Prince of Orange, and 
Morttccuculi, at the same time, cut oft all com- 
munication of the French with Holland, by taiking 
Bonne, and other placed; and this triotnphal 
arch of St. Denis, at Pbrts, was bVit joit erected^ 
wh^n tbe conquests which it c6mnieinorated, vt^tk 
abando^ied. 

1674. — I>?wis takes Besan^on, and reduces the 
whole 6f Franche Comtt, whilst Turenne be^ 
coteos ^ conqueror Wherever he appears^ txA 
with merciless %eal gives a loose to the fury blT 
his soldiers, vho commit horrid outrages. The 
Elector Palatine, at Manheim, beheld from his 
palace two cities and twenty-fiYO tillages iii 
flames at the same tiiaiie~70«(X)0 GermM soldier! 
fly 1)efore the arms of Tul^nne. Cotid^ is tittle 
less successful in Flanders. Scomberg is equally 
fortunate in Catalonia. 

1675. — Cond^, created generalissimo in Flan« 
ders, is provided with 60,000 men, and the King 
modestly confessing his inferioKCy, is deteHniaefl 
to fight uuder him as a vuluuteer. 
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. Tarenne^ who bad performed the most ex* 

traordinary acts of generalship, receives a shot 
near Saitzbacb^ and iustaiitly expires. General 
&L HUaire^ losiD|^hi$ arm at the same instant, bi^ 
son bursts into tears, when the General exclaimed. 
It is not ihii loss of me you should lament, but 
the death of that great man ; your country ^vill 
neyer meet with such another General.'' The 
Oerma^us now caused the French to retire^ to 
whose assistance Cond6 is sent, but the Emperor 
calling oir his troops, the campaign ends; and

Marshal Cr^qui is talcen prisoner at Treves, 
M'hich surrenders to the Germans, 

1676. — Admiral de lluyter received a mortal 
iiiound, in an action ut Messina, against th^ 
f rench and Spaniards. The Butch retire iudis^ 
may, at the loss of their great commander. 

1677. — Ijewis, having sent out four armies on 
a fresh campaign, gains some successes. He is 
himself present at the taking of Cambray ; aud 
the BuljLe of Orleans, his brother, reduces St. 
,Omers. This young prince, though of the most 
effeminate manners, displayed unexpected skill, 
and the nvost determined courage ; aod the cre« 
jilt he obtained is said to have roused the 
jealousy of the King. Creqqi, who had been 
ransom*jd, defeats the Imperialists^ and takes Fri» 
bourg. 

1678. — Ghent surrenders to Lewis ; as does 
Tpres ; and Iiewis assiimes the haughty toqe Qf 
» ^rf at con^uervr* 
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August lOtb. — A treaty of peace highly advan* 
iaeeous to Lewis^ is signed at Nimegaeu. 

The Prince of Orange, professing not to be ac» 
quainted with the conclusion of the long-peiidiag 
treaty, attacks Marshal Luxembourg^ at Mon$^ 
and defeats him. 

'I68i0. — Ijewis tyranizes oyer hts neighbours, 
and scruples not to dictate to the kings of Spaia 
and Sweden. He seizes some small districts. — 
Conde dies under the tortures of the gout. 

1681«— Louvois, b^ gold, terror, intrigue, itnd 
the sudden introduotion of ^O^OOO men into Stras* 
bourgh, obtains tliat valuable city for Lewis, who 
employs Yaubau's art to render it formidabk*. 
It becomes the strongest barrier in tlie French 
dominions* 

1683.— The ministers of Lew Is attend at once 
with comprehensive industry, to the extension of 
commerce, to the cultivation of all the arts and 
sciences, to the improvement of every fortress, 
and to the formation of a powerful navy. Lewis 
himself also exerts every nerve to render France 
the most formidable, secure, and brilliant empire 
in the ivorld ; and he succeeds in alarming all . 
lEZurope, which cannot refuse him i^s admiration. 

I^wis humbles the Genoese; and cruelly burns 
mafiy of those manufactures, which had caused 
their capital to be styled the superb. The states 
of Barbary are also, obliged to make him the most 
abject concessions ; and he would, indisputably, 
have merited iiis api.eilation of ^ Great," had 
his power aud abilities always been as justly exm

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but not 8o greatly by the King ; whose mistresses 

liad severally occupied the greater part of his at- 
tention. Among these, the Duchess de la Val- 
liere^ a beautiful and interesting woman, was 
possessed of virtues that would have entitled her 
to the praise and patticular notice of the histo- 
rian, liad she not yielded to the wily arts of 
Lewis. Madame de Montespan long kept him. 
iu subjection, by the charms of her wit, and the 
accomplishments of her mind ; but she was un- 
able to subdue the arrogance of her temper. 
The King at length, shook off his chains, and 
submitted to the gentler guidance of Madame de 
Maintenop, who^bas beeq represented as one of 
the most perfect characters the world has pro- 
duced, though not wholly free from error. She 
je^isted bis advanceij with firmness, yet was devoid 
of ambition to share his throne ; and when, at 
length, she h&d the command of all the honors 
and treasure of the kingdom, she used her power 
for the greatest purposes ; revvaiding nierit, and 
succouring the distressed, 

1685. — Ijftwis now began the accomplishment 
of his long meditated scheme, the total extermi* 
nation of the Protestants, They were perempto^ 
rlly ordered, throughout the kingdom, to embrace 
the Roman Catholic religion ; and, on their refu- 
.$al, every description of persecution was levelled 
at them. Their places of worship were destroyed; 
the females sent to convents to be reformed j and 
p^ifiY of the mules imprisoned, 
* October. — The last blow was struck ; the to^ 
lerating edict of Nantes/jiumanely published by 
{{enr^ IY' foripall^ revoked aud anqulledt 
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The Catholics then set no bounds to their barba- 
rity. The Protestants were stripped of what 

little property thoy had saved from the wreck ; 
whes were separated from their iiusbands ; chiU 
dren from their parents ; several persons were 
loaded with chains ; and others exposed to all the 
evils and paiifs the savage ingoriuity of the guards 
could invent. Notwithstaiuliiig the peasants 
were ordered to at tack them wherever they were 
mety above dOO^OOO ot these wretched fogitives 
found means to escape to other conntrles* In 
England, and in Holland in particular, they were 
received with open arms ; where they, and their » 
descendants, became so incorporated with the 
natives, that all traces of distinction were at 
length disr^rded. 

1686, January. — Lewis was married to Ma* 
dame de Mainteiioii, by the Jesuit La Chaise, in 
her 52d year. By her talents and virtues, she 
acquired such an ascendancy over the mind of 
the King, that he ultimately became an altered 
man. She lived in retirement, and the King 
could not prevail on her to appear with royal 
splendour* 

1688.~The greater part of the nations of 

Europe enter into a league against Lewis, for 
his detestable conduct; and, at the game time, 
James II. is expelled from England, and is re«* 
ceived by I^wis, vvho assigns him tjie pakice at . 
St. Germain, and 25,000 pounds per annum, for 
his support ; w hilst the Prince of Orange is calle4 
* to the throne of England. 

I089.«— Lewis lay» siege to and tikes t^hillips* 
);urg; and bb fieet is successfur in attacking tho 
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Englisli ; James lands in Ireland^ but the batUo 
of the Boyne, emshea his hopes^ aod he retiuru 

to France. 

Lewis makes formidable efforts to resist the 
hosts that threaten him. He employs 4^0,000 
men io his armies and haTies ; and commences tl)e 
Attack, by reducing a great number of towns* 
His troops lay waste the countries of Flanders, 
and West Germany, with fire and sword ; the 
inhabitants perish in the held ; and at Maobeim, 
and Heidelboui^) the Eiector's palaces are demo^ 
lished, and their tombs profaned. 

At an assembly at Ratisbon, Le»vis is styled 
the enemy of Christendom ^ and war is declared 
against him by all the surrounding powers* 
" 1690.'— ^Luxembourg, who had been uusuccess^ 
ful in IlanderSj gains a complete victory on the 
30th of June, over the Prince of Waldeck ; and 
ob^erv^S) Waldeck, mpst always remember the 

French ca^valry, and I diaU never forget the 
« Dutch infantry.*' , 

In Piedmont, Marshal Catinat, sent by Le>vis, 
beats the Duke of Savoy. To support his expences, 
• the King and all the ^Princes send their plate to 
the mint| and order every person in the kingdom 
possessing any, to sacrifice a portion ; there being 
no parliament to /remonstrate; or any oppoai* 
iion. 

;L692*-^Lewis's Fleet is dispersed by the Ei^- 
lish, and pari of it destroyed at La Hogue« 

August 3d. After many successes, Luxcra- 
bourg, is surprised in his camp, and saves himself 
and his army by the most dexterous manoeuvres. 
The i)uke de Chartres. (Orlean's eldest soil.) bnt 
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IS years of age, distingvifihes himself in tbe man« 
ner of a Teteran, although he had received a 80* 

vere woimd. Dreadful slaughter ensues, and 
William III. of England, who commanded the 
eiiemj, retreats. In Serinany, Lewis's arms 
contiuye successful, under Marshal de Lorges; 
but in Savoy, they are so far otherwise, that the 
Duke, with Prince Eugene, invades Dauphine.

1693. «-^The supplies for thear my produced a 
famine in France, particularly in Normandy ; and 
many fanjilios emigrated to procure food. Paris 
also severely suflered. 

Catinat acquires much glory in Sayoy^ where 
he shews himself a humane conqueror* 

Jane 17th, The French fleet take and destroy 
a great number of merclmutmiii, iK longing to the 
Allies, besides two Dutcii men of war, and one 
English* 

1694. — Marshal NiNiiUes defeats the SpaniardSy 

and takes several of their towns. 

The English lose 1000 men under Talmjish, at 
Camaret liay, and a Dutch frigate is taken. The 
Knglish burn part of Dieppe, and Havre; but are 
unsuccessful at Calais and Punkirk. 

1695. — The French experience great reverses ; 
Lewis no longer 1 leads his army ; Luxembourg 
and Louvais expire; and Barbisieux, the son of 
the latter, who succeeds him, excites great dis« 
content. A poll^tix is raised, and compulsatorjr 
enrolments In the army take place. 

iicpt. dth. Marbhai iiouffleri», after defending 
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NaAinr, v/\th g¥«ftt spirit^ is obliged to abandon 
it with the lobs of 10,000 men, Lewis, tired of 
VfSLT^ coniniences indirect negotiations for peace.

IG97. — The French take Barcelona. The King 
makes a vain effort to place the Prince de Coutt 
onthe throne of Poland* 

A, treaty of peace between all the powers and 
Francei is signed at Ryswick ; but deprives the 
latter 6f so many of the advantages she had gained 
by the long and eiLpensive war, that the oiiiiis-» 
ters were for some time afraid to appear in 
public. 

1700. ' — Charks II. of Spain dying, and havir^g 
by his willbequeathed his crown to the Duke of 

Atijbu, second sou of the Dauphin of France, the 
new King, styled Philip V« arrives in his domi- 
nions. The artificer oi Lewis, through the me-* 
dium of Pope Innocent XII. caused this bequest 
to the exclusion of Leopold, of Germany, aud in 
contradiction to a treaty between Wiili||m of 
England and Lewis. 

1701. — Prince iEugrne, sent by the enraged 
timperor, defeats the French iu Italy, who \^ ere 
under Marshal Villeroy ; this favourite of Lewis, 
hairing superseded the gallant Catinat. £ngland 
and Holland agrci^ to ^con4 th^ edbrts of th^ 
lmperialii>liit 
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fwmes II. teripinates his life in exile at Str 
Germain. Lewis, instigated by his wife, proclaims 
James IIL the eldejt son, King of England; by 
which Lewis violates the treaty of Ryswick, 
wherein he had aclwuowledged Wiliiam his sove* 
reign. 

IJ&Z. — William IH. falls froia his horse, which 
brings on a fatal disease. Anne, Japies's second 
daughter, peaceably succeeds, and sends the Duke 
of &darll¥)rougb to assure the Dutch of her sup- 
port. 

Chumillard, having taken Cun)cr('s place at the 
helm ot government, proves an honourable man*; 
bat by i\o means a good substitute for one of tran- 
scendent ability. His feeble adminisU-atioD and 
Lewises present supineness, together with the for- 
midable alliances against the kingdom, cause tJhe 
greatest consternation throughout France.

shal Tallard is so succcs^^lul, that be w£j.i.e0 to 
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licvvis, Your army has taken more standards and 
** colours than it has lost private soldiers this 
may be considered as an exaggeration ; but ibis 
victory, obtained over the brave Prince of Uesse 
Cassel, was very compleat. 

1704. — Marlborough gains the batflo of Blen- 
heim, in which 10,000 French and Bavanaus iall, 
md Tallard is taken prisoner. Madame de Main- 
tenon, undertook the task of informing Lewis, that 
he was no longer invincil^le. In Ital\ , Vendome, 
meets little opposition, and the French fleet, en- 
countering the English, the engagement is so equal^ 
that each side claims the victory* 

1705. — The French lose the greater part of their 
fleet near Gibraltar. 

1 706. — Villeroy injures his reputation by an 
unskilful position at Ramillies, where Marlborough 
^ains the victory and acquires the snmuiit of re* 
i^own. The French lose 20,000 men, the allies, 
not a fourth of that number. A1arIborou(i;h con- 
quers the whole of Brabant, for the Archduke 
Charles* Lewis recals his favourite ; but kindly 
observes to him, Villeroy, fortune, it seems, is 

not the friend of old age ; you and I must con- 
' sole each other for her caprice/^ 
^ Vendome, checks the progress of Eugene, in 
Italy, and gaining a complete victory at CassinatOy 
is appointed to the commaad of the army in the 
Netherlands. 

Eugene defeats the Duke of Orleans at Turin, 
after a roost desperate engagement, in which the 
Duke is severely wounded, and shews great intre- 
pidity* The French are deprived of nearly all 
their Italian conquests. 

i707* — Villars succeeds in dispersing the Iiii» 
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perial army : and Admiral Foiirbin, ihrouph the 
ill conduct of AuHtria, finglaiurs ally, prevents 
the English from taking Toulon^ takes two ships of 
iror and - twenty merchantmen^ and burns twenty* 
two more. 

' The allies are beat by the Duke of Berwick, 
upon the plains of Almanza; and Lewis, flushed 
with these successes^ resolves to invade Scotland, 
to favor James, the pretender; but the fleet, after 
a slight engagement, is driven back by Admiral 
Byng. 

] 708. — The battle of Oudenarde is fought, and 
the French are defeated; owing, in a great mea- 
sure, to the perplexity and indecision of the Duke 
of Burgundy. Their immense army, 100,000 
stroni^, would have been cut to pieces, had not the 
skill of Veudomc saved them. 

The Duke of Burgundy, who is treated by Yen* 
dome with shameful insoleiice, continues unsuccess-^ 
ful ; and being a man of great virtue and piety. 
Count Gamache once said to him, You will ob- 

tain the kingdom of heaven, but the kingdoms o^ 
^ the earth, Eugene and Marlbrough know best 
**.how to secure. 

Marshal Boufflers distinguishes himself ii| a 
most exemplary manner in the city of Lille, which 
sustains a long siege* He refuses all luxuries, 
sleeps in his cloaths, liberally rewards his officers 
for their bravery, and displays so much simplicity^ 
vigor, and perseverance, that when Eugene ulti- 
mately took the town, he remarked to the Marsha], 

I take glory to myself for having reduced 

Lille ; but I would rather have defended it like 

yon*'"

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1709. — Frajice 13. redi^ced to a state the mo^ 
deplorable ; its re$ources exhausted, its credit 
iiihilated, and its armies conquei;^d, TbeKiag, 

iu8 old age, 4eprived pf pppiOKi^, «^ ^ 
people dying of cold and want ; one of tb^ moat 
severe fro«t$ ever known visiting (he kiflgdooj ta 
the early part of this yea^:. 

LewjH humbles himself on this occasi^, aM 
«Ct9 a noble pa,rt» submits his di%gy|(ies tQ tbfi 
fiation at large; thus regaii^ing t^r est^jeai, an4 
obtoining from them a determi nation to expend 
th cir whole substance in maintaining their interests 
and honour. The peasants leave tt^ plp«£^ fef 
tiie sword ; and Mar^l Viilara ^bM^iaa the ^e^mr 
mand of a va3t army*- 

In the battle of Malplaquet, lost by the Frenth, 
Villars and the Pretender are wounded ; but itaggfc 
flers elfects an admirable retreat. 

1 710. — ^Marshal Duboujfg defeats the Imperii 
ists, under Count Werci ; apd the Freujcfc ajL-mie* 
«re sHccessfiil in Italy and Spain. 

Negotiations are ()f)Lned at Gertrudenburg, and 
Lewis sends Marshfil d'UxeUes, a i^an of mudi 
prudence, and the Abb6 Polignac, one of the fim 
orators of the age, graceful, witty, and persiA^sive, 
to iubdue the obstinacy of the Dutch, and the artfi^ 
policy of the other allies; who having the ijade^ 
cenc> to. require Lewis*' si expulsion oti^^ grandieoft 
from the throne of Spain, the confereivpee ure 9mm 
terminated without effect. 

^ Lewis, assisted by the trading part of his sub- 
jeits, who had gained immeube profits in S«lUk 
America, is again enabled to sen4 G^ltala|rge 9jmr 
under Villars, who acquires no advantage during

The English, 
in conspqiience of the prcliiHiiiaries for peace, 
dlBisifrt from hostility. The Duke of Vendoine dies 
Wt &th tiitte id Spain. Ktigehe advances towards} 
Jarfe. Ijetmj thotrgh arrived at the age of ti, 
declares that he will lead on his army and perish 
ait their head; such was the terror the German 
l^rmce inspired. Villard, hoWeVer, by his excel*

1713. — Peace is concluded with all the powers 
^tttpt AUistrta ; land LeVris is obliged to* desert 
the Pretender. Viflars talccs the strong; fortress 
€f Landau, rtakes a rapid progress in regaining 
the towns that had been reduced, and becomciiii 
iiaster of Fribonrg, the capital of Upper Austria 



)tl4;r^March 3d. Tiie treaty (stvled lhat «f 
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Utrecht) with the Emperor is signed; and France 
enjoys a periect tranquility. JLewis and Madame 
de Maintenon have leisure to indulge themselves 
with the society of the great characters that 
adorned their court, and which have since gained 
the admiration of the world. These, formed tlieii" 
liappiness, direct€4 their taste, and pointed out the 
path to greatness ; but these enjoyments were c( 
ehort duration ; domestic broils rendered Lewis 
rooroso ; he shtmned the world, and shut himself 
up in close retirement with his wife. 

Philip, of Spain, prevails on Lewis to «end 
troops to his assistance, and the Duke of Berwick 
^secures Barcelona. Queen Anne, of England, 
dying, George, of Hanover, is her successor, ami 
accedes to the terms of the late treaty. 

1715. — The latter days of Lewis were embit* 
tered by the importunities of his natural children, 
the great part of w*horo he had legitimated; and 
Without opposition from a nation by whom he was 
lio%v almost adored, he declared them heirs to the 
crown in default of a regular succession. His 
speech, in private, to the president of the parlia- 
ment, on this occasion, was remarkable. Here 
is my will; I know what will result from it 
from the example of my predecessors ; but they 
tormeiUed me till I had signed it. Let what 
*^ will become of it I shall at least be at ease, and 
hear no more about it.^' — Not all his eai ly 
proofs of courage, the success of his arms, his 
. spirited measures for the promotion of the Arts 
and Sciences, or his stupendous naval and military 
appointments, and his vast augmentation of maou- 
^ciures, made so complete a conquest of the 
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beart» of hi9 subjects, as bis receat public acknow- 
kdgment of his errora; and the sincerity of hi^ 
coHipuncdon. To the persevering efforts of De 

Maintenon he was indebted for these latter strait* 
ef his character; which, effacjii^^ the iiuuuury of 
bis ambitioii, bigotry, and crue4ty, are considsrcd 
l»y sbaiiy foreign writers 88 justly entitling hiin to 
the* appellation by which his countrymen distin- 
guish him. The inditrnation with which other 
listoriaiis are hllcd at the crimes that disgraced a 
portion of his years, induces them to reject the 
frotid term as inapplicable. 

In the month of A ugustr bis roaladie» increa»> 
ingy he prepared to meet his doom with a forti- 
tude who!ly devoid of ostentation. To his (ender^ 
consoling, but atUicted companion, be observed, 
^ i tlxmght it was mare difficult to die.'^ To ]m 
tTomestic!^ *• Why do you weep, did yon think 
^ me immortal/' Taking his infant successor inr 
arms, he tlius addressed him before his court t 

Never forget the obligations you are under to 
*^God; endewour 16 preserve peace with your 
•^neighbours- I have been too fond of war* 
"•Take adfrce on all things, try to cliuse the 
*^ best, and invariably adhere to it. Ease your 
^ people of burthens as soon as you can ; and do^ 
^ that whick unhappily, have not been able 
•^do.^ 

Sept. 1st. Lewis expired in his 78 year : and 
a grateful people mourucdunaiiectedly. Tlu y had 
just sustained a loss^ generally irretrievable — 
9 monarchy originally pospessed of good abilities* 
and many virtues, who was conscious^f his errors 
and liad the caudour to confess them, llic love of 

I'd 
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simplicUy bad entered bis beart, and, gifted as he 
yi9S^ true greatness could not be &r behind* Uis 
reign attained the extraordinary length of 73 
years ; during %yhich. the prosperity and aggran* 

cli>eni€'nt oi his people were his constant anxiety; 
ill this pursuit be found assistants of minds sutTi^ 
ciently capacious to conceive grand and apposite 
designs, and of an ardent wilUngness to execute 
them* 

Lewis established schools for Painting, Sculp- 
ture, and Archiiecture ; at a vast expeuce pro- 
cured instructors from Italy; and liberally re- 
warded the successful efforts of their pupils. Col- 
leges for Literature were erected, and the Freacli 
laniruage acquired purity and elegance. He gave 
energy and strenc^th to Commerce, foreign and 
domestic ; established a company for India; ren* 
dered rivers navigable and roads passable. He 
introduced the Manufactures of Plate Glass, Ta« 
pestry, Carpets, and Lace. He reformed the 
Laws, en cou ratted A floriculture, and repressed 
Duels. To him Astronomy was indebted for her 
observatory^ the Louvre for its exquisite pe- 
ristyle, Paris for its Polictf, the troops for their 
<li:>cipliue, the coasts for commodious harbours, 
the frontiers for protect ins; fortresses, and the 
whole nation for the Hotel des Invalids, a. 
monument of humanity, where the victims of their 
country enjoy repose, and bless the memory of its 
founder. With such claims, the gratitude of tlie 
French in styling him Lewis the Great/' is 
surely excusable. 

Some account of the numerous literati' and 
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mbers that embellished this splendid epoch, will be 
fouud in the Biographical Dictionary that follows 
thobe %etches» 



. LEWIS XV, 

1715. — ^The infant* Monarch, Duke of Anjoir, 
son of the late Duke of Bargundy, was placed, by 
the will of his grandfather, under the regency of the 
ituke of Orleans, Lewis XiV's nephew, who was 
assisted by a council. Marshal Villeroy was ap- 
f ointed governor to Lt wis Xy. but subject to the 
authority of the Duke de Maine. 

Sept. 2d* The Duke of Orleans declares him* 
self 8ofe regent,^ with the right of chosing his 
conncih The parliament acqoiesce in this devia- 
tfon from the intention of the late Kiii^j; ; and thpy 
ebtain from the Regent an ecrict restoring to them 
the right of remonstrating against the decisions of 
the crown, and many other salutary laws. 

The Count de Maurepas, though but 17 years 
ef age, is appointed Minister ot the Marine. His 
neglect of the navy may be judged by ViHcroy'^s 
impressive description of Toulon. I found 
^ thirty vessels totally abandoned ; like floating 

citadels, (some carrying I2Q p,uns,^ which had 
** formerly borne the glory of the King and of 
" the nation, and the terror of our arms, to the 

farthest extremities of the earth. — ^The Abb6 
Dubois, the Regenrt^s late tutor, acquires much 
power over his mind, and being paid by the 
English, favins their interests. 

1216. — Numerous public dclaulters are impri<» 
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soned, and one of tbeoi, Bernard, is executed; 
he offered to pay a fine of <£2d0,000 to save iu« 
life. 

1717. — The Regent's extreme dissipation and 
aversion to bui^iiie<?s, a derangement in the finances, 
vvvliich Lewis XIV • had left in an ill state) and 
the difisentioiis among the clergy and magistraqrt 
rendered the first years of the regency confused 
and uiiprosperous. 

The violent aiUipathy of the Regent to the late 
King's natural children now became publicly ap" 
parent. He has^^^said Madame de Maintenon, 
*^ the same aversion to them, as some people havfe 

for particular animals.*' He could not bear 
their presence ; and on the 2d July a royal decia- 
ratiou was published, annulling their titles and 
privileges as princes of the blood; the same par* 
liament that legitimi^ted ihcm^ were so venal as 
register their disgrace. 

1718. — Aug. 26. The Regent pursues hisvin« 
dictive spirit still further, and deprives the t>uke 
de Maine (one of the late King's sons) of his right 
to sit in parliament, and of his superintendance of 
the young King ; by which, the Duchess is so irri- 
tated that she hreaks all the mirrors and fixtures 
in the apartments consigned to them with this 
office ; which they were summoned to quit. The 
Duke had too much fortitude to suffer bis various 
degradations to disturb his repose. The Duke de 
Bourbon constitutes himself supcrintendant of his 
jbfajesty^s tutors. 

The numerous malcontents, with Cardinal de 
Polignac, at their head, (locking round the Duchess 
sle Alpine, who was ^ le^imate princess oif the 
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the hou^e of Conde, form a project to di.sposseH« 
the Duke of Orleans of (he regency ; in \vhicli 
they are so warmly seconded by Cardinal Albe- 
joQi, the Spanish minister, thai he permits them 
to forge letters, as from Philip V. uncle to 
Lewis XV. to the parliament of France, to de- 
mand the deposition of the regent. Cellamarist 
the Spanish Ambassador's courier, being inter* 
cepted, the . plot was discovered and the whole 
party arrested* They were so niimerou?, that 
they filled the prisons, which excited uTiiversd 
ttiurmurs ; but no proofs of their criminality ap« 
]pearing9 they were all set at liberty. 

1719» — The intrigues of Cardinal Alberoni 
with the nobles of Frauce, cause four of them to 
ht decapitated* 

War is declared against Spain, the Regent pro« 
fessiug that it ia merely the arrogance of the med* 
d]ing Cardinal that he wishes to chastise. Peace, 
however, is speedily restored, and Alberoni dis- 
graced* He wanders about many years, being 
jrefosed an asylum in all the southern .countries; 
Madam de Maintenon expires at St. Cyr, a found- 
ation for th^ instruction of young ladies. Her 
age was 83, and her great charities rendered her 
universally regretted. She has left some admirable 
fetters for posterity. 

1720. — Speculations in the stocks had now be* 
come the mania of the French ; fortunes were 
made and lost by the same per^n in one day. 
Quinquempoix^ a long and narrow street, io 
Paris, was the theatre of their transactions; and 
inras so crowded, that some persons, anxious to be 

tke first to gain the news of the hour> wer^ 
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crushed to death. The enormous furtunes that had 
been made by a few of these speculators, caused 
each fii^n to iiAagitid ht should prote equally siic* 
tessfui. At the head of thede wealthy brokieii 
^^ as John Law, a Scotchman, who had loniied a 
new bank for government to pay off the national 
debt* which he effected, at the expence of nu- 
inerous individual wh6 suffered thbmltelves to 
tuined by d^tmi\^e hopes of gain. 8tii<iid^, 
sassinations, and all the crimes that avarice AhA 
despair produce, became prevalent. John La\^ 
acquired one of the most enormous fortunes that 
was erer gained by calculation; be bbughte^^t^le^ 
tint splendid Hotel de Soiston^ tbe county of Tan- 
car vi lie, &c. and was now placed at the head of 
the public finances. — But the charm wais sooil 
dispelled, the government lost its credit; its notes 
^era issued in vain ; no individual Virould rcceirfe 
th^ni. A multiplicity of edicts were |ia^sed ti^ 
prevent persons frOm retaining cash, plate, or 
even jewels, irt their houses; but the result, in- 
stead of a Iree circulation, was a concealment of 
these valoable:^. In the tnii^t of the condternatioSI 
And misery of the people, John Law was exe^ 
ci'dted, and hii* life sought ; but he esraped t6 
Venice, and died in a situation not very remote 
from indigence; although he had, throuiri>oat, 
been nnder the especial protection of the Regent. 
8uc& i^as the power of this ttiistak^en finander, thst 

procured A royal edict for banishing the p&r- 
liaitfent, which haa not agreed with him. 

1721. — The parliament is recaited to Paris, 
from Blois, and paUic credit reyives ; bitt nearl^ 
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tllllie ito^f^nf and muy other fniiiilieii ivpre 

The Abbe Dubois become Cardinal, and Ar^h- 
Itffiimp dt C^mbrai, takes the weight of govera- 
Qrom tb<^ Rfigent, who, deiiring only ^n»ual 
gr^tiiica^ipos, ii itelighted to find a person willing , 
to relieve him, whilet he cau hiniscif retdin the 
^gnity i^nd splendor attached to the office 
. Rcifeat contracts an alliance between LewU^ 
|iaw fourteen^ md the lofirata of Spain, but five 

y^arg of age. 

1722* — Cardinal Dubois i« formally presented, 
by the King to the Regent, as Prime Minister* 
It ia siogttlar that this man, was known as a 
hypocrite, as being malign, and envious of hia 
friends; cholorie; destitute of feeling, probity, 
and gratitude ; should have begun his administra* 
tioB hy courting the acquaintaiice and approbation 
«f the jnoBt virtuous of characters, and inflicting 
punishment on those of a contrary disposition. 

1 723-— Feb. 2d. The King; being on this day 
declared of age, the Duke of Orleans aaked him 
what orders ho would give respecting the persona 
who were banished. / banished no one,^^ he 
replied. The legitimated princes were recalled 
and restored to their rank and {irivilege^ the suc- 
cession to the crown excepted. 

Aug. 10th. The Cardinal having surprised 
and lejoicrd all France by his wise and jui^t mea» 
aures, was looking forward to a long and prosper- 
ous government of the people, when he was sudp* 
denly cut 08", by an abscess and a mortification.—^ 
His revenue was above £60,000 per ann. and ho 
was on the pq^nt of eucreasing it greatly* 
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France had lately been astonished by a remv^ 

lution in\he conduct of a cardinal; a greater 
miracle now offered itself to them — the first priiw>e 
of the blood) a man naturally indolent and averse 
to every sort of business, proclaiming himsetf 
Prime Minister, (a kjnd of epitome of all busi« 
Besses), and entering npon its duties wtth deter- 
mined industry* The Duke of Orleans enchanted 
every person, with his manners; patient, affable^ 
mortified when he could not comply with a requesft? 
in short, the Parisians almost worshipped iiiin* 
He shewed much prudence and address, and was 
like his preilecessors, promising great things far 
Ihe nation, when he also suddenly expired, after 
four months direction of its afl^rs. The Duk^ de 
Bourbon, a prince who possessed much wealth, 
and had shewn shrewdness, economy, and a talent 
for turning all things to advantage in bis own pr^ , 
vate concerns, inspired hopes that he would prove 
an admirable successor to the late royal miaibter ^ 
but the French were a2;ain deceived. 

1 724. — severe edict against the Protestants* 
They are prohibited the exercise of their religioiL * 

A tax of a fifteenth part of all property is levied^ 
and without any apparent cause. 

Lewis, disliking the Infanta, she is seat back la 
Spain* 

1 726.~The Kin^, finding that the Duke's ad- 
ministration disgustexl the people, dispatched a 
lettre-de-cachct, banishins^ him toChantilli; and 
CSardinal Fleury is presented with the manage^ 
ment of the kingdom. The oatio i had been cla- 
morous for this electron, and the Cardinal, now 
13 years old, with great reluctaucei conseiUed to 
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forsake his retired habits. His probity, his Brmr 
phcitj, his- modesty, and his wisdom, bad long 
been the theme of France ; and he now ruled with* 

out the title of Prime Minister. He has been 
considered as not free from bigotry, and as being 
influenced by the Jesuits ; but he vs ould never suffer 
himself to be directed against the dictates of his 
conscience. 

IT27. — Fleury, struck with the mental endow- 
meats of the Pnocess Mary, daughter to Stanislaus, 
the deposed King of Poland, points out to Lewis a 
partner for his throne, and they are married with 
royal magnificence. George L dying, George 11* 
becomes King of England. 
1T28.~ -A. Dauphin is born. 
1732. — ^Fleury, by preserving peace with other 
kingdoms, has leisure to attend to the \\clfaie of 
that which he governs: he enriches it by an ex- 
tensive commerce^ without innovation, and he 
gains universal esteem, without aiming at popu- 
larity. He treats the state like a robust body, 
which recovers by the vigour of its own coubii- 
tution. 

It33. — Stanislaus, regj^ining the crown of Po- 
land, which Russia, Germany, and Prussia, 
endeavour to wrest from him; Lewis assists him 
with troops under the Duke of Berwick and 
Marshal Villars ; who are successful in producing 
a division in Germany and in Italy. 

1 731. — On the Rhine, the French arms prove 
irresistible. Bearing down all before them, they 
compel Prince £ugene to retire.

1742. — The French army, by fis^tigue, sick* 
ness, and famine, was reduced to 15,000 men 5 
the grower pi^rt of whom were shut up in Prague, 
where the dearth of provisions vv#a Quch^ that 
Jiorse^fleiidi was served up at the best tables* 

Prince Lobowitz expels from Bohemia the 
Prench tr^p^ ^^nt to xelieve their contrymep in 
Prague. 

Marshal Belleisle, dis^pointed uC tlie expected 
assistance, quitted Prague with his army, with such 

eecresy, that his departure was not perceived till 
he gained the borders of Germany, and he iiaally 
escaped to Al^e with the loss of several hundreds 
^f his soldiers, by the cold and various hardships 

1743. — Cardnidl Flciiry dies at the age of 88; 
the decisions of bis latter years being unmarked 
with the degree of imbecility th^t might have been 
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^xpeded froito the decay of nature ; though not 
Molly free from symptoms of ifd approach. Lewis 

XV. beconie& sole mana^jer of state afiairs. 

Tha battle of Dettingen ; in ^hich Geofge II, 
of England (who had joined the allies) defeats ih6 
French ; the bravery of tihose oftc^rs ilva^ ill se- 
conded by the efforts of the soldiers. The Count 
de Boufflers in this action, but ten years and an 
half otd, seemed inspired with the same spirit as 
his intrepid relative ; not suffering a murmui^ to 
escape hira when his leg waS w^oandedwith a can- 
non ball, or when it was subsequently amputated. 
He met his death, which was the result, wuh equal 
fertiiude* 

1744. — Charles* the son of the Pretender, hnd^ 

in Scotland, and assisted by a few French troops, 
and the mimerous bands that join him, advances 
Vvithih 90 miles of London, but is soon compelled 
ib retreat. 

Lewis is seized with a disorder that threatens 

■ 

his life, and it was at this time that his people, 
plunged in unatlected grief, styled him the ^' Well 
^\ beloved,'^ a title hitherto applicable. 
* 1 74 5. — f*ranc?s I . is Weited Em^^eror. Marshat 
8axe, accompanied by Lewis and the Dauphin, 
defeats the English and Dutch at Fontenoy, and 
takes a number of Fortre^s^s. 

Lewis r^omB to Paris in triumph. 

The French lose a great number of vepsels, 
kden with merchandize ; the Eng;lish, destroying 
their convoys and taking from them the important 
fort of Louisbourg. 

Saxe takes Brussels and Antwerp. 

The beautiful Madaine d^EstioIes fascinates tho 
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King ; obtains the title of Marchioness de Poni- 
podour, and becomes the only channel through 
which honors and pension are suffered to flow. 

Lewis is now ipaster of Flanders, Brabaut, and 
Hainault. 

The French gain a dear-bought victory over 
Prince Charles of Lorraine* 

1 746. — The battle of Calloden lost by Charles ; 

the French surrender themselves to the Duke of 
Cumberland. ^ 

1747. — ^The Dauphin marries Maria Theresa, 
daughter to Augustus, King of Poland. 

Count Lowcndlidl is dispatched with 27,000 
men toward? Holland, and alarms the Dutch by his 
reduction of their frontier-towns. 

Lewis and Marshal 8axe, defeating the- English 
near Maestricht; the King treated his prisoner. 
Sir John Ligonier, with great respect, and said 
to him, Would it not be better to think seriously 
\^ of peace, than to occasion the death of so many 
*^ brave men ? 

The e5'es ot all Europe were now turned to- • 
wards the siege of Ber gen-op- zoom, surnamed tlie 
^ Maid,^^ because it had never been subdued* 
Mines were sprung by the French, desperate sal- 
Ijes made by the besieged, and the slaughter was 
dreadtiil. The town was reduced to ashes, the 
garrison surrendered ; but two Scotlish troops op* 
posed the French in the streets, and succeeded in 
carrying off the governor in safety. At the same 
time, Belleible Ibught in Italy, with great suc- 
cess. 

Anson takes a French fleet in North Amenca« 
w4 UaMfk^ defeats a second nte Belleisle* 
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1 748. — Treaty of peace signed at Aix La Cha* 
pelle, between all the powers, wherein Lewis en* 
gages to eXnel the Pretender from his dominions. 

1753. — After a long period of traiicjiiillity, 
France is disturbed by the disputes of the eccle- 
siastics, and the secular jurisprudeqce. 

Fbb. 22d* Not acceding to the wishes o? 
Lewis, the Parlmment ft tetnished to Pouloise. 

Anarchy succeeds, and Paris, in a state of alarm, 
presses the recal of parliament. 

1754, — The King acceding, the parliament re- 
turns in triumph. 

1756. — A treaty of union agreed upon be- 
tween Austria and France. Madame de Pompa- 
dour, the a<^tual ruler of that kingdom, received on 
thi^ O'ccasion, a polite note fi'om the Empress Maria 
Theresa, who reluctantly consents to correspond 
^vith til is bauo h(v courtezan. 

The French maintain a superiority by land, an4 
the £)ngliBh by sea, in America. 

Admiral Thurot fs killed, and his fleet taken, in 
A descehtupoii Scotland and Ireland. 

The English fleet is dispersed near Minorca, 
which submits to France ; Byng, the British Ad- 
miral, is shot in England for miscondnct. 

The Count d'Argenson, is at this tinie secretary 
at war, Sechelles, has the direction of the finances, 
and MachauU, of the marine. The secretary is 
itnxious for a renewal of (he war, to serve hik 
private interests; and the council is divided by 
intrigues, and by the sinister vj«\vs of its members. 
Rouille, though prime minister, enjoyed but the 
title I the Count de Berhis, the favorite Qf Pom*' 
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padour, possessing the power ftad inflaence of tliat 

exalted station. 

1757. — Lewis, tormented by the animosities 
between the clergy and the parliament, applies ta 
the highly venerated Pope^ Benedict XXV. who 
dispatches circular letters to the French Bishops, 
enjoining; lenity; but still aa ubedieuce to the long- 
dispuiejl bull, Unigeuitus. 

The parliament condemn thePupe''s letters ; and 
Lewis reads to the members an edict, by which 
he endeavours to reconcile the parties to each other ; 
but fails; 15 judges and ISO members resigning 
their seats the next day. 

Jaiu 5tb« The King is slightly wounded by 
Damiens, a fanatic, as he prepared to enter the 
carriage at Versailles. The assassin wonld have 
escaped in the crowd but for the distraction of his 
countenance. He suffers torture on a frame of 
Bteel, and is subsequently consigned to the ex* 
ecutioner. 

The Archbishop of Paris is banished for viola* 

ting the laws, by electing the superior of a coQ* 
vent, " 

Feb. 2d. D^Argenson and Machault, are dis« 
missed, and at a time when their country stood in 
great need of their talents and experience ; which 

were by no means inconsiderable, 

June 26th. Marshal D^Etrees obtains a com- 
plete victory over the Hanoverians and tbe£uglish, 
at Hastenbach, and reduces several towns. Mar* 
shal Richelieu, the commander in chief, waiting 
for his mistress at Strasbourgh, missed the honor 
of this action ; but in the true spirit of avarice, re- 
solved to proUt by the advantages to be i^eaped firou^ 
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it, and gained immense sums by contribation and 
by violence. Devoid o( humanity, he suffered his 
Dien to follow his example, and was known by the 
title of Father Plunderer^" 

Sept. 8th. Richelieu concladeA the convention 
of Clostcr-Seven, with the English and Prussians, 
hy which tlie French obtain Hanover, Bremen, and 
Verden. 

The weak conduct of the ministers is the univer* 

sal theme ; but Madanve de Pompadour will not 
allow the Duke de Nivernois, a man of acknow- 
ledged talent, to be placed at the head of alTairs; 
simply, because she has an aversion to his relative, 
the Count de Maurepas, who has long been dis- 
placed, 

1758. — The English land near St. Malo, and at 
Cherbourg^ and commit several depredations* At 
the latter place, the French follow them into the 
sea, where they light up to the waist in water. 
They are ultimately taken. 

Bernis becomes |n*emier, and soon alter receives 
a cardinal^s hat. He is anxious for peace ; but is 
opposed by the Duke de Choiseul. 

J 7 5 9.^ Marshal de Contades is beaten by Prince 
i'erdinand at Mindcn. 

1760— July 10th. The hereditary Prince of 
Brunswick, a yonng hero of great promise, but as 
yet too impetuous, sustains a total defeat by the 
French under Marshal the Duke de Broglio. 

1761. — After several successes, Brogiio disput- 
ing with Soubise, (the latter having interest with 
Pompadour) is recalled and banished to bis esjtates, 
carrying witli him the esteem of the people. 

Admiral La Clue, after shewing the most intre« 
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pid courage, isdefeatedbytbe English fleet Hawko 
and Rodney, lisrrass the French oh the coast, and 
the former didabTes the French fleet, under Con« 

flans. George III. is crowned King of Eng- 
land. 

1762.— The Dulce de Choiseul, besides the ad- 
iqikitiistratioii of foreign affitirs, obtains that of the 
war and marine departments. He signs U treaty 
SVith Spain, by which that country is to consider all 
the enemies of France as her own. This wa$ 
B^led the Family Cooipact, as the Bourbbns igatd 
upon the throne of Spain. 

Nov. 3d. Peace concluded at Fontainbleaii. 

1164, — April. The Marchioness de Pompa* 
dour ei^pired, hafing retained her iiifluencfe to the 
)ast« 

Nov. The order of the Jesuits abolislied by ^ 
Royal edict. 

1 TbS."*— June, The parliament of Pari^^ is dis- 
fiolved and re*incorporated by the Duke de Choi- 
^eolt 

Dec. 20th. The Da ujiliin dies, ajicd 36. Hfe 
was a Prince of enlightened understanding, pos* 
sessing a feelin^^ heart, and a roind decorated tvith 
more virtues than are generally united in the be^t 
't)f n)en. A man more faulllrss, perhaps, never ex- 
isted. His sons were, (he Duke de Berry, after* 
wards Lewis XVI. die Count de Provence, since 
lioui^ XVIII. and the Count d'Artois. 

1766. — ^The island of Corsjca is reduced by 
the Count de Vaux, and Gen. Paoli, compelled to 

March 3d. The King holds a session of parlia^ 

went in J^aris, named by the people^ tho " fiag^ 
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gellation,^' in which he declares, that he holds 
his crown of God atone, and compeU the other par^ 
liamciits to attend him, that they may register the 
same arrogant assertion. 

l768.-^T^be Queen of France dies* 
1770,~The Dake d'Aguillon, is tried by the 
parliament for acts of violence in Brittany, of which 
he was governor ; bat the King, anxious to bror 
the Duke, puts a stop to the trial, at a Bed of Jus- 
tice, held 27th June* The parliament issues an 
edict against the Duke ; and the King, in conse* 

Jaence, forbids the Princes of the blood to join 
leir conferences. The Princes (more particularly 
the Prince de Conti,) remonstrate, and declare 
their honor sacrificed* 

May 30th. The young Dauphin, receiving the 
hand of Marie Antoinette, daughter of Maria The* 
resa. Empress oi Germany, the Parisians, over- 
joyed at the prospect of a happiness this union por- 
tended, provided a brilliant iliuminarioa and a dig-, 
play of fireworks in the square of Ju6wis XVj 
On this occasion between eleven and twelve hun I 
dred persons were crashed lo death by falling over 
some stones and being unable to recover themselves 
or to resist the crowd behind them. An immense . 
subscription set on foot by Marie Antotnette, was 
raised for the families of the deceased. This Prin- 
cess, hy breaking throug^h the usual iornialities and 
ettiquette of the court, enchanted Jbe King and 
the Parisians by her benevolence^ her gaiety, and 
wit. 

Lewis, finding it out of his power to terminate 
the prevailing dissentions, resigns the reigns of 
government to his chancellor Maupeou, who re» 
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Solves to estahlish the despotic power of his Sove- 
reign, by the dread of punishment and the hope pf 
reward. 

Maupeou enforces his coimhandd fo ffte i^^rlhi^ 
menta of Fraftce, by producing bftndif^l jjpsoldiers ; 
and the populace begin to execrate hittit A* dearth^ 
of provisions also increases this clainoar. ' * 

Thie Countess du Barry, the new ftVtfui'ite of - 
the King, urged by h^er friend, Maupeotr, indtice? 
him to make promises in his hours of dalliance, 
>vhich, on reflection, he frequently revokes. His 
Majesty is, however, persuaded to dismiss Choi. 
86ul, whose sister, the Duchess d6 Grammont had 
YainTy endedivoured to supplint Da Barri, and thus' 
excited her vengeance. The Duke retired amidst 
llie acclamations of the people, which he docb not 
a|)pear wliolly to have merited.

Maapeou i^ped Ietter^3 de cachet ip ahundance ; 

imprisoning for life, or banishing all who opposed 
him, when he could get them in his power; and 
the national gazettes were rendered the organ? of 
^aUebood and calupiny. Courts of Justice were 
suppressed and re-composed by hivsu New taxes 
were levied with such extraordinary haste, that 
twelve edicts for levying them, were issued in onp 
day« People ol^erved that Lievyis XV. ipipoged 
ipore taxes than bis 65 predecessors aHogetber. 
Funds beh)nging to public bodies were pillaged. 

Several l)undred mafristratep remonstrating, are 
exiled ; and the Duke d' Aiguilign, a tyrant, and 
ibe friend of Maqpeou, is appointed minister for 
/oreign afiatie. 

1772*— The Princes of the Blood, all of whom 
had protested against the King\s measures, and 
4fvere banished Uom courts are permitted to rer 
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turn, and become reconciled with His MajesQr; 
with the exception of "the Prince dc Conti^ 

The Jesuits are protected by Maupeou^ but are 
extirpated by a bull from Pope Ganganelli. 

1774^ — The Bishop of Seiiez had the courage to 
deliver a serdion before Lewis, that awakens re- 
morse. He reminded His Majesty of bis former 
title, the Well-beloved," now discontinued ; and 
the nation, sinking under the evils by which it was 
oppressed ; that his best friend ought to be his peo- 
ple that he should exert his own judgement, and 
not place a blind confidence iu ministers. Lewis 
had the good sense lo receive the Bishop as a 
friend; but the Courtiers and his mistress, re- 
assumed their empire; and, it is highly probable, 
this would have been the period of revolution, and 
Lewis Xr. sacrificed, instead ol his more amiable 
and virtuous successor, liad he not fallen a victim 
to th^ small-pox, on the 1 0th May. His age was 
65, and he had reigned 59 years* The vices attri- 
buted to this prince, could scarcely be deemed his 
• own, with the exception of his extreme licentious* 
ness, and his late indifference to tlie fate of hi» 
people. His tyranny, and the long catalogue d 
. , errofb that marked the latter part of his reign, were 
entirely the suggestion of his ministers and fa- 
vourites, to whom he gave up the management of 
bimself and of his kingdom. 

Some few advantages accrued from the reign of 
thi*i weak monarch. Agriculture was improved, 
a spirit of emulation excited among the officers of 
the army, by an augmentation of their emoluments; 
a check piven to the increase of religious establislK 
lueuib \ the exportation of coco facilitated } the 
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noble manufacture of porcelain at Sevre founded^ 
and liberally encouraged ; a military school esta* 
blished ; and a veterinary society, on aii admirable 
plan. Truu and false philosoph) made iii\nd strid* s 
at this period* Although Lewis was no great 
patron of the arts, many of the professors acquired 
a high eminence, and Voltaire and Rou»<;ean, 
(commended and execrated as they have been) wiil, 
probably, be ilie theme of ages, vvheu his own name 
will be heard no more. 



LEWIS XVI. 

1774. — The commencement, of the reign, of 
Lewis XVL was most auspicious, and filled the 

people with joy. Maupc^ou was banished to his 
estates, aud the reform of abuses occupied (he time 
and attention of the young King (now 20) and his 
new ministry, which consisted of Miromenil, as 
chancellor ; Count Vergennes, for foreign af- 
fairs; Count de Muy, secretary at war : and M. 
'deMaurepas, tliough declining any title, became, 
in fact, prime minister* The Duke de Choiseul 
was carefully excluded from state affairs. 

Nov. 12. — The ancient parliament is restored, 
hut its privileges are very confined. 

1775. — Turgot, a man distinguished for integ- 
rity and talents, becomes comptroller of the finan- 
ces ; but a scarcity of provisions occurring soon 
after his nominatiuii, he loses his popularity; his 
removal of some restrictions with regard to corn,^ 
being considered the cause* He called in to his 
assistance Lamoignon de Malherbes, whom he hs4> 
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summoned three times m vain, to join the ministry ' 
but who, at length, yielded. Tliough diffident of 

his owji powers, Malherbos possessed such as were 
calculated to serve th^ best interests of govern- 
ment ;.he had far more respect for those of his friend 
Turgot. 

Lewis abolishes the j)unis]uiicnt of death for de- 
serters. They are in future, to work oa the high 
roads* His plans of economy also gain the appro* 
bation of the people. Urged by his new minister 
at war, Coant 8r* Germain, he suppresses the mous* 
quetaires, (guards of his pcrbon) as an unnecessary 
expence. 

1776. — The Queen and the court indulge them* 
delves with splendid fetes, in which the King takes 

no part, but eadcavour*^ (□ repress them. Gaming 
/ is introduced ; the Queen and the Princes lose, the 
Duke of Orleans wins; and the Kini^*, attached to 
bis studies, and shut ap WMth his ministers, and 
men of science, deeply laments the dissi[)ation of 
his court, but has not tlie resoluiion to check its 
progress more effectually than by his sarcasms and 
displeasure^ 

Sartine, in the macinc department, fulfils the ex* 

pectationa to which his excellent management of 
the police had given rise. 

The parliament, consisting of nobles and les" 
priviligi^'^ (privileged men) finding that Turgot 
and Malherbes desire that they should share the 
burthens of the times, procure the dismijksal of 
these ministers, who are still referred to bv Lewis 
in private,, in all cases of intricacy. NecW, the 
late envoy from Geneva, is recommended by Maa- 
fopaS| t0 4»cule the public uccuuau^ ab being a luaa 
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who had shewn considerable talent on the subject 
of finance, on minor occasions. In his profession 
-as banker, he had acquired a large fortune, and 
preserved a character of probity. His splendid 
abilities, and his goodness of heart, gained him, 
though a Protestant, the esteem of ministers. His 
|ilans, however, proved more seductive than suc- 
cessful. 

Duval d'£pr6imenil started the idea of calling 
together the States-General, on Neckar^s proposi* 
tion for trying the experiment of Loans; but, at 

this time, d^'Epr^mcnii was disregarded, 

1777. — The French seeming inclined to favor 
the Americans in their contest with the English^ 
Dr. Fn^nklin is sent as a negotiator to Paris, 
where he is received as son^ethtng saperhuman. 
The philosophers flocked round hi in; and, happy 
were the populace, if they could get a sight of 
him at his house at Passy. He joinb,^' said the 
Parisians, the deportment of Phocion, to the 
wisdom of Socrates." The courtiers were struck 
with admiration at his simplicity, and the 9tate«- 
men delighted^ with him to solve political problems. 
Among his warmest admirers, wa3 the spirited 
Marquis de la Fayette, who, glorying in the very 
sound of liberty, fitted out a vessel, and tlew to the 
assistance of Washington, in. America. He be-^ 
•came the friend of that great man^ and proved him* 
self worthy of the title. 

1778. — Lewis concludes a treaty of amity and 
commerce with America; which is considered by 

• the English as a declaration of war against them. , 
N^ckar, instigated by the pressing remonstrances 
of Voltaire, per nuades the King to abolish the pri# 

R 2 
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vilegc of the lords de fiefs a mainmorte, to; claim tlie 
inheritance of all men bora on fbeir respective 
lordships ; until now, in force. 

Voltaire arrives at the age ( f 84, in Paris, and 
is warmly greeted by all the literati, and the phi- 
losophers; but the king take^ no public notice of 
him, in consequence of his deisticU opinions. Be 
expired shortly after. Jean Jaques Rousseau died 
in the same year, at Ermenonvjlle, near Paris, in 
a degree of poverty in which he gloried. 

1779. — Count d'Estaingr, who had been sent to 
the relief of the Americans, returned to France, 
w ouiulrd and ddt aied, but not till he had greatly 
signalijicd himself. Neckar prevails with the 
King to discharge him and the Prinee de Mont- 
barey, who had succeeded St. Germain, but proved 
to want ener^ in the war department. The brave 
Marquis de Castries, and liie Marquis de Segur 
occupy tiieir places. 

France and Spain send 66 sail of the line to the 
British Channel, and capturfn^r one from tfie £ng« 
li.^h, return to their ports; the s^ailors bring:ing 
tliem a pestilential disease, that raged for some ume 
in France. In the midst of the preparations for ! 
tvar, Lewis shewed his regard for science, by I 
issuing a circular letter to his officers, to suffer the j 
vessels ofCapiams Cooke and Clarke, (hen on dis- ' 
coveries, to pass unmolested. 1 am not at war,'' i 
said be, with human nature.^^ His letters also ' 
mentioned Captain Cooke in the highest terms of 
respect. 

1 780. — Neckar is indefatigable in his reform of | 
the hn^nciftl department; not a sipgle agent escapes | 
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hisrigilance; and ri^id economy precludes the ne- 
cessity of additional imposts, 

nSL-^-One thousand Frenchmen are taken pri- 
soners, in attempting to subdue the island of 
Jersey* 

Neckar presents the public his famous " compte 
rendu," (the state of the finances of France,) a 
measure that excited great astonishment, as the 
strictest secrecy had hitherto been preserved on 
this head, by his predecessors. The whole king- 
dom decided, that in this interesting document, he 
evinced the wisdom of a great statesman, the bene- 
yolence of a ^ood man, and the enlargad views of 
a sincere patnot. The war prevented the accounts 
from appearing prosperous. The praise Necliar 
acquired, aroused the envious, and gained him many 
enemies ; whom his very austere manners tended 
not to conciliate. 

Tlie Count de Grasse obtains some advantages in 
an engagement at sea with the English; and a 
more decisive victory on the 13th October. 

The Courtiers pjersoading the King that Neckar ""s 
candour was inconsistent with the dignity of tho 
crown, induce him to discharge this upright mi- 
nister, and to accept Jolly de fieury as a substi- 
tute. 

A Dauphin is born. 

1782. — Minorca is taken by the Duke de Cril- 
Ion. 

Admirals Hood and Kempenfelt are successful 
in encounters with the French fleets. 

April 12th, — The French totally defeated ; Count 

de Grasse taken with his fine ship, the de 
jParis, and several others, by Admiral iiodney, w*ho 

r3 
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(hewed every mark of respect to this truly valiant 
commander. 

September 13th. — ^The French and tSpaniarda 

endravouriiio to block up the harbour of Gibraltar, 
sustain a terrible defeat, 

)783. — Floury supersedes many of Neckar's 
judicious reforms, and restores some of the abuses 
that minister had destroyed. The topettces of the 
war beino; ill supplied, a larc^e subscription is set 
on foot, atul the clergy contribute above £500,000, 
and <£50,0U0 for the wouuded, and for the familes 
of those who have fallen. 

September 3d. — Peace is concluded at Paris be* 
tween England and France. 

1784. — M. d'Ormesson had foUovred M. Fleury 
in the management of the iinanci's, and M. de Ca« 
lonnc, the lornier. Though possessed of more 
talent tliau his two predecessors, he had not suf- 
ficient to disembarrass the kingdom, which now 
smarted for its error in the dismissal of N^ckar* 
The court became daily more volnptuoas, the King's 
remonstrances, less regarded than ever, and the 
public credit almost lost, DeCalonne, disliked by 
the Parliament, was highly acceptable to the court. 
If the Kin^ expressed doubts on the subject of the 
finances, he bad ahvays encouraging views. If the 
Queen, or her friends, desired places for their 
favorites, he had them always ready to bestow. It 
inight easily be foreseen, that this could not last; 
but De Calonnc began his administration by some 
spirited and partially-successful nieai-ure^s. 

1786. — Frederick the Great oi Prussia expires. 
The public burthens increase ; the discontent of 
tl)e people becomes clamorout. The King, ia 
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hopes of alleviatino; their dhtresses, by setting a 
laudable example to bis court, curtails his expendi- 
ture, and reduces his iiousehoid. 

ITbT.-^France loses aoable minister^ by the 
death of the Count de Vern ennes; Whose ministry 
oi foreign aflfairs is given to the Marquis de Mont- 
morin, his confidant. 

February 22d« — ^The King meets the notables 
whom he had convened; a body, i^onsisting of 144 
members, viz, princes, nobles, prelates, magis- 
trates, and lawyers. M. de Caionne's discovery 
of the immense deficit in the pnbiic funds, occa» 
sioned mch strong disapprobiKtion, and the Count 
de Mirabeau was followed in his keen invectives 
at^ainst the ministers, by so many voices, that De 
Calonne, shortly alter, sought refuge from such a 
torrent of reprehension in England* AJl was now 
confusion, each self-safficrent statesman offered liis 
plan, and there was a war oi ciphers. It termina- 
ted in the appointment of Lomenie de Brienne, 
Archbishop of Toulouse, as Prime Minister. This 
prelate^ with a large share of benevolence, pos- 
sessed no other quality requisite for his situation. 
Feeble and irresolute, he formed plans with much 
mystery, and divulged them before they were exe- 
cuted ; with an appearance of finessot be deceived 
no one. He afforded a proof, that it requires some^ 
thing more than goodness of heart and profound 
learning to govern a state. He gave the war de* 
partdient to the Count de Brienne ; and to La Lu* 
zerne, the marine, Lamoignon became ChanceU 
jor. 

The notables continued their sittings till the 
%5th May, when the King dismissed them, having 
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been unable to obtain from them a anpply^for tbo 
pressing wants of gOTemnent, or a feasible plan 

lor raising it. He is, therefore, under the neces- 
sity of raising iinpo^^ts. This i:^ resisted by the 
parliament ; the King orders them to register his 
edicts; the parliament enter a protest; and the 
members on tne next day are separately ordered to 
proceed toTroyes, there to hold their deliberations* 
A guard of 12,000 men, quells the disorders that 
arose in Paris, 

The Kiiii; is reconciled to Flsrliaraent^ and re« 
Jinqiiishing his new taxes, recals the members to 
Pansy ivbere he meets them on the 7th November; 
and ])roposing a loan to suit the present exigency^ 
is detained nine boors by their debstes. Fatigued 
at length, and conscious thrit something decisive 
is necessary to obtain a supply, he suddenly rises^ 
and orders the edict for a loan to be registered 
immediately. The Duke of Orleans protest^ a» 
gainst it in his presence^ and is the next day or- 
dered to repair to one of his estates, whilst two 
other members are imprisoned, which seulenccy 
was soon after commuted to exile, at the remon* 
atrance of the parliament. 

1788. — Lamoignoa reformed the civil and cri* 
minal justice, which had long needed the inter- 
ference of an able minister. Lewis again reduces 
^ bis household, which consist of 400 less attendants, 
than when he came to the throne* 

Lewis publishes an edict, bestowing the righU 
of citizens on ProteBiants. 

May 8th. The King again assembles the nota- 
bles, and complains to them of the nnconstitutional 
^uduct pf the parliament. The speech exprebsc^ 
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diat love fur his people which his actions had ever 

evinced; his inteniion to reform such abuses as 
still existed, and to j^overn by a series of rules 
which he now presented to them. These were so 
volumnious that they filled 400 qaaito pages. The 
Assembly protest against them ; and, not satisfied 
with the King's vast sacrifices, demand that he 
should still reduce his expences; a demand with 
which he instantly complies* The notables ulti* 
mately give a tacit approbation to the Land Tax, 
which relieves, in part, the embarrassment of the 
state ; but the public discontent was too firmly 
fixed to be eradicated. It became the desire of the 
people, that their constitution should be more simi* 
lar to that of Eogiand. 

July 13th. A total darkness, without an eclipse, 
overspread great part of France at nine o'clock m 
the morning, which was succeeded by so dreadful 
a storm, that persons on their way to church, were 
thrown down ; and the damage done to the corn and 
general vegetation, was estimated at £3,000,000, 
The King remitted all taxes lor one year, andpre* 
rented the people £50,000. 

Lewis is obliged to relinquish his design of i 
new code of laws and re-organization of the state 9 
and finding tho demands on the Treasury could no 
longer be" paid in cash, he issues Bills. Parit^ is 
threatened with a scarcity of bread, public cala« 
mity and murmtini rend the heart of Lewis, and 
his Prime Minister, at this period of misery, de* 
serts him : seeking a peaceful retirement in Italy, 
with the tide of Cardinal, and extracting from 
France the immense church revenue that he had 
pecu|;<ed to himself. Lanioignon finding kin scheme$ 
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for the public good rejected, and that be «baref|| 

anjustly, the disgrace attending^ Cardinal de Bri* 
eniie, also resigns. The King perceiving that his 
measures (calculated, as he thought them, for the 
promotion of his country^s welfare) are wholly re* 
jected and disliked, inclines towards the popular 
party, aiid yields to the pressing entreaty of the 
nation, that Neckar should be rec^led* The Queen 
wrote to him on this occasion. 
, Neckar was received, aa^if after some great tri« 
umph; the funds rose, and dqlajs of payment were 
patiently endured under him. 

The parliament resuming their sittings, burn . 
the Ktng^s decrees for their suspension, and pre- 
vail on his Majesty to convene the States*6eneral» 
The nojLables are again assembled m a preparatory 
step. 

1789. — Jan. 24th. Letters were issued to 
every part of the kingdom, to desire the attendance 

of the nobility, clergy, and commons. 
. April 27th, The deputies arrived at Versailles, 
They divided themselves into three parties, the 
aristocratic, the moderate, and the democratic ; the 
latter headed by a man of powerful eloquence but, 
pf profligate life, the Count de Mirabeau, who 
was seconded by Talleyrand Bishop of A^tun^ 
and the AIM Gregoire^ The Dnke of Orleans 
bestowed on Mira^au the sanction of his patron* 
age. The prince, aiming at great poptilarity, had 
made liberal donations of money and corn, which 
his immense fortune (above £200,000. per ann.) 
enabled him to do; he, also employed the Abbi 
gieyes, who poabcbscd the esteem ui llie philojw* 
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phers and patriots of tbe day, to assiss bim in hit 
career* 

The eyes of the whole nation were now cast on 
the approacliino; meetin^^, when the wisdom and 
ability of tbe kingdom would be concentrated un- 
der one roof» De Lally Tollendal wrote on this 
occasion, Tbe Commons wish to conquer ; tbe 

nobles to preserve what they already possess ; 
" the clergy, to see which side will be victoriou>', 

in ordoisto join tbe conquerors; and if any one 

sincerely wiftbes for peace, it is theKing/^ 

May 4th, The Stated-General were opened at 
Versailles, by the King. Much was expected 
from M. Neckar, but his speech wa« so ambiguous 
that bis sentiments could not be gamed from il, 
and it created much dissatisfaction. Tbe Commons 
were desirous of acting with the Nobles, as one 
body, which the latter oppose ; and this question 
occupied the chief part of their attention at their 
fiist meetings. 

May 7, A paper, edited by Mirabeau, sus- 
pended by the King. 8, A depntation of tbe 
clergy to the nobility, for the union of the three 
estates. 13, The noblesse refuse. 19* The King 
' permits the publication of the proceedings of the 
States-General in newspapers. 20, The clergy 
renounce their pecuniary privileges. 23, The 
nobility do the same. 

June 16, Abbe Sieyes proposes that the third 
estate, the Commons, neglected as they arc, and 
conscions of being the representatives of the ma- 
jority of the people, should constitute themselves a 
National Assembly. 17, His proposal adopted; 

which resoltttroo, was the commenccmeut of the re* 
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volution. 20, The hall of the N. As. closed Ly 
order of the court aad of the nobility^ who plaat 
soldiers at the door ; but the deputies of the Com* 
mons asBembling in the Tennis-Court, swore never 
to dissolve till they had given a constitution to 
France. An uncommon enthusiasm prcvailod* 
Crowds shouted their joy and gratitude, and the 
very soldiers on guard forsook their posts to obey 
the N. As. 23y The King meets the Senate and 
declares null all decrees of the N. As. \Yliich ho 
dissolves; but at his departure, they continue 
their sitting, and Mi^^abeau made the following 
celebrated reply to the Master of the Ceremonies, 
who was sent to disperse them. ''Tell those from 
'' whom you come that we are here by the will of 
the people, and that we will not quit oiir places 
unless compelled by force/ Neckar, who did 
not assist at the King's sitting, offered his resig- 
nation, but the people, with one accord, desir- 
ing his retention of the porte-feuille, be consented* 
^ 24,. The majority of the ^clergy unite themselves 
to the N. As. 25, Forty-seven of the nobility 
(among whom is the Duke of Orleans) follow the 
example of the clergy, and are despised by the re- 
mainder of the nobles, who declare their patriotism 
a disgrace. The King and the Count d^Artois at 
length induce them all to unite and hold their 
sittings together. 27, The united States-General 
transact business in one common-hail, under the 
title of the N. As. and the cries of " Vive le 
Roi," every where rewound. In the evening 
Versailles was illuminated, and all was hilarity, 
except among those who dreaded that the sources 
of corruption would be drained, and their sinister

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ircws closed for ever* Thoy meditated the de- 
itni«tion of the As* At Paris they had their 
«g«iitft^he bread n^as dear and bad* It was 

contriTed that strange troops should surrouud 
Paris and Versailles. Marshal de BrogUe com* 
manded them. Orators of all parties were claroo* 
loas in the Palais RoyaL The sword and famine 

seemed to threaten Paris. The French soldiers 
robe) from their commanders^ and joUi the cause 
of the people. 

July 10^ The N. As* request the King to send 
back the troops^ who every day wear a more me* 
uacing apptarance. 11. A rf»fiisal was acUr id, 
and adopted by the King. liis evil adviser:^ be- 
gan to acquire an unfortunate ascendency. 12^ 
Neckar is dismissed and ordered to leave the king- 
dom secretly, which he eftVctcd. 13, Some 
Brigands having pillaged the house of St Lazarus, 
the mob pursued them ; the tocsin (an alarm bell) 
was sounded. The Garde M eu ble was forced and 
tte aneient armoury seized, together with 30,000 
muskets from the invalids, and six pieces of 
cannon. Sixty thousand Parisians were armed 
and distributed into companies. The N. As. sent 
to the King to represent the public danger, and 
offered to send deputies to interpose between the 
foreign troops and the Parisinns, and to order the 
former to withdraw. His Majesty replied that he 
was the best judge of the necessity of those troops* 
14, The Parisians became desperate. The cry 
that there wowld he no liberty while the Bastille 
stood, was followed by half Paris running to the 
place ; and ordering the Governor Launay to sur* 
tender the fortress ; he feigned ccmpUance, suf* 

a 
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fered a few citizens to enter the court-yard, then 
, closed the gates and had them $hot« This cruelty 
rendered the mob furious, and with infinite cou- 
rage in a few hours they took that place w hich 
the great Cond6 vainly besieged for twenty-three 
days. I^uoay and De Fiestile were massacred, 
and theirs were the first heads that were jyaraded 
in the streets. The Bastille was razed to the 
gronnd, and the prisoners set free* It was re- 
ported that soldiers were arriving to fire on the 
mob, who go to the barriers ; discharge cannon ; 
unpaye the streets ; and carr \ the stones into the 
houses to crush the expected soldiers, who dare 
not approach, 13, The N. As. sit all night. Mr. 
De la Fayette, President. They prepare^ indefa- 
tigably, a plan of constitution. 14, Determined 
not to part till their object is obtained, they sit 
through another ni^ht. Mr. De Liancoar, Grand 
Master of the Wardrobe, an excellent man, came 
to the King in the middle of the night, when all 
his eyil counsellors were absent, and related the 
real situation of the kingdom ; Monsieur (the 
King's second brother, since Louis XVI 1 1.) 
assisted the good deed of the patriot. 15, The 
King went to the N* As. without pomp or cere^ 
mony, and declared he was now fully apprized of 
all that had passed ; that he liad removed the 
troops^ and with pleasure granted all that the re- 
present :i fives of the nation required. He left the 
ball, followed by the deputies, who loaded bioi 
with blessings. Baillie and La Fayette, the 
friends of the peopU^, were narr.ed Mayor of Paris 
and Commandant General of (he National Guards. 
The Nf As* sent deputies to i aris to announce the 
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excelknt news ; the streets and windows wer^ 

filled \vith people, who strewedflowers in the path 
of the welcome messengers. Vive le Roi." 

Vive la Nation,'* was echoed every where- 
The obnoxious ministry that succeeded Necliar 
and his friends, resigned. An emigration of 
princes and nobles took place. 18, The minis- 
ters disappeared ; Foulon, one of them, li^d it 
leported that he was dead. The Prince de Cond^ 
and the Count d'Artois also left France ; but 
JMonsieur remained. IQ, Great commotions in 
the provinces; bnt appeased by the improved 
state of affairs. ^0, Addresses of thanks from 
tariotts parts of the hiingdom to the As. for 
its dignified, firm, patriotic conduct. ^S. Messrs* 
Fonlon and Berthicr, (his son-in-law) being ar* 
jested, and conveyed to Paris, are barbarously 
nnirdered by the mob. -26, Paris feels the effects 
of a great scarcity. 90, Neckar arrives^ and is 
received ^ith the liTtliest acclamation. 

Aug. 4, Itvras an interesting and curious sight 
to perceive ou this day such noblemen as were 
present, ah well as the clergy, give up their pri^ 
-vlleges willingly in the Nt As. and remoTe most 
of those burthens of the people which had bene- 
£ted themselves In one night France seemed re« 
generated at the instance of Neckar and M.d'Ai- 
guillon. 13, The title of restorer of French Li- 
berty was decreed to the King, and accepted by 
him. Te Deum sung. 20, The liberty of the 
Press having been decreed by the N. As. abusive 
pamphlets were sold at the yery doors of the Half* 
This did not iiidiice them to alter their decree*

Sept* 7, LadieA ofter their jewels to the Assembly

Oct. 2, The cncreased scarcity distracts the mal« 
titude. The females, unable to give food to their 
children, went in multitudes to the Motel de Ville, 
(Town Hall,) seized the arms, drove along dia 
cafiinoQ, and forcad with them ^11 the people they 
met. What would hay^ terminated their caprices 
it is impossible to judge, had not Maillard, a citi- 
zen of some talent, put himself at their head, ap- 
peased and directed them with admirable preseaea 
of mind. The women insisted ott being tea to V«n» 
Bailies and to the Assembly. When arrived, Mail- 
lard, in their name, stated to tha Senatr, that they 
had two objects, a supply of bread, which had 
aeased for tfiree days, and a eeesation of the contempt 
of the national eocltaile. The Assembly sent out a 
deputation to the King, who agreed to sanction 
every constitutional article. 6, An immense mul- 
titude of men, among whom were many national 
gnards^ armed ^dHtk all kind^ of instmments, foi* 
fowed the women to Versailles. The K ing arrived 
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irom hunting at the time they caine altogether to 
the castle. Carriages were prepared for the

a dejrree of iuipriboiiuient is passed. Dclassart is 
£eut to Orleans. 16, Gustavus III. of Sweden 
assasidnated by Ankerstrom. 1 7, Dumourier and 
La Coste nominated ministers, in the place of De- 
las.sart and Bcrtrand.

^ Hungary and Bohemia. Becquet, who opposes iU I 
draws a just picture of the state of France, and I 
foretels most of the subyequent calamities, He 
was of the constitutional party, as was Pastoppf, 
its most eloquent defender. Merl.n de Thionvillc 
on the subject of the war, exclaimed, you admit 
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delays when a decree asrainst an individual, is 
proposed ; you now decree la haste, the misery 
of human naiure/^ 29, General Dillon ipae- 
tacred by his soldiers at Lille* They aecose hiu^ 
falsely, of betraying them in a late defeat. 30, Ge- 
neral Biron retreats to Valenciennes in disorder* 
The foreign Armies are advancing into France. 
The King regards the ministers as spies on bis*con- 
duct. The garden of the Tuiileries is daily tilled 
with people, who call him Mr. Veto* a title given 
him in the furious pamphlets of Marat; and in 
one called Father Duchesme,^^ which were read 
with avidity. Lewis, ahnost despairing, formed 
a secret committee, which served to console, rather 
than direct him. It was composed of Mont* 
morin^ Bertrand, and Malouet. The three pre* 
Talent sects were at this time ; the Constitution- 
alists, who desired to preserve the present limited 
monarchy ; (a government much resembling that of 
England) the Girondists, Republicans upon prin- 
ciple, who desired the deposition of the King, and 
his banishment: among the?>e, Roland, Vcrgrnaud, 
Guadet,and some others, were men of great talent 
and virtue; the third, were the Jacobins, often- . 
sibly republicans, but in fact, blood thirsty despots, 
noisy and vulgar, sc^uabbling for power, and de- 
void of principle. 

May 8, The triumphal entry of Jourdan Coupe- 
T6te at Avignon. (He was so styled because 
he massacred a number of people.) 9, Servan, 
minister of war, instead of Gi ave. 1 6, La Fayette 
and Dumourier offer the King to dclend him. La 
Fayette writes from the army a bitter letter to the 
As, against the Jacobins, desiring them to throw off

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tlieir yoke, and preserve the constitution. ThiV 
bold ietler, coming in the midst of the povverfu! 
jacobin party^a nuLcbinatiottSf astoaished and ex- 
asperated beyond measure. Dtimourier privately 

re-assures the King. 28, The fermentation at 
Paris eacreases. 30^ The Kiog^s guard dis* 
banded. 

June 4^ ServaB proposes a camp near Paris of 
20,000 men. 10^ 8000 persons petition against 

the proposed camp. Madame Roland, in the 
name of her husband^ wntes an extraordinary 
letter to the King, to prevail on hrm to remove 
bis veto from the severe decree against the priests. 
12, The popular ministers. Roland, Servan, and 
Claviere, dismissed by the King, with strong marks 
of . indignation. 13, Mourgues, Dumourier, and 
Beaulieuy are nominated instead. 14^ Roland 
submits his letter to the As* who utter invectives 
against the court at every sentence. Decree, 
that the dismissed ministers carry with them tbs 
regret of the nation. Dumourier appears at the 
As. deep murmurs ensue ; he heeds them not* 
The Girondists prepare the dethronement of the 
King; but, desinng no blood-shed, studiously 
avoid Robespierre, Coliot, Biilaud, Danton, &c» 
Dumourier angry that the King will not perceive* 
and provide for^ his own danger, deserts the court, 
and resigns. 19, The title deeds of the nobility 
to be burnt. The statue of Henry IV. destroyed, 
with many others. Veto of the King against the 
decree on the emigrants ; and on the formation of 
the camp. Luckncr takes Menin. 20, Insurrec- 
tion of the people ; many with pikes, headed by a 
brewer, Santerre (w]|0 was very popular) with 
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two pieces of cannon. They desired the recal of 
iniaisters. For some hours the As. were compelled 
to admit this procesaion ; they defiled to the Tuil* 
]eri€6. The mob had forced the gates. They 
gained ihe King's apartments, and brought a 
cannon with them. Hearing them, J^ewis vrith 
preftenee of mind, distanced all* those who wished 
to stay to defend him« He would not risk their 
liveis, but remained tranquil ready to receive the 
inob. A few national guards remained in the 
roonu The K.iQg would not suffer the multitude 
to be opposed They presented him a petition 
full of invectives, lie replied with moderation 
and firmness. He said he would maintain the con'* 
stitution and not give up the rights with which it 
invested him. A drunken man, with a ferocious 
aspect, offered him the red cap. The king pat 
it on, but nothing could make him promise to 
remove his veto. The tenderness of his manner 
towards his people afiected and pleased them. 
As the Uueen was unpopular^ his only dread was 
for her, and he conjnred her to retire. Madame 
Elizabeth preceded her out of the ruom, and, 
being taken for her, was hooted at and threatened, 
and bore it all to prevent the Queen from hearing 
them, even to the danger of her life. The Qaeen, 
however, that her friend might not be injured, 
discovered herj?elf ; and the mob, struck with 
their generosity towards each other, were much 
softened. The King having declared himselt not 
alarmed among his people, shook a man by the 
hand, wluch he put to his heart, and asked if it 
beat. The mob began enquiring why they re* 
nwi^ed inactive; and were preparing for som9 

t3 
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saiiguinary business, when Petion, the popular 
mayor, appeared ; and by praising th^ir traa« 
quillity, rendered tbem tranquil. They dispersed 

quietly at his well-meaMt command. Luckner 
takes Ypres and Courtray. The King's noble 
conduct, and a few subsequent spirited measures 
^by bim and bis ministers, restored^ to biro some 
little esteem from the people. The Tuilieries 
were closed, and put inio a state of defence, 
^17, The armv, at this time, consisted through* 
out France of 205,000 soldiers, and 925,000 to- 
lunteers. 88t La Fayette, with wonderful cou* 
rage, travels to Paris, and presents himself alone 
at the bar 6f the As. of which a large majority 
had planned his destruction. He comes to own 
fail letter ; to deplore the 20tb of June ; to urge 
the As. to swear to support the constitution, as 
they are every where doubted. The greater part 
of the As. thunderstruck at his courage applaud 
bim. Ouadet first takes courage to oppose 
bim: Ramond Warmly supports and styles bin 
the eldest son of liberty. The constitutional party 
gained the day. Perceiving the lives of the 
royal family in great danger, JLa Fayette entreated 
them to fly to the army ; but tbe King would not 
depart a second time. 'La Fayette returned to the 
army in despair. 31, The goodMalherbes corner 
to Paris to console the King, and to offer his 
boma^c. Many person^ present the King projects 
for his flight. 

July 7, Lamourette, Bishop of Lyons, in a 
pathetic discourse, induces the Members of the As. 
to swear fealty to the constitution, and all parties 
enibrace* The Kiog informed of this, ^evM 
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to congratulate, interests, and alFecIs them ; and, 
a proof of his confidence, opens again the courts 
of the Tuilleries to the public. 8, The re« 
conciliation is «Qon broken by the Jaciobina ; the 
ministers are faarrasaed by decrees against their 
proceedings; and ail send in their resignation. 
9, I'hc King aiarmedy again closes the Tuilierie^s. 
1 1 , The A& pronounce the country in danger. 
This portentous decree resounds from every pari 
of the kingdom, and prodnccb liie alarm intended 
by the factions. 23, Petitions for the dethrone- 
ment of the Kingysent by the Jacobins. 30, The 
famous Marseilles Jfacobins arrive. A great 
tumult. 

August 5, Massacre at Toulon. 6, Petition 
signed in the Champ de JVlars for dethronement; 
and that a national convention should be called. 
' Robespierre^s party of Jacobins go secretly to 
Charenton, to hold meetings, and to decide oil a 
great day of decisive and niurderouj* insurrection. 
Gen. Westerniann introduced by Danton, as a 
ruffian of infinite talent, presented a plan of attack. 
They pass this whole night in digesting it. 9, 
Danton persuades the people that Lewis and the 
court party this night will reduce Paris to ash^ 
The tocsin is sounded — the conspirators are all at 
work— the people are infuriated. The courts aware 
of their danf:rcr, place all tlieir reliance on the 
Su'iss guards. Some companies of grenadiers of 
the national guard, ran also to succour the castle, 
in which were 7 or 800 Royalists greatly attached 
to the King; the aged Marshall de Mailly com« 
inanded them. They assured the Kin^ of his 
safety, but he was wretched; his pcpple were on 
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ihe pcriiit of flaorifieing eadi «liher. The Qoe^ 

bliewed more serenity. Roederer strenuously 
advised the royal family to go to the As. as the 
safest place* They were strongiy guarded, yet 
lieard the jnob cry out aa tbey passed ^kiU 
them, kill them." At one time their way was 
stopped ; Roederer appeased the mob for a mo- 
ment, and the carriage went oa« At length, they 
.entered the As. The King sat himself by the 
•ide of the Presidenti and said, Gentlemen, I 
am come here to prevent a great crime.'* Verg- 
Jiiaud ans^vered him in the name of the As. with 
every respect. and re-assurance* The royal fa* 
mily were put into a small recess, where >cietks 
from the navy .offices attended ; and in that place 
the most cruel indelicaey was levelled at them 
by members of the Aa. There they spent the 
night. 10,TbecaTnage«oon begao* Seventeennf 
the King's partisans, on the watch outside, weris 
taken, and put into a guard-house, by some 
national guards, A woman, named Th^roigiie, 
who bad before headed mobs, came forward witb 
two pistols^ and ordered the guajrd to give up 
these men to the people. In tiie confusion, all 
escaped but four, who were massacred* and their 
heads carried about* Mandat, commwdant of 
the guard, was their next fictim. Danton and 
•Kobespierre hearing that their prey, tliis royal 
family, were fled to the As. became furious^ 
ordered the palace down, and the mob headed by 
tlic Marseiiiois, enjoyed the destruction. At 9^ 
.the gates were forced. The Swiss guards, pre^ 
tended to receive them as friends. The battle 
theu be^aa ^ ihe mob were repulsed with ^r€at 
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slaughter, and four of their cannon takm* At 

the As. the cannonading thrilled every heart with 
horror. The King is regarded as the author of 
all. He and the Qaeeo protest they gave no 
orders to fire. Musket shots shatter the win* 
4owS. The Kiiig alarmed, signs and orders every 
thing they desire. The Marserllois rally, and 
induce the Grens d'Arms and the mob to return* 
The SWISS are overpowered) aud massacred in the 
gardens; as also a number of the Royalists* 
Some few escape. Parts of the castle are burnt, 
and tho^e persons who had Hed to the kitchens 
aud cellars, became tictims. News of the victory 
^ the insurgents is brought to the As. and the 
royal family are menaced. Perish the tyrants,'* 
exclaimed a few voices. The King looked re- 
igned, the Queen digniiied. Members entered 
demaodiog the Sing's dethronement. Vergniaud 
votes the suspension of the king, and the convo* 
cation of a national convention. The scenes in 
Paris become still more dreadful ; the private 
houses are searched; Royalists, and their ge* 
nerous protectors, with the Swiss porters, are 
murdered. The Count de Clermont Tonnere, 
one of the most distinguished orators of the last 
As. was killed on this day. The Girondists 
were thunderstruck, and appalled at all that 
passed, as it was widely different from their ex« 
pectations and designs. It was Robespierre's 
party only that kept quiet and aloof; looking 
with satisfaction on all they had done. The 
Girondists resolved, however, . that what they 
considered the greatest possible advantages to the 
country bliould succeed these honors. The 
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King oDce dethroned, they expected the republic 

ivould flourish ; and that they could then protect 
him. The ministry were dismissed, and the foU 
lowing named: Roland, Ser?an^ Xjlaviere, Dan- 
too, Lebrun, and Monge. II, The riots con* 
tiuue; the statues of all kings are destroyed, 
and cannons made with the bronze. Petion 
restored to his functions. 12, A. Cloots offers 
a Prussian legion to the As* The Ring and 
family passed two nights in the tribune; and 
. were, unmolested, escorted by a strong guard to 
the prison of the Temple, as the only place of 
security. .All the ioieiga ambassadors leave 
Paris. 1 5, A large number of priests^ Royalists, 
and Constitutionalists^ (now called Feuillans) 
imprLsoned. 18, Fayette, and 18 of his 
friends^ finding the army become republicans, 
leave the camp by night, and escape oat of the 
kingdom; Latour Maobourg, Alex. Lameth, 
and Bureau among them: and they are all made 
prisoners to the King of Prussia, who treats them 
with the utmost severity ns Constitutionalists. 
The new made corporation of Robespierre's party 
ha?e great power^ and no moderation ; they have 
100,000 men in Paris to support them. Re* 
bespierre, Danton, and Marat, place themseWcs 
at the head of every tiansactioo^ D'Orleans 
joins their party. The three former constituted a 
tribunal at the head of the Corporation, tried, and 
condemned all tiiey chose. 24, The first they 
brought to the scaflbld was a highly respected, ex- 
cellent o d man, Laporte, lutendantof the Civil 
List, who had written against their party. 25, 
pyios.;) , ii loyalist-vvriter, cxecuttd b}' the Co? 
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poration. A female, to whom he was attached, 
die4 Uie next day through grieL 26, Funeral ce- 
reiodony of the citizens killed on the 10th* . ^9 
Longwy is taken by the Prussians in the name o£ 
Lewis XVI. 29, Luckner made Generalissimo. 
General the Duke of Brunswick, one of the first 
of his age, commands 60,000 PmssiaQs. ^Yfqn$jf 
thousand Royalists are their advanced guards, un* 
der the King of France^s brothers, and Marshall 
Broglie and de Castries. Fifteen thousand iV^s- 
trians^ under General Clairfair, second their move- 
ments. Luckner flies to Metz. The Gircndistn 
not being sanguinary, lost all their power; <hej 
detested the Corporatibn fprraed by the Jacobips, 
who, in return, sought their ruin, and destroyed 
their presses. Decree of th^ Assembly that qoos^ 
crates divorce as a principle. 

Sept. 2, The mob re-ent^r the L. As. Manuel 
prevails on them to retire« Dant^, the Minister 
pt Justice, makes a list of the pro|;cribfd> whom 
be vvishes slain. Kb styles it saving the country^ 
At two o'clock the tocsin sounds, the generale 
be^t», the cannoiis fire. The chief part of th^ 
inob expect to be brought to fight against th^ 
Pni^jans, &c. and isnrpl themselves vvillingly. 
|Jat these are not the present views of the Jaco- 
bins, Marat forms a conunittee, over which he 
presides, to give his victims a mock U;iai* Robes- 
pierre^ Billaud, and CoUot, harangue tlie people 
on the subject ; inflame them ; give them money 
and strong liquors ; then lead to the prison of 
Carmes, in which are 250 priests ; the virtuous 
Archbishop of Aries, the Bishops of jBeauTai« 
and Saintes, &<u They implored the mercy cl 
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God for the assassins, whom they heard at th* 
door, and they were all nutssacred; except two 
three who escaped in the confusion. The prison^ 
of La Force and the Abbaye are the next points 
ef horror ; and here sat the ferocious committee to 
pretend affording a trial to each person. They 
admitted scarcely a word in delence. Set the 
gentleman at liberty,*' was the signal for deaihf 
and Vive la Nation,'* for pardon— seldom, how* 
ever, was the latter heard, and chiefly at ihc in- 
stance of friends and relations ainonfr the mob, who 
hoping to save, pretended to join in their ferocity, 
Montmorin and bis brother^ absolved by the tribu- 
nal, were murdered by the mob. The Minisier 
<rAbancour, majri^'tratcs, judges, authors, many 
men of first-rate talent and virtue, were massacred 
and mutilated. Sicard^ the excellent director of 
the deaf and dumb, was saved by Monnot, a watch- 
•maker, who placed himself before him and said—* 
No you will not kill the father of (he deaf and 
dumb — you shall kill me first." This preserved 
him. Th^ Princess de Lamballe was also assassin* 
nated, and shewed great firmness — her death was 
accompanied by peculiar horrors^, too shocking for 
repetition. A lew women weie saved. Instances 
of wonderful heroism were shewn by females on 
this day. 3, Roland writes and speaks against the 
anarchists with great courage. 9, The prisoners 
of . Orleans are mas?acred at Versailles^ Roland 
made the utmost efforts to preserve tliem. Deles- 
sart and Brissac were amoo£r them. The tri-co- 
loured flag was hoisted at the Temple, and pre- 
served it. The virtuous Duke de Rochefoucauh, 
the real friend of liberty, is ma^isacred in hibxcacl). 
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^hik wJth his wife and mother. Yergniaitd shews 
firmnef® and eloquence against the Convention. 

Verdua taken from the French ; Beaurepaire, the 
Commandant, re»oiving not to burvive the disgrace, 
shoots himself. Orleans obtains permission to call 
himself Mr. Egaiite.1 7, Theft of diamonds, &c. at 
fho Garde Meuble. 20, Victory of Kellermann, 
at Vahny. Deiuourier chosen Generalissimo. The 
Prussians retreat. The emigrant army is deserted.

Roland ; and in a few days after they had raised- 
him, contemplated their downfal. Mad. Roland- 
^vroLe in the name of her husband to the depart- 
ments, and endeavoured to inspire the people with, 
old Roman republican principles, in the place of 
the sanguinary disposition and the vengeance a- 
gainst royalty, that occupied most persoiib. Sh® 
succeeded in a deg^i'ee, ami re-assumed the courage 
of the Girondists. Chabot, the Capuchin, accuses 
Mad. Roland of correspon dence with £ngiand. She 
appears at the bar. By her serenity and pertinent 
queiitions she conlound^ Chabot, and all the Jaco^ 
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bins, who desire her death. She left the As. In 
triamph^ and the accuser was sharply blamed. 4, 
Talcing of Worms by Custine* 8, The siege of 
Lille raised by the Austrians.

6, De( ree that Lewis XVI. shall appear at the bar 
to reply to interroo;atories. The family had been 
variously treated at the Temple ; sometimen suffer* 
ing privations, at others, receiving some allevia- 
tion. The King bore all With patience, the Qneen, 
with dignity and affaljility combiDcd. She fulhllcd . 
admirably the duties of wife, mother, and sister. 
Madame Elizabeth, who had shewn a strong love 
of virtue and resentment at the time that the court 
gave itself up to dissipation, now incessantly 
watched and attended the family, wiioni she had 
never left in the moments of the greatest danger* 
liewis, tired of mankind, aspired to Heaven ; Ate 
encouraged him, and thus consoled herself. The 
Princess Royal was in her 1 1th year, and did all 
in her power to soiien the rigour of this situation. 
The Dauphin was not seven years of age, but ev^ 
ready to leave off playing, when he saw them in 
grief. Lewises chief occupation was to insruct his 
son. The corporation^ provoked to htid them re- 
signed, used frequent menaces ; and endeavours to 
render their situation worse. It shook not their 
constancy. The commissaries threatened to sepa- 
rate them, to see if this would have the desired 
effect ; but they were so affected by the sobs and 
tears of the Hoyal Family, they could npt do it.

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Petion had lent llie King soiue assigoats ; on these 
they lived ooost sparingly* Clery, one of \m at* 
tendants, obtained leave to share lii» mastery's pri« 
son. The Girondists affect to treat the proceedings 
airainst Lewis wtth indifFerence, confident of sav* 
ing him at a propitious moment, hy taking their 
enemies off their guard, 1 1 , Lewis XVL atteodi 
at the t)ar to hear the charges against him and to 
reply to questions. Lewis, shewed spirit, acute- 
nehs, and firmness, in his replies; one of his judges 
and questioners, wag his cousin Orleans. The 
cusations were most cruel and unjust. The roas8»- 
crcs of the 10th, were imputed to him; his very ^ 
ciiaritiea vwcrc brought against him. He was in- 
famously insulted by members on his retiring, and 
by the iqgb on his return to the Temple^ At his 
exit, the Girondists could uo longer conceal their 
anger, tanjuinas said to the As. You cannot at i 
ouifrC be the accusers and judges; and many of you ' 
have shewed a scandalous ferocity/' ' They pre- 
vailed sq far as to induce the As. to admit his de- 
fence and to chuse counsel.

Rossee, Morisson, and Bresson, in particular, make 
the most pathetic and eloquent speeches in his fa- 
vour* Vergniaud, without admitting and enume* 
rating the King's faults, made the most masterly 
appeal, and prophesied all the horrors that have' 
happened since, in consequence of his murder. 
The debates became tumultuous, and the As. defer- 
ring their decision, separated. Danton who had 
promfsed Dumouricr that he would save* the King, 
wholly neglected his word. * • * ' ' 
1 793.— Jan. 13, Tiie peoj)le of Rome assassinate 
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Basse ville^ secretary of Legation from the Jbrench 
Republic, and burn the French Academy in that- 
city. 1 5, In the N. Convention 693 persons de» 
clare Lewis culpable. The appeal to the people 
rejected on a majority of 141. 16, By 3G6 voices 
out of 721, Louis XVL is condemned to die. — 
The Jacobins induced the murderers of the 2d Sept* 
and others, to threaten the members with death, 
vrho would not vote for that of Lewis. Barrcre, 
in giving bis vote said, The Tree of Liberty 
** cannot grow without being moistened with the 
<^ bloed of Kings.*' At the Duke of Orleans' vote 
for death, a burst of indignation ran through the 
A«?. Malherbea, and the other counsel, make a 
vain effort to impress the As. with commimration. 
19, Garat, the Minister of Justice, annoonced the 
fatal sentence. Lewis looked up to Heaven. He 
is assured from tlie Convention that they will take 
care of his family, of whom he takes leave \ and 
history furnishes not a more heart»rending scene.* 
Mr« Kdgewortbf an Irish priest, whom be had 
named, was allowed him as confessor. 21, Lewis 
had slept well; Clery and Edgeworth, watching 
by bimt Santerre, and an execrable priest, J aque^ 
Rouse appear. Lewis arrived with great firmness 
to the. scaffold, and said to the people, ^ French* 
men, I die innocent; I pardon my enemies,'' — 
I hope 7ny death" — Here Santerre ordered the 
4rums to beat, and the voice of Lewis was heard 
|io more. He was beheaded in the Place Lewis XV« 
Most of the respectable inhabitants of Paris shot 
themselves up in their houses to mourn; they could 
not save hiin. Some unfeeling persons danced for 
joy m the etreetfiy JUewi^ yvap 39 years of age^ 
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and \mA ^igified 6ix;teeii and an half. ThMliai^ic- 

ter of Lewis is so. fully developed in his various ♦ 
actions already related, that it is only necessary to 
add, in general 4«rnis, the effect theae have pro- 
duced on the minds of the most impartial of hif bio* 
grapliers. They have decided that, as a man, he 
possessed sco^rcely an error; as a King, many. His 
ijrresolution on points that concerned his people^ 
(anxious as he ever was for their welfare^) was 
productive of results the most fatal to them, and (o 
lumself ; and his desire, that his ^\ ill should be 
ike sole guide of Parliament in the early part of 
. lua reigtti tboogh an arbitrary sentiment, was only 
insisted upon from that same anxiety for die hap* 
piness of his subjects; the parliament being com- 
posed of corrupt and unprincipled men. Thus, his 
two prominent &ttits as a Sovereign, ilvere blended 
with his virtues. He shewed many instances of 
extraordinary fortitude and presence of niiud, an 
atiachment to the arts and sciencp^^, a distaste for 
expensi ve pleasures, and a love of virtue.

Dumourier arrests the Commis- 
missioners, and Boumonville, and tbresiensto take 
Paris. He is outlawed, and lOOyOOO crowiw 
are offered to whomsoever will bring him to the 
Convention alive or dead.

August 1 , The mcui houses, forests and crops. 
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in La Vendee to be destroyed^ and the women and 
children taken lo another part of France. The 
Convention denounce the conduct of the English 

government. Marie Antoinette, lo appear before 
.the revolutionary tribunal.. 3, Marat^s hideous 
image placed in various parts of the town, and a 
monument raised to him. Sixty-three deputies are 
arrested. 7, Mr. Pia declared enemy of the ha- 
man race. There shall be no longer any Acade- 
• niics. 12, All suspicious people to be arrested* 
Under this law, the Mountain tyrannized over ail 
France, appointed revolutionary committees in 
every town and village, and 48 iw Paris, who keep- 
ing ail the low rascals in pay, become the terror of 
respectable families. 18, Lyons blockaded by the 
Jacobin army. 23, All citizens unmarried, from 
18, to 25. are obliged to join the army. 27, Exe- 
cution of General Custine. 

Sept. 5, All priests to be expelled. 7, All the 
bankers arrested. 1 1 , Kellerman discharged. The 
siege of Dunkerque raised. J 2, All ci-devant nobles 
to go to their respective municipalities in eiglit 
days. 1 4, The Municipalities charged to cultivate 
the estates of the citizens who fight on the frontiers. 
1 6, Gen. Iloussillon^ announces that La Vendue 
will be perfectly destroyed in eight days. 17, AH 
persons relating false news, shall be punished as 
conspirators. 21, All women to wear the tri-co- 
lourcd cockade. 22, The French beaten at Per^ 
pignan.

Oct. 5^ The Fronch pra to count from 22d Sept. • 
1792. 8, The £ast India Company suppressed* 
9f BeauTaiS) representative of Toulon, being as- 
mssinated by the English, (who took the town), it 
is decreed that all (he Enfrlish shall be arrested and 
suffer ten year^ imprisonment in chains, their pro- 
perty be seized, aod all their merchandise prohi- 
bited. Entry of the republican troops into Lyons. 
10, Paris to be provisioned for one year. 12, 
Decree that the city of J^vons be desfroyed, 16, 
During the three last months, Marie Antoinette 
had suffered encreaaed torments and privations. 
Her son had been taken from her, and consigned to 

tiie care of Simon, a shoemaker; who, it is said, 
wai* ordered to pive him pvery kind of food that is 
destructive to the health of children, that by indi- 
gestion, and other diseases, his life might termi- 
nate. The Queen was ordered to take a final leave 
of Mad. Elizabeth, and of the Princess Royal, and 
to quit the Temple. They placed her in the Con- 
otergerie, (a prison for the lowest criminals), in a 
room in which two sotdieni constantly remained. 
On being interrogated at the tribunal, she found 
many persons were brought forward as witnesses 
against her ; most of them taken from the prisons; 
and it was soon made sufficiency apparent* that if 
they accused her, they would be saved. TheConvenni 
lion wish her also to become an accuser of liaiily 
and La Fayette, whom she always disliked; but 
she would say nothing against them. The revolt- 
ing questions and accusations that followed, are not' 
of a nature to be repeated.- Her extreme compo* 
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sure, oil all points that did npt tihock her modestyi 
violcRtly enraged her judges. On this day she 
suffered death, and jiever ceased^ bSr tranquillity; 
but sIjc was a piteous spectacle on her way t(^lhc 
scaffold. Her once beautiful hair^ had'^^ed 
white with grief; she was obliged toSialk^thS^gh 
•a crowd, who shouted all maoDer of grogB imj^eeai* 
tions ; and when arrived, saw the end of her.|ofer- 
inn^s with joy. 17, Cobourg defeated h\ jJurdap, 
at VVatignies. 24, An alteration of th4;jiaj[es and 
division of the months decreed. .Entra^of the 
French troops into Spain. 29, Barrere amiouBces 
tiic defeat of the four armies of Charette, Jolly, 
Savin, and Duclcs, the Royalists, by 1200 RepuD- 
4icans. 31, Brissot, Vergniaud, Gensonne, La^ 
source, Fauchet and their friends, were on this day 
beheaded : and thus fell men of the first talent, vir- 
tue, patriotibin, and consequence, then remaining 
in France. Some among them possessed not these 
qualifications; and they were all Rtspublicans. — 
This was a day of mourning for theiir leaders, Ro" 
land and his vife; deeply susceptible as they were 
of friendship and of enthusiasm in their cause! — 
Yergniaud's last speech before his judges, was one* 
of the noblest ever uttered ; and took from them, 
for a time, the power of speaking«^Bat it was no 
appeal to their clemency; not one of the sufferers 
implored for mercy. On hearing the sentence of 
death they all embraced each x4her, and true to the 
first object of their heart, tkey cried— Vive la 
Republique Valae^shot himself before the tri- 
bunal. — At their execution the corpse of Valaze, 
their ctiinpanion. \ml^ placed by their side, — Girey 
Duprey soon fullowed, and is celebrated for the 
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spirit of his replies, and ^idmimtioii of the Oiron-^ 

dists, though he knew the declaration must h(» falal. 
To the aslonishaient oi every one, their chici per- 
secutor, Robespierre, defended them ; this was a 
stroke of policy to reeoncile all parties to Mm, if 

possible. 

•* Nov. 5, Resolution of the Convention to wear 
each a red cap. 6, Execution of the Duke oi Or- 
lf»m$. He had long been in prison at Marseilles, 
and was brought back to Paris. His defence was 

but feeble ; it could not be otherNvise, and he owed 
his death to his old friend Robespierre ; the Duke 
smiled when he heard his condemnatioD. He de- 
sired to reteive death inmiediately. He betrayed 
no fear at the scaffold; and braved the bitter scoffs 
of that people, of whom he had once been the para- 
syte and the idol. 7, Abjuration of the Christian 
religion, by Godet, Archbishop of Paris, his grand 
Ticars, and the other bishops of the Republic ; and 
of Julian of Thoiilouse, the Protestant minister; rJl 
deputies to the Convention. A mode of worship 
to be substituted. 8, A national institution of 
music to be formed. 40, The church of Notre 
Dame to be called the Temple of Reason, and 
Alad. Momoro, an old courtizan, the Goddess of 
that Temple. Execution of Mad. Roland (her 
husband had fled). In prison she wrote her Me- 
moirs, a monument of the strength of her mind, of 
its elegance, and noble sentiments, llcr defence 
was one of the most eloquent tiiat had been hoard. 
In a few days after her death, her husband was 
found murdered on the road to Rouen. Thas 
ended those two mistaken characters; who had 
reigned over Fraiice, for a short time, with bril* 
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limey and roman viitoe. Some of the fugitive de- 
puties perished at Bourdeaux. Guadet and his 

friends; had lived some months in a subterraneous 
passage belonging to the estate of his sister, wiio 
chieflly fed them* At a time of scarcity, she and 
their retreat, were discovered ; and she perished 
with them on the scaffold. Petiou trying to hide 
himself, was torn to pieces by wolves ; Barbaroux 
. also found nearly dead, was killed by one of the 
numerous assassins in pay. Louvet had long par* 
ticipated the subterraneous asylum. He has writ- 
ten his interesting adventures; his wife at length 
effectually concealed and saved him. II, Bailly, 
(first) Mayor of Paris beheaded. Lebron, ex* 
minister, was condemned to die; also Claviere, 
another ex-minister, who stabbed himself in prison; 
as did his w ile at her house. Duport Dutertre, 
the ex-chancellor, and Barnave, (one of the most 
eloquent men of the age) both sincere Patriots, suf- 
fered about this time. — The forcible orator Cazales, 
Lallytolendal, Mounier, Maiouet, and others, 
equally respected, escaped. 14, The honors of the 
Pantheon decreed to tho d^teeased Marat. The 
learned Marquis of Condorcel, found disguised, 
was thrown into prison, and poisoned himself.— 
Chapelier, returned to France, was arrested and 
beheaded. 16, ^General Bouchard beheaded, al« 
though he bad just gaiued a victory at Valenciennes. 
His only emotion seemed the stupefaction of ex* 
treme astonishment. About this time also, the good 
Lamourette, Bishop of Lyons, was executed. 17, 
Manuel beheaded. 25, Mirabeau*s body expelled 
from the Pantheon, and replaced by MaratV 
Dec. 4| AH printing-offices put in requisition for 
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the prtnting of the Convention. 5, Rabaut de St* 
£tiienne beheaded. He was one of the warmest 
and aUesi supporleni of limited monarchy; 8, 
Madame Dab&rry (mistress of Louis XV.) be* 
headed.— Once a great tyrant, she was little regret- 
ted; &he died screaming and in despair. 19, Too* 
Ion taken from the English by General Dugom- 
inier, assisted by Napoleon Buonaparte, then 24 
years of age (ITySj, who had the command of the 
artillery, and shewed great skill, 24, Approbation 
of all the measures taken by the Commissioners at 
liyons, wher6 they massacred many hundreds of 
the inhabitants. 85^ Generals Hoche and Pichegru 
distinguish themselves greatly. Hoche defeats the 
Duke of Brunswick at Griesberg, and pursues him 
with avidity. 27$ Gen. Wurmser driven from the 
lines of Wissembourg and Lauterbourg, wUch are 
taken by the Frencli General, Dessaix. 28, Landau 
retaken by General Pichegru. The Prussians are 
driven out of Alsace. Danton returns from his 
retreat in the country. The pretended ccmtinnanoe 
of Robespierre's friendship and offers of protection , 
terrify him. Danton, however, was obliged to 
join him, and a committee of clemency wan formed 
at his request.

1794. — Jan. 3, General Luckner, and Custine^ 
jun. beheaded ; the latter for the zeal he shewed to 
save his lather« 21 > The anniversary of the death 
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of Lewis X VI. celebrftted, 22, The tcee of liberty 
to be planted thrmighout the republic. 

Feb. 1, Ail fortified castles in the interior to be 
demolished. 4, The abolition of the slavery of 
the negroes. 5, Pichegru to be Generalissimo of 
the Northern army. 

March 24, Execution of the in&moiis Heberl; 
of General Ronsin^ A. Cloots, and others. 31, 
Danton and some of his party arrested, llobes- 
pierre had the nirrht before spent the evening with 
him, and received his. confidence and advice as to 
their mutual plans ; when he accused Danton be 
«aid he greatly loved hitn» but -he loved his country 
more. 

April 3, Execution of Danton, Camille Des- 
moulins, Lacroix, Chabot, the brothers Frey, Getxe^ 
ral Westennan, HeraultdeSecbe)Ie<=;, Ph^Iippeaux, 
and Fabre d'Eglantine. 19, Gobet, Archbishop 
of Palis, and Madame Camille Desmoulins, a^d 
others, beheaded. She died with great pleasure to 
follow h^r husband. 22, Malherbes, the worthy 
aged ex-minister, and Thouret, one of the most 
eloquent of men, were executed. — Malherbe?, who 
had returned to his family, was so highly respected 
in his old age, even by most of the tyrants, that he 
was thought secure ; but he and his family had hid 
an emigrant; they all (females included^ perished 
on the scaffold. 28, Count d'Estaaig beheaded. 
He was one of the greatest naval commanders 
France could boast. 

May 10, Madame Elizabeth, the King^s sister, 
was torn from the wretched orphan Princess, whose 
mind she was cultivating, and to whom she still 
proved some protection. The accusations agaiast

ners to be taken. 

June 1, A martial school formed in the Champ 
de Mars. Robespierre read a tedious account of 
Us religious principles, ending with the' proposal 
that France do acknowledge a Supreme Being and 
the iinuiortality of the souL 8, Fete in hunur of 
the Supreme Being, It wiis from thi** time to the 
STth July that the greatest number of murders took 
place* In Paris, about sixty persons were execu«» 
ted daily ; and in other parts of the kingdom the 
carnage was equally great. At Arras, under the 
orders of Joseph Leboi^^ at Orange, under those 
oC AAaignet. Ten tliousand persons crowded tba 
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prisons in Paris. Maignet caused 15000 people 
to be kilicd in the department of Vaacluse 
md its Ticioity, in fonr months. IS, Decree, 
that all France shall rejoice, because Hen rjr Ami- 
raPs attempt to assassinate Collot failed, Collot 
had been a player and an author^ and because the 
people of Lyons condemned one of his plajs, he 
<;aused many hundreds of them to be slain, wheoT 
he was in power, 15, Execution of Catherine 
* Th^os, a visionary and impostor, who called her- 
self the Mother of Adam ; and Dom Gerle, a. 
member of the first Assembly, who ^teconded 
her, was also beheaded, with the Marchio-* 
ness de Chastenais. 25, Defeat of Clairfait, (the 
Austrian General), near Deynse. 25, Battle of 
Fleurns.— AH kind of grain of this hanrest, to 
be seized for the army and for the republic* 27, 
Decapitation of Noailles de Mouchy, a Marshal 
<>f Franco, aged 79 ; he had been the brave de- 
fender of the King iu moments of danger from the 
aiob. Marshal Brogliey and iiinguet^ a faiwyer, ' 
shared his fate« 

July 10, Taking of Brussels by the French, 
aikd various other towns. 27, There had been* 
vast commotion in the Convention lately, and' 
most of the members aimed secretly at the de» 
Struction ef Robespierre. He also desirc^s t heirs ; 
and particularly that of his coHeaguf^s in the ad- 
mioistratioD, Carnot, Lindet, and Prieur ; whO| 
detesing his crimes, are heartily tired of him; 
Tallien is to begin the attack. St. Just defends 
him. Robespierre had lately given himself up 
to much delmuchery and drunkenness in the' 
b>MSss and parks of those whom he had beheaded' 
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It was, howeTer, not publicly; for ia Pbris Ro* 
llespierre affected the same austerity and con- 
tempt of magnilicence as ever.

Aguesseau, Henry d', born 1668, at LimogeFf 
rendered bimtelf iUaetrious by his virtaes^ bis 
wisdom, his works, and his eloquence* In 1718 
he became chancellor a second time, and long held 
the office with the utmost credit tc himself, and 
benefit the nation. Ue took upon himself th« 
administration of the hospitals, which were greatly 
improYed through his bencTolcnce aud sagacious 
measures. He died 1151. 
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Aiembert) John d% born at Paris, a phir 
losopher, matbematictan, aod author. After at- 
tempting various profeHsions* he devoted himself to 

the sciences in s^eneral ; and aUerwards wrote hia 
cciebidied work:^ entitled Philosophical Mi>cel- 
lanies/^ and flemems ol .Phitasojiiiy/^ He was 
an enemy to Cbristianityf and projected his En- 
cyclopedia as a means of dimjnishiiig its influence* 
lie died 1783. 

Audreo«Hy, Anthony, Count, a general of extra- 
prdinary intrepidity. Among other distinguished 
actions,' having been or<fered by Buonaparte to 
Miform hinis<'ll if the Lysonio were fordabie, he 
lLre^v himself into that rlTcr, and passed and re- 
passed it on foot. In £gypt he was entrusted 
i»U\k scieatifip eaqwriesy a^d in %SOi vf9» ap* 
poiated anbanaiior horn the first Gooeoi to Sag- 
land, and conducted himself with wisdom and 
dignity. He has written some e§teepaed works, 
attractive froqi their novelty and the accuracy oS 
his remarks* Memoira in £g} pt, drc* Lewis 
XVIIL recalled him from his embassy at Cm^ 
stanimople, and presented him with the cross of 
St* Lewis* On the return ol Buo. he was made 
a peer, which honor he relinquished at the restorar 
tion of the King, and he now lives in retirement* 
He has a brother, a general of brigade. 
• Arena, Bartlu !emy, a deputy from Corsica, of 
a temper to uppcwe; he denounced Delassart, the 
IMinitter m the revolutioii; eonMided Agmislf 
Pme\h, in hie native conntry; against^ Memir, of 
pousey, the Director in Paris: and attempted, it 
^ saidf to stab Buo* in the Council of a| 
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Cloud. He escaped all the ^rests made, put 
agftinst hiiD, and Itires in Italy. 

Aubert, John Lewis, an Abbe, and one of the 
best informed men and first of critics at the close 
of the eighteenth century. On his bust ^^as 
written Pa^ qnrckly on, fdr he bites.^' He 
vtrote P»yeh4, a poem. Moral Tales, and ipvas 
editor of the French Gazette. Hits fables rank 
next to those of La F'ontaine. 

Augereao, Marshal, Duke Castigiione^was the 
son of an artisan in Pai^is, became a private in the 
^rmy serving in Italy, then a fencing master at 
Naples, from which h« v\as driven by disturb- 
ances, entered as volunteer in the French army ot' 
iltaly, and by his yalaor and understanding rose to 
ihe rank of General. After many admirable ae^ 
tions he rushed on the bridge of Lodi, 7ih May, 
1796, which he forced, and performed feats of 
heroism, which, though soccessfoU were some* 
tiiiies considered as rash. During the sovereignty 
of Buo. he added to his laurels, and subsequently 
lived on his very fine estate, near Melun, where 
he died rich in 1816, leaving no family. 

Augustin, — , the most admirable of 

French painters in miniature. He now riasides 4t 
No. 25, Rue Crojx des petits Champs. 

13a beau f, a silly enthusiast in politics, who whe 
arrested for a conspiracy against government^ 
wrote to the Directoi^, Do you consider it be- 
neath you to treat with me as from one power to 
another? Whether I am conducted to death or 
banishment, I am certain of immortality.^' When 
^condemned to death, he and his accomplice,, 
d'Arth^) miAtA themsdmi tSih May^ 1797. 
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Bacciochi, Feiix and Eliata, Prince and 
Princess of Juucca. Eiiza, one of (he sisters of 
Buo. 19 ft fioe wotoaQ, and becatne the nosl 
splendid ornament of the Imperial Court. Her 
equipages, establishments, and entertainments 
were truly sumptuous and tasteful. Her husband 
(oi a poor but noble lamilyj has now accompanied 
her in her exile to Trieste, little regretting the 
loss of his hi^h honors which never sat well upon 
him. He endcavourh to allay the bittcrnc&r. of her 
fate by an excessive com pTaisance. They live in^ 
much splendour, and Arrighi^ Duke of Padua 
and other refugees, are with them. 

Bailly, John Sylvain, born in Paris, 1736, a 
profound philosopher, a man of science, a learned 
astronomer, an active politicaint and a truly ami- 
able character* He was member of the three first 
academical bodies in France, and exposed the il- 
lusion of magnetism, then becoming fashionable. 
In 1789 he was nominated President of the Assem- 
bly of the States General, and collected the As- 
sembly that met in the Tennis' Court in defiance 
of the King and his evil counsellors. Appointed 
Mayor of Paris, he assisted La Fayette in endea*. 
vouring to defend the King from the Terrorists, 
and fell a sacrifice to his z^, being beheaded by 
Robespierre^s party 1 1th Nov* 1793* He ran to 
the scaffold and died with great courage. 

Barb^ Marbois, Count, Governor of St. Do- 
mingo, and afterwards Mayor of Metz. He was 
ever desirous of moderate measares, and in conse^ 
quence became the companion of Barthelemy, 
when he was transported tu Guiana, but recaUe4 

by Uuo« was nominated Minister of the Treasury* 
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He has written several elegant works* An £s- 
Kay on the means of inspiring Virtue/' ** Socrates 
in a Delirium,'^ &c* He advised the expulsion 
i>f from the throne, anid remaining faithful to 
•the Bourbond, enjoys a high reputation fo^ pro* 

' BarnaTe, Anthon}'. This distinguished barris-. 
t^ff W hesrittg the first assassination in the revolu- 
tlM <^4>ndemned, exclaimed, Is then the blood 

which flows so pure that a few drop? of it may not 
be shed After much violence on the other side, 
he inclined towards the King, and was executed 
S9lh Nov. 1798. He had moch grace in diction, 
and sagacity in analysis. Mirabeau said of him. 
It is a young tree which will mount high, if 
fiuiered to grow/^ By marriage he became very 
fidu 

Baron, Michel, borti ftt Paris, 1652, the^Gar* 

rick of France; and in some estimation as a dra* 
inatic writer. His vanity was such that he said^ 

Once in a century we may dee a Caesar, but 
8000 years are not sufficient to produce a Baron/^ 
He died at Paris, 1720. 

Barras, Paul Viscount de. It was a saying in 
Provence, As noblo as the Barras, who are ajs 
Mcient as the rockft of Prov'eace/* He possessed 
a good fortune, moderate abilities and information, 
and resided latterly at Urussels. After passing 
through a variety of dangerous adventures, and ex- 
IHbhing some degr^ of enidty, he was elected a 
Director, in which srtnatioh he shewed much firm- 
ness^ and advanced Buo, by whom he was ulti- 
Biately advjsed to banish himself. He lias since 
|-etired| but lives in ^luch splepdpur. He i^ no^ 
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(Th!ifTrd^ as one of ike Re^^cides^ to avoid returmilg 
lo France. 

Barrere, Bertrandf one of tbe exiled Regi- 
rides, was bom «t Tarbeft of a cespectable family:, 

was called to the bar and distinguished for clcgaol 
and floiving language, though too fond ofi^ntithe^ 
jiis» AVas elected a Deputy to the States-Generai ; 
and edited in Paris a journal called ^ The Break 
of Day became a zealous Jacobin, defended the 
massacres, and when Brissot wished to defer the 
trial of JLewis XVI, exclaimed, The tree of 
liberty can never grow till watered wttb tbe blood 
of a tyrant.^ Barrere used to observe thai none 
but the dead could be trusted. In 1 797 he was 
expelled the Legislative Body, Buo. shewed him 
spme £aror# He wrote many volumes during kis 
exile. Among others^ he translated YoungV 
Viglit Tboughtii. 

Barth, John, born at Dunkirk, 1651. Tbfsce* 
Icbrated mariner, from being the son of & Asl^ermas, 
became an Admiral, through hi^ intrepidity a^d 
judgment. He destroyed 86 English merckaBt 
&hip5, landed at Newotstle, returned with prixes 
worth 500,000 crowns, and performed many olher 
extraordinary actions. He died at Dunkirk» i102> 
•fter being ennobled. 

Bartbelemy, John Abb^, bern at Gssis 171 6. 
This eminent writer was chiefly admired for biji 

Travels of Anacharsis." He was with difficuky 
persuaded to accept several pensions^ which he 
employed in benefitting others. He was tbe ofMK 
inent of his age, the delight of his friends, and the 
fctay of his family. He died I 79 

Barthclcmj) Francis County owed Ki^ educaiiun 
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Co bis unde^ the Abb6, and became Ambassador to 
SwedM, England, and Prussia. In 1797 hewaS' 
mned Director, shortly after, ^as banished to 
Cayenne, where he nearly perished by disease, but 
escaped to England. He possesses good abilities^ 
Moeh probity, and but a narrow fortune* Buo.. 
excluded him from the last list of Imperial Peers* 
He is iiichided in the present Parliament. 

Bayie, Peter^born at Le Carlat^ 1647, an emi- 
sent phitosophen His Historical and Critical 
Dictionary, obtained great applause throughout 
Europe. He died at Rotterdam, 1706. 

Beauharaois, Aiexaiider Viscount de, possessed 
agreeable talents and elegant manners^ He adf 
ailed » limited mooarcbyv and became a general 
in the revohition, but was broup:ht to trial by the 
Jacobins, and was executed 23d July, 1794. — 
Through zeal for the federation^, he worked at the 
Ohamp de Mars, harnessed to the same cart as Sieyes. 
Tbe Btnpress Josephine was his wife. 

Beauharnois, Eugene, son of the preceding, is 
greatly esteemed ior his moderation in prosperity,^ 
ipirit in difficulties, and brarery in the field. Afr 
the son*in4aw of Buo. be became a French Prince 
and Viceroy of Italy. He married Princess Au- 
gusta of Bavaria, wa:^ a membor of the Congrf^s 
of Vienna, and now resides at Munichi where he 
enjoys the highest honors and distinction. 

Beaomarehais, Peter de, bom at Paris, 1732. 
This comic writer was the son of a watchmaker, 
and became extremely rich. He was a courtier 
and a wtt, and his Marriage of Figaro,^^ though 
a comedy that poesesses no ^reat share of merit, has 
been translated into mo»i of (he langUiigcA oi Eu 
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rope. He pas^^d throu^ii sftveral vicissUg4^ ioi 
life, aad lost mngh of his acquired fortune throi^b 
the revolution. |Ie once mmle a patriotic d^Aalietv 

of 12,000 francs. His only, real talent was in the 
management of intrigue, both iu life ajQ4 ill hx»i 
\vritiug9. He died at Paris 1799* 

Beltoy, du, born 1727^ ^ dramti&ft .and aclor of 
celebrity. He performed in Russia, and his works, 
in six vols, printed in France, are esteemed. Hia 
Titus, Zelmira, and tk^ SiiegQ of CaUis^ ^re pieoea 
that gained him the most applaa^* ii» dieil 
1775. • . 

Bcnseradc, Isaaq de, bora at Lion la Foret, 1612,. 
a^vit, possessing the art of niakiiit^ verses with sin- 
gular rapidity, ^lUQpthae^ft, and paiak Died 9k 
<}entillv,1691. 

Bernadin de St. Pierre, James, a seiieiVe, ele- 
gant, and iasci Hilt ing writer.^ Hi^ studies of Na-, 
ture, and Paul and Virginia, ar« in aii haudii in 
almost every nation. 

Bernadotte, Marshal, Charles J^ha, Pfiace of 
Ponte Corvo, since King of Sweden, was born at. 
Pan, in Beam, and becara© a s^erjeant, but bis ta** 
lents, activity, and bravery, advanced hiin to tha 

highest milit^Fy r^^nk*. Was ambas^^^r to Viena^ 
from Buo. with whom he was a favonFite, aad who^ 

advanced his fortunes, until he was raised to the 
extraordinary station of heir to the throne of 
Sweden ; and continuesi in the gppd graceP) not 
only of the i^wedes, but pf all the sovereigns af 
Europe, notwithstanding the downjal of his greal 
patron. He shewed much^energy as war niini:3ter 
to the Directory ii^ l^aris, and is one of tjie, mo^il 
spirited characters now living. He married the 
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daughter of a Genoese merchant, n^med Ciary, sis- 
ter to the wife of Joseph Buonaparte, aiid resides 
^ StockholiDy occasiooally visiting Norway^ of 
w }iich I^e loo](: poamak)^ ia 1814. On the 6th 
of February he ^igcended the throne of Sweden. 
His Wife decliniDg ff^g^l bpl^udor, lives ai X^aris 
la retirement. 

Bernard, Peter, admired for the seductive epi- 
curianiiim of his poetry. His light operas pocaeaa 
merit. He died 1776. 

Bernis,Fraiicis Cardinal, bora at Jj^larcci de 1 Ar- 
^ech^,' 1715, was iodehted (0$ his rise in church and 
state to M^kftfkoie de F^^mpadour. in 1 768, he was 
minister for foreign a&irs to Lewis XV. dii^ 
graced and recalled : he lived at Rome in splendour 
And hospitality, till tlu^ revolution deprived him of 
, his fortune, w^^n he Ojhtaineii a pension from the 
Pope, and died Rpw^, 1 194, He wrote poems 

Berqtiin, A mold, of BQvrdea.ux. — His Idylls-* 
fMe full of grace ^nd ^ep^biliiy, attd his ^* Chil« 
dren^s Kriend'^ has acquired 4Lcircttiati<m ttireugh* 
out Europe. He was for spvie tune editor of the 

JJonitJ^ur. 

Beftliier, Aiexaq.dcr, Maj'shal aiul Prince of 
W^ram, fo^g^t wi^h JLiafayede in America, be- 
c^i^e the bfPPFP ^ieod of Buo^ and in 17S18 eom^ 
inander in chief q{ t^ic army of Italy, where he 
Apposed the Pope, and orgauized a consular go- 
verni^ient. Ab a d^plomj^tist, ^ statesman, and a 
soldi^9 i^^y^d a conspicuous^ pari, and with 
considerable ability* Married to a daughter of 
ihe King of Bavaria, he retired to Bamberg, af- 
(er the aVd^tion of 11 uo. aud wheilier from de« 
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pre€;sion of spirits at the overthrow of his master, 
•r frommny other mental disorder, he threw him- 
self oat of the window of his palace, one of his 
little children vainly attempting to prevent him^ 
and was killed. 8th June. 1815* His widow 
ipesides in ^er father'*s Nonunions. 

Bertrand, Count, Marshal of the pafaee. Bit 
parents were of the tntddle chss, and respectable. 
He entered the army at an early age, and i^oon dis- 
tinguishing himself, was made general of brigade* 
Buo. became his fr fend^ and Bertraod assisted aA 
bis fMlh>n*s military designs by ^skiH and bra- 
very. He followed Buo, to Elba, and to St. Helena, 
and left a number of debts in Paris unpaid. His 
constant attachmeat to bis master, and his valour, 
are his best lealnres, and bis wife who led in the 
(ashionable circles, accompanied him in his exile. 

Bertrand de Moleville, minister of the marine, 
to Lewis XVL and his constant triend, escaped ta 
Ixuidon, and published in 15 voL a history of the 
retroluttbn, which has been translated into Bnglishs 
and is considered valuable^ 

Bessieres, Marshal, Duke of Istria, born at 
Pressac, 1 769. From a common soldier he be» 
Cftme a general in iEgypt, through his seal »n4l 
▼alour* He contributed uiuch to the election of 
Buo. as hrst consul, performed brilliant actions at 
Austerlits, at Jena, and more pafticdarly at 
Eyiau ; but in the disastrous campaign in Samny 
in 1813, he was mortally wounded on the l-st May. 
His infant son is created a peer. His brother^ 
little less emint*nt as a soldier^ a Baron, and a 
Marshal of the Camp, baa been granted the crosv 
of Sl Lewis by the present kii^. A third bi a- 
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Cyer^nsmed Julian, and several of his numerous 
xeJatives, enjoy nuliiary and civic honors, 

BiHaud*Varennesy a mofik^ born at Paris^ was 
of ibe mofit sangainary tyrants of the revoltt* 
laoD* A Itiiougb the ml i mate friend of Robespierre, 
and a participator in all his vil!ain?es il* 
powerfie was the first to denounce his ccmdjotor* 
when he found hiH interest wonld thus be advanced* 
s&iter this, when more moderation prevailed^ be 
caJied for the ^^wakii>sr of the lion,'^ and \TouId 
have resumed bis aii i^citres had fie not been banish- 
ed to Guiana^ in 1795. In 1797 he ms still 
there, and might have been almost mistaken for 
one ef the wild benst, whose ferocity be had al- 
>va.js imitated^ He amused h}m?eTi' in brir/«^infr 
up parrots* Ue is tlie last oi the first c}as& of 
femkitionarx monsters* Bavrd, Bar^re, Vouehd, 
and even' Tallien, are a step beneath him in atro«» 
city^ Biiiaud i.^ fjow ia America. 

Btanchardt Francj^s, an Aeronaut, has perform* 
ed && ascents with snccess^ and once rose at Rouen 
wiA 1 ft peraorn in «n atrial fleel^nnd deseended 

i7 miks beyond- 

JBoileau, De^preaux Nicholas, born at Paris 
1636,. an admirable poet and satirist. He neglected 
tfie-lMr,.to which be w*as bred ; ba% by bis writings, 
l^ined the favor of Lewis XI V» through whom^ 
mid tUrough learned societies, be obtained honors, 
and a competency. Died at Pans, 

Boissy d'Anglast Francis Count, a barrister, 
md, formerW uiaitre d^hotel to-I^wis XVIIl- 
whea simply jMon&ieor. He became a moderate 
lepubiican, and wished to have preserved Lcntis 
XVI* As the Comptrokier of Frovisinnii iat 

H d 2 
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Paris, he was frequently in danger of losing 
life at the times uf searcity. Buo. recalled 
sentence for his transportation, and he baa been 
complimeuted with many of the honors of Ae 
Empire. He is a man of great courage and pre- 
sence of mind, eiyoys the &vor of Lewis XVIIL 
andy though his cmdiict oh the return of Boo. weft 
equivocal, he remains a peer of Friknce. 

Bompard, Adtniral, a man of tho uiniost intre- 
pidity. When he was taken off Kiilaia by the 
English, they sent him back on his parole throig|k 
their respect for his coul-age. He retired to in 
iiative town, Bagnols. 

Bontemps, Madame, boru at Paris 1718, trSAS^ 
lated Thomson^s Seasons with fidelity and* ^ 
^nce. Died at Paris, 1 768. 

Borghese, Prince and Princess, Paulina, a 
>eiater of Buo. man ied General Leclerc, who, 
<iying at St. Domingo, she gave her hand IS 
Prince Camilkis, the ion of the cefehrated Prince 
Bore^hese, the modem Italian MeesBtum. Camii^ 
lu? gave many proofs of attachment to Buo. by his 
'valoui jn the French army, Paulina is a beao- 
iifut bat profligate, woifian« and the Prmee, has 
repudiated hen He deserted the cause of Buo. 
in 1814, and shewed no fickleness on the £tt* 
peror^s return. Paulina lives at Home. 

Bosio^ a sculptor of the first celebrity. His p^ 
fbrmance of Hercules excited great admiratiiflU 
He now Jives at the Palais des Arts, in Paris. 

Bossuet, James), of Dijon, bishop oi MeaUX^ 
born 1 627. One of the most eloquent men the 
world has produced* His funeral orations twf* 
ia particular B|iienJid and affecting. He wrote a 
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ifisrotirse on universal hi&torj', and entered into 
ft controxersy with the Prolestanls. He died 1 704* 

Boufflerst Leivis, Duke of, born 1644, a 
Biarsbah ^ You are of more valne than 10,000 
Wen,** sard the En^.rligh to him, when he was taken 
at Namur; and observed, that hU garrisoB oughl 
to be detained rather than hifmself* For hm cx* 
plbits^ Tide Chron. Died at Fontatubleaii 171 K 

BoogainviUe* Count de. Admiral, boni^at Paris, 
1730, celebrated for his vovage round the woild^ 
and elected IT.R.S. of London, as well as enjoying 

possible respect atid honors in France. 
Lraver;, constant attachment to Lewis X\ f. 
and his literary abilities, procuif d lum the I'steiuvi 
ot the worM- He wrote es8»ys> poems, and other 
successfn! worls. Died at Locbcs 181 K 
' Botiille, Marquis de, a general. He opposed 
the revolut!OT)ary innovators, and tissisted LewH^. 
XVI, to escape ; became a volunteer under tlie 
Prince de Cond^, and died in London in 1800. 
His* mfmofrs of tiie revolution are exceedingly in^^ 
tereifting. * 

BoiiiiloB, Philip de la tour d'Auvcrgne, Piince 
de^ born at St*HiUary, in Jersey, and appointed 
an Engli?^ commodore. The Prince, a descend- 
ant of the ^j:r'^ir Turenne, was conlirmed in his 
principality la 1814, and is attached to the house 
of Bourbon. 

' Bourdaloue, a Jesnit, born at Bourges, 1 632. 

He wa? considered an excellent model for preach- 
ers, and WHS greatly esteemed by Lewis XI 
His sermons, in 16 vol. arc considered excellem« 
He died at Paris, 1704. 

Houllbngne, Lewis, an hrstorical painter, born

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^ P^8 1 609« His piece of Aogofltns shotting 

the temple of Janus sbcvvs great jydgmeat and 
taste* He died 1674. * 

Bourdotinaye, Bernard dc la» borel69d, equally 
celebrated^ for abilities in the nuKrine and in com* 
inerce. He took Madras from the English in 1 T46, 
and acquired so large a fortune, thai on his return 
U) France be became the victim of jealously and 
suspicion, was confined in the Bastile, and, though 
4d6c]ared innocent and released, he died of grief in 

Bourdon, Sebastian, born at JMontpelier 1616, 
an admirable portrait, historical, and landscape 
painter. Was t|ie first president of the French 

academy of painling and sculpture, but quitted 
France on account of his reli^^iou^ opinions. He 
was patronized at the court of Christina, Queen 
of Sweden, and died 1662. 

Boiirsault, Edmund, born at Mussy L^Ereqae 
1638, died at Montlu^on 1701. Hi<5 dramatic 
writiugs, and his romances under the name of 
Babet, are held in esteem. 

Boyaval, one of the vilest wretches of the re« 
volution. " The first person, said he, who gives 
nie a cross look, I will send to the Conciergerie,V 
He was kept by a rich woman in Paris, and paid 
the forfeiture of his crimes on the scaffold, 1 795, 
a^j^ed but 26 years. He u^vd to boast of the num- 
ber of bis victims, and made out libts of those who 
were to be sacrificed. 

Bpancas, Duke de, early desired a moderate re- 
form. Now nearly 80 years of age. he is occu- 
pied in abstruse and profound studies, although 
jin his youth he vva;» one of the gayest of tlie Court 
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Marie Antoinette, and the lover of Sophie A? - 
a celebrated actress in tjie time <if Yokaire. 
Uv«9 in PiMri9 on a moderate }hc6me. 
Bristol Wsrirille, born His kihtt 

iept a cook's shop at Chartres, aiui the son Was 
^6tiiined in the Bastille through his writings, and 
iMeaslcd at the iiuitigatioB of filadsDUe de Genlis. 
Sb- MAti i\\ m attempt to form an tCcadcfniy in 
iiondo:)^ but afterwards came into power as a 
Leader of the Girondists at Paris* He Wtis a niai* 

aoflne eloquence and much veheoience. Me 
fpstflenfted bumanity, and wished to save the King.* 
¥he Jacobins caused him to be executed on the 
ilst October, 1-793^ lie laltcrly put on the ap- 
j entrance ni a Quaker. * 

Brun^ Charles le, born at Paris> 161 9, Oi l* 
4S th^ greatest, drnatnents of the French school of 
f ainlinfi:. Hi5» department, history. He was pa- 
tronized by Cardinal Mazarin; and Lewis took 
gl^eat delight in viewing hiui when practising 
j^f.

Brun^ Prince Charles Francis Le, Duke de' 
Fli^nce, was one of the three consuls, and he- 
curne rich. JH 1710 he was secretary to the chan- 
cellor Maupeou, and ^as afterwards the friend pf 
Tuf'irof, alter whose dismish^al, he devoted himself 
to his literary pursuits, and to the education of hi» 
&itfily. Distinguished by his moderation during 
the revolution, he occupied himself in regulating 
the police, the ftnanccs, and the admlni:^tration, 
and ycl kept aloot from party \vi»h admircible dex- 
teritj. He organized the goverumcat of Geuuti 
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and of Hollftndi of both of which he was for £ome 
time Governor gen£raU Not being noticed by 
the Bonrbons, whom he courted^ be lived latterly 

in an elegant retirement, Nvas considered the b&t 
French poet after Debilie, and died in 1816. He 
was greatly admired as a statesman, a man cf 
graceful and unaffected mannersy and of first rale 
n rai talent« 

Brnn, Le Pigault, a humourous writer, whose 
fiovelsof the iiaronof Felshem, My Uncle Thomas, 
&c. are well known in J^gland. He lives in 
Paris, and is a member of the Theatre Francois. 

jJi une, Marslial, the son of a barrister, bec ame 
intimate with Danton^ was editor of a journal, 
and afterwards, as general at Verona, received 
seven bullets in his cloaths. He defeated the 
English in the north 1799, and the Chouans in 
many rencounters. VV ent to G>nstantinople as 
ambassador, and merited the rewards Buo» con* 
forred upon him for his valour,, discretion, and 
al)ilitics. He entered at length into comnicrciiil 
tj.peculations, and hilie wed much complaisance to 
«ome English merchants, which so exasperated 
Buo. that he long remained disgraced and unemi 
ployed; bnt on the restoration of the Emperor, 
^^btained a command in the south, where the seve- 
nties he ejiercised drew on him the indignation 
of the populace^ by whom be was massacred at 
Avignon, 2d August, 1815, the magistratea being 
UDable to sav e him. 

Bruyerc, John de la, born near Dourdan 1640, 
a critical writer; particularly distinguished by his 
ci.aracters in the manner uf Theopfarastus. They 
were very popular, riot onlj from tiicir merit, but 
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from heme; dj-awn from re&l life* He died at 
Jam ]69fr. 

BuffoB, (jrcorge liC Clerc, Couat de, born al 
Jttodtbart, n07, the first of French natural 

xiansy and no less celebrated for the purity and 
elegance uf his style \n writing. Rj Jus rxtraor- 
iiinary re^arehes and perHeveraoce, he has ren- 
dered the j'reDch naturalists tbe most enlightened 
mt the present age, and has furnished them ^'itb 
mo finest reposUury in the woild. Died at P^ris, 
I'iSS* Hjs st)Uy brought to the scafifold by Robes- 
Dfierrein 1793, said to the populace, " Citizens! 
Hj name h Buffon,^' a simple and affecting apos^ 
li'ophe to the memory of his illustrious father* 

Buonaparte, Napoleon, born at Ajaccio, in 
Corsica,. 12th August^ 1 769* This man of power* 
genius, and* upon the whole, the most extraor* 
dBaary that the world bafi produced, raised himself 
irom the iiouse of hii? father, an attorney of 'MwM 
practice in an obscure tovvn^ to the rank of Em* 
^Eor of the French, and King of harly ; and at ono 
tSaoe became dictatof td nearly the whole of £ui:ope» 
^or Iho principal events oi bis- life, vide Cbron.^ 
Whilst yet at school, ihis esvtcTpnsing youth de- 
voted himself to the study of ab^ruse sciences, 
iaisedand destroyed fortifications, and took pleasuse 
iA those g:am0s onfy which- pesembled warlike ex* 
•rcises. Etis father,, through the interest of M. de 
Marbeuf* bt came the king^s attorney at Ajaccio, 
xad Napoleon vTd» seut to ^nisb his studies at 
!l^arisy 1785* Barras and Freron, learning his 
coolness and intrepidity at Fort Phafon^ where he 
served a battery almost alooe, hi* companions 
around liu% promulcd hioi la tiiQ Jidiili of 
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general of brigade. From this time he rose gfadu- 
aily, and from the hooonible post of i^rst coosul^ 
when he mi»spd the opportunity of rendering hii&- 
•elf the greatest as well as being the most extra* 
ordinary man in the world, he dissrraced his 
name by attaching to it that of Emperor ; thus con- 
Arming the suspicion, that his views in his progres* 
sive elevation were founded in the same silly ami* 
bition a3 those of common men. He bore hi« ulti* 
mate overthrow in no reapect as a hero; Btruggling^ 
to the last moment to retain some degree of rank 
and power* As he is one of the most inconsistent 
personages that exist, his character is not easily^ 
pourtrayed. Many have asserted, that the crimiea 
of which he is accused (^and of part of these itap* 
pears thi^e is reason to doubt his having beea 
fuilty) citmse the irritability that is perceptible 
in his temper. He htis in turn proved himself 
magmmfmous and selfish, generous and mean, 
^courageous and pudiiianimous, humble and haughty, 
tyraiiical and lenient. He possesses a most capa*' 
cious mind, and overcame difficulties in the ac- 
complishment of his gigantic purposes, with a per- 
severance and promptitude that hesitated not to 
embrace every means however dishonorable. To 
render himself the wonder of the age. he sacrificed 
•a million of his fellow creatures with much indif* 
ference* Setting out, apparently, with a determi* 
Mtion^that whatever was Ai« work^ should be sta«- 
pendous and perfect of its kind^ infinite were the 
pains he took to render his empire the most pow- 
erful, his court and military appointments the most 
splendid, his metropolis the most magniticent, and 
ike arts and seiences among his people the most 
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mirisliiiig* The more laudable poraait of a aove- 
reign^ to render hia aobjecta the most virtoous and 

free, did not enter his calculation. He was lon^ 
considered, and justly, the greatest captain of the 
age» He has, at length, been overthrown by a 
aoecesafol rival in that title; and fixed at fiu lie- 
leiia, thia Night-Mare of the world (as an acule 
author styles him), has leisure to brood on a most 
eventful life ; the highest rise and the deepest fall; 
and to repent of ail the evila hia baa brought upon 
mankinds 

Buonaparte, Joseph, bom 7th Jan. 1768, the 
rldcT brotlier of Napoleon, successively named by 
biin King of Naplea and of Spain^ and deprived 
of the ktter sovereignty by the resistance of the 
inhabitants, aided by Britidb forces. When Am- 
bassador at Rome from the Republic, General 
Duphot, his friend, was killed by his side, in an 
insurrection, and Joseph quitted the papal court* 
With the exception oi some diplomatic address, 
be possesses but little' talent, yet Napoleon left 
him in 1805 to direct, for a time, the administra- 
lion of affitirs. His wife was Mademoiselle Clary, 
of Avignon. After having lost his throne and his 
splendid equipages, he returned to Paris in time 
to witness the downfal of all the sovereigns, hia 
brothers and relatives ; promised to face the enemy 
in Paris, but fied on tlieir approach, and hid him- 
self among the monntaina in Switaerlaad. He 
again emerged to be present at the C!hamp de Mai, 
to celebrate his brother's triumph iu 1815, and 
panick-struck a second time, he embarked for 
America, and being still rich, is forming at Phi* 
la4elphiaan establishment^ an bumble imitatioa 
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of hf<^ once gau(i^ coari. He is bow called Coast 
Montfordi 

Buonaparte^ LAcieii, third brotl^er, 19 po^ 
fiessed of a eoltd mderstMiding, a cukivated miBd, 

and elegant ni.uiners. Having; in nmnv instances 
exhibited spirit in pariiamentary discussion, be 
diispiayed freat Armaess on the ^eidirated daf 
when Napoleon transferred the Legislative Bod| 
to CJoiul ; he harangaed the soldiers and coii- 
iFibuted greatijr to the elevation of his brother. 
In J 808 he was called to the Institute^ and the 
fiext year was married to Madame Jouberteaa, the 
Wkilow of a ba!iker, with whom he went to resiJs 
ill Italy. Hfivin^ enriched himself during his 
retention of the porte(euille, he Nved samptaoos^ 
in Paris, but refused the :fegat tnvestore •of- 
fered by his brother, whom he so highly offended, 
that in ainrra he soao^ht the protection of EnjIaoA, 
where he completed hi.s poem of Charlemagae, 
i?vhich is ridfcttied by the French critics* Im 
1*14, returmng to Italy, he was created Prince 
of Canino, by the Pope, became reconciled to his 
brother in 181«», and made the most Htrenuons 
* efforts to retain the sovereign power in his family 
9fter the news of the battle of Waterloo* He i^ 
timately retired to Rome, end retains the favor of 
th,c Pope. 

Buonoparte, Lewi^,the fourth brother, bom'Sd 
Sept. HT6, followed Napoleon in his first cam- 
paigns, and was named* General of Brigade* In 
iJSfe, he married Mademoiselle de BeauharnoiR, 
1da^ghler to the £nipres8 Josephjne, and was placed 
over the Dutch, as their King, in 1806 ; but find- 
ing himself unequal to the task of governing, mi 
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not ch usine to become an inj^lrunient of his brother 
in oppressing his subjectf^, he wisoly abdicated, 
and carrittd wiiii liim the edteem ol the people* 
fie tkeii comaieiiced iraveiler, and in 1814, in 
order to get poatmsmoii of hie lum, infttUoted a pro« 
cess against bis wife, from whom he is parted. He 
reisisted the otUreaties of Napoleon to quit his re- 
tirement in Sv«itzer4an(l, where he still resides.-— 
His wife, aotr styled the Daehess de St. Leu, kept 
a splendid establishment at Paris, and was sur- 
rouaded by the leading Buonapartists during 18 J 4, 
who assisted her to arrange the preparations for 
4be resloratidn of Napoleon* 

Boonaparte, Jerome, bora 1 Mi Nov* 1 784, the 
youngest of the brothers, and the least capable of 
acting any importaiit part in society, never- 
theless, after some ad ventures at sea, placed on the 
Ibrone of Westphalia, a kingdom erected for bis 
afrgrandisement. He married Miss Pattersoii* the 
daughter of an American merchant, whom he de- 
serted by the command of Napoleon ; and married, 
sesondly. Princess Fredsrica, of Wirtcniberg ; 
but their Majesties were compelled to fly when the 
allied troops approached France, after Napoleon** 
discomfiture in Russia and at Leipsic. They 
soagbt reiii^e at Trieste, where tliey kept up a 
magnificent fsstabkishment, and insisted on r^in- 
iftf their tiliss; Irat remained neglected by the 
inhabitants, The theMre was their constant even- 
ing aniu8cment, and their box was fitted up with 
ve>gal splendour. ' weakness drew on them 
' the ridicule of 4he town, and they in return affected 
not to consider any of the people of a rank that it 
was pos^ible-for themto coiideiiccad to notice* He 

fi e 
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.has now, with hk wife, fo^ vhom he has proved 

exceedingly iucoa^tant, found an asylum in At» 
tria, and lives sumptuouBly near Vienna* 

Buonaparte, Madame, styled Her Imperiai 
Highness Madame M^e; being tfa^ mother of the 
numerous royal and imperial Buonapartes* She 
was boni at Ajnccio, 24th Auf^. 1 750, low pa- 
rents, and her fainily owed their rise to her inti- 
maqr with Mr. de Marbeuf* Her son appointed 
her Superior of the Sisters of Charity i** and al- 
though lier avarice and her ill-trcament of persons 
in her train were notorious, she was prais^ed as 
the first ef matrons^ and compared with the most 
renowoedf ancient and modern* At Me period 
she found herself the mother of an Emperor, three 
icings and a Queen, which has never before oc- 
curred to any woman, and probably never will 
again to a woman of low birth. The French have ^ 
already*coniposed for her this epitaph^ IdienesSf 
the mother of all the vices,'* alluding to her nume- 
rous oflfspriag, who, among them, are said not to 
have omitted one vice. She lives in liaiy, with 
her brother Cardinal Fesch. 

Cafferelly^ the family of» consisting of five bro* 
thers. Count Augustas distinguished himself in 
several engagements in Germany, Italy, and Spain; 
was twice wounded, and was rewarded by honors 
and promotion by Bao« was favoarably noticed by 
Lewis XYIII. in 1814, and retiirned to tbe ser- 
vice of Buo. yet he has not been included among 
the proscribed Generals, his mild and unassuming 
disposition preventing him from being dangerous 
to tjbe state* Count Joseph,, of the marine/ expe- 
riences a similar disregard ; and Baron Charles is 
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an author, and was disgraced by Buo. for quitting 
hjs post as Prefect of Troyes. John, Bj shop of 
St« Brieux, died in 1815 ; and General Lewis wa^ 
killed at the siege of St. Jean d^Acre* 

Calonne, C* A. de, born at Douay, of a 
family distinguished in the law. His talents, his 
graces, and the vivacity of his mind, ^on brought 
bim into notice. In 1785, he was appointed Mi- 
nister of Finance, by Lewii XVI. (For M. de Ca- 
lonne's conduct vide Chronolosrj'.) He visited Kng- 
land three times, and having married a rich French 
widow, retrieved his affairs, and liberally assisted 
the emigrants. Re wrote political pamphlets with 
candour and much elegance. He died at Paris, 
29th Oct. 1802. 

Cambaceres, J. J. Regis de. Prince and Arch« 
Cfaanceilor under Buo« was a counsellor in Thou- 
loused He filled a immber of high offices daring 
the revolution, and became Second Consul of 
France ; is indefatigable in business, possesses 
much talent, and is a moderately good orator. He 
is subtle, and an adept at dissimulation. Was pos* 
se5??ed of great wealth, which is reduced to less 
than half, by forced contributions. As an epicure 
in good living he has few equals, and wherever be 
fixes his residence, his riches will still eni^ble bim 
to indulge in sensual enjoyments. He is now in 
Silesia, but his recal is expected. 

Carnot, L. N. Count, the son of an advocate at 
Nolay, in Burgundy, born in 1753, entered t^e 
army, and was promoted through the Prince de 
Gond^. His Mathematical Essays introduced him 
to learned societies ; he wasalsp soon distinguished 
^ a 'Stern and popular Republican, and has filled 
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the places of Minister at War for the fnteyior, 
mid of Director ; kom which he vtab banished, 
but escaped to Geraauf » 0» bis return to France 
lie had the courage to oppose the ekvaliiifR cS Btto» 
at various perioOB^ but lout much of his popukfttj 
on accepting a Ulle# During fhe reigo of terror^ 
be r^iin one of the leaders in many saDgaiuarf 
scenea ; but bia frienda declare that W^ioed die 
l*erroriata only with m view lo save a few of the 
vicliras; which he effected* As oBe of tlic Regi- 
cidesy he is b&ni^hcd from France, bat iUlfacts 
mucli iK>tice at his residence in Poland, where he 
refused the flattering offera of the Eoipem ef 
Jlussia. He is a General, an author, and a sclei^ 
tific man. He has two brothers^ Charles, a Gene- 
ral, and an eRemjr toBuo. andajrai^lr brothef,a 
counseUor of eminencet who has aot iateff^rfd ik 
politics. 

Carrier, J. B. born at Yalot, an attorney-^ a ma?! 
of horrible celebrity. When sent to Nantes,, he 
declared 25/)00 heads should fali^ a&d by sbeol* 
ing and drowntng hundveds at uncoy lie tfSMtA a 
part of his thi eat* He invented what he styled 
Kcpoblican Marriages, by tying a man and womaa 
together, and ihrowmg them into the 8ea» He wis 
himself executed 15th Dee. 1194. 

Catinaty Nicholas Marshal, born at Parifr, >637^ 
a philosopher and a distinguished Captain. In 
1688, he defeated the Duk^ of Sa?oy, and mMt- 
quered all hisdenmions; Prmee Eugene, hM^ i 
ever, caused him to retreat, wlien opposed to his 
in Glanders. He was a man great pfoinptiies^; 
was cool, ddiberale, and auasc&u«iuii£» iifd 
alSl.aratiaQ»ni2. 
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Caulaincoart, ^ Duke de Vicenta, of ^ 

lioble family, became a page in the house of CJond^, 
und a distingnisbed officer during the repubtio; 

but was more known as a diplomalibt ; in which 
high station he condacted himself with much 
shrewdness, elegance of deportment, and general 
tftlent He conducted the Duke d!£ngbein to 
Pirn with more zeal than humanity. Decorated 
witli a number of foreign orders, he remained 
Jong iu Russia as ambassador* He advjsed lino. 
to make peace with the Allies after the dreadful 
affair at Moscow, became a peer on the return 
of Bug. from Elba, escaped the late proscription, 
and visited Engiand in July« 1815. 

Caylus, Camiiius Count dii, born at P^ris 1692, 
renowned for his taste in the Sciences, and for his 
Useful researches. He travelled throuf^h great 
part of Europe and Asia, and published that mag- 
nificent work, Description of the Gems in the 
Uoyal Cabinet.^^ His volumes on painting, an- 
tiques, &e. possess merit* He died at Paris, 
1765. ^ 

Chabot, F. a capuchin. This infamous priest 
hastened the destruction ot Lewis ILVl. by every 
means in his power. With the exception of his 
Assistance in preserving the Abb6 Sicard, he did 
not oppose the massacres at the Abbaye^ on the 
2d Sept. 1792. This profane churchman once* 
declared that Citizen Jesus Christ was the first 
Sans Culotte in the world. He was at length de- 
nounced, and poisoned himself ; not so effectually 
but that he was guillotined several days aftery in 
excruciating tortures, in 1794. 

Chaise, Francis de la, born at Aix^ a Jesuit so

mental faculties, the Kini: would have his body 
that be migbl seem tu couduU bijn* Died at Facis 
1709. 

Champagiiy^ JTobn Dake die Gadore, Anbasaa'- 

dor to Vienna, in 1801, Minister of the Interior 
180 J, a peer under Lcwi^, in 1814, and under 
Buo. on bis.jpetura. CbamjpagDy now reoudns un- 
noticed. 

Cbampforf, S. R» born near Cfermont, 1741^ 
son of a p( iirAiit girl, and of an unknown father. 
He became author ; bis Merchaut of Smyrna*^ 
f^ained bsin so mueb credit^ tbat he was admitted 
to the Frencb Acad?niy, and obtained several 
pi j2( s. His republican sentiments attached him 
to Iloiandy but his keea sarcasms against the Ter- 
rorists, caused a sentence of arrest^ which was not 
pot into effect. He tried to terminate Jiis exist* 
encc, but failed, and died of a disease in J 795, at 
Paris. His tragedy of Mustapha was admired, 
and his Boa Mots were collected* He bad the art 
of relating stories ift aa agreeabie manlier, and 
was a most facinating companion. He wrote 
against an iniilution of nature in tragedy. 

Chaptai, J. A. Count de Chanteloup, a physi- 
cian; a great chemist, a man o( letters, a senatbrt 
jind in 1799, Ulinister of the Interior* He proved- 
a time-serving politician, and is now in obscurity, 
but not proscribed. 

Cbastelet, Gabrietle Marchioness de, an inge- 
nious lady, the favourite of Voltaire, who w*rote 
an eulogy on her. memory. She translated New- 
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loQ into French^ and pofteessed much original ta- ' 
knU She died m 1749. 

Cbateaubrkiod^ Francis Viscoani de^ nephew tor 
the good Mathfrbesy quitted France for Nbi^ 
Atn^rica^ ir the deserts ef vthith he conceiTed the 
plaa oi bis **■ Geivius ©f ChriiitiauUy,''' which 
brought him into ceiebrit}^ in 1804,. previous ta 
which, had returmd to Pai[ifr after baving 
irisited boadon. He became iBtiniate with all the 
!rench Ikeiati, ami etlifed the MercuiP."* He 
wa* Secretary to the embassy at Rome^ under Car- 
dinal Feach» is ik>w a Peer of France^ the kader 
ii the iiUra*rof aUata and a man of the strictest 
devotion* 

Chenier^ proclaimed National Poet^ ir> 1803, 
but ^Ta&» writer of mediocrity, till he publr^hed 
an Ode on Gen. Hocbey and an £pi8tie to Vol* 
taire, 1806.. Although he had shewn no modelra- 
tlOJi in politics, he caused many excellent decrees 
to pass ; and displayed much courage in driving 
the pop<ilace from Hall of the CoBvention^ in 
May, I195« As being one of the Regicides, and 
having exercised some other enielties, he lost the 
esteem his talents had raised^ and died in 1811* 
B's ptays are admired. 

Choiseul, Statnville Duke de, was- always de* 
vosed to the Bourbons, and folluwcd LoVvis 
XVIII. as Lieutenant General of the army. He 
declined pronounciag judgment on ^^ey, because 
be bad himself^ twice felt the horrors of the expiee* 
tation of a speedy death ; having been shipwrecked' 
at one time, and condemned bv a luilitary tribunal 
to be shot as an emigraot at another. 

Choised'Gottfier, Count, the admired euthor of 
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Travel? ihroueh Greece and Asia, is a member of 
the institute in France, and one of Paul the ¥irsl% 
Privy CounsellorSf when in RuMa. He has re* 
frained from interferiDg in .politics, except a 
patrionc gift in 1790, of 12,000 livrcs from Coh- 
stantinople, where he was ambassador* He is one 
of the most amiable, elegant, and accomplished of 
inenl and a favorite of the King. 

Clarke, Henry, C!ount of Hunpboure, Duke of 
Feltre, born at Landrecis, 1765, of Irish origin, 
^ oinred hh rise, from a simple officei* to his present 
rank, to Cai not, became dipioniaus| under Bno. 
Governor of Berlin, and received a dtamond*biUed 
sword from the Emperor Alexander, for the care 
he took of the Russian prisoners* In 1807, be^ 
wag Buo/s j^inister at War, and seryed him with 
zeal for several years. In 1814, he was equally 
fairhf .1 tQ Lewis XVIIl. followed him to Ghent, 
and in Minister ar War; from which he rcr 
^red in J 817. * 

Qau^el, Coont. An expedition to 9t. Do- 
mingo gave this brave officer opportunities of dis- 
* tinguishiitg himself ; and in Spain, as a General, 

acquired a high military reputation. Lewis 
XyiiJ. gave him appointments in 181 4^ bat 
having become ione^ of Buo's peers, in 181 5, and 
having made an obstinate resistance in the Soath, 
he has been sought, in order tp take his trial* 
He has escaped to America, and vvith other pro- 
scribed persons^ i$ forming a colony at If^ort 
Idobile. ' ' 

Cl^ry, h<* faithiiil \alet de cbambre of Lewis 
XVL followed his master to the Temple, where

Conde, Lewis de Bourbon, Prince de, born at 
Paris X621. He was the JDost illustrious of the 
Princes of this house, and styled ^* The Great," 
frpm his powerful genias, his indefatigable zeal, 
ai)d for his conquests at Rocroy, Fribourp, Nor- 
lingc Sec. CVide Chronology.) Died of the 
g0ut at Foniainebleau, 1680. 

Condillac, Stephen de, born at Grenoble, 1715, 
a cell b rated philosopher, possessing a profound 
judgment in metaphysics, and shewing a constant 
austerity of manners. Uis writings on the hu* 
man faculties, and on other subjects, are name* 
rpus and esteemed. He died near Beaugence, 
178Q. 

Coodorcet, Mary John Caritat, Marqnis of| 
born at Ribemont 1743, a celebrated geome« 
trician, poritician,'and man of letters. He wrotli 

th* Life of Turgo and of Voltaire, and was one 
of the instigators of. the reyolution. Chabot at 
length denounced him,'and he escaped for a time, 
but he took poison, and -was found dead in a 
dungeon, in Bourg la Reino, l'?94. His erudi- 
tion was vast and profound, and his writings on 
luetapliysicSy political economy, and legislation^ 
aliewed great talents. 

Corday, d'Armans, Charlotte, <of Caen, Nor^ 
raandy, was the assassin of Alarat, in 1793. 
(Vide phi* 0%) She was a Giioadiftt| anxious for

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a repablicao government, bnt abhorred cruelty 
. When on the seaflbid, she %vas perftctly com. 
posed, and said to her counsel, ** You hate de«

was but 25, was handsome, and took pleasure in 
her death. She saved the lives of many hundred 
persons, and was a truly great character* 

Corneille, Peter, born at Ronen 1606, the fa. 
tter of the FrencK drama* His tragedies, though 
ID a style that is not used in the present era, are 
forcible, grand, and abound in passages of spirit 
and genius ; the mosi admired " Le Cid.^» 
' was brought up to the bar, but quitted it in eai [y 
«», and obtained fame, honors, and rewards by- 
his fa vorife pursuit. He died at Paris 1684,~ 
Mis brother Thomas, though an inferior poet 
is above mediocrity, and published many dramas. 

Corvetto, Lewis Count, born at Geneva ia 
1766. From a lawyer he became a Counsellor of 
State to Buonaparte, by whom he was much no- 
Uced, and advanoed aa being a man of talent and 
OiseretiOD. Ho TOted for the dethronement of 
3ua in lgl4, was retained in his post by Lewis 
XVriL «nd again by Buo. in 18ld. Lewis 
^LVill. has now appointed bim minister of fi. 
nance^ haHng a high opinion of his sagacity, and 
not perceiving that he manifested any ztal ia 
^ervog Napoleon on his return. 

Coitin, Madame, born at Bourdeauz 1779- 
authoress of many highly esteemiMl novels; Ma' 
tdd^ m4 fiiizabetli the most admired. She died 
in

Coni^n, Jc^i}^ an ..e^tin^t (Winter of history. 
JHieiestcelle^ <Ki xhis^> jwd i^Ai lAio a godd scopt- 
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tdr and mathematician, and wrote on geometry 
and optics. Died 1593. 

Cbnstbn^ Nicholas and William, sculptors of a 
high eminence in FVance. A marble groap at 

Notrie Dame, by the former, and two horses od 
the terrace at Marii, by th^ latter, are admirable 
productions; Nicholas died 1733, William 1777. 
He left a son William, who is scarcely less cele^ 
brated. 

Couvreur, Adriana le, an actress of uncoramoii 
force in expression. She was the mistress of 
jyiarshal Saxe, whbm'she once relieved from em* 
barrassment by pawning her jeMrels. She died 
1730. ■ ^ 

' Coypel^ a celebrated family of painter^, admi<* 
iriible iki their various styles ; thfey nourished froni 
the close of the i7ih to the middle of the istli 
tentury. Anthony Coypel, born at Paris id 
1661, -was also an elegant poet, and died 172^. 

Crebillon, Prospero de, born at Dijon, 1674^ 
wrote the admired tragedies of Atreus^ Khadar 
inistus, &c. He led a secluded life, and b^cdme 
extremely poor In his did age*, but the bounty 
of Lewis XIV. relieved him. He died at T^aris^ 
1762* Hid son Claude published some good 
nwels^ the principal of which is called LeS 
:^rementsdu Coeuf* et dePEsprit,'' ^ Tne Wan- 
derings of the Heart, and of the Understauding.'* 
Custines. A. P. Count de, born at Motz, 1740. 
He took the popular side, became a general^ wad 
partially successful, but receiving many checks^ 
* was accused by "BilMud, ftC. of disaffection. He 
defended himself with mud\ presenceof mind, but 

his death bad been resolved upon^ and he wa$ ex* 
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I ecutt:d27th August, 1793, exhibiliiiginuch weak*' 
Bess. His son fteuaud do Custines made the 
moatistremous and eowr^jE^eous efforts to nreliiBi^ 
but was iiiinself denonoeed by Robespierre, and 
died without a struggle. Tlie candor and pathos 
of his defence caused his auditors to exclaim "he 
wUl be ^ed,'' but it «Hi3t bave been tbose who 
l^pew not bisjiMlgeap. 

Dacicr, Andrew, born at C!astres, 1651. a man 
of profound learning, translated Horace with suo 
Aristotle's Poeticsi, &c. and obtained a pen* 
$109 cif SQOQ Imes^ besides beipg ma4e keeper 
p{ the cabinet of tb^ liOuvf e. He dUA ftt Pari^i^ 
17^2. 

y Pacier, A^ne^ wife ot the precedui^ born at 



^f Greek at Saumur, gaire her a learned educa* 

tion, and she published an edition of Calliraachu^ 
with so much accura<jy, that she was employe^ 
to prepare other Laiin ^^tbor^ for the JCI^kiip^iii* 
Sihe twns)«^ted Anacreon and Sappbo^ Mid th^ 
illiad. In 1714 she defended Homer against 
M. de la Alette, and closed "her literary labours 
by a Teri^ion of.tbe Ox^ssey* Sbe wi^ as modest 
^^^^ b^nerolQUt ^ nhe wii$ leq^rqed^. mi died v 
l>arisl7^. 

Damas, the Count Roger de. His brayery and 
skill r<?pdered him conspicuous in th^ ar^^ iq, 
^790, agJiimt the Turks, at an early j^.; 
agstin m the sciTTice of Ferdinand, King'ofNaple^ 
against the troops of Bub. He returned to France 
with the Bourbons, followed the Duke d'Aogou- 
leme to Ihc South, and low, residing at Pftris, 
^rves th^ king with aeal in soTernl high $taLtioii$| 
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Its da his brothers Count Charles dc Dama^^ 
Coant Damas Cruix, aUo pecrSy aiid faithfai ad*' 
kerents to the Bourbonife 

Daniel, Gabriel, a jesuit, borfl at ffcoueii 1849^ 
wrote a singular work, entitled A voyage to the 
World of Descartes," which has been translated 
into several languag^i, as has bis celebrated His« 
tory of France, hi 7 wH. He idsoedmposed 
several miscellaneous and theolo^kal treatises* 
He died at Paris 1728. 

DantoOy J.O* This man of coUossal figure 
•was otie of the rulers of Fraaoe for a short time^ 
in conjuncfion vfittt Robespht re. He was an ad* 
Tocate, and was bom at Arcis sur*Aube, and hl*^ 
aim being a dictatorshi^if, he long remained the ad^ 
herent of erety man in power* He biicaiiie popu" 
lar^-and prepared tiie plan of masBaiir&fm'the l6thr 
of August; was appointed minister of justice, and! 
received gold from every quarter of Paris, whiUt, 
with the utmost coolness, he prepared for the des« 
fraction of hundreds of hs inhabitahtiS. Robe<- 
epierre, jeal6iH of bis rival, planned his dowfifat^ 
and effected it. On his trial, Dautoa said, " uiy 
name will live in the pantheon of history.** On 
ihe scaflbld he shewed firmness and pride. He 
WAS beheaded the 5th April, Hii ^I6tfa&ice 
^fts tehenent, bis ideas gigantic, and his voice 
stentorian. He pos»essed more courage and pre- 
sence of mind than Robespierre, but was not 
cquat in cunning and hypocrisy. He sooietii&es 
admitted pity, his colleague, never. 

David, James Lewis, This man, as conspicu- 
ous a politician as an artist^ disgraced his talents 
by a sanguinary disj;>osition, and by his intimacy^ 



•with Robespierre. Ho once made the singular 
observation that ^' if (he artists were fired at with 
case shot; there would be no danger of killing a 

Strict.'' He faasfreqpentlj been pu the point of 
ling a sacrifice to his jacobinism, but his abi* 
lity as a painter has saved him. Bug. bepame his 
warm patron, but he was al)yays shunned by thpse 
yrho Talned their ch^racter^ He is coTetona^ 
(pruel, arrogant, and, except in his art, ignprantf 
As a regicide he is now banished. His features 
^re distorted, ami \m utterance defective. 

Davoust, liewis, Duke of Au«»rstpdt, Prince of 
i)chmuhl, horn at Anneaux, i77p, of a distin«i 
guished family. He pominenced his studies wtt( 
Jfciuo. became his particular intimate^ and has codt 
Iributed by his consummate judgment and bravery 
to life sucpes^ of a number of the most celebrated 
engagements^ > 3ecame governor of Hamburgh, 
he was accused (many say falsely) of cruelty and 
rapacity. When the army of Buo, willidrLvy 
l)ehind the Loire, he propioted its submission to 
the king ; is now in favor, anj} it Is, supposed will 
shortly come into power. - ' 

Dccaen. Count, the ^on of an innTkeepe^*, rose 
by his valor in tlie army under Siichetand others; 
Q^ppeared resolved to adhere, to Lewis on the le^ 
turn of Buor but ultimately espoused the canSQ 
Qf the Emperor, and is now in di^gi'^ce though at 
liberty • be ing included in the amnesty. 

Decies, the Dukede, a vice-admiral, zealously 
attached to Buo. whom he served as minister of 
the marine. He lives now retired on his estatest 
pejoH, N. minister of justice in 1795, under 
liewii XVL bjit soon resigned, oying to quu^ 
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fctioB in mAdrs, ud after ha?iiig for some time 

opposed the Jacobins, wa4 permlCted to eterc!!ie 
bis profession of the law in peace^ and is now one 
of the King's advocates. 

DeliUe^^ J* AbM, the firtt of modern poets iit 
Fmoe^ wftt borft at Aigueperse, embraeed th« 
ecclesiastical profession, and became professor 
of rhetoric at Amiens in early life. A transia-' 
lion of Virgal's Georgtes raised hit fame, and 
Voltaire eatled bim a man whose talents bad ex^ 
tended the n gioiisof poetry, and the glory of ih^ 
Bation« His poem of " The Gardens,'* his Des- 
cription of Greece, htS Rurat Philosopher, his 
£neid» Paradise Lost, and his poem calli»d Pity, 
and other pieces, have immorttiteed his name. 
The revolution drove him to England^ where her 
was greatly caressed. Buo« paid him attention, 
and he died in 1811, to the regret of Europe* 

Delisle do Sales, author of the Philosophy 
of Nature,'* and a voluminous collection of works, 
which have procured him the first literary honors* 
He defended Camot^ Barthelemy, and Fastoret^ 
wkk a generotts firmness j and the time of 
Atheism, published a book with the title of 

Memorial in favor gf GoiU^* £{0 is universally 
esLteemed. 

Dl»iitfn, Biron, o# an ancleat fiimily, employed 
In the Court of Lewis, XV. and XVI. is chiefly 
celebrated through his beautiful works on Kgypi» 
and through his admirable superintendence of 
ihe LouTre, whtel^ o^ce lie bas resigned* Hie 
colleetion of Drawings is one- of the fiaes^ in 
l^rope* He resides in Paris, smd is much ad-» 
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qdred as ap amateur, an artist^ aad a man of ika 
ipost agreeable qniditi^fl. 

Pescartes^ IUd^ borp at Touraine, 1 566, a ce- 
lebrated philosopher and m^thenKitician ; pos- 
sessed a grefit shar^ q{ leamipg, aud was first 
brought into notice by solving a mathematical 
problem publicly proposed. He wrote a treatise 
on music, served in the aripy, travelled and visit- 
ed Gallic 0^ ill Floioii^e, and settled at Amster- 
dam for a time, but died i(i 16^0 at Stockholm, 
-where 'Queen Christipa gave him a pension and 
an estate. His philoso[)hy U now considered 
yisioiiaiy, hut he was a man q( vi^oiuus imagi* 
nation, and universal talent, ' 

Dese^e, !^aron^ one of thpse few CQMnsellors 

;»f eminence who offeijfedand obtained permission 
o deiTend Lewis XYI. Althoui^h he failed of 
making as much impression on some points aa 
was expected, j^iis z^ai was n9t the less ardent ; 
and, at one time, he b^d the bpldness tP exclaim 
I look forjudges here, but I seeonly accnsers.^ 
liv survived the reign of anarchy, employed him- 
self in the cause of the injured, and is now re- 
warded by the particular favour of I^ewis X VIII. 
ipiade a peerof llranCe^ ^nd president of the Court 
of Cassation. 

* Dessaix, L. C. of a noble family, borp at Ayat, 
176^ eif V^$n 9^ the ipost prominent merit inmiiU 
tary annuls. In the early part of the battle 
of Marengo, Buo. had become^ fwitic ifrith his ill 
success, till Pessaix appeared with 10,000 men, 
and by his skill and intrepidity, turned the for- 
tunes of the day in favor of the Emperor, whoiu 
be did not scruple to diids. On this day^ June 
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14th Dessais: . receiTed a mortAl wound, 

His statue was erected in Paris. 

Dessolies, N. Count, a distinguished generalj 
\yho became governor of Seville for Euo, but 
failing into disgrace, wa^ imLCtive, till the return 
of Lewis XViil. who gave him a peerage, and 
the command of the national guard of Paris^i 
which the ill ^tat^ ,9f {lis health lias cpmpelled 
him to relinquish. 

Dessols do Grissol^s, a Vendean chiefs ^nthu* 
siastically attached to the Bourbons, on whose ac- 
count he suffered a long imprisonment, and ia-, 
1815 again took up arms to support th(; cau>e 
Qf the Apyalists, by whom he is justly esteemed, 

Destouches, Philip, boru at Tours, 1080, a 
dramatist of great merit. He was in Londout 
io 1717, to c^rry on negociations then pending; 
and on his return tQ France, refused i)eing sent 
ambassador to Rtts$i8« He lived retired in the 
country, and his works display much care as 
well as spirit and delicacy. His LeGlorieux," 
is considered one of the best of th§ f rench come- 
rs. He, died 1754 near Melun. 

Diderot, Denis, born at Langres, 1713, a phi- 
losopher with an ardent and elerated imagination, 
and the i90st CQnsummate vanity. . His worka 
display much genius and originality. The free 
sentiments in his Letters to the BUnd^^'- caused 
bim six nigiUlis imprisonment, where he suf- 
fered a temporary derangement. His orks are 
yiery VQluipinous and fanciful, with many pre- 
judices on the subject of religion* He proj/ected^ 
find etecated a great part of an encyclopedia, 
and w$^ 90jacexne<d iu ^ pedical dictionary • Ui^

Drraety J. B. a post-master, at St. Menehouid 
irlio^ narrow minded and ignorant^ owed biB riie 
to his pretention of the escape of Lewis XVI. 
He became a member of parHament and persecti- 
ted the Girondists^ In 1799, he proposed, that 
all the English who resided in France shouM be 
executed ; and being new one of the most de8« 
pised of the exiles^ he finds a difficulty to &x Im 
abode. 

Drouet,' Count d'Erlon, a man of great mill* 
tarjr talents, is a relation of the former, meril^ 

and obtained the regard of Biio. who made him 
a peer of France. He signalized himself greatly 
in Spain, and Lewia presented him with orders of 
*distHietion. Arrested at liille in 1815, as an 
accomplice in the restoration of Buo. he con^ 
trived to seize the citadel, and retained it till Na* 
peleon nominated him to a command at Fleurus* 
The ordMoiaBce of tbe Kiog for hia arrest, and 
examination before a cpuoeil of war is in force, 
but he has hitherto escaped. 
' Dfouot, Count, has fought valiantly in nume^ 
vona battles, followed Buo. to* Elba, returned 
with him, and shewed prodiglea of bwrery at 
Waterloo. He was tried by a council of war 
and acquitted. Is married to a lady of large 
fortune. 

Du Barry, Countess. The mistresi of Lewis 

XV. enjoyed vast power towards the ckie of his 

life— -escaped to England during the reTolution, 

llttt^H^nil#»g in her wealUi and remains of beao^ 
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for securitv, returned to her fine Chateau near 
Paris, from which she was drac^^ed to the scaf- 
fold in 1793, through the treachery of a person 
whos^ life she bad fuived. 

Dubocage, Mary, born at Rouen, 1710. This 
lady arrived at the extraordinary honor of be- 
coming a member of the Academies of Rome, 
Bologna, Padua, Lyons, and RoiieD, Her poe» 
try gained her great admiration, and cotu»ists 
chiefly of " The Columbiad,'*' (original and highly 
esteemed) and translations of Pope's Temple of 
fame, Milton 8 Paradise Lo^t, and the Death of 
Abel. She wrote also a tragedy, and interesting 
Travelft through England, Holland, and Italy; 
She died 1802, 

Dubois, William, Cardinal, born 1662, the 
son of an apothecary, rose lo.thc station of prime 
minister in 172^^, (vide Chron.) through his in- 
trigues; but enjoyed it only one year, dying in 
1723, after promisiag great advantages to the. 
State from his sagacity, and die reform of his de« 
banchcry, and of his other viceii* |ie had iimassed 
a princely fortune. 

. Ducis, a Huccessful imitator of Shakespeare's 
Hamlet, Lear, Romeo, and King Jojin; abo of • 
Sophocles'" CQdipus, &e. His original pieces were 
less fortunate. Such is the anxiety of Lewis 
ip pay respect afid attention to the few literary 
characters of the present times, that when intnK 
duced, Ducis was re<:etved by the King's recital, 
qi some of his verses. Died in Paris, 1815. 

Duclos, Charles, born 1705, the intimate friend 
qf pidcroi, diid .hjinscli auih,s>r of eminence, ^ 
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firofotind thinker, m4 * forcible writer. Died 

1772. 

Dumas, MdUhew CoqaC, assisted as colonel in 
the national guard in bringing back Lewis XVI* 
from Varennea; defended him warmly in the 

Convention; retired from politics till 1795; be- 
came one of the elders ^ wa^ proscribecLand escap^il 
to Germany* Having ingratiated himself wHii 
Bm» he proposed the legion of honor, was created 
a general, and followed King Joseph to Naples as 
his chamberlain, and acted as minister at war. 
After many adventures in that kingdon, in Russia, 
ttd in Saxony, he was noticed by Lewis XV III. 
and again promoted by Buo* in 1815; in conse* 
quence of which he is now in obscurity. He is 
m man of letter?, and of considerable talent. 

Dumourier, General, born J 736, at Cambray^ 
was remarked very early for his great military 
talente, and had an enthusiastic passion for the 
lUnny* He fought against Paoli in Corsica merely 
to have the pleasure of fightint^, having first offered 
himself to that general. (His subsequent conduct 
in France is described in the CfcrondogyO The 
equivocal part he had acted, drew on him some 
degree of contempt, and he found few of the 
European powerswiiling to receive him; he there- 
fore travelled incognito, and settled for a time near 
Hamburgh, where he published bis life. His 
writings contain the most curious contradictionn : 
he declared himself at one time the friend of one 
party, and shortly after an advocate for the oppo- 
site <ide, and terminated in favor of Lewis XVIII« 
long before that monarches restdratlon. In 1803 
be was a coadjutor with the Duke of York, 
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9B a counsellor of war* He then intrlgaed in 

favor of the Bourbons v^ith several of the courts 
oi £urope, but could not succeed in his plans^ 
mkd became an oUect of Buo«^s pftiticuiar acrudny^ 
He now* iiires in i^ondon in obscority. 

Dupaty, an eminent sculptor. His Venus, and 
Ajax, have obtained much celebrity* He livet 
at No* 1 5, Rue Gaillon at Paris* 

Elbfie, Gigotd% born at Breaden, 1752, wa» 
^cneraHs«:iino of the Vendean Royalists, and the 
most skilful of their officers. He possessed much 
eloquence and grace* U19 plana were bold and 
Judicious, but were ill seconded- He gained 
rnany battles, but was sererely wounded, and taken ' 
by Gen. Turrcau, who condemned him to death 
in 1794# He was so weak from loss of blood, 
that he was shot in hjs- arm cbair. His yfiSe 
' (shared his fate. 

Elizabelh, Madame, sister to Lewis XVI* born 
at Versailles, 23d May, 1764. This exemplary 
princesa engaged hexself in pious and charitable 
duties early in life, attended her unhappy family ' 
to the Temple, although her escape was easily 
practicable. Her efforts in that melancholy abode 
were to bestow consolation, and to train the mindi» 
of her nephew and nieqe to virtue and to piety. 
Barbarous as were the acts of the Terrorists, {he 
most monstrous was the decree, which tore her 
from bej^ youo^ P^pil^ the Princess Royal, the only 
remaining individual of the King> famify, to con* 
^ign her to the scaffold; lAe there exhibited a 
perfect calmness and resignation ; and thus perished 

at 30 years of age, 041 tho 1 1 th May, 1 794* Her 
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judges must surely meet indignation and contempt 
wheresoever tliey ma} >ojouro. 

Enghein, Lewis de Bourbon. Duke d', borri • 
at Chantilly, 2d Augdst, 1772, son of the pre«:ent 
Duke de Bourbon. This young pnnce, after vi- 
siting various countries with his father^ and serving 
ifvith great ffallantry in (he army, under his grand 
father, the Prince de Condi?, lived in obscurity at 
Kttuigheim, in Germany, during the general peace; 
ftrom which spot he was forcibly seized^ conveyed 
to the castle of Vincennes, and, after a mock trial, 
condemned to death, without having; committed a 
feingle crime, and shot on the 22d March, 1804^ 
Oen. Huilin conducted this measure of fiuo* whose 
conscience on this, as on otbei* heads, canliot be A 
ease. 

' Eon de Beaumoltt, C. G. d% called Chevalier 
d^£on, born at Tonnerre, 1728* This equivocal 
personage was understood (o be a man for above 
25 years ; and when D' Eon was declared a woman, 
the long concealment was thus accounted for: 
The mother, hnding her husband in excessive ill 
humour at having only daughter^ informed him 
that at length a son was born. ' D^Ean received 

• a masculine education, at a distance from the 
father^ entered the Mazarin College, and was 
distinguished for making & tapid progress in the 
Belles Lettres, and in civil law; soon becoming i 
barrister. Lewis XV. sent D'Eon soon after 
to Petersburg on a secret mission, when this per-

Carnot presented the petition, but the dreadful oc-

Epce, Charles de 1% Canon of Troyes, founder 
of the institution for the deaf and dumb, wad 
induced, by seeing the griei of a mother at having 
two daughters who could not speak, to invent a 
language for the dumb, and succeeded. Under 
iiim numerous pupils advanced rn a manner the 
most extraordinary, vvith unusual philanthropy hft 
paid the expence of his establishment (which he 
brought to astonishing perfection) from his very 
moderate fortune, and died, regretted by the world, 
in Paris, 1790. He wroie some valuable works 
on his art, and has transmitted his talents and his 
virtues to the Ahh6 Si card. 
Estainf , Qharles Count d', a distinguished ad* 




pers declared, was 
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miral and generals btit iim eniiieat services he had 

rendered his couiUij, prevented not his coiideinna- 
tion by the Terrorists. He was beheaded in 1 793. 

Evrcmout, Charles, Lord Saint^bora 1613, 
designed Sot the law^ be adopted a military ii£e^ 
and became a general ; attending Mazarin to I^Miia, 
he betrayed the secrets of the negociatiou, and fled 
to England, where his wit and ingenuity delighted 
King Charles 11. who paid him great attention* 
He died in 1703, and was buried in Westmiiister 
Abbey. His works are publislied in 3 vol. 

Exelmans, Count, shewed courage and talent in 
th^ army under Buo. and was esteemed by Lewis 
until a letter be wrote to bis^ patron Murst 
was intercepted; the disaffected tone of which, 
caused him to be tried at Lille, where be was ac« 
quitted. On the return of the Emperor, he piursued 
the little amgr of the King to the finontiers, 4a4 
performed acts of ihii ntmost valor at Fleams, 

Waterloo, and at Versailles. He is now under 
proscription, and j;L UQt l^oown wlAcre be has 
fought a refuge. 

FalMrs d^£glantiflC| P% F* bora at O^rcsaKme^ 
1755, became an au^Qr^ bat in thai profession 

acquired little fame, except from his Philintus of 
Mpliere, which is considered one of the best 
dramatic pieces of the la^ century^, lie at ieogth 
beeame Panton^s secretary^ and one of the seU^ 
created municipality alter the 10th August, 1792, 
to the horrible massacres of which day he greatly 
conl;ributed by his vvritings; and, still more by 
bis actions, to those of the 2d of September*. Hi» 
death occurred on the scaffold, the 5th jo£ ApriK 
J[794, after a life of tuibaleacc, intrigue, Aud 
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efitlmsiasm, inftmistalcen caaoe, which he pros*' 
litated bis talenti^ and shut out humanity from hi» 
heart. 

* Favart, C,S. a man of letters, who, for a time 
restored the gaiety and the grace of the Vaude- 
Tilletf* His very nmnerons operas are full of na- 
ture and of charging touches ; among them, Im 
^ Reapers,'' a piece which unites aii excellent 
moral with smiling pictures, and h^s Three 
Sultana»,'' are particularly distinguished. His 
aecemplifiked wife wrote Annette and Lubin, and 
other pleasing pieces, Favert died at the age 
of 84. in 17<)3. 

Fauchet, Claude, born at Erne, 1714, ^ pries< 
of high prefermeAt, and of powerf&I eloquence. 
His head appeared howerer at times to wan- 
der; he joined the sect of Illuminati, and was 
styled iron mouth, a name he gave to a journal ot 
his eooiposition. At the destruction of the Bastile,' 
he assisted with a sabre in fats hand ; and subse- 
«)ueittly promulgated the most extravagant and 
profane opinions. Notwithstanding his forious 
denunciations of the Royalist, he endeavoured to 
save the King. As a Girondist, Fauchet could 
not escape, but was executed (he 3 1st of October,' 
His discournes and eulogiunis on several 
Rrcat characters arc very impressive, and are 
printed. 

■ Fayette, Mar<|ttis de la, bom in Auvergne, of 

* noble feraily ; he f\ as one of the first promoters 
of a limited monarchy ; became extremely popu- 
lar, and lest his popularity from being supposed 
^n accomplice in the flight of the King, and from 
other causes. His Subsequent endeavours to save 

GgZ ' 
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tlin King, and his most important actions are re- 
lated hi the Chronology. Two friends vainly at- 
CDipted his release from his prison at Olmutz, 
vhere the King of Prussia kept hiai ia confine- 
mentt La Fayette, become aged, now lives in 
retirement, surrounded by numerous relatives, and 
by a few friands^ who are enthusiasts m his praise 
as a sincere lover of liberty, a man of great virtue 
^nd of ihe highest accompUshments* His admi* 
rable wife, now no more, voluntarily shared his 
imprisonment with her truly amiable daughters, 
who, though mai Jied, now reside with their father* 
The remains of his property he derived from hta 
wife^ who was of die noble house of Noailles. 
The castle oi> La Grange Blissou, in La Bric^ is 
liis iLsual residence. 

fayetle, Mary Countess de I2, wrote the ro- 
mances of Zaide, the Princess of Cleves, JItemoirs 
of I he Court of France, and of Henrietta, of Eng- 
• land. She died 1G'J2, ' 

Fen^lon^ Francis de Salignac, Archbishop of 
Cambray, bom at Fenelon, in Perigord, 1691, ce* 
lebrated alike for his virtues, his eloquence, and his 
literary talents. His Maxims of the Saints,^' 
icaused him however to be confined to his own 
diocese ; Bossuet attacked him upon his opinions, 
j^d hia book was condemned at Rome. He never 
recovered the favor of Lewis XIV. his work ol' 
Telemachus (so universally admired) was consi- 
dered as a satire on that Prince, and intended tor 
Ihe instruction of his royal pupil, the Duke of Bar* 
gnndy. His charity was unbounded, and so re* 
vered was his character, that Marlborough and 
^ugene would, not sutler the ptll^e of his lapd* — • 
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He fiied in 1715^ without money, and without a 
debt. Hi& work^ are f enaFkabte fqr elegance and 
pmty of slyle^ 

Femig, MeftdemoiselleB, two siaterSf wko feiigttt 
as aide-de^camps to Dumourier, in 1793, and 
prcatly encouracred hin soldiers. They were at 
1h& 8Mle every \^ here, and BoumontiUe wrote to 
iim aiMmWy, Th^ cm kill men rery well.^ ~ 
One of Ihem had m horse killed ondei^ her, ami got 
behind her sister, little discouraged. When I>ti- 
meucier quitted tbe army, they followed his exami, 
pie, and lived several years at Altona, in extreme 
indigence* 

Fesch, Joseph Cardinal, uncle to Napoleon, 
liorn 1763, has become conspienous from his taste 
aiod beneficence. At ^ years of age he was a 
storekeeper, became an eeclesiastk, and aften^rds 

a republican* In 1802 Buo. gave him the ArcJ^ 
bishopric of Lyons, and made him ambassador to 
Ilome* Refusing with firmness a farther elevation, 
Im offended kis nephew. His' zeal for tStte welfare 
of the church, his moderation, and his liberality,' 
have gained hicn a great number of friends. He 
iLow resides at Rome. ^ 

Fevre, Qaiide le, bore 1633, a painter, whet 
excelled in portraits and flowers, and had sdme 
success in historical subjects. Died in London, 
1675. 

Fleury, Andrew, Cardinal de, born al Loden, 
1653, died l t43, (vide Chronelopy.) 

Florian, John dc, bora in Languedoc, 1755, an' 
author of considerable talent. His writings Hre 
tinged with » degree of melancholy. He wiii^ itnr 
prisoned by Robespierre, but released on tbeiteitif , 
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of that tyrant His interesting tale of Nama in- 
curred Ihe anger of the Jacobins. His Galatea, 
Estelle, Pastorals, and Fables, are admired, Ue^ 
died at Seaux, 1794. 

Fontaines, Peter, a critic of eminence, born^t 
Rouen. 1 685. He ms a Jesuit, and encceeded 
tlie Abbe Bis^iion in the management of the Jour* 
nal des Savaos.'' He conducted several periodical 
pubtlications, and translated Virgil into prose, wit^ 
qotes. Died at Parin, 1 745. 

Fontaine, John la, born at Chateau Thienri, 
162K His Miscellanies are numerous, his LeN 
ters, his " Amour de Psyche, and otlier works, . 
9Lpe esteemed ; but his Fables are universally read 
and approved, flis design in g:eneral is admira*' 
i)le ; his hnishing negligent and unequal. Some 
of his works are licentious. He died at Pari?, 
1695. . He was a man of excessive simplicity oi 
manners, credulous and absent, but benevolent; 
and so amiable as to have acquired the name of 

the good La Fontaine/* He lived and died 
without attracting the notice that he merited. 

Fontanes, L. Count de, one of the most distin* 
giiislied literary characters of the present age. — 
During the reign ol' the Terrorifels, he ventured 
to present to the Convention a petition from the 
>vrctched jnliabitants of Lyons. After havmg 
written a number of admired discourses and me- 
^lorials, and become a member of the- Institute, he 
was proscribed, and fled to England. Returned' 
U) Paris, he assisted La Harpe, Chateaubriand 
and £smen«rd« in editjng the Aiercure. - His- 

Greece saved,'' and his " Funeral Panegyrics,''. 
^e.ATOUg the be§t ^lodera produclious. ^ He i§ a, 
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peer, aud is considered one of the preafest oma"" 
meats of the Cliamber^. but is too lavish of his 
praise. - 

Fofitenelle, Bernard de, bom at Rouen, in 1 657. 

His erudition, the grace of bis style, and his \\\t 
have gained him great celebrity. His Dialogues 
of the JDead, and his Plurali^ of Worlds, aro in 
almdst every library ; and his other Vorks are nu- 
ttierous. ^ He died at Paris, 1757. •» 
Fosse, Charles de la, born at Paris, 1640, pupil 
of Le BruD, the artist, gained much reputation by 
bis public works. He paioted the interior of tlie 
British Museum, and died 1716. His nephew 
wrote tragedies and poems. 

Bouche of Nantes, Duke of Otranto was a 
strenooiis pronroter of the revolotioii, and perform- 
ed a sanguinary part in the proyinces* The sister 
of Robespierre lived with him as his mistress, and 
through .heir .intelligence of the tyrant^s private 
conduct^ contirived his ruin. Become minister of 
Ibe Police, he contrived, by his refined dissimula^ 
tion, to retain bis power on Lewises second resto- 
ration, but now resides at Pr'ague, being banished 
as regicide, ind much despised for his cruelties 
wfaicht though surpassed by^some of the Terrorists, 
were such as cannot be forfrotten. Re is rich, and 
married to a young wife, who has lately eloped 
ii*om him. 

Fouqoier-Tinviile, .A. Q. son of a fanner at 

HOronellc. Hii sanguinary disposition recom- 
mended him to Robespierre. A relation of oin> 
of bis atrocities will prove how truly this monster 
^'as worthy the attention of such a man* Mr« de 
Cramachc was brought into Court, This is not^- 
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the perton ic^vakA^ mA die dicer of juitice.^

Jt ourcroy, A. F. de Count, bom at Paris llSo^ 
ft chemist o£ the first celebrity. Though a meniber 
of successive parliameiits, and appointed to high 
stations, he took no active part in the revolutioos* 
Be died at Pari?, 1809. 

Fi-an^ais de Neuicbateau^ County born 1750, 
eon of a schoolmaster, is become a man of high 
f9Xik in the Uierary aa well as the political world. 
At 23 years of cige, as a barrister at Nancy, he 
was much esteemed, and his Poenii^ induced Vol- 
taire tQ call Francois his successor. He adro- 
cated the cause of liber^ with moderation, and 
fused i)eiag Minister of Justice; bnt in 1797 
accepted the Portefeuille of the Interior, and suc- 
ceeded Camot in the Directory, which high sta- 
tion be retained but one year* Buo* was not 
ncglectfttl of him, and he flattered the Emperer 
With no sparinfr hand.— He sent in hia s^ubroission 
to LewisX VIIL arid has since presented his workj 
to that Monarch, who overlooking his politics, re- 
ceived them with apparent pleasure ; the principal 
are, bis Poems and Fables; Pameb, a drama of 
^reat merit ; ^nd a Discourse on the jyiannei o£ 
reading Poetry* 

Freenoy,. Charles du, born at Paris, 161 U n 
painter of some celebrity ; bnl it iahit I^afein Poem 
m the Art of Paintiiig that has spread his frme 
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throughout £arope, having been translated into 
many languages. He died at Paris J 665. 

•Freron, L. S. son of the antagonist of Voliairc^ 
Irougiii up with Robespierre, he became his friend, 
bis emulator, and ultimately his denunciator. He, 
like some others of the most atrocious t}TantS9 had' 
bis victims ted and shot in numbers one timef 
by a train of artiller} . After a volley, he ex- 
claimed, " Let those who are still livings rise, the 
Kepobiic pardons them.^^ The miserable creatures 
rose, trusting to bis pron^ise, and he caused them.* 
instantly to be fired upon. He and his colleagues 
acted a Biniilar part at Marseilles. This execra- 
ble wretch died in St. Domingo, from the heat 'of ^ 
the climate. He had been appointed Prefect of the 
South, in that island. 

Gaiuhcaunie, Honorius Count, a Vice-Admiral, 
^vho has performed bevcral naval exploits that 
reilect credit on his name. Buo. paid him every 
possible attention^ and Lewis has created him a 
peer. . 

Garat, Count, Member of the Institute, and Pro-. ♦ 
fessor of History. In 1792, be became Minister 
of Justice; and of tho Interior, in 1793. He 
soon, relinquished this post. In. 1798 he was sent 
to Naplc? as A nibdHsatlor, but entcrins; into philo-, 
sophical, instead of political, digcussions, he \va* 
disapproved by all parties. He assisted the rise of. 
Buo. and made some truly eloquent orations on his. 
successes ; was one of the editors of the Mlercure ; 
find his eulogiuruh on Fontenelle and other great 
men, arc much admired. Lewis XVIII. omitted., 
to create him a peer in 18H> and on Buc^a retura 
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lie spoke vehemently against the Bourbons* He 
now leads a private life at Brusseltu 

Garftier de SaiAtes, i. a lawyer, proposed the 
infltGtioA of death on all emigrants, without distinc- 
tion (jf age or sex. This sufficiently denotes his 
dispositioQ* He is a man of abilitiei, but is banish- 
od a<; a Regicide, and itves in America. 

Gavdin, Dnke of Gaete, long refused the high 
office of Minister of the Finances, which he wag 
^supposed to be well calculated to fill, but accepted 
It after Bao.^s election to the Consulate, and re- 
gained it till Lewis XVIII. was restored to tte 
French ; Buo. again bestowed it upon him, and 
created him a peer. He is now simply a Deput/ 
to the Corps Legisiati£| and lives in Paris* 

Gel^, Claude, surnamed liorraine, born 1600. 
Generally esteemed (he best df landscape painters 
chat has yet appeared. Died at Rome, 1682. 

Genlis, Brullart de Sillery, Countess de, wife 
to the Count de Siilery, and formerly governess to 
the family of the late Dnke of Orleans. She is- 
dtrthor of more than 40 vols. — Adela and Theo- 
dore, Tales of the Castle, Life of Madame de 
Maintenon, Instructive Dramas, and a number of 
fascinating and useful works ; which are so greatly 
adnured, that as soon as they appear they are tran- 
slated into various languages* She possesses many 
accomplishments, is an admirable critic, and re« 
tains a piming appearance. In her works she 
seizes absurdities to admiration; is a promoter of 
every virtue, and writes with spirit and elegance* 
She remained in Germany duriag the revolution, 
but returned to Paris under the consulate of Bno«. 
nho allowed her a pension, which still enjoying, 
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she lives in retirment ^miuli to the regret of the 
best society) in a convent of Caruielites in Paris^ 
where she receives a select few ia her elegam 
apartments ; the productiona of her pencil asd her 
mttsiG, form their chief ornaments. 

Georges, Cadoual, a cluef of the Royalists ia 
Brittany, who falling into the hands of Buq» vvas 
accused of forming the infernal machine, and axor 
cuted Hth May, l804» As no proof whatsoeirer 
was brought fprward, this is one of the actions of 
the Knnperor that ia considered indefensible^ 

Gerard, ■ ' t an historical and portrait pain- 
ter of the first rank. Hif battle of Austerlits 
gained him great fame. He re^des in Paiis. 

Girarc?, Gabriel Ahb^ bom at Clerwojit 1678^ 
wrote the celebrated Svnouuaes £ran|ais»^^*«« 
Died at Paris 1748. 

Girardet-Triosson^ an historical painteTf advanc-^ 
ing to the first eminence. Dis Deluge, Atala, and 
Endymion, are fine productions* He Uve^ Ho* &lf 
Bue Neuve 8t» Augustin* 

Girardon, Francist ham ^627^ a sculptor 
great merit. Died 1703. 

Gouviou Saint Cyr, Count die, Marslial^ of m 
ancient family. He became a General in very 
early life^ and Boo. employed hm great notitary 
talents successfully iu most of his campaigns.-—' 
Lewis XVIIL paid him the greatest attention , in 
1814, created him a peer, and finding him attachr 
ing himself to his per^um in his retreat to Ghentf 
made him Minister at War, vvhicl) post he retained 
till Sept. 1815, and has lately resumed. He is a 
man of abilities and honor } is a P«er aQd a Coun- 
sellor of State. 
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GraflSgny, Francos de, born in Loraine, 1694. 
Her work, " Peruvian Letters," has found its 
way into mast libraries. The brutality of her hus- 
liand induced lier to lire with the wife of Marshal 
Richelieu, in Paris, where she was very highly 
esteemed for lior talents, and died in Paris. 1758. 

Grammont, Philibert Count de, was a favorite 
at the £nglish court, and served under Conde and 
Turenne. His well-known Memoirs, written by 

Count Hamilton, are authentic. He died 1707. 

Grauet, — — ^ a French historical paiuter at 
R(Nne, has greatly distinguished himself by his 
picture of Stella, and by others. 

Gregoire, H. Count, Bishop of Blois, was re- 
proached with desiring to give a Christian charac- 
ter to the revolution, and his conduct was marked 
with .an anxiety that humanity and meri^y should 
temper all the acts of the Convention, and he op* 
posed the atheism of the otiier Bishops, and se- 
verely blamed them. To the Arts and to Letters 
be declared that. Terrorism had given a blow that 
was irreparable* He opposed many of the tyran- 
nical acts of Buo. travelled much in Cennany and 
in England, voted the dethronement oi the Em- 
peror, and presented his works to the present 
Chamber of Representatives. The chief are^ 
*\Leiter against the Inquisition,'' and An Essay 
oi the Jews." His unwearied efforts to abolish 

, the Slave Trade, and to improve the situation ( f 
servants, was honorable to his heart, as was his 
opposition to despotism to his understanding. He 
now lives rather obscurely in Paris.

Grouchy, Emanuel Count de, Marshal, born iit 
1766, was Sub-Lieutenant before the revolution, 
and became a General in 1793. His command 
being taken from him ' because he was a nobleman 
by birth, he recommenced as a Subaltern, wag 
again promoted, and became one of the most stren- 
uous adherents of Buo. After many valorous ex- 
ploits he waa wounded most severely, was saved 
by the Grand Duke Constantine of Russia, who 
caused every possible care to be taken of him. — 
Recovered and exchanged, he rendered Buo. the 
most important services, performed extraordiil&ry^ 
feats of skill and bravery, and was again wounded. 
In 1815, he opposed the Duke d'Angoiileme, who 
gave himself up, and was allowed to depart. The 
present' government have declared him a traitor, 
but he has escaped all ^search. He resided lately 
in Calvados, where he was powerfully protected 
and effectually liid by the inhabitants. He is much 
beloved by the soldiers, and is altogether very po- 
pttlar% He is now at FortMobelle, in America.- ' 

Guadet, M. E. a Deputy from the Gironde, 
where he was a most eminent and esteemed law**'

Isoard, Maximilian, son of a rich perfiimer, be- 
came, a vehement deidaimer against royalty, and 
one of the Regicides* He hid himself successfully 
durinir the fall of his friends, and Buo. made him' 
a Judge* He wrote a work on the immortality ot 
the souL He is now an exile. 

J^quelin, Roehe, a VTendean Chief of eonspi- 
CU0U8 bravery, killed in an engagement with Gen.

Jauoour, Arabld' Count de, born 1757, an oft*'

Josephine, fim'press of Franee, born in Mar^' 
unique, 24th June, 17H8, of parents named De la 
Pagerie, who had been . wealthy^ She learned 
Count de Beauharnois, and was .conspienous for 
dissipation and freedom of manners. After the 
death of her, husband, siie lived under the protec* 
tton of Barras^ the Director, and used her influence 
to accomplish many acts of humanity and kindness.

Junot, Duke of Abrantes, became a grenadier, 
was remarkable for his intrepidity, and, as a Ge« 
^ neral, was among the most distinguished. Ar* * 
rived* at Lisbon, as Ambassador and Commander 
in Chief, the English compelled him to capitulate. 
(Vide Chronology.) In the campaign in Russia 
he gained some advantages, shared in the disgrace; 
and in die lUyrian provinces, of which he was 
Governor, was seized with a fever, and in a fit of 
delirium threw himself out of window and was kil- 
led* in Aug. 1813. 

Jttste^ Lfewis de Saint, bom 1768, possessed 
ef abilities, of a cool head, a fiery soul, and a 
hard heart, became conspicuous in the revolution, 
and demanded sanguitiary punibbments for all- 
that opposed Robespierre and the Jacobins. He 
exercised -the guillotine at Strasbourg, as if deca» 
pitation were amusement. It was, however, tried 
upon himself at the fall of his bosom friend, in 
1 •94. — He wrote a poem, called Orgon," and 
some poetical works. 

Kaiii, Henry le, born 1728, an actor of re- 
markable talent, with whom Voltaire took much 
pains. He was originally a culler. He obtained 
a pension for his great abilities, and died 1778. 
licUcrmau, Duke de Yalmy) Marshal of France, 
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\mvL 1 735, from a simple hussar^ be * became a 
General, and though he has not einee performed 

any extraordinary exploits, he has received every 
possible dignity, and having refrained from sitting', 
as a peer at the return of Buo. he 'nov^ retains 
jfaat station. — His son, the Coont de Valmy, has 
performed some extraordinary acts of valour, and 
shown great talents as a General officer. 

Kleber, J. B. born 1 T3U, brought up an archi- 
tect, was filled with military ardour at - the begin- 
ning of the revolution, and obtained a commission. 
He was soon disgu^^ted with the sanguinary sc<»ne* 
io La Vendee, was engaged in the North, cap- 
tured Maestricht, aad performed .other service?. 
In Egypt he had the chief command after the de- 
parture ot Buo. took Cairo by storm, and formed 
an alliance with Murat Bey, but was assassinated 
V a Turk; in 1800. 

La Bedoy^re, Charles Count de, of a distin- 
gvUished family, became renowned ior spirit and 
courage; and in 1815, when sent by Lewis 
XVIIL to oppose Buo. joined the Emperor, and 
became his Aid de Camp at Waterloo. Vor thi» 
treachery he was shot, 19th Aug. 1815, and met 
his death with perfect coolness. The fate of this 
young man was exceedingly lamented, as he had 
been educal^d with a veneration for Napoleon, and 
had served him with ardour. The part he acted 
was, however, highly dishonorable. 

Lacdpede, jS. Count, born 1756, a naturalist o£ 
the first rank, and a writer of elegant and pure 
ta^ ; but* of all the' gro^ flatterers of Bao« the 
most servile. He is in some disgrace. 

Lacreieliei the most impartial of the hi:»torians 
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ff the nri)liitiaB. fiis 'stjrie is idegant aiid ai»-* 

mated. He was a promoter of modcraXe reforms, 
resides now at Pans, and is a, nember Uo 

V ijaharpe, John de, bom at Faris^ 1 739. it^ ha 
jouth an officer, and subsequently a student at the 
College d'Harcourt, where he gained all (he prizes. 
His heroic epistles from Cato to Caesar and others, 
•ttracteil much notice. Ilia traf^edy of Wanviek^^ 
had great sucqms, md Fbilocteteaiid Melani'^ 
are still better written.

' Lairesse, Gerard, an historical painter of merit, 
l^orn 1640, at Liege. He was also a good engraver

He 
wrote an excellent work on the principles of paint« 
ing, and died in 1 711. Hia brother and his sone 

were artists. 

Lalande^ J. J. born at Bourgiu Ain, 1732, 
Director of the Observatory. Before the revolu* 
lion, he made a public profession of atheism, which 
' he repeatpJ, till Buo, ordered him not to publish 
any future work with his name. His works are 
astonishingly voluminous ; those on astronomy par* 
licularly esteemed. • He died at Paris, 1807. 

Lallemand, Baron, and his brother, distin* 
giiished General officers, who put into the power 
of Buo. the arsenal at La Fere, in 181 5« and are 
Among the proscribed. • They followed Boo. to 
England, and proceeded to America. 
■ Laly Tolendal, TrophiniAi^ Count de, born 1771, 
of a family 4>riginally Irisli, iiuding that his hne 
powers of oratory in favor of a moderate reform 
were 'nnavailing, retired to Switzerland. In 1792, 
he returned to endeavour to prevent the fail o£ 
monarchy, escaped the massacre of September, 
although he was in the Abbaye, and fled to Eng- 
land, "from whence he offered himself as a defender 
of the King, but was refased. He then devoted* 
himself to literary pursuits, published many esteem- 
ed works, and is now a peer of France. He h a 
man of great seosibility, and in his eloquence ^ 
there is a sweetness that is irresistible. 

Lamballe, Maria Theresa of Savoy, Princess 
of, born at Turin, 1749, married to the Duke de 
Bourbon Penthievre, and became a widow in the 
flower of youth And beauty. She entered the pri- 
son of ihe. Temple with the Queen of France, of 
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Whom she was the particular favorite, ftl 1792^ 
she was brought before a ferocious tribunal, where 
ibe €hewed the utmost calmness and courage % bal 
M^as butchered with -sabres on the 7th Oct* 

* Lamcth, Theodore de.— The Lameths, (bro- 
thers), loaded with benefits by the Royal Family, 
were not the less warm in the suppression of an 
airiiiir«|*y mmiaroliyt Their meisures were, how- 
ever^ not among die most v^iolent.^llieodcyre re. 
tired lor many years, but at length becoming a 
friendi to Buo. particularly in 1815, lie is now 
obliged tprenuiiii in obseurity.

As Postmaster. Geijeral of Blois, he greatly as* 
sisted Buo, on hi» return in 1815, rras tried, im- 
« prisoned, and condemned to death; but escaped 

through the ingenuity of his wife^ in whose ap 
parel he passed the jailors. He was guillotined iir' 
effigy at Paris, but remains in safety in Bavari i, 
which place he reached, after having been escorted 
to frontiers of France by tliree English gentle* 
men^ who suffered three months' imprispnment ixr 
cotisequence. 

Layalette, Countess. This lady, w^ith extraor- 
dinary courage> remained in prison in. the place of 
her husband, whom she had disguised in: her 
cloaths and taught to act her part* She lore the 
coat of ihe jailor ia endeavouring to detain him 
from the pursuit, as soon as he discovered the 
success of her plan* The barrfers were elosed, 
and every housekeeper was obliged U> state the 
inmates of his dwellix^. Madame Lavalette was 
released. • * ' * * . 

Lavoi&ier, Henry, born at Paris, 1743, one of 
the most renowned of modern chemists. He be^ 
came a Farmer General and CSommissary of the 
Kational Treasury, but notwithstanding his strict 
integrity, his general virtues and talents, he was 
gailtotiped in 1794. He begged to be allowed 
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to complete some important experiment, hut ^vas 
refused* Uis work of the £lemeuti> of Chemistry 
is much regarded. 

Lebon, Joseph, bbrti at Arnls^ bedafife a priest^ 
and maintained his parents, ^tho were indigent, 
at his parsonage. He connected himself vvith 
Robespierre^ Avho advanced him ; and, as a magis^ 
trate^.he seized and ejected from Arras the 
commissioners who came to justify the massacred, 
but was thrcfttened with doatli if he did not 
tease his tendency to humanity. He theii sud- 
denly became an apostate, a libertine^ and a 
Inonater of cruelty. He condemned tb death all 
those who w ere distinguished In his town for 
wealth and talent, and delighted in frightening 
women by firing pistols close to their cars. H« 
Was but 30 years when^ in 1795, he was himself 
guillotined. 

Ledoux, Clmide, born 1735. This tasteful 
hrchitect built the beautiful, numerous, and singu- 
larly-varied barrieres that surroand Tarisi Died 
ih 1800. 

Lefebre-Desnouettos, Count, a colonel of Dra- 
goons in 1804, he i)roved courageous; and has 
sustained a high reputation as general ; but when 
taken prisoner by the English, broke his ^arole^ 
and escaped to France ; sinfce which h^ has been 
successively victorious and beaten. He con- 
ducted Buo. to Elba, and af;sisted him to the 
' utmost on his return in Igld. Uis trial took 
place in Paris during hts Sedlusion • the sentence, 
death. He fled to America, and at Forte Movilo 
is assisting to raise a colony. 
I^afebre, Francis^ Duke of Dantzic^ Marshal

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of f imnce, bora 1755, the son of a miller, then 3 
seijeanty embraced with transport the cause of the 
reTOlutfon, and soon became a general of diTision. 
HaTing run a most brilliant eareer, he rose to the 
first honors, was created a peer by Lewis, but 
JuLTing again serred Napoleon^ he was excluded 
from that dignity- He is howerer restored to^ 
fayor, and reeeifed a marshal's baton from 
iiC wis* 

Legendre, bom 1756, first a sailor, and then 
a butcher ^ he figured early in the revolutioa w-itk 
talents ftrr surpassuig espectation. The Lameths 

\* €re his customers, and filled him with so much 
enthusiasm that reason and humanity were dor- 
mant for a time in the mind and in the heart of 
this man^who had originally much of both. He 
was engaged in erery mob, and in the capacity of 
senator, was one of the most furious, and pursued 
the royal family with relentless asperity. Find-* 
ittg nature at times^ pleading in his heart, he sarcd 
a few persons from perishing, but caused the death 
of many more. In October, 1797, he opposed the 
Terrorists. He died in I'S 17,, bequeathing hi^ 
body to the ^uiigeons^ to be^ he said,. useful Ur 
the last*. 

Lemercier, Count, an admi red and Toluminouf*^ 
dramatic author. His Ai^^araemuon iiadttie most 
compleat success, and his Charlemagne was writ^ 
ten under the eye of JBuo* though recently per-^ 
formed: from party *spirit it incurred much op^ 
position, and but just escaped condemnation^ 
The Count lives in Paris. 

Lemoine, Francis, a celebrated historical 
painter. His chief performances are the Nati-^ 
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vityy the Transfiguration^ the FfigKt into Egypt, 
mnd the Aj^otheosis of Hercules, at Versailles, 

the saloon of ^hich occupied Mm four yesLVi, 
He destroyed himself in 1737. 

L'Enclos, Ann^ called Ninon de, bom in 
1 01 5, of a noble family. Losing her parents at 
tiie age of 1 S, she resolved never to marry« She 
possessed great charms and accx^mp I ish merits, 
hut although she studied Montaigne and Cbar« 
ron, and thought as Epicurus, she lived like 
Lais. Men of genius consulted her on their 
works, and she became attached to no other thaa 
to those of talent. ^ She died in 1705, aged 90* 
One of her sons, brought up at a distance from 
iiis mother, fell in love with her when she had 
attained her 70th year, and staWied himself on 
learning their affinity. 

Lepicie, Bernard, a very fine engraver, also 
secretary and historiographer to the academy* 
His son Nicholas painted some good pictures in 
the manner of his master, Carlo Vauloo* He 
died in 1784, and the father in 1755. 

Leprinee, John, a good painter and musician : 
having been taken by an English privateer, he 
played oit the violin, and so delightdi the sailors, 
that they restored him the whole of his property. 
He died in 1781. His pictures are in the Style 
of Teniers, and some like Wouvermans*

Longueyillp, Anne, Duches3 of, born 1618, 
celebrated for her <^alantnes, and lor having ex^ 
cU^d the troubles caused hy the party called thc^ 
JFronde." She died 1079. 

Lorrain, Robert le, born- 1606, a sculptor of 
eminence. His Galatea is his greo^test yioAf 
He died 1666. 

X^oiiis, Baron, Minister of Financo to I^wis 
XVlli*in 1815; was a counsellor, and a flat^ 
terer of Buo. whom j however, he did not join on 
his return from Elba, and is therefore still in' 
favor, though Corvetto has obtained bis high 
situation. The Baron lives in. Paris. 

Lquyet, Jol^o, born 1742, a man of letters, a 
Tigorous vind sensible writer, animated and in* 
tero.stini(. Il<' alone had courafireto attack Robe- 
^pien e, \\ hen the latter was in the zenith of his 
power, and escaped his vengeance. He edited 
the Journal des DeUais,'* and the ^< Sentinel,*' 
i^i which his wit and taleut were conspicuous^ 
tpgetlitf with much extravagance, ^Jle was oftft 
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of the most iiiYariabIc of the reformers, with re« 
^rd to principle. His publication of his ad?eni» 
tares has been translated into many languages^ 
He latterly kept a booksellers's shop in Paris^ ; 
and died ia Paris in 1797. 

LuUi, John, born at Florence, 1633, consi- 
dered as the father of French music* lie com- 
posed a number of operas, and the music of som* 
o^ Moliere's plays. His style is now obsolete^ 
He died at Paris, 1687, . 

Luxembourg, Francis, Duke of, bora 1628, 
a marshal, and one of the roost distinguished of 
his fine. In 1672. he effected a famous retreat 
against 70,000 men, his own number was 20,000. 
His Tictories were important. He died in 1G95. 

Mabillon, John, born at Pyrmont, 1632, a 
benedtctine, and a celebrated writer ; was sent 
by Colbert to Germany to search for manuscripts, 
and returned with many Taluable literary trea- 
€ures, an account of which he published. Though 
his learning and acquirements were immense^ he 
was extremely modc^st and diffident* His princ^ 
pal works are ^^Anabeta,** «^ De Re Diplomatica,'* 
and *^ Musasum Italicum»'^ He died at Paris^ 
1709. 

Mably, the Abbe de, born at Grenoble. 1709, 
a fine writer. His obser?ations oa the Greeks 
and Romans, and his discourses on history, are 
particularly admired. He died at Paris, 1787. 

Mackdonald, Stephen, Mar^haU Duke of Ta* 
rentum^ born 1765, of an iUustrious family ori* 
ginally Scotch, was early distinguished for his 
talents, and though he has been more uusuccess** 
Cul than many of fiuOt's generals* he h^s not. beeu 

Ii3 
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•H'anting in victories, and has made some fine re- 
treats. Created a peer by Lewis, he retired ta 
his estates durins; the restoration of Buo. is now 
commander in cbief ot the army of the Centtey 
and much relied upon. 

Maii\t( lion, Frcuicis Daubigiu'j Marchioness de, 
born 1 036, in a prison at Niort ; married to Scar- 
TOD) the facetious writer: on bis death reduced 
to great difficulties, ^he became goremess to the 
natural children of L^wis XIV. by Madam de 
Montespan, whom she succeeded in the affections 
of the liing in her 60th year ; became his nife, 
but refused to be crowned. Her modesty^her 
greatness of mind, her eitraprdinary talent^ and^ 
above all, her benevolence, have been the theme 
of most of (lie iiutliors of her time. She endea- 
voured to niitigute the sufferings of the Protest- 
ants, and founded the fine institution of St. Cyr, 
for young ladies,- for whom, at hex request, 
Racine wrote his Esther and Athalia. Many of 
her letters ha^e been published, and are in high 
estimation. She died at b(. Cyr, in I7IS9 in the 
arms of her grateful proteg<^s.* jSer acquiescence 
in the per&eisution of Fenelon, her once intimate 
friend, was said to be the only prominent error 
of h< 1 life : and, as he acted in a niaoner incoii- 
sisteni with the general greatness of l^is character, 
and that confinement to his diocese ^i^as his chief 
punishn.ent, no great bliimecaii be attached to her. 
' Malf branche, Nichola^i, born at Paris, 1638, a 
j)roi(>uii(i \vi ilei , and philosopher. His p^rcat work 
The Search aiier Truth,'' in which his remarks 
tend to abstract the mind from all objects but in 
i^erehce to God, is universally known* Hi^ 
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other works have thcr same tendency* He died a| 

Malherbey, Chrisliiin Lainoignon, born at Paris^ 
I72J, a man of virtue and talent. In 1775 he 
Was appointed minister of state tor the interior, 
^nd reformed numerous abuses* He trayelled 
through part of Euiope in a plain attire, and witl| 
an assumed name. After a long; retirement, he 
came forward voluntarily to plead the cause of 
Lewis XVL which the^ Terrorists never could- 
forgive; He was beheaded, with his innocent 
relatives, at Paris, the 23d of April, 1794 ; shew- 
ifif]^, in his last moments, the serenity of Socrates^ 
^d the firmness of Catol ' * 

Mansard) Julius, born 1 630, architect of Yer* 
sailles, the dome of the Invalides* the cascade of 
St* Cloud, cVc. Died in 1703. ^ ' * 
* Marat, John, born ^t JBaudry in Switzerland, 
in 1 744, became an empiric at P^ris, and a leader 
of the most violent of the jacobins during therevo-* 
lution. In his Journal The Friend of the Peo- 
ple,^*^ he recommended revolt, pillage, and mur- 
der. He appeared in the Convention with pistols, 
and the most atrocious assassinations Were insti- 
gated by hitn, and by Robespierre* His face was 
such as an artist would draw for a villain of the 
dcepes^t dye; his figure mean and diminutive* He 
was assassinated by Charlotte 'Co^da^, in 1793, 
but being idolized by the most profligate among 
the mob, his bubt wa^ carried about with solemnity 
and mdurning, and the Convention itself decreed 
brni (he honors of the Pantheon* His memory is 
^ow held in universal execration. 

Maiti;, liughcs, Duke of Bao;2aa9, boia Doo. 
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has led m diplotaatic life from an early period.— 
He was sent to England in 1792, failed in his ne* 

guciations, was nominated ambassador to Naples, 
. was taken prisoner by tlie Auslrians, exchanged, 
and was in employ in various embassies until 
181 1, when he became Minister for foreign affaini. 
He is supposed to have advised Buo. to the con- 
tinuance of war, and is accused of being the 
cause of all the subsequent bloodshed. Ue is now 
At Prague, in Bohemia, with his wife; has pass- 
ports for liintz, in Austria^ but is not allowed to 
return to France. 

Marmont, Augustus, Marshal, Duke of Ragusa, 
born of a distinguished family, entered into the • 
army, and soon became the aid-de-eamp of Buo. 
has since continued among the most zealous of his 
friends, and the most distinguished his generals* 
(Vide Cbron.) Faithful, however, to his oath of 
allegiance to Lewis, on the dethronement of his 
friend, he followed the King to Ghent, is now a 
peer, and is employed at Lyons in the army. The 
Duk« of Wellington pays him much attention. At 
the feet pf the King he implored pardon for Lava* 
iette, but without success* 

Massena, Marshal, Duke of Rivoli, Prince of 
Essling, born at Nice, in 1775. He was origi- 
nally a subaltern ofiicer ; his spirit, his bravery, 
^nd i^acity, raised him to the first dignities* — 
^cb were his exploits and successes, that be was 
called the &vorite child of victory. (Vide Chrom) 
Notwithstanding liis ardent and spontaneous pro- 
fessions of attachment to Lewis, his conduct al 
Toulon on the debarkation of Boo* was equivocal^ 
It waa BO longer so as Buo. advanced : M^^senii 
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joined bim, and became commandant of the National 
Guards of Paris* in which oflice he contributed 
{jrreatly to the tranquillity and safety of the capital. 
Latterly he was much distrusted and avoided, and 
^Jicd in Paris'! 81 T: his titles descending to hi? 
eldest son, and his iquueuse Wjealth being divided 
among hie iamiiy. 

Marje Antoinette^ ArchrDuchess of Aujstria^ 
.Queen of Lewis XVI. of France, born at Vienna^ 
1755. Though fond ol dissipation, and accused 
by impartial writers of a freedom of manners that 
bordered on licentiousness^ this princess posses^d 
many virtues, which the revolution placed in s 
Hiost conspicuous light. Her fortitude, her dig^ 
i;ity> her manner of fulfilling her domestic duties 
when in adversity, and her benevolencei many iuf 
Stance? of which have formed the subjects of some 
good pajntinge, were the prominent virtues shi» 
displayed. Her accomplishments were of the first 
order ; and, whatever may have been her errors, 
her punishment has been more than adequate. Foe 
tlie events of her life, see Chron. Her death took 
place on the 16th of August, 1798. 

Marivaux, Peter, born at Paris, 1688, a cele- 
brated dramatic and novel writer. His works are 
^distinguished for their moral tendency. The Poor 
Philosopher, the excellent romance of Marianne^ 
i^nd the French Spectator, are by this author, Hq 
<Jied at Paris, 1 768. 

MarmoMtel, John, born at Bort, 1719, after 
many interesting adventures wtiich bis admirable 
account of his life relates, he gained the friendship 
vf Voltaire, wrote some successful tragedies, and n 
jidiirc on the nobility, which placed him in tlift

Bastille, where he did not long remain. During 
the revolution he remained secure, and died in low 
cHrcumstanbes, in 1799* H» Moral Tales, and 
Belimnus, are in all European languages. 

Mascarron, Julius^ born at Marseilles, I634|, 
Bkhop of Agen« His reputation as a preacher, 
procured him this preferment. Mis funeral ora* 
tims are extremely fine. He died at Agen, in 
1703. 

Massillon, John, born at Hierce, 1663, Bishop 
of Clermont, a celebrated preacher and philosopher. 
Lewis XIV. once said to liim» father. When I 

bear others preach, I. go away pleased with 
'^Vthem; but when I have heard yon, I becmn^ 

displeased with myself/^ His works are in 14 
vols. He died at Clermont, 1 742. 

Maupertuis, Peter, born at St. Malo, 1698, a 
great philosopher. He determined the figure of 
the earth, and wrote a number of highly esstecmed 
V orks on astronomy, and on other subjects. His 
Essay on Moral Philosophy, and on Languages, is 
valuable. As a military man, he accompanied 
Frederick the Great to Molwitz, and was taken 
prisoner, but was well received in Germany, and 
Jiberated. He died at Basil, 1759, 

Maury, John Siffrein, Cardinal, lost the esteem 
«f all parties from the worthlessness of his private 
character. During the revolution, the mob were 
on the point of hanging him, when his exclamation, 

Gentlemen, will you see the clearer for my 
death t^* preserved him* Bno. sensible of his ta* 
Jems, promoted him to the Archbishopric of Paris, 
and he in return became so servile an adulator, 
that his mandales were jocularly styled the Arch* 
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bisbop^s bulletins. In 1814^^ he avoided Lewi»> 
and went to Rome^ where the Pope imprisoned 
him, for accepting the see of Paris, nnaothorized 
by the papal seal. He was soou liberated, and 
died at Rome in 1817, aged 7i. Ue has left a 
fine work on eloquence. 

Mazarin^ Julius, Cardinal^ bom at Piscina, ii% 
Italy, in t602» Died in Paris, 1661. (Vide 
Chron.) 

Mehee-Delatoucbe^ a political writer of some 
eminence.^ He ventured furiously to denonnce the 
conduct of Lewis XVIIl* in 1814; but remains* 

unpunished and unnoticed by the Gevernment,— 
He was in Enp^Iand as a spy, is now in the Nether- 
lands, and was falsely accused of firing at the IMike 
of Wellington. 

Mercier,. Bartholemew, called Abb^ St. Leger,. 
a man of great erudition,^ and one of the first 
bibliographersi. Lewis XV. gave him an Abbey 
at Soissons, of which he was deprived in the re* 
Yolution^ and died in great indigence in 1 799. — 
His works are on a variety of subjects, and much 
esteemed. 

Mercier, Lewia, author of the celebrated Pic- 
fare of Paris,^ a work mucb admired on the Con*'^ 
' Itnent,. but not by the severe critics- of Paris* He 
was however a man of ability, and, as a senator, a 
strenuous advocate for the preservation of the mo- 
rals of the people, and an opposer of the principles 
of Voltaire.* He died much regretted in 1814. — 
His brother who assisted him in some of his writ* 
ing!^, is a dramatist, and a lively writer. 

Merlin, Philip, Count, born at Douay. His 
father yv9A a brmer ; he became a chorister^ and 
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«o pieaaed the monks, that they educated him. A?; 
an attorney he was employed by the King; and in 
1789, assisted in frkmin^ the new constitation ; 

^as a violent repctblican, but opposed the Terro- 
rists; , ^as rioiuinated minister of police, and of 
justice, and director. Being, one of the Regr* 
cides,* be has left France, and has hired, a coun- 
try house near Brusseisv where he ffeems to have 
lixed his residence* He is possessed of very large 
estates. 

. Merlin, Anthony^ hotn jbX Thionville^ wais i* 
bailiff, and having risen by deg^rees to the office 

of senator, became the denouncer of ministers, 
and of placemen. He voted the death of Lewis 
XVL whom be styled infamous. He shewed 
much courage in defending the cily of Mayence* 
He desei^M the 'Jaeobins when th^y lost their 
power, and in his office of director ^'eneral of tl>e 
post, was accused of appropriatinc; to luinscif im- 
mense property, whicb h^ now expending in 
exile; 

Mignard,* Peter, born at Troyes, I6i0, a paiih 
ter of such eminence, that he was ennobled by 
Lewis XIV. His historical pieces, and his por- 
traits are still much admired. He died in 1 6il5« 
. Millot,' Claude,' bom at Besan^n, 1126, a sue-' 
<;essful historian and preacher. His works are 
much readv particularly those that embrace the 
annals of France. He d fed at Paris 

Mirabeau, Victor, Marquis de, was one of the 
founders of the seet called the Economists'. His 
tirork, L'Anu dcf* Hommes,'* (the friend of maa- 
kind) is greatly admired. * He died in 1 #90^ 

Mirabeau, Uononus, Count de, born 1149, ooie 
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of the instigators of (he French revolution. To 
prove his love of liber^, be opened a shop, although 
A noblemauy and became a dealer in Uiieii. Uia^ 
|>ower3 of oratory were very great, but he was; 
Tiolent and vindictive. Thfe good oi his country 
seemed hevrever at hi^ heart. Me was a libertine, 
andexpended alarge fortune in- a short periodvwas 
plunged m debt, and died^it is supposed, by poison' 
in Paris 1791. 

Miranda, Francis, General, born in South Ame- 
rica, came lo France, an* adventurer, and Petion 
^vanced hiili greatly* As a general, bis conduct 
was indefensibly bad, and he was btaished. Re-' 
turned to his native land, where he excited a re- 
volt, and formed a consular government in the 
Caraceasv he was taken and Conveyed to Cadi?, 
wbere^ after remaining many years in prison, he 
died. 

Moliere, John, born in Paris, 1620, the first of 
Ibe French comic dramatists, and iht admiration 
of all European countries, for bin keen aiid just 
satire* His father was a tapestry^maker ; but he 
soon evinced a talent for the stage, and made rapid 
progress in the study of tlie Belles Lettres. When 
offered to be secretary to the Prince de Conde, he 
answered, though a passable author, I should 
make a bad secretary.'' He was a fine performer, 
and obtained a pension. His Misanthrope, Tar- 
tuffe, Les Femmes Savantes, and L^Avare, are 
unrivalled pieces. He died at Pai:i» 1673* Bi* 
gotry denied him christian burial* 

Montesquieu, Charles, Baron de, born near 
Bourdeaux, 1689. His first work, " Persian Let- . 
ters,'' gave proofs of a fine genius. His great

iMoUtesquieu, Al/U; de, sapporied the claims of 
the clergy darmg ibe jerolutioii, wiih perBuasive 
eloqiieace; becane aa eniignBt, retmrned^ refowd 
the ofer of a bishopric ia Ae refofatdoiiary galli" 
can clmrcb, wai^ exiled to Niames^ Lewis XVIII. 
chose him Minister of the Interior jm 1815. He 
followed the King^ and is now one of the most 
respected of the peeis, th'oi^h tto longer ib IbeMi- 
nistry. 

Montfaucon, Bernard do, a benedictine, and a 
profound antiquarian, born atSouiage, i6ii» He 
went to Italy to coI^Blllt literary works^ and has 
made a enrioos relation of his joomey. He was 
a most voluminous author* and his Antiquities Ki- 
plai ned, in 15 vols, shew immense eruiliiion, and 
are of great value. He died at Paris, 1 71 L 

Montpensier, Anne, Dndiess de, (vide Chnm. 
page 163.) She wrote her memoirs, which are 
full of anecdotes, and died in 1693» 

Moreau, John Victor, one of the most renowned 
warriors <ride Chron.) His passion for a milt* 
faty life was such as conid not be restrained by 
bis family; and his great merits soon drew atten- 
tion. He rose to the highest command ; and anion^ 
the very numerous instanceii of his hrmness aud 
bravery^ at the battle of Novi he contraued to figbl 
after be had three horses killed under him, and 
was wounded; his retreat alone would have im- 
uiortalizcd his Qame> and be wa» caiicd the French 
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JTabiUi^ Falliiig under the dispteaeure of Buo. he 
wu bmished, and v^ent ta America ; but arrived 

at Dresden in time to prove that Buo. was not in- 
T incible. In the very first rencontre, a caTinon 
bAll shot off both his legs, and he died the 2Ith of 
AugiMit, ISIS, regretted and adnmd in no ordi« 
nary degree* Hia widow enjoys pensions and 
honors, and is universally beloved. 

Morrilet, Abbe. This friend of Voltaire, Rous- 
aeau, Diderot, and Marmontel, is still living at 
Paris ; and to the few who are admitted to bis bed- 
side, his conversation is still interesting — his men- 
ial faculties retaining much of their vigor in his 
90th year. He has written some serious and lively 
pieces, chiefly political. Was favorable to the re- 
Tolution, but not sanguinary ; and Buo. and Lewis 
XVIIL granted him a pension. 

Alortier, Edward, Duke of Treviso, born in 
] 768, of a family who bad acquired a fortune* — 
He received an excellent education, and became a 
captain of grenadiers, effected some of the most ex* 
traordinary victories, was rewarded by Buo. and 
dmtinguisbed by Lewis, who created him a peer 
in 1814. His subsequent assistance of Buo* ex- 
duded him from this bonor,^ and direw him inta 
the shade. He is employed aj5 a General of Divi- 
sion, and begins to attract favourable notice. 

Mottton, Count de Lobau, a proscribed general 
of great valor, but of the same fickleness in politics 
as many of his brother officers. 

Mouton-Duvernet, Baron, was tried for his ad- 
herence to Buo. during his government of Lyons^ 
and shot July 19, 1816. 

' Jdumt, Joachim Marshal, Grand Duka of Berg^

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and Ex King of Naples. His fiilber kept an iiui 
^called the Aed Lion, at Chalons i was a worthy 
|nan, became rich by industry, and was irreoonciie* 

ably oflFended with his son lor actepting a crown; 
hut jjad frioiied in his military rank and talents. — 
<For the exploits of this general, vide Chron.) 
When deprived oi his kingdon^ Mural escaped to 
Corsica with 150 men, chiefly officers, and landed 
ill Calabria, where he was shot a^ a traitor, the 
15th of October ISl 5m Joined to a fine person, 
Ihis brave general possessed moch talent and actl- 
Tity, and would have made a tolerrirte polentalet 
had hp bren endowed with more decision, and ex* 
jciied lesH iiiiiignation by his conduct in Spain* 

Murat, Madame, Princese Caroline Buonaparte^ 
Ex Quien of tfaples, signed over the Kingdom of 
Naples, during; the absence of her husband, to Fer?* 
^iuttrid, the late sovereign, but retained immense 
wealth. Sh^ js become extremely devout^ attend)^ 
much to the education of her children, and resides 
at Haimbonrg, near Yienna, under the title of 
jCountess of Lipano. 

Neckar, James, born at Geneva, in 1 734, where 
he became a banker, (vide Cbron.) Though m 
great and good man, his projects of finance and 
reform were not sufficiently digested, and hastened 
the epoeh of the revolution. He died in retire* 
ment at Copet, in 1804. His works are few, but 
th^ are esteemed ; as are also those of his bene? 
Folent and admirable wife. 

Ney, Marshal, Duke of Elchinfren, Prince of 
JJloskwa, born 1 7 69. He was the son of a cooper 
at Saare Louis ; enlisted as a private, and rooe to 
|iigh rpiiik; chiefly throxigh his bravery and judg^ 
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mmtm miJitiiy teetics* (Vide Chrom) He dis- 
tinguished himself by an extraordinary instance of 

perfidy towards Lewis XVIil. and when put to 
iiis iriai, to gam time, be objected to be tried by 
tbe Couacil of War, (the only possible chance, he 
had of being saved, and in bis answer to interro* 
gatorieg, proved hiniseli a man of slender capacity. 
He was condemned by bis peers, and shot at Paris, 
Oct. 1816. 

Nivemets, Lewis, Duke de, bom at Paris, 

.1716, Minister of State to Lewis XV. and ambor 
of numerous works which display a fine taste; par-? 
ticuiarly his poetical imitations of the ancients, and 
of Milton, his life of Bartheiemy, and bis transl%« 
tions* He died in 1798. 

Noailles, Adrian, Duke de, a Marshal of France, 
born 1651, distinguished himself greatly in Spain, 
in Italy, and in Germany, but was exiled by 
Cardinal Dubois, and recalled by his successor 
He died 1729, at Paris* 

Olivet, Joseph d\ born at Salins, 1682, an ex-, 
eellent critic, a consummate grammarian, a faithful 
translator, and an enthueiastic admirer of Cicero. 
Died in Paris, 1768. 

Orleans, Lewis Philip, Duke of, born 1749,^ 
beheaded Nov. 6th, 1793— (vide Chron.) 

Otto de Moeely, Cdunt^ born at Strasbourg, ill 
1753, has led a life of diplomacy, which haa 
' caused him to visit almost every court in Europe,^ 
at each of which he displayed considerable talent* 
He was persuaded by Buo. in \%IS to return ta 
ihe Court of St. Jameses to endeavour to obtain the 
banction of the English Government to his prp- 
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ceedings ; but the Count not obtaining i paatpoit) 
Remained in France^ and died in 1817* 

Oudinol, Marshal Nicholas, Duke of Reggio^ 
born in^l765, quickly rose from the station of a 
common soldier to that of General, and is one oi 
the most esteemed and distinguished, (videChron.) 
Refusing to serve Napoleon on his return, he was 
rewarded by the rank of Commandant of the 
Parisian National Guards ; an office given only 
to those in whom the most unbounded confidence 
18 plai^d. 

Pascal, Blaise, born at Clermont, 1623. At 
the early age of 16 he wrote a treatise on conic 
actions, at 19 invented a simple but unequalled 
arithmetical machine, solved problems that had 
puzzled all the mathematicians in Europe, and 
suddenly abandoned these pursuits for religious 
studies, and exposed the Jesuits to ridicule in his 
t« Provincial Letteirs,'* an admirable work; the 
favorite of Voltaire and Boileau, as a satire. He 
died at Paris, 1 662. 

Pasquiert Stephen, Baron, has filled with abi« 
lity several. offices of administration under Buow 
with great credit, and was by Lewis appointed 
Minister of Justice till the end of Sept. 1815, 
TV hen he became Minister of State, a Priry Coun"« 



is now Keeper of the Seals. 

Pastoiet, Emanuel^ Count, Minister of the In* 
tcrior under Lewis XVJ. was an early advocate 
for the revolution, a man of powerful eloquence, 
possessed of many fine qualities, and great erudi* 
tion. He escaped transportation to Cayenne, was 
f cccivcd with marko of the highest respect in Uol- 
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i»nd and the Isle of Oeron, from which be was 
recalled to fill high literary and civil stations. He 
is now a peer, and enjoys a vast number of dignk 
ties with much humiliu. He is the author of 
many works written with elegance and perspi«- 
cuity. ' His wife is an elegant and accomplished 
woman. > 

Patcl, a painter. His landscapes are very beau*" 
tifuL and he is styled the French Claude. It is. 
unknown when he lived. 

Patru, Oliver, born at Paris, 1604, a man of 
«o much taste and knowledge that Racine and 
Soileau used to read their works to him, and fro-^ 
quently to abide by his judgment. He was styled 
the French Quintilian, and wrote orations, lives,^ 
remarks, &c. Died at Paris, 1681^ 

Pclisson-Fontanier, Paul, bom at Beziers, 
1634, celebrated for his literary talents, for his 
misfortunes, and for his constancy in friendship^ 
He was a favorite with Lewis XIV. whose life 
he wrote, and many other volames that are in some 
estimation. Died 1693. 

Perouse, John de la,, a navigator, who signa- 
lised^ himself under d^Estaing, and m 1783 de« 
i^troyed the English settlements in Hudson^s Bay. 
Sent out by Government, he and his ships were 
lost, after having quitted Botany Bay, in 1788. 
No account whatsoever has been received of him, 
and he is universally lamented. His Voyages are 
published in four volumes. 

Perrault, Claude, born at Paris, 1613, an ad- 
mirable architect, which his celebrated work, the 
colonnade of the Louvre, evinces. He was also^a, 
^ physician and an author ; he translated Vitruviusi^ 
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which he illustrated with some fine designs* He 
died at Pans, 16S8* His brother, Charles^ bom 
1 628, wrote a poem on painting, that is admirdif 
and ** The Great Men of the Age of Lewis XIV. * 
p, fine work. Died 1 703. 

Ph^llipeaux, Colonel, an enemy to the revola* 
lion, assisted Sir Sidney Smith to escape, and long 
Acted the part of a servant* He was a brave 
officer, and contribnted much to the defence of St. 
Jean d^Acre, where, such were his exertions, he 
idied of fatigue. 

Philidor, Andrew, born 1186, one of the first 
French musicians aud chess-players, died in Lon- 
don, 1795. 

Picaord, John, Prior of RiU6, born at Fldche, 
a great mathematician and astronomer* He first 

applied the telescope in a quadrant. He is the 
•author of several learned works, and died in 1 683. ^ 
— ^Picard has composed some excellent petites 
pieces, which have obtained him the. name of 
petite Moliere. His novels are also admired. 

Pichegru, General Charles, born 1761, was 
4>ne of those soldiers who, from the ranks, ob* 
Jtained the highest command. He poeaeesed learn* 
.f ng and talents, and laid his plans with nncommon 
skill, (vide Chron*) was one of (he Jacobins, but 
.afterwards opposed them, assisted the Royalists 
4nd the Austrians, and was transported to Sina* 
mari, from which he escaped* After this he was 
accused of joining Moreau and Georges in a ploi 
to destroy the Consular government, was impri- 
.t)oned, and found strangled in his bc^, at Paris, 
m April, J 804. 

Piron, Alexis, a poet of eminence, born m 
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Dijon, 1689. His cou^edy of Metromaiiie^^ k 
excellenU He was a laaa of infinite wit 
liuoiour^ and his plays, pooms, epigrams, and 
tales« are published ia i>even voiumcB. He died 
.17T3, 

f^uche, Anthony, Abb^ de St# Maux, born at 
Rbeims,* 1688, taught geography and history. 
There are two English translations of his admira^ 
l)le work, Spectacle de la Nature.'^ The rest 
of his productions are much esteemed. He died 
at Varenne, lT6h 

Polignac, Mebctuer^ Cardinal de, born at Puy, 
1661. He defended the philosophy of Aristotle, 
and that of Descartes* He passed through several 
adventures, wiiich are selated in Faucher^s His* 
tory of him. He wrote an excellent Latin poeno^ 
entitled, Anti^Lucretias,^^ Died at Paris, 
1T4I. 

Pompadoar, Jane Poisson, Marchioness de, born 
1 720, mistress of Lewis X V^. daughter of a dealer 
in corn, ^ined so much ascendency over the 
-King, that, for a time, Ae governed the country. 
She patronized men of genius, but shewed iur 
jiuiierable arrogance. She died 1764, 

Pimpignaa, John, Marquis de, born at Mon- 
tauban, author of the fine tragedy of Dido, and of 
other esteemed works, died at Pompignon, 1784. 
He defended Christianity, which drew on him ihe 
lampoons of V oltaire and other infidels. 

Poussin, Nicholas le^ born at Andel, in Nor- 
mandy, 1594. His landscapes and some of hia 
historical subjects, are among the most e8teeme4 
in all collections. He died 1665. 

Poussin, Gaspar, born in 1600. His land* 
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storms are inimitably fine, and muy of hift other 
Aaintingi greatly esteemed. He died in 1675. 

Pre^ot tfExillei, Anthoay, born at He^anij 
I69T, a Jesuit, and author of many celebraled 
novels. " The Man of Quality/' Dean of 
Colraine.'^ Cleveland/^ He died at Chan- 

itilly, 1763. 

Prndhomme, !#• a journaiisl and biographer ; 
Vfas at first one of the most Tiolent of the Jacobins 

iut started at the carnage they caused, wote 
^igainstthem; his works, describing the politicians 
jof those times should be read with caution, as 
there are many exaggerations and inconsistencies. 
He was a journeyman bookbinder, became Go* 
pernor of the Hospital at Paris, aad is now a 
. |x>okseller in that citv. 

Paget, Peter, borii at Marseilles, sculp- 

tor, painter, and architect, styled the French Mi- 
chael Angelo. Died 1694. 

Quillet, Claude, a physician and poet. He 
-wrote his CalliiMBdia at Rome, in which poem he 
satirizes Cardinal Maxarin, who, instead of pu- 
tiishin^, gave him an Abbey. This Work was 
-translated into English, by Rowc. He died 1661. 

Quinault, Philip, born 1636, a celebrated lyric 
|>oet. He has also written several good tragedies 
^nd comedies. The opera of Armida is from bis 
yen. Died 1688- 

Quinette, N. Baron de Rochemont* This man, 
j8 notary^ embraced the cause of the Reformisto 
^ith enthusiasm, became a prtoner to the Aus^ 
trians, was exchanged, and in 1797 was nomi- 
nated Minister of the Interior, by Buo. whs 
^nnd him uueciual lo the emplayment, and re- 
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TDored him; but in 1815 created bim a peer^ 
He retired far from Paris, to live in the bosom of 
his £ftaiily ; but can no longer appear in France, 
teing one* of the Regicides^ and fled to America^ 
where he is much noticed. 

Racine, John, born 1639, at Ferre Milon, of 
noble family. He wore the ecclesiastical habit 
for a lime, but forsook it to become a dramatic 
jpoet, and bis tragedies are the greatest ornament 
of the French stage. He obtained a pension, lint 
<tied of chagrin, in Paris, 1699, Lewis XVI. 
being displeased with his work on the Miseries of 
the People, written at the request of Madam de 
Maintenoa. His most admired pieces are, An« 
dromache, Britannicus, Iphigenie in Aulide, PIic- 
adre, Esther, Athalie. 

Rameau, John, born at Dijon, 1683, a musical 
composer of great celebrity. His opera of Hyppo- 
litus was greatly admired ; bat it is as a theorist in 
music that he excelled, and his works on harmony 
and music have obtained him the appellation oi the 
Newton of Music. Lewis XV^ ennobled Ra^ 
meaa. He died at Paris, 1 764. 

Rapin, Paul, born at Castres, 1661, a protest- 
ant, and a lawyer, obliged to quH France en ac- 
count oi his religion, became an officer, was 
wounded in Ireland, sold his commission, and 
was since tutor to the son of the Earl of Portlands 
His History of England is esteemed lor its ac« 
curacy, and is translated* He died at Wesel^ 
1 725. 

Rapp, Count, a General officer, eistrasted ^ith 
some missions of great delicacy from Buo* to va* 
riout couria. He is in disgrace for having served 
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liis old master, after engaging fidelity ta the Bqut* 
boos, and lives retired in Alsace* 

Rayoal, William, Abb^ born af SbGeai^ 

1718, a Jesuit and a fine preacher. He was en- 
gaged in the Mercurej" but his celebrated 
work Tbe Philosophical and Political Historj 
of £aropeaa Commerce in the indi€&»^' He was 
received with the highest respect in England, ex- 
cept by Dr. Johnson, wlto being asked if he would 
be introduced to the Abb6 Raynal. replied, ^* No; 
I won tnrned bis back, from a dislike to bis 

opinion?. He predicted tbe evils tbat wonid result 
fioni the revolution, iu a letter to the National 
As«iemb]y, He died iu Paris ia great poverty, in * 
1796. 

Real, Cesar de St*' ah eminent writer of history 

and midcellanieS) died in unmerited obscurity, in 
1692. 

Reaumur, Ren^ a great naturalist and author, 
died 1757. 

Regnard, John, born at Paris, 1647, a dra- 
matist of great merit. He was taken by a Carbary 
corsair; being skilled in cookery* he pleased his 
master, bat, caught in an amour, would have been 
executed had he not been ransomed by the French 
Consul. He travelled through great part of Eu^ 
rope. His wgrks rank next to those of Moliere, 
as comic dramas. His Joueur^^ and ^^Demo* 
crite,'' are admirable. He died 1709. . 

Regnier. Count de Gronau, Duke of Massa, 
son of the late Duke, who was for a time Buo.'s 
Minister of Justice and of the Police. — In 1814, 
the young Duke shewed much courage as a Gene» 
ral; in 1815 he did not conspicuou^Jv serve the 
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Emperor^ and therelore . enjoys some degree of 
favor at prescTit. 

Regnault, Michael Count, born 1762^ ml St# 
Jean d'Angely, was a lawyer, and became a warm 
Reformist, then inclined to the royal cause, anci 
opposed Mirabeau ; joined the Jacobins, deserted 
them, was one of the most servile of Buo^s flat* 
Ierer9, and in 1814 fied from hi» poet, as Com« 
mander of a legion of the National Guards, in-* . 
duced the Senate to declare in favor of Napoleon 
If. iu 181o« He was ordered to Koningsburg^ 
but sailed for Ameriea, He is a man of some 
literary talent, much address ; is a plausible orator, 
but an egregious coward. He bad amassed great 
riches, of which he retains a large share. 

Restout, J^hn, an artist of great merits Two 
of his pictures are, Alpheus saved by Diana, and 
tlie Triumph of Bacchus, which are admired. He 
died 1768. Uis son was also a good painter, and 
died in 1797. 

Retz, JohTt De Oondyy Cardinal de^ bom 1613, 
vshilst solicitiui^ preferment in the church, he 
fought several duels, and became a soldier. After 
he was Cardinal, be entered into cabals with the 
fconrt, and was imprisoned. Making his escape, 
, he travelled, was pardonsd, and died in 1679*. 
Uis memoirs of bis ovvn life are entertaining. 

Richelieu, the Duke de^ served Paul I. of 
Russia, as a general officer, in early life, and be* 
came Governm* of Odessa. His activity and ami- 
able (jualities endeared him to the inhabitants; but 
quitting Russia with Alexander, he became a peer 
of France, and waa with difficulty persuaded to 
accept tlie office of ?rime Minister. He declined 
^ 1.1 
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s large income, and receives & Tery inadequatef* 
remuneration for bis services. 

RigaAd, HyMinth, bom 16639 at Perpignoov 
surnanied the Vandyck of Fraoee. Hts portraits 
are greatly admired. He died^l743. 

Ibobespierre^ Maximilian, born at Arras, 1751^. 
He Wis the sou of a lawyer, who bad dissipated a 
fortune, and he owed his edocatioii to tho Bishop 
of that city. In the College of Lewis le Grand, at 
Paris, Mr. H^rivaux implanted republican prin- 
ciples in his mind, and paid the utmost attention 
to his educatioa* He became an enthnsiast of the 
most ferocious description, and by bin vehement 
eloquence^ the cunning of bis plans, and his reso* 
lution that they should be accomplished cost what 
they mightf be caused France to be deluged with 
tiie blood of his conntrymen^ (Tor his transactions^ 
vide Chron.)- -Though he bad facility in speakings 
his talents were but mediocre, and he had but a 
weak voice to express his ardour. His counte- 
nance was animatedf penetrating and subtle. He 
lodged at a house, the front windows of which 
looked into the Place de la Concorde (Inow Place 
Jjowis Quinze,) where his prime minister, the 
guillotine, was stationed. He was beheaded 28tb 
Aug^ 1794. 

Rochefaucault, Francis Aike de la, born 1613^ 

was a warrior of some renown, and lost his sight 
by the blow of a musket. Btis Reflections and 
Maxims are celebrated throughout Europe, and 
are characterized b^ a profound knowledge of the 
human heart, but a bitterness that has drawn upon 
him some censure. He died at Parig, 1680.' 
Rochefaucault^ L. Oukc de 1% a moderate re* 
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formisty whose virtaea and taleatt exciting the 
jealousy of the iJacobins, he was massacred in his 

.cairi^ige, in Normandy, 14th SepL 1792, in the 
^rms of his wife and of his mother. 

liohan, Lewis Cardinal de, born }734, held a 
l^imber of places, and as Ambassador to Vienna, 
lascinated the inhabitants by the charm of bis man- 
ners, his liberality, and magnificence* In 1785, 
he was tried by the Parliament of Paris on a 
charge of receiving a diamond necklace, undor 
false pretences, in which he involved the Qneei^^s 
iiame; but he was honorably acquitted, and a 
Madame de la Motte, and an actress, who pert 
sonated the Queen, were the guilty persons* 
Puring the revolution the Cardinal retired to Ger« 
inany, and became & bvneftctor to an immense 
. piunber of distressed personn. He died in 1802. 
Roland, de la PlatiSre, John, born near Ville- 
franchet in 17d2f of a family who were distin^ 
gui^hed in the law for integrity, bot left an orphan 
and withont fortune. At 19 be traversed part of 
France on foot ; by his talents soon made himself 
conspicuous, and was appointed Inspector General 
of the Manuiactures at Amiens, and afterwards al 
ILiyons, Mrhere he founded a club in correspondence 
with the Jacobins in Paris. Arrived at the capital, 
Lewis made hiiu Minister of the Interior; but he 
was soon dismissed. He was the leader of the 
Girondists^ (For the rest of his life, vide Chron.) 
He put an end to his life, 15th Nov. 1199. He 
wa« a man of the strictest intejrrity, bnt severe 
and obstinate; was deeply read in the learned and 
modern languages, and a voluminous author, Hi^ 

J. I » 
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Kritings on manufactures are valuable^ and his 
Travels, Letters, j&c. possess great merit. 

Roland, Madame Marie, born at Paris, 1754, 
daughter of an engraver, received a carelul educa* 
lion, and married Roland, the minister ; had great 
intiucnce over her husband, and possessed the heart 
pf a Roman matron^ with the graces of a French 
Mroman« Sbe waa a passionate Republi can, and an 

• enthusiast in friendship ; all the Girondists rallied 
xound her, and conceived themselves acting a great 
^nd good part. The revolutioniury mania had 
somewhat blunted the naturally keen sensibility of 
her lieart; but she lamented deeply the {sacrifice 
of human blood, and declared that liberty bad ber 
f:ome a term for carnage* She has been accused 
of vanity and levity in her writings* Uer work, 
written in prison, styled, " An Appeal to Poste-* 
rity,'* is particularly interesting, and shews much 
lalent. She was beheaded 8tb Nov. 1793. 

RoUin, Charles^ born at P^it^, 1661, profeasoF 
of rhetorii; end eloquenee^ The University of 

• .Paris flourished greatly under his direction. He, 
died in Paris, 1741, — His History of the Ancients, 
in 13 vols, and his other writings, are held iu very 
high estimation. 

Rotrou, Jolm, born 1609, a French poet, for 
whom Peter Corneille had a great respect, and 
hii9 his Father in tragedy. He wrote 37 
pieces for the drama» The best are Chpsroes, An« 
tjgone, and Venceslas. The rest are not read at 
present. He died 1650. 

Roustfeai^, J^ean Baptiste, bora at Paris, 1669, 
fdthough the son pf a shoemaker, he ref:eived a ' 
|;iberal education. Ap ^ poet, be soon bfscama 
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celebrated, aad refused riches anrf lucrative offices j 
but his conduct, in falsely accusing an innocent 
person of writing aome defamatory liocB^ and hi^ 
ilNtreatmeot of b|« palront Prince Eugene, is much 
(Censured. Voltatfe and this poet lampooned each 
other, wiihout mercy. He died at Brussels, 1741. 
His Epigrams and Sonnets are much admired* 
He also wrote Comedies and Letters* 

Ronsse^u^' Jean Jaqoes, born at Geneva, 1 712. 
The French §tyle him The Man of Nature and 
of Truth His father was a watchmaker, but 
lie engaged himself as s footman, then taught 
iuuslc, and suffered much from poverty at Cham-* 
beri i^nd at Paris. Soon after he commenced au* 
thor, produced a discourse on the inequality of 
men; wrote to d'Alembert against the stage, al- 
though he had written a comedy and a pastoral, 
Oevin dii Village, of which, the charming 
masic is his. His NoHvelle Heloise.and hisEmi- 
iius, were read with avidity. In the latter, he 
attacks the prophecies and miri^cles, but praise$ 
the Gospel* For this, he was prosecuted and went 
fo London, where he obtained pension* Quar** 
rolling with his friend Hume, he returned to 
France, and appeared in an Armenian dress, which 
he put aside, and was received in bis old age by 
ja gentleman of fortune, at ^rmenonYilIe^ where 
))e died of an apoplexy, in 1778. He possessed 
many virtues and foibles; was of a restless and 
proud disposition, and fancied mankind were his 
^nemies. His works make 33 vols. 8vo. some of 
(hem, particularly his Confes^ons^^^ 4re dia^ 
graced by the grossest indecencies. 

t {5[ac^, Lewis de, born at Paris, 1613, alawyeip 
* ' ' ' i. 1 3 - 
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find a fine writer. His translation of Pliny, hiSi 
Panciryric on Trojan, and his Treatises on t riend- 
fihip and Glory, are in an elegant style. He died 
9i Pompoiia, 1 684. Mastre was his real name. 

Sage, Allen le, born at Buys, 167T, a most in- 
genious writer. His Gil Bias, and the Devil on 
Two Sucks, are every where. He wrote some in* 
ferior works, and died at Boulogne, 1 147. 

Saint Lambert, Charles de, born at Nancy, 1717, 
His poem of The Seasons," was preferred by 
Voltaire to that of Thompson; but is said by 
critics in general, without reason. He was, how« 
ever, a fine author; and his Essay on Luxory, 
Oriental Tales, &q, are admired. He died in 
Paris, 1802, 

Saint Simon, Lewis Duke de, born in 1675.-<« 
Bis Memoirs, which are very curious, are extend-* 
ed to the astonishing length of 13 vols. 8yo« He 
died in 1757, 

Salmasius, Olaude, born at Semur, 1793, sue* 
ceeded Scalinger, as Professor of History, and was 
It very learned writer. He wrote an able defence 
of Charles I. of England, to which Milton replied. 
He died at Spa, 1653. 

Savary, Ken£, Duke de Rovigo, was advanced 
by Buo. for his coolness in danger, and became 
Minister of the Police, and the instrument, it is 
said, of some tyrannical orders. He followed Buo« 
to England, in 1815, and now resides in Austriai^ 
having been tried in Paris, and sentenced to death. 

Sanrin, James, born at Nismes, in 1685, a 
Protestant minister of the highest rep uto ; his elo- 
quence drew immense crowds in London and at 

Hagu^, where lie died, in 173U» His Ser% 
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mons, in 1^ vols, are impassioned and powerfully 
je^pressive; but his greatest work is entitled, 
^^HDisconrse on the Principal Events in the Testae 
ment/' 

Scarron, Paul, born 1610, lost the use of his 
limbs early in life, and obtained a pension. He 
was a man of infinite humour, and the husband of 
Madame de Maintenon. He died in J 660.-^Hi8 
Comedies and Romances are full of wit and plea- 
santry, but licentious*. 

Scuderi, Magdalen de, born at Havre, 1607, an 
auduirees by professsion, attained a degree of cele- 
.brity, thongh her works, of which chivalry and 
ancient manners are the foundation, are now read 
more from curiosity than from admiration. She 
had pensions from Lewis XIV. and from Mazarin. 
Celia,' in )0 volsl and the Grand Oyrns, i|i 10 
vols, also, are among heif writings^ She died at 
Paris, 170K 

Sebastiani, Horatio Count, born at Corsica, — » 
He obtained a commission in tlie army^ has been 
much- employed by Buo. in diplomatic and other 
important missions* When Ambassador at Con- 
stantiiwple, he was received with great distinction 
and, as-i( General, was particularly successful in 
,Kis plans- and actions, nntit the Russian campaign* 
He shewed undaunted courage at Leipsic, sent in 
his adhesion to Lewis XV HI. to whose cause he 
remained faithful ; has .since visited £ngland, and 
is not at present in employ* He is cousii^ to the 
Buonapartes, 

Segur, Lewis, Count de, born 1 753, is the son, 
of Marshal Segur, was Ambassador to Petersburg,

^ Serrurier, Manshal Couiit, pf a family in trade, 
rapidly advanced in the army by dis extraordinary 
merits^, and is one of the most respected of the 
Marshals, not only for h\8 military renown, but foiP! 
bis general conduct, fjewis XVIII. created bim 
a peer in 1814, and b^reinaiaed £Mthiid to bis 

path 01 allegiance. 

Siejes, Abb6, Count of the Eiqpire. This pro« 
found and accomplished statesman, has filled alnioa^ 
every hi^h office in tbct senate.' He yyas- born a| 
jFr^jus, in 1748, and[ enjoyeid preferment in the 
church at an early age. His first work, " What 
are the Three Estates gained vas( p^pulari^* 
Jl^e ^ook grc^t pai^s to accomplish the revoldUon,' 
but was mortified at iU* effusion of ' blood, whicK 
he imagined the sacrifice of the King would have 
subauqueutiy spared. iVlirabeau once observed, 
that the silence of Sieves was a public calamity.-^ 
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Ke refused the archbishopric of Paris, and laboured 
incesaantly in committees, and in framing taws and 
regulations* In 1799, he escaped assassination, 
^nd went as aiiibassaclor to Berlin ; becante one . of 
the Directory^ and prepared the rise of BiM).; was 
one af the three consuls, and was afterwards re* 
garded with an «ye of-suspioion bytbe fimperor, 
who however raised him to the peerage in 1815. 
Lewis did not deign to notice him, and he is one 
of the restless regicides. To first rate abilities^ 
and wonderful application, he unites a degree of 
cunning, and a want of sensibility, that have de- 
prived liim of the respect the first actions of his 
life had inspired. 

Sonnini, C. de Manomour, bom 17&1, is a 
naval fifficer and engineer, but it is his great talent 
as a hatural historian th^it has rendered him emi- 
nent. He was the inend and coadjutor of BuSbti* 
His numerous travels are interesting, and his edi* 
iion vf Buffon^S' Natural History, with immense 
additions, in 110 volumes, is said to be the mo^t 
extensive literary work in the world. 

Sofflot, James, born in 1713. an architect of 
great merit. He built the Pantheon (St. Gene- 
yieve) in Paris, and died in 1 780. 

Soult, Marshal, Duke of Dalnaatia, is the son of 
a notary at St. Ama&d, and born in 1769. He 
»tered the army as a subaltern officer ; but his 
conduct,':sdmirable in a military point of view, did 
not remain unnoticed, and he acquired the first 
dignities, awd the confidence of the£mperor. (For 
his actions vide Chron.) Lewis having appointed 
him miniater at war, in ISH, he soon put the 
portcfueille in the hands of the Duke dc Feltre, 
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and proved hi^ attachment to Napoleon on liis ttf 
jturn. He resides at OuBseldorf^ and is immeaseTj 
frich. His recal is expected. 

Souza, Rladame, Her admired no?elg of 

Adele," and Eugene et Matilda,*' entitle her 
|o rank npxt to Mad, de Genii;, a9 a feiqale Frendi 
writer ; and her enchaQting manners, the theitie of 
strangers and of natives, leave her without a supe- 
rior in society. She is the mother of Gen. Count 
S'lahant a rlistinguished qAcer in the service of 
liewisXVIlL 

Staal, Madame dc, daughter of an artist, and 
born at Paris, in great indigence ; but educated by 
the ahbes^i of a convent, she became an attendant of 
{the Duchess de Maine, and was mudi noticed by 
Fontenelle, and by other eminent characters, for 
her ingenuity and talents. She married an officer, 
and died in 1750. Uer Memoirs, in 4 vols« an 
^Interesting, and she publifhed two comedies. 

Stael, Baroness de, daughter of M. Neclcar, in? 
hcrited almost all the talents of her parent^, with 
somewhat le&^ sternneps of principles, and more of 
planner^, to which she added stronger powers of 
f:riticism, and a lively imagination. She bad much 
influence on the leaders of the constitutional circle, 
at the period of the Directory in France, and was 
obliged to quit Paris from bqr intimacy with some 
. pf the opposition ufider the consulate. She visited 
England in 1814, and France shortly after ; but 
beiiiii; alluded to in the intercepted correspondency 
of Exelmans, in a manner that was not agreeable 
to the Royalist^, she retired tQ Italy, where ah« 
died in 181 7, aged 50 years. Her works are read 
lAith en^usia^m by some, with admiri^tion as tq 
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ibeir ability by all, and with caution by thbse wba 
are attached to principled strictly morak 

Suafd, — — , highly praised by Marniontcl, and 
perpetual Secretary to the French Academy. His 
writings are such as to cause the literary world to 
lament that he has not farther enriched their libr^ 
ties. He was a moderate revolutionist^ and banish- 
ed by the more violent, recalled and distinffuished 
by JBuo. is now 80 years old, and is much res- 
pected by the King. His wife is also an abte 
writer, but refrains from affixing her name to her 
iVorka* 

Subleyras, Peter^ born near Nismes, 1699, a 

food painter of history and portraits. Died in 
749. 

, Sucbet, Marshall Duke of Albuiera^ born at 
Lyons, in 1770^ became at once a commander in 
the army. Celebrated for the most judicious ma4 
nagement^ he had a chief appointment in Spain^ 
4 ftom which, after varied fortune^ he was driven^ 
and sent in his adhesion to Lewis^* who created ium 
a peer. Returning to the service of Buo. in 1815^ 
he is now deprived of his senatorial dignity. 

Sueur, Eustace le, born at Paris, 1617j greatly 
admired as an artist. He painted historical pieces^ 
and formed his manner after the ancients. Was 
a pupil of Vouet, and died 1655. 

Talleyrand- Perigord, Prince of Bencvento, Ex 
Bishop of Autun, was born at Paris, in 17544-^ 
Possessed of revolutionary principles, and uniting 
to talents the most eminent, great facility of execute- 
ing business, a striking dignity of uianners, and 
high birth, he induced a vast number of priests to 
join in his opinions. He was in England, and in 
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America, dufiiig the sanirwinary scenes of Paris;- 
but returning, became minister for foreiga affairs 
in II9I9 and possessed great influence throaghout 
the reign of Buo. with whom h^ was at length dis^ 
gusted, and is supj)osed to have been the chief 
promoter of the recal of Lewi» XVIII. when the 
Allies became successful. In 1815 he ceded the 
dignity of prime miDistev to the Duke de RichelieUy 
and is now grand cbambeFlain, aad seems to be 
enjovini!; hinii-clf towards the decline of life" witl* 
all the relaxations and luxuries that a high station 
and large fortune afford, and the contemplatioi^ 
that he has acquired the fame of being the first 
statesuian now living in Eiuopc. His wife was a 
Mrs. Grant, and has lately visited England. Some 
writers insist that few persons arc stained with a 
^'reater number of crimes than M. de Talleyrand ; 
>Yhilst others dwell upon his virtues. A medium 
course would, perliaps, do him justice.. 

Talliau, John^ thought the son of a porter, was 
brought up with some eare, and became eorree- 
tor of the pretts to the Monitcur. He soon evinced 
nvuch zeal for a reform in the State ; was ulti- 
mately a vehement revolutionist, and the cause of 
some of the massmres in Paris. He commenced tbe 
same dreadful career atBourdeaux, tiU love at once 
chanircd his cliariKrter, The beautiful Madame 
i ontenai, persuaded him to desist, and he gave 
himself up to luxury and pleasure. In 1794, h^ 
marriedi this lady, who long led the fashion, and 
lived wiili l oyal splendour in Paris. Tallien re- 
Solv«d oil the destruction of Robespierre and his 
party, and effected it. The influence of his wife^^ 
who was not famed for continence, having de^ 
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dined 9 Tallieii wbhed to revire the system of 

terrorism, but happily did not succeed. Return- 
ing from an expedition to Egypt, he was taken 
prisoner, and sent to Loudon, where the Jacobia 
Club received him with distiaction. Returning 
to Fnnce, he was long ta obscure employments^ 
nnd is now roving about in very bad health. He 
is one of the regicides. 

Tavornier, John, born in 1605. He travelled 
throogh Turkey, Persia, and the East Indies^ sie 
times, and died at Moscow, in 1689. He gained 
a great fortune by purchasing jewels, and was en- 
nobled by Lewis XiV. His Collection of Tra* 
Tels^ in 6 vols, is greatly esteemed^ and has been 
tinnslated into English. 

Terrasson, John ^bbe, born at Lyons, 1670, a 
writer of eminence. His dissertation on the I Iliad 
has been translated into English; as, also, liis 
Romance of Sethos. He rendered Diodorus 
Siciilus into F^^iMsh, and died in Paris, 1750.^ 
His brother and family were aulhoi 5 oi 6ome cc* 
lebrity. 

Thevenot^ Melchisedeck, born in 1621, was 
ambassador at Constantino{de and Genoa, and 
died in 1692. His Travels in the Levant, in 2 

vols, are in the highest estimation. 

Thevenot, John, wrote Travels in Asia, in 
3 vol. and died in 1667* 

Thomas, Anthony, bom at Clermont, 1739.— 

He wrote in 1756, Reflections on Voltaire's Poem 
of Natural Religion, in which he dcf( nds Chris* 
tianity* He was a good poet, and completed se* 

veral other- esteemed works. Madame Neckar 
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was his eathosiagtic eulogist. He died at Lyonsi 
1785. 

Turenne, Henry de la Tour d'Auvergne^ Vis« 
count de^ born at Sedan, 1611. Son of the Duke 
de BouilloB^ and a Marshal of France, was con- 
sidered one of tlie greatest warriors that has^ ap« • 
peared in History. (Vide ChronO He was kil* 
led by a cannon ball at Suitzbach, in 1675. 

Turgot, Anne Hobert, born at Paris, 1727. — 
As Comptroller-General of the Finances, he 
sinewed great talents; was a man of admirable 
character, and was at the bead of the society called ^ 
Economists. He died in Paris, 1781. Condor- 
cet wrote his life- 

Valliant^ Sebastian, a physician and botanist. 
On the latter subject he has written some useful 
works, and Ms travels are highly interesting. He 
died 1 722. 

Vandanime, Count d'Unsebourg, born at Cas- 
sel^ and the son of an apothecary, raised a com* 
pan J, and soon became a General, distinguishing 
himself greatly for courage and activity ; he has 
however, been accused of the most heinous 
cruelty, and is a proscribed wretched wanderer^ 
seeking a home. 

Vanloo, John^ born at Aix, in 1684, painted 
many portraits of illustrious characters in fine 
taste. His son, Lewis, became principal painter 
to the King of Spain ; and his son, Charles Philip 
to the King of Prussia. The father died in 1746* 
Charles Andrew (his brother) also painted many 
fine pieces, particularly on historical subjects^ for 
the King of France. He died in 1765. 

Vauban^ Sebastian Marshal de^ born 1633^ the 
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greatest of engiaeers. Lllle and oilier fortresses 
. remain monuments of his skilU Be also shewed 

much courage and talent as an officer, and at- 
tained the iiighest rank and lionors. He died at 
' Paris, 1707) and bis writings are in great estima- 
tion. 

YaubUinCy Viemiot Connt de, at the time of 

the reToIution obtained great influence among the 
moderate Reformists, opposed with firmness all 
the excesses, and was condemned to die. Hav- 
ing escaped death, and subsequently transporta«> 
tion^ he was chosen Prefect by Duo. and Minister 
of the Interior by L^wis XVIIT. in 181G and 
1817. He is a maii of couibiderable abilities, and - 
distinguished for eloquence. 

Vendome, Jjewis Duke de, a most renowned 
Ckneral. In Spain, he took the English army 
prisoners, and performed many admirable ex- 
ploits, (Tide Chron.) He died 1712. 

Vergniand, Peterybom 1759, was a counsellor 
at Bordeaux, and a man of the most forcible 
and persuasive eloquence. He was one of the 
leaders of the Girondists, was at lirst i iolent in 
measures, but perceiying dreadful consequences 
ensue, he opposed the Terrorists, who at length 
triumphed over him. When denounced, he de- 
fended himself in a speech that was considered 
a model of courage, presence of muotd, and 
fine oratory. He threw away the poison he had 
kept, and was beheaded in Paris, 1793. 

Vernet, Joseph, born at Avig[ion, 1712, the 
first marine painter in Europe. His manner soft, 
correct, and transparent. His pictures are in 
most of the best collections. His ports of France^

at the Luxembourg, are justly celebrated^ He 
died at Fkrts, 1789. 

Vertot, Ren6 de, born at Bennitot, 1055, a 
priostj and a famous historian. He died 1735. — 
His works are numerous and in great esteem. 

Victor^ Perrin Marshal, DiUce of Bellnno^ 
born 1765, obtained a commission, became a Ge- 
neral tiirougb liis successful and well judged ma« 
nosuvrc'S, and his invincible courncre. He went 
as Ambassador to Denmark, was the chief cause 
of the Tictory of Jena, was afterwards taken prl« 
soner, exchanged, chosen Gorernor of Berlin, 
and after many seyere conflicts in Spain and in 
the South of France, became of ail the Marshals, 
the most zealous partizan of Lewis XVIII. who 
created him a peer^ and pays him marked atten- 
'tion. 

Vien, Joseph Count, born 1716 ; a painter of 
eminence. His historical subjects are well ima- 
gined, and executed with much force. David was 
his pupil. He died 1807. 

Villars, Lewis Duke de, Marshal, bom lQ53y 
Cvide Chron.) Died at Turin, in 1734. 

Villeneuve, Gabrielle de, a celebrated novel 
writer. The Young American, the Conjugal 
Phoenix,' the Fair Hermits, and the Gardener of 
Vinceuues, are still much read. She died in 
1755. 

Villette, the Marchioness de, the adopted 
daughter of Voltaire, still resides in Paris, and her 

house is the resort of the deyoted admirers, and 
the few rerralning friend.^ of that extraordinary 
man. Her brother Mr. de Vaiicoui*t« was lite- 
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Tally cut to pieces, to affbrcr time for Marie Anto«» 
niette to escape the mob^ on the 6th October* 

Vivarea, Francis^ an admirable engrarer, born 
1709. He was brought up as a tay lor, in London^ 
but preferred the Arts ; and haying married three 
times had thirty-one children. Woollet had ge- 
nerally one of his engravings before him when he 
was at work« He died 1780. 

Voisin, Daniel, Chancellor to Lewis XIV. a«d 
a mail of inflexible integrity ; as a proof of which 
lie refused to seal the pardon the King hadgranted 
to a notorious offender* Lewis, in a rage, de- 
manded the seals, and sealed the instrument^—* 

They are contaminated said Voisin, I will 
touch them no more." Lewis, struck with ad- 
• miration, threw the pardon into the fire. Now^'* 
said Voisin, I can take them, fire purifies erery 
thing,'* 

Voiture, Vincent, born at Amiens, 1598, a 
most elegant writer. It is to be lamented that his 
Poems and Letters do not exceed two volumes* 
He was employed to negociate afibirs of import* 
ance in Spain, but died poor, in 164S. 

Volney, C. F. Count de. After having writ- 
ten his travels in Syria and I^ypt, he became a 
senator, and adopted the sentiments of the mode- 
rate reformists ; made a voyage to Americayand 
was distinguished by Washington. Oa his return, 
he participated in the acts of the Senate of Buo. 
but having voted his expulsion, was elevatd to 
the peerage ; the dutierof which he still performs. 
He is the author <of the celebrated work entitled 

Ruins," and is highly esteemed as a man of 
letters. 

Mm S 
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Vol! airtj Mary Fr&ncis Arouet d^, born 1694^ 
at Paris, shewed proofs of genius at the College 
of Louts le Grnnrl. Was intended for the law, 
but renounced it for literature. His irresistible 
partiality to satire induced him to write lampoons 
ott the government, and he was confined in the 
Bastille, where he remained one year. His first 
tragedy, GSdipus^.had great success^ In his Ma* 
riamne, the speech of ^ the Queen drinks," again 
placed him in the Bastille, and when liberated he 
went to England, where his Henriade came out 
by subscription. His Philosophical Letters were 
burned in Paris by a decree of Parliament. la 
17S0, the King of Prussia granted him a pension, 
and he visited that Monarch ; but these two 
eccentric ciiaiacters not agreeing, Voltaire quit- 
ted Potsdam and retired to Ferney, in Swi^er* 
laud.. In 1Z78, he returned to Paris, where. he 
died on the SOfh May. His tragedies tire aume- 
rous. Brutus, Merope, and Zara are the most 

. admired ; his Lewis XIV. Charles XII. of Swe- 
. - den, and indeed the whole of his works^ consist- 
ing of 30 vols, are still read with hTidity. He 
wa$ cynical, an enemy to Christianity, insuffer* 
ably vain, and somewhat avaricious. As a writer 
he is lively, brilliant, and imposing, but superb* 
cial and dogouiticaU . 

"Watelet, Claude, bora 1718, member of the 
French, and of many foreign academies. Though 
he had been Receiver General of the Finances, 

.he died poor, in 1786' — His poem on the Art 
of Painting, his Com^di^, and his Dictionary 

. of P^itttiog,' Sculpture^ and fiagraying^ are ei» 
teemed. 
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Wattcau, Anthony, born at Valenciennes, in 
1684) died at Nogent^ in 1721.— He resided 
some time in England, and painted wi^h great 
success. His burlesque subjects are admirably 
handled, and his pictures, in general^ to be found 
in good collections.
